Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the  annual  report 
of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900: 

This  embraces  tabulated  statements  showing  the  business  done  in  the 
district  land  offices,  117  in  number,  with  reports  from  the  surveyors- 
general,  numbering  17,  giving  particulars  of  operations  in  their 
respective  districts  during  the  fiscal  year,  which  will  be  found  attached 
in  their  proper  places. 

Great  increase  in  current  work. — The  increase  of  current  work  in 
this  office  during  the  past  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
tabulated  statements  herein,  is  a  remarkable  showing,  and  the  more 
remarkable  since  it  has  all  been  accomplished  by  practically  the  same 
clerical  aid  as  for  the  work  performed  in  the  recent  past  fiscal  years. 
The  stimulus  given  to  all  industries  and  undertakings  throughout  our 
nation  has  made  its  impress  upon  the  local  land  offices  throughout  the 
States  and  Territories,  and  therefore  affected  this  office.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  total  cash  receipts  for  the  past  year  equal  $4,379,758, 
which  is  an  increase  in  this  single  item  alone,  over  the  previous  year, 
of  $1,309,621,  and  an  increase  over  the  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  of 
12,101,763. 

Reference  is  also  made  to  the  vast  quantity  of  land  disposed  of  dur 
ing  the  last  year,  which  has  amounted  to  13,453,887  acres,  as  against 
9,182,113  acres  for  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  over  4,000,000 
acres. 

The  original  homestead  entries  made  by  the  settlers  upon  the  public 
domain  during  the  last  year  aggregated  8,478,409  acres,  as  against 
6,177,587  acres  for  the  preceding  year,  being  an  increase  of  2,300,822 
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acres.  There  has  also  been  a  large  increase  in  acreage  of  final  home- 
stead entries  made  during  the  past  year  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

As  a  result  of  this  increased  business  there  has  also  beer  an  increased 
correspondence.  As  will  be  seen,  the  letters  written  from  this  office 
amounted  to  145,233  during  the  year,  as  against  127,228  written  dur- 
ing the  previous  year,  being  an  increase  of  18,005.  The  letters 
received  amount  to  181,754,  an  increase  of  27,814  over  the  preceding 
year,  and  over  that  of  1898  an  increase  of  59,017. 

Attention  is  also  invited  to  the  total  cash  receipts  arising  from 
depredations  upon  the  public  lands,  compromises,  fines,  etc.,  which 
for  the  past  year  aggregated  $233,725.25,  as  against  $214,174.98  for 
the  previous  year,  or  an  increase  of  $19,550.27. 

As  against  this  gratifying  increase  in  the  public  business  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  number  of  agricultural  patents  issued  in  the  recorder's 
division  is  largely  less  than  for  the  preceding  year,  although  almost 
equal  to  that  of  the  previous  year,  during  which  a  vast  number  of 
patents  were  issued,  yet  as  against  this  diminution  in  patents  through 
that  division  there  should  be  counted  an  increase  of  2,328  patents 
issued  through  another  division  ("G"),  embracing  129,682.53  acres. 
Perhaps  the  best  explanation  in  regard  to  this  diminution  in  issue  of 
patents  in  the  recorder's  division  may  be  the  delay  caused  by  the  inter- 
ruption to  business  during  the  removal  of  this  office  from  the  Interior 
Department  building,  which  made  it  impossible  for  a  while  to  obtain 
access  to  many  patentable  entries.  The  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1901 , 
will  therefore  show  a  large  increase  over  the  past  year  in  patents  issued, 
especially  by  reason  of  the  large  number  of  land  entries  made  during 
the  year  ended  June  30, 1900.  As  a  further  explanation  of  this  diminu- 
tion, the  division  from  which  the  great  body  of  approved  entries  are 
transmitted  to  the  recorder's  division  represents  that  there  has  been  a 
large  increase  in  soldier's  additional  applications  which  were  examined 
for  allowance,  while  at  the  same  time  there  was  an  increase  in  entries 
posted  over  the  past  year  amounting  to  52,821.  Such  soldier's  addi- 
tional entries  were  required  to  be  returned  to  the  local  land  offices  for 
record  before  they  could  be  finally  passed  to  patent.  This  increased 
business  will  find  an  exhibit  in  the  report  for  the  next  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1901,  in  the  form  of  patents,  which  is  not  seen  at  the 
present  time.  A  still  further  explanation  may  be  found  in  the  great 
reduction  of  preemption  and  timber-culture  entries  owing  to  the  repeal 
of  the  preemption  and  timber-culture  laws.  The  final  proofs  in  this 
class  of  cases  are  rapidly  diminishing  each  year. 

There  was  also,  as  will  be  seen,  a  smaller  number  of  patents  issued 
upon  mineral  entries  than  during  the  previous  year,  which  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  not  that  there  is  a  diminution  in  the  demand  for  min- 
eral lands  throughout  the  country,  but  because  there  has  been  a  large 
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increase  in  the  number  of  suspensions,  notably  in  Colorado  and  in 
Montana,  and  these  suspensions  are  attributable  to  various  late  rulings 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  during  the  past  year.  While 
there  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  patents  issued  upon 
mineral  entries  generally,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  patents  issued 
upon  coal-land  entries.  As  an  evidence  of  the  bona  fide  increase  in  the 
matter  of  mineral  exploration,  as  shown  through  the  records  of  this 
office,  it  should  be  noted  that  there  were  1,618  mineral  and  mill-site 
entries  made  during  the  past  year,  forming  an  increase  of  212  over  the 
preceding  year,  and  only  exceeded  by  the  years  1882,  1884,  and  1898. 
There  were  also  approved  and  certified  to  the  several  States  and  Ter- 
ritories 772,209.45  acres,  being  an  increase  of  351,449.30  acres;  while 
during  the  same  period  there  were  canceled  selections  aggregating 
84,210.66  acres. 

As  indicative  of  the  work  of  this  office,  there  is  a  class  of  business 
known  as  contest  cases  which  are  submitted  from  the  various  local 
land  offices  after  hearings  had  there,  and  which  constitute  the  issues 
between  the  conflicting  claimants  and  which  involve  both  questions  of 
law  as  well  as  of  fact.  These  cases  require  examination  here  by  clerks 
versed  in  the  law,  and  since  many  of  these  cases  are  on  appeal,  the 
most  careful  and  painstaking  labor  is  demanded.  The  prosperous  con- 
dition of  the  country  enables  many  people  to  institute  these  contests, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  rivalry  and  competition  between  adverse 
claimants  is  sharpened  by  reason  of  the  increased  valuation  of  the  lands 
sought,  and  hence  there  is  presented  here  a  record  showing  a  large 
increase  of  this  class  of  business,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  583  contest  cases  adjudicated  during  the  fiscal 
year  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  there  having  been  3,295  contest 
cases  decided  during  the  fiscal  year  1899  and  3,878  decided  during  the 
present  fiscal  year. 

In  view  of  the  great  increase  of  current  work  in  this  office  it  has 
been  found  practically  impossible  to  dispose  of  the  current  work  as 
it  arises.  Some  of  the  divisions  have  been  as  far  in  arrears  as  six 
months,  while  in  the  case  of  one  other  division  as  much  as  twelve 
months  is  shown  to  be  the  arrears,  although  there  has  recently  been  a 
very  great  improvement  in  all  the  divisions  which  reported  an  arrear- 
age— a  recent  temporary  aid  in  the  office  having  materially  assisted 
toward  that  end.  That  aid,  however,  is  but  brief  in  tenure,  and  it  will 
become  necessary  that  a  permanent  force  for  at  least  one  }^ear  be 
authorized  by  Congress,  and  for  that  purpose  I  have  recommended  an 
appropriation  to  justify  such  employment  of  not  exceeding  50  addi- 
tional clerks.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  certified  under 
the  act  of  March  2,  1849,  or  patented  under  the  act  of  September  28, 
1850,  as  swamp  land  in  place  98,097.30  acres,  and  that  there  were  pat- 
ented under  the  act  of  March  2,  1855,  as  swamp-land  indemnity  lands 
1,175.63  acres,  making  a  total  of  99,272.99  acres  certified  or  patented 
under  the  swamp-land  laws  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  patents  issued 
under  these  laws  in  the  previous  year  amounted  to  149,655.21  acres 
of  swamp  land  in  place  and  885.92  acres  of  swamp-land  indemnity 
lands,  making  a  total  of  150,541.13  acres.  Thus  there  were  patented 
under  the  swamp-land  laws  during  the  last  fiscal  year  51,268.14  acres 
less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  above  showing  does  not  in  any  way  indicate  that  less  work  was 
performed  during  the  year  in  the  division  having  the  immediate  con- 
duct of  the  swamp-land  business  of  the  office,  since  in  the  "  Detailed 
statement,"  appended  to  this  report,  it  is  shown  that  38,461.87  acres 
were  approved  in  excess  of  the  amount  approved  during  the  last  fiscal 
year.     The  swamp  land  in  place  claims  pending  for  adjudication  on 
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June  30,  1899,  amounted  to  420,664.98  acres,  while  on  June  30,  1900, 
they  amounted  to  only  232,558.80,  showing  a  reduction  of  188,106.18 
acres.  But  it  is  on  the  indemnity  branch  of  the  swamp-land  work 
that  the  most  progress  has  been  made.  This  year  $31,251.28  was  paid, 
as  against  19,695.70  paid  last  year;  and  claims  on  the  basis  of 
97,600  acres  were  rejected  and  canceled,  as  against  7,280  acres  rejected 
and  canceled  last  year.

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By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899  (30  Stats.,  1097), 
making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  and  for  other  purposes,  there 
was  appropriated  "For  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands"  the 
sum  of  $325,000,  of  which  amount  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  was  authorized  to  expend  so  much  as  he  might  deem  nec- 
essary for  examinations  in  the  field,  etc. 

The  sum  of  $75,000  was  set  aside  to  cover  the  cost  of  field  examina- 
tions, and  the  sum  of  $10,000  reserved  for  emergencies,  leaving  the 
sum  of  $210,000  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  surveying  dis- 
tricts. The  apportionment  made  to  the  several  districts  was  as 
follows :

Further  apportionments  were  made  from  time  to  time  to  several 
surveying  districts  from  the  fund  of  $10,000  held  in  reserve,  and  con- 
tracts were  let  and  approved  to  very  nearly  the  extent  of  the  means 
available. 

The  annual  surveying  instructions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1900,  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  place  in  this  report. 

TRANSACTIONS  IN  THE  SEVERAL  SURVEYING  DISTRICTS. 

ALASKA. 

By  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899  (30  Stats.,  p.  1097), 
the  rectangular  system  of  surveys  was  extended  to  the  district  of 
Alaska,  but  no  apportionment,  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  was  made  to  the  said  district  of  Alaska  nor  have  any 
surveys  under  the  rectangular  system  been  made  in  Alaska  during  the 
fiscal  year.  Such  surveys  as  were  made  in  the  district  of  Alaska  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  were  made  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  3,  1891,  and  in  compliance  with  circular  instructions 
dated  June  3,  1891,  prepared  in  accordance  with  said  act,  providing 
that  the  survey  of  lands  for  town-site,  trading,  and  manufacturing 
purposes  should  be  paid  for  from  deposits  made  by  the  applicants 
desiring  such  surveys,  and  under  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated 
June  8,  1898,  as  provided  for  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May 
14,  1898  (30  Stat.  L.,  p.  409). 
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In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  says  the  surveying  trans- 
actions were  as  follows:  Returns  of  surveys,  made  under  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  May  14,  1898,  relating  to  the  acquisition  of  title 
through  soldiers'  additional  homestead  rights,  examined  and  passed 
upon,  46;  returns  of  surveys  for  trade  and  manufacture,  made  under 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  14,  1898,  examined  and  passed 
upon,  7;  returns  of  surveys  for  trade  and  manufacture,  surveyed  under 
special  instructions  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891, 
6;  2  applications  were  made  for  townsite  surveys;  80  applications  were 
made  for  mineral  surveys;  15  applications  for  mineral  surveys  were 
approved;  number  of  surveys  suspended,  9;  surveys  rejected,  2;  $1,520 
was  deposited  for  office  work  in  connection  with  surveys.  The  corre- 
spondence of  the  office  was  459  official  letters  received;  860  miscella- 
neous letters  received;  441  official  letters  written;  1,264  miscellaneous 
letters  written;  62  estimates  for  office  work  were  prepared,  and  35 
orders  for  surveys  were  issued. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  the  sum  of  $103,872  for  public-land 
surveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  and  in  support  of  his 
estimate  says: 

When  the  history  and  condition  of  this  district  are  considered  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  foregoing  estimate  is  reasonable  and  just.  It  has  an  area  sufficient  for  an  empire. 
This  immense  domain  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States  for  a  third  of 
a  century.  It  has  added  very  materially  to  the  business  and  prosperity  of  the  coun- 
try; and  yet  not  an  acre  of  this  immense  domain  has  been  surveyed  at  the  expense 
or  under  the  system  of  the  public-land  surveys  of  the  United  States.  The  country  is 
not  open  for  settlement  under  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  term,  and  the  larger  por- 
tion of  its  inhabitants  have  no  place  which  they  can  truly  call  home.  The  provisions 
for  acquiring  title  to  mineral  lands  in  Alaska,  prior  to  extending  the  lines  of  public 
surveys  over  them,  were  too  restrictive  and  involve  too  large  an  expense  upon  the  part 
of  the  applicant  to  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  ordinary  homeseeker;  and  now  that  the 
law  authorizes  the  extension  of  public  land  surveys  to  Alaska,  adequate  provisions 
should  be  made  for  carrying  the  law  into  effect. 

ARIZONA. 

Of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  public  lands  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1900,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  apportioned  to  the 
district  of  Arizona. 

Under  said  apportionment  six  contracts  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $6,315  were  awarded  and  approved.  Eight  sets  of  special  instruc- 
tions in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of 
$1,795  were  issued  to  deputy  surveyors  payable  from  the  apportion- 
ment made  to  Arizona  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Two  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $550,  were  also  awarded 
and  approved  for  the  survey  of  private  land  grants  payable  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  private  land  grants  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1900. 
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One  contract,  liability  $2,875,  was  awarded  for  the  survey  of  the 
eastern,  western,  and  southern  boundaries  of  the  Hualapai  Indian 
Reservation  in  Mohave  County;  this  amount  is  chargeable  to  the 
appropriation  for  surveying  and  allotting  of  Indian  lands  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1900. 

Two  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $1,550,  were  let  for 
the  survey  of  abandoned  military  reservations  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900;  contract  No.  163,  liability  $350,  being  for  the 
survey  of  all  the  lines  necessary  to  complete  the  subdivisional  survey 
of  the  Camp  Lowell  (abandoned)  Military  Reservation  lying  within  T. 
ltt  S.,  Rs.  15  and  16  E.;  a  portion  of  the  east  boundary  of  T.  11  S., 
R.  15  E.,  and  to  resurvey  all  that  portion  of  the  north  boundaries  of 
T.  14  S.,  Rs.  15  and  16  E.,  and  the  west  boundary  of  T.  14  S.,  R.  15 
E.,  situate  within  the  Fort  Lowell  Military  Reservation,  now  aban- 
doned. Contract  No.  76,  liability  $1,200,  is  for  the  survey  of  the 
exterior  boundary  lines  of  the  abandoned  Fort  McDowell  Military 
Reservation,  being  approximately  in  Ts.  3  and  4  N.,  Rs.  6  and  7  E., 
and  all  the  township  and  section  lines  necessary  to  include  the  agricul- 
tural lands  within  the  boundaries  of  said  abandoned  military  reserva- 
tion. The  amount  necessary  for  these  surveys  is  chargeable  to  the 
appropriation  for  the  survey,  appraisal,  and  sale  of  abandoned  military 
reservations  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

The  surveyor-general  also  awarded  nine  contracts,  with  an  aggre- 
gate liability  of  $33,100,  for  surveys  under  a  special  deposit  made  by 
the  Santa  Fe  and  Pacific  Railroad,  under  the  act  of  February  27, 1899. 
These  contracts,  Nos.  67  to  75,  inclusive,  were  not  approved  by  this 
office  during  the  fiscal  year,  since  the  same  had  to  be  approved  by  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  the  same  were  not  returned 
to  this  office  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  says  that  during  the  fiscal 
year  he  received  263  departmental  letters,  and  dispatched  327  to  the 
Department.  He  received  956  miscellaneous  letters,  and  wrote  1,532. 
The  Santa  Fe  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company  deposited  $44,000  during 
the  year  for  the  survey  of  lands  granted  it  in  the  Territory  of 
Arizona. 

There  was  deposited  during  the  fiscal  year  by  individuals  for  office 
work  in  connection  with  mineral  surveys  the  sum  of  $11,335.  The 
available  balance  June  30,  1899,  was  $7,438.46,  giving  a  total  amount 
available  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  of  $18,773.46.  He 
expended  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  the  sum  of  $3,269.20, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $15,504.26,  available  June  30,  1900. 

Mineral  surveys  ordered  during  the  year,  160,  including  374  lodes, 
31  millsites,  and  3  placers.  Mineral  orders  amended,  58;  mineral 
surveys  approved,  104;  mineral  surveys   pending,  19;  mineral  plats

approved,  428;  transcripts  of  field  notes  of  surveys,  reports,  affidavits, 
etc.,  prepared,  104;  township  diagrams  made,  8. 

The  surveyor-general  says  that  surveys  were  made  of  two  confirmed 
private-land  grants  during  the  year. 

Two  townsites  were  surveyed  for  patent  during  the  fiscal  year— the 
townsite  of  West  Clifton  and  the  townsite  of  Morenci. 

The  surveyor-general  submits  an  estimate  of  $20,000  for  surveys 
within  his  district  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  and  gives  the 
following  reasons  for  said  estimate,  viz: 

The  growing  population,  the  great  mineral  development,  and  consequent  establish- 
ing of  large  mining  camps,  create  a  good  market  for  agricultural  products;  therefore 
the  agricultural  lands  are  being  rapidly  settled.  The  recent  forest  reserves  cause 
settlers  to  look  elsewhere  in  the  Territory  for  good  lands,  which  also  adds  to  the 
increased  demand  for  the  survey  of  agricultural  lands.  It  will  take  at  least  $20,000 
to  meet  the  demand  for  surveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Out  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  appor- 
tioned to  the  district  of  California. 

Under  said  apportionment  seven  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $7,599.70,  were  awarded  and  approved,  chargeable  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Seven  sets  of  special  instructions,  in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds, 
with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $3,065,  were  issued  for  surveys  during 
the  fiscal  year,  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900.  Since  the  amount  contracted  for  during  the 
fiscal  year  exceeded  the  amount  apportioned  in  the  sum  of  $664.70,  an 
additional  apportionment  was  made  to  California  in  that  amount  out 
of  the  reserve  of  $10,000  out  of  the  appropriation  unapportioned. 

One  contract,  liability  $397,  was  awarded  and  approved,  payable 
from  deposits  made  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

The  surveyor-general's  annual  report  shows  that  during  the  year 
8  miles  .02  chains  47  links  of  standard  line  was  surveyed;  108  miles 
26  chains  and  11  links  of  township  lines  were  run;  378  miles  24 
chains  85  links  of  subdivisional  and  connecting  lines  were  surveyed, 
and  14  miles  25  chains  .08  links  of  grant  and  meander  lines  were 
surveyed.  The  office  work  in  connection  with  said  surveys  consisted 
of  7  plats  of  exteriors,  64  plats  of  subdivisions,  and  4  plats  of  reser- 
vations and  ranches  being  prepared. 

The  mineral  work  consisted  of  117  orders  for  mineral  surveys  and 
8  orders  for  amended  mineral  surveys.  In  connection  with  said  min- 
eral surveys  the  office  made  93  original  plats,  93  departmental  plats, 
and  68  sectional  diagrams.  During  the  year  $6,525  was  deposited  for 
office  work  in  connection  with  mineral  surveys. 
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The  correspondence  of  the  office  was  as  follows:  Official  letters 
received,  380;  miscellaneous  letters  received,  2,702;  official  letters 
written,  373;  miscellaneous  letters  written,  2,424. 

The  surveyor-genera!  reports  satisfactory  progress  in  copying,  ar- 
ranging, compiling,  and  translating  the  Spanish  archives  in  his  office. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  the  sum  of  $30,000  for  surveys  and 
resurveys  in  the  State  of  California  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1902,  and  says  his  reason  for  recommending  an  increased  appro- 
priation for  surveys  and  resurveys  is  in  line  with  former  recommen- 
dations, and  is  based  upon  the  numerous  applications  by  settlers  for 
original  surveys,  as  well  as  for  the  resurvey  of  the  rejected  u  Benson" 
contracts,  for  which  urgent  requests  are  being  made  by  the  settlers  in 
order  that  they  may  acquire  title  to  land  upon  which  they  have  been 
located  for  years. 

COLORADO. 

The  sum  of  $6,000  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public 
lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  was  apportioned  to  the 
district  of  Colorado. 

Under  said  apportionment,  two  contracts  were  awarded  by  the  sur- 
veyor-general, and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office.  Contract  No.  812,  liability  $700,  was  awarded  to  James  D. 
Cooper;  and  contract  No.  813,  liability  $3,800,  was  awarded  to  B.  F. 
Clark. 

Five  sets  of  special  instructions,  liability  aggregating  $167,  were 
also  issued  to  deputy  surveyors,  for  resurveys  and  extension  of  surveys, 
payable  out  of  the  apportionment:  One  set  (liability  $17.50)  to  Wm. 
H.  Trumbor;  one  set  (liability  $3.50)  to  Geo.  W.  Nyce;  one  set 
(liability  $100)  to  James  D.  Cooper,  and  one  set  (liability  $21)  to  Ben 
L.  Cress.  In  addition  to  the  above,  one  set  of  special  instructions 
(liability  $28)  was  issued  to  Edwin  H.  Kern,  for  extension  surveys  of 
coal  lands,  payable  from  "special  deposits"  by  individuals. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  gives  the  following  data 
relative  to  the  work  in  his  office  during  the  fiscal  year,  viz: 

Acres  of  agricultural  lands  surveyed  and  accepted,  21,600;  acres  of  agricultural 
lands  surveyed,  not  yet  accepted,  229,396;  miles  of  lines  surveyed,  accepted,  36  miles 
25  chains  77  links;  miles  of  lines  surveyed,  not  yet  accepted,  838  miles  20  chains, 
28  links;  plats  made  of  exterior  and  subdivision  surveys,  62;  diagrams  made  for 
adjustment  of  agricultural  or  placer  claims  by  legal  subdivision,  by  order  General 
Land  Office,  42;  town  sites  surveyed,  not  yet  accepted,  1;  diagrams  made  to  accom- 
pany special  instructions  to  deputy  surveyors,  24;  diagrams  made  for  use  of  examiners 
of  surveys,  20;  diagrams  made  for  special  agents,  General  Land  Office,  10;  original 
diagrams  of  sections  made  in  conformity  with  paragraph  42,  mining  laws  circular, 
approved  June  24,  1899,  124;  diagram  tracings  of  original  segregation  of  sections 
made  and  transmitted  to  General  Land  Office  and  local  offices,  211;  diagrams  on 
small  scale  of  segregated  sections,  by  order  General  Land  Office,  letter  "E"  of  April 
26,  1900,  and  transmitted  to  General  Land  Office,  32;  total  number  of  sections  of 
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surveyed  land  affected  by  mineral  surveys  in  the  district,  1,044;  original  segregation 
diagrams  of  sections  made  up  to  date,  805;  maps  made  in  duplicate  of  forest  reserves, 
2;  maps  made  in  duplicate  of  land  grants,  1;  special  instructions  prepared  and 
issued  in  duplicate,  8;  General  Land  Office  letters  received,  1,348;  miscellaneous  let- 
ters written,  4,227;  total  orders  issued  in  connection  with  mineral  surveys,  1,056, 
including  1,836  lodes,  77  placers,  and  43  mill  sites;  total  original  mineral  surveys 
approved,  625,  including  1,080  lodes,  60  placers,  and  26  mill  sites;  total  amended 
mineral  surveys  approved,  188,  embracing  344  lodes;  total  reports  and  affidavits 
approved,  237;  total  number  of  corrected  sheets  before  the  office,  1,603;  new  sheets 
constructed,  70;  old  sheets  reproduced  or  renewed,  37;  mineral  plats  made,  3,554; 
transcripts  of  field  notes,  reports,  and  affidavits  made,  1,050. 

The  surveyor-general  reports  that  the  sum  of  $90,661.65  was  depos- 
ited by  individuals  for  office  work  in  connection  with  the  survey  of 
mineral  surveys,  and  on  July  1  there  was  a  balance  in  United  States 
Treasury  of  $31,196.61  as  a  credit  to  such  deposits. 

The  Union  Pacific  Railroad  made  repayments  in  the  sum  of  $7,762.90 
during  the  fiscal  year  to  reimburse  the  Government  for  the  survey  of 
lands  claimed  by  the  company. 

The  sum  of  $40  was  deposited  by  individuals  during  the  year  for  the 
survey  of  coal  lands. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  the  sum  of  $9,550  will  be  neces- 
sary to  adequately  carry  on  the  surveying  operations  in  his  district 
for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1902,  and  in  support  of  his  estimate  says: 

I  base  this  estimate  on  the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  townships  of  agricul- 
tural and  coal  lands  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  yet  unsurveyed,  some  of  which 
are  in  the  range  and  progress  of  settlement  and  liable  to  be  occupied  by  actual  set- 
tlers in  the  near  future,  as  new  railroads  and  irrigation  canals  are  being  constructed 
in  and  across  that  portion  of  the  State,  which  will  necessitate  the  running  of  about 
200  miles  of  exteriors  and  1,000  miles  of  subdivision  lines  of  public  lands. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  surveys  will  have  to  be  made  in  townships 
previously  partially  surveyed,  which  will  necessitate  the  running  of 
50  miles  more  of  lines. 

FLORIDA. 

No  formal  apportionment  was  made  to  Florida  for  surveying  the 
public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  but  the  surveyor- 
general  was  notified  that  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  surveys 
of  the  public  lands  the  same  would  be  paid  by  an  assignment  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  fund  of  $10,000  reserved  by  this  office  out  of  the  regular 
appropriation  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  for  the  survey  and 
resurvey  of  the  public  lands. 

But  one  contract  was  entered  into  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1900— contract  No.  9  (liability  $100)  with  J.  T.  Hancock,  jr.,  D.  S., 
for  surveys  in  T.  35  S.,  R.  31  E. 

A  contract  for  the  survey  of  that  portion  of  fractional  T.  4  S. ,  R. 
15  W.,  which  lies  between  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  an  arm  of  St. 
Andrews  Bay,  locally  known  as  the  "Grand  Lagoon,"  was  during  the 
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year  proffered  to  four  surveyors — William  H.  Parker,  A.  W.  Gilchrist, 
E.  B.  Comp,  and  W.  J.  Stephens,  but  was  declined  by  each,  though 
the  estimated  liability,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  surveyor-general,  was 
increased  from  $275  to  $350. 

Applications  for  surveys  during  the  year  were  made  for  the  survey 
of  an  island  in  sec.  33,  T.  45  S. ,  R.  23  E. ,  in  the  Caloosahatchie  River, 
for  the  survey  of  sec.  27,  in  T.  34  S.,  R.  21  E.,  for  the  survey  of  lands 
in  T.  35  S. ,  R.  31  E. ,  and  for  the  survey  of  four  islands  in  Lake  Worth. 
The  first  two  applications  were  abandoned  by  the  applicants,  a  contract 
was  based  upon  the  third  application,  and  the  application  for  the  sur- 
vey of  the  four  islands  in  Lake  Worth  is  now  pending  before  the  hon- 
orable Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  30, 1900,  three  returns  of  survey 
were  forwarded  to  this  office,  consisting  of  the  returns  under  contracts 
5,  6,  and  7,  and  also  the  returns  of  the  survey  made  by  J.  O.  Fries, 
for  the  survey  of  certain  lands  in  the  Everglades,  surveyed  to  be  set 
apart  for  the  benefit  of  the  Seminole  Indians.  Mr.  Fries  received  his 
instructions  direct  from  this  office,  and  not  through  the  surveyor- 
general. 

The  surveyor-general  reports  that  seven  swamp-land  lists  were  filed 
in  his  office  during  the  fiscal  year  and  acted  upon,  five  lists,  aggregat- 
ing 3,474.19  acres,  being  approved,  and  two  lists,  aggregating  approxi- 
mately 4,000  acres,  being  rejected. 

There  were  prepared  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  the  local  land 
office  five  plats.  Twenty-one  plats  were  prepared  during  the  year  of 
surveys  executed;  departmental  letters  received  during  the  year,  262; 
miscellaneous  letters  received  during  the  year,  458;  departmental  let- 
ters written,  208;  miscellaneous  letters  written,  548. 

The  surveyor-general  reports  that  doors  for  the  vault  in  room  No.  1, 
so  much  needed  for  the  preservation  of  the  records,  have  been  ordered 
and  will  doubtless  be  soon  placed  in  position,  but  that  no  action  has 
been  taken  by  the  Treasury  Department  in  regard  to  supplying  similar 
doors  for  the  vault  in  room  3,  where  it  is  intended  to  file  the  old  Span- 
ish records,  which  are  now  exposed  to  danger  from  dampness  and  fire 
in  the  basement  of  the  building. 

The  surveyor-general  does  not  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  nec- 
essary for  surveys  and  resurveys  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902, 
and  says  it  would  be  impossible  to  judge  with  any  certainty  what  the 
demand  for  surveys  and  resurveys  will  be. 

IDAHO. 

Out  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  sum  of  $34,000  was  appor- 
tioned to  the  district  of  Idaho  for  public  surveys. 
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Under  said  apportionment  seven  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liabil- 
ity of  $30,800,  were  awarded  by  the  surveyor-general  and  approved 
by  this  office. 

Six  sets  of  special  instructions,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of 
$3,885.25,  were  issued  in  connection  with  approved  contracts,  paya- 
ble from  the  apportionment  of  $34,000,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1900. 

Three  sets  of  special  instructions,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of 
$370,  were  issued  in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  payable  from  the 
apportionment  of  $34,000  set  aside  for  Idaho,  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1900. 

The  amount  contracted  for  having  exceeded  the  amount  apportioned 
to  Idaho,  in  the  sum  of  $1,055.25,  an  additional  apportionment  to 
cover  the  deficit  was  made  to  Idaho  out  of  the  reserve  of  $10,000 
unapportioned  by  this  office  out  of  the  appropriation,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Three  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $19, 366,  were 
awarded,  payable  from  deposits  made  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company,  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  27, 1899. 

From  the  annual  report  of  the  surveyor-general  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  it  appears  that  surveys  were  approved  and  all 
office  work  in  connection  therewith  performed,  aggregating  2,955 
miles  13  chains  and  40  links,  as  follows :  Meridian  lines,  38  miles 
.03  chain  and  15  links;  standard  lines,  86  miles  68  chains  and  82 
links;  township  lines,  483  miles  22  chains  and  77  links;  section  lines, 
2,285  miles  15  chains  and  41  links;  meander  lines,  58  miles  50  chains 
and  59  links;  lines  run  for  connection,  23  miles  11  chains  and  66 
links.  Fifty-seven  full  and  fractional  townships  were  surveyed  and 
the  surveys  approved,  embracing  886,703.03  acres. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-three  orders  were  issued  for  the  survey  of 
237  mining  claims.  During  the  year  204  lodes,  48  placer  claims,  and 
3  mill  sites  were  surveyed.  The  requisite  plats  in  connection  with 
the  above  mineral  surveys,  aggregating  661,  were  prepared;  also,  128 
transcripts  were  prepared. 

There  were  prepared  during  the  year  17  plats  of  exterior  lines  of 
townships;  170  plats  of  townships  subdivided,  661  plats  of  mining 
claims,  26  connected  sheets  of  mineral  surveys,  60  plats  and  diagrams 
for  examiners  of  surveys,  39  plats  accompanying  awarded  contracts, 
24  supplemental  diagrams  of  agricultural  surveys,  and  3  segregation 
plats  of  mineral  surveys.  There  were  issued  during  the  year  20  sets 
(in  quadruplicate)  of  special  instructions  to  deputy  surveyors.  Dur- 
ing the  year  the  plats  and  transcripts  prepared  for  the  local  land  office 
were  as  follows:  Blackfoot,  24  township  plats,  2  mineral  plats;  Boise 
City,  22  township  plats,  14  mineral  plats;  Coeur  d'Alene,  3  township 
plats,  46  mineral  plats,  1  town-site  plat;  Hailey,  1  township  plat,  30 
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mineral  plats;  Lewiston,  8  township  plats,  36  mineral  plats.  During 
the  fiscal  year  26  deputy  mineral  surveyors  were  appointed. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  surveyor-general  wrote  1,405  letters, 
divided  as  follows:  Letters  written  transmitting  plats  to  local  officers 
and  mineral  claimants,  255;  miscellaneous  letters  written,  893;  official 
letters  written,  258. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  $100,000  as  the  amount  necessary 
for  public-land  surveys  in  Idaho  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1902,  and  gives  the  following  reasons  for  said  recommendation: 

There  continues  to  be  an  extensive  demand  for  surveys  in  the  application  of  set- 
tlers. The  population  is  steadily^  increasing,  and  there  are  at  least  100  townships 
entirely  unsurveyed,  now  occupied  by  over  three  settlers  in  each  township.  The 
State  has  not  yet  exhausted  its  land  grants  for  educational  and  charitable  purposes, 
and  will  doubtless  submit  applications  for  further  surveys  during  several  years  to 
come. 

LOUISIANA. 

No  specific  apportionment  was  made  to  Louisiana  out  of  the  appro- 
priation for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1900. 

No  contracts  were  entered  into  during  the  year  for  the  survey  of 
public  lands  in  the  district  of  Louisiana. 

Two  sets  of  special  instructions,  in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  were 
issued  to  United  States  deputy  surveyors. 

One  set  of  special  instructions,  liability  $450,  was  issued  to  George 
H.  Grandjean,  deputy  surveyor,  for  the  survey  of  Cote  Blanche  Island, 
situate  in  T.  15  S. ,  R.  7  E. ,  southwest  district  Louisiana. 

One  set  special  instructions,  liability  $80,  was  issued  to  Frank  H. 
Waddill,  deputy  surveyor,  for  the  survey  of  the  back  preemption 
claim  of  Janvier  Allain,  situate  in  Ts.  8  and  9  S.,  R.  1  E.,  S.  B., 
district  Louisiana. 

No  apportionment  having  been  made  to  Louisiana  for  public  sur- 
veys for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  amount  involved 
under  the  two  sets  of  special  instructions  named  was  charged  to  the 
sum  of  $10,000  reserved  by  this  office  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
survey  and  resurvey  of  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1900. 

No  surveys  were  returned  as  having  been  completed  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

In  his  annual  report  of  work  done  during  the  fiscal  year  the  surveyor- 
general  says  that  225  letters  and  reports  were  received  from  the  Depart- 
ment and  493  letters  and  reports  were  written  to  the  Department;  6Q 
letters  were  written  to  the  local  land  offices  and  7  letters  were  received 
from  them;  383  letters  were  received  from  deputy  surveyors,  local 
surveyors,  and  individuals,  and  518  letters  were  written  to  deputy 
surveyors,  local  surveyors,  and  individuals,  making  a  total  of  615 
letters  received  and  1,077  letters  written  during  the  fiscal  year. 
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The  surveyor-general  reports  that  under  the  third  section  of  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  June  2,  1858,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for 
the  location  of  certain  confirmed  private  land  claims  in  the  State  of 
Missouri,  and  for  other  purposes"  (11  Stat.,  p.  294),  there  were  issued 
certificates  of  location,  in  whole  or  in  part  satisfaction  of  67  confirmed 
private  land  claims,  aggregating  19,194.55  acres  of  land,  necessitating 
the  filling  up  of  212  certificates  on  the  engraved  form,  and  also  the 
recording  of  each  case  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Eighty-six 
plats  were  prepared  in  connection  with  patented  private  land  claims 
during  the  fiscal  year.  Selections  were  made  of  swamp  lands  aggre- 
gating 121.25  acres. 

During  the  year  1,152  pages  of  old  field  notes  were  copied  for  the 
preservation  of  the  records  in  the  surveyor-general's  office;  37  sup- 
plemental diagrams  (in  triplicate)  were  prepared  during  the  year. 
Twelve  old  and  partly  defaced  township  plats  were  reproduced  for  the 
preservation  of  the  records  of  the  surveyor-general's  office. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  the  sum  of  $30,000  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  in  all  the  districts  of  the  State  (except  the  Greensburg 
district),  including  original  surveys  of  private  land  claims.  He  gives 
his  reasons  for  such  recommendations  as  follows:  The  necessity  for 
the  surveys  and  resurveys  in  the  above  districts  has  long  since  been 
fully  demonstrated  to  this  office  by  settlers  (verbally  or  by  petition) 
and  in  many  instances  also  by  deputy  surveyors.  These  last,  when 
making  surveys  in  certain  localities,  experience  much  difficult}^  not 
onhT  on  account  of  existing  misclosures  in  old  surveys,  but  also  on 
account  of  there  being  apparently  no  established  Government  lines,  as 
in  many  instances  the  old  lines  can  not  be  found.  The  hunting  up  of 
the  proper  starting  points  in  such  cases  causes  much  annoyance  and 
loss  of  time. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  sum  of  $5,000  was  apportioned  to  the  district  of  Minnesota  out 
of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Under  said  apportionment  six  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $6,725,  were  awarded  and  approved  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1900. 

One  contract,  No.  95,  liability  $1,600,  approved  October  13,  1899, 
was  by  letter  UE"  of  date  January  16,  1900,  to  the  United  States  sur- 
veyor-general of  Minnesota,  canceled,  leaving  five  contracts  with  an 
aggregate  liability  of  $5,125  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  sur- 
veying public  lands  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Since  the  apportionment  to  Minnesota  was  only  $5,000  the  excess  of 
liability  was  provided  in  an  additional  apportionment  of  $125  from 
the  reserve  of  $10,000  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveys  and  resur- 
veys for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 
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In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  says  that  9  townships  of 
public  lands  and  19  townships  of  Indian  reservation  lands  have  been 
surveyed  during-  the  year,  the  field  notes  of  which  have  been  exam- 
ined and  plats  made.  Eight  townships  of  public  lands  have  been  sur- 
veyed the  office  work  on  which  is  not  complete.  There  were  run  dur- 
ing the  year  71  miles  13  chains  and  84  links  of  township  lines;  74  miles 
73  chains  and  80  links  of  township  lines  were  resurveyed;  93  miles 
54  chains  and  97  links  of  township  lines  were  retraced;  1,519  miles 
23  chains  and  50  links  of  section  lines  were  surveyed;  48  miles  27  chains 
and  70  links  of  meander  lines  were  run;  10  miles  .05  chain  and  96 
links  of  connecting  lines  were  run  during  the  year,  aggregating  1,817 
miles  39  chains  and  77  links  of  lines  surveyed  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  acres  surveyed,  the  field  notes  of  which  have  been  examined 
and  approved  during  the  year,  is  580,262.30;  the  number  of  township 
plats  (original,  duplicate,  and  triplicate)  made  during  the  year  is  111; 
number  of  diagrams  of  township  lines  made,  20;  number  of  transcripts 
of  field  notes  made,  37.  The  number  of  descriptive  corners  of  field 
notes,  etc. ,  made  for  the  local  offices,  7. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  $9,500  will  be  necessary  for 
surveys  and  resurveys  in  the  district  of  Minnesota  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1902,  and  gives  the  following  reasons  for  said  esti- 
mate, viz: 

Several  new  lines  of  railroads  are  projected  through  the  northern  portion  of  the 
State,  all  of  which  pass  through  or  in  the  near  vicinity  of  the  townships  remaining 
unsurveyed,  thus  opening  up  for  settlement  large  areas  of  land  now  unsurveyed. 
The  development  of  the  iron  and  lumber  interests  is  rapid,  and  the  demand  for 
lands  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes  is  increasing  from  year  to  year.  Engineers 
are  now  at  work  locating  a  line  of  railroad  from  Bemidji  on  the  Mississippi  River  to 
Koochiching  on  the  Red  Lake  River.  This  road  will  pass  through  the  unsurveyed 
region  lying  on  Big  and  Little  Fork  rivers,  rendering  all  that  region  accessible  to 
settlers.  Recent  explorations  show  that  a  large  portion  of  that  country  is  very  valu- 
able as  agricultural  lands. 

MONTANA. 

There  was  apportioned  to  the  district  of  Montana,  out  of  the  appro- 
priation made  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1900,  the  sum  of  143,000. 

Under  said  apportionment  11  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $42,331,  were  awarded  and  approved. 

Six  sets  of  special  instructions  in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  with  an 
aggregate  liability  of  $669,  were  issued,  payable  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  was  deposited  by 
individuals  for  surveys  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  two  contracts,  with 
an  aggregate  liability  of  $1,020,  were  awarded  and  approved  payable 
from  such  deposit;  also  one  set  of  special  instructions  was  issued; 
liability  $45,  payable  from  said  deposit  by  individuals. 
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During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  deposited  $12,220  for  surveys,  under  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  February  27,  1899,  and  the  surveyor-general  let  a  contract 
for  surveys  involving  that  amount.  This  office  returned  the  contract 
to  the  surveyor-general  unapproved,  from  the  fact  that  the  surveyor- 
general  had  not  complied  with  the  regulations  of  this  office  relative  to 
bids  to  do  said  work.  Under  said  deposit  three  contracts  were  awarded 
and  approved  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900;  aggregate 
liability  $12,000.  One  set  of  special  instructions  with  liability  of 
$140  was  issued  during  the  year  payable  from  said  deposit. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  deposited  for  surveys,  office  work  and  examinations  in  the  field 
the  sum  of  $7,286.50.  One  contract,  liability  $5,300,  was  awarded  and 
approved  payable  from  said  deposit. 

The  surveyor-general's  annual  report  shows  that  during  the  year 
4,554  miles  of  line  were  surveyed,  as  follows:  Standard  parallels,  68 
miles;  guide  meridians,  75  miles;  township  lines,  651  miles;  lines 
reestablished,  80  miles;  resurveys,  63  miles;  retracements,  68  miles; 
subdivisions,  3,409  miles;  meander  lines,  142  miles. 

The  surveyor-general's  report  shows  that  after  his  report  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1899,  was  filed,  and  consequently  not  appear- 
ing therein,  returns  of  1,206  miles  of  surveys  were  made  by  deputy 
surveyors.  During  the  }^ear  10  exterior  plats  were  made;  224  town- 
ship plats  were  made;  108  books  of  field  notes  were  examined.  There 
was  deposited  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $9,975  for  office  work  on 
mineral  surveys;  330  orders  were  issued  for  mineral  surveys;  8  orders 
were  issued  for  amended  mineral  surveys;  14  supplemental  orders 
were  issued  for  mineral  surveys;  4  orders  were  issued  for  reports  on 
placers;  304  surveys  were  examined  and  approved;  8  amended  surveys 
were  examined  and  approved;  4  reports  on  placers  were  examined  and 
approved;  736  mineral  plats  were  made;  225  transcripts  were  made  of 
surveys  and  reports  on  placers;  298  surveys  were  platted  on  connected 
sheets,  10  surveys  were  replatted  on  connected  sheets;  28  new  con- 
nected sheets  were  made;  2  connected  sheets  were  replatted;  20  United 
States  deputy  mineral  surveyors  were  commissioned. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  $50,000  will  be  required  for 
surveys  in  Montana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902. 

In  support  of  his  estimate  he  submits  the  following  statement  with 
reference  to  the  demand  for  surveys  within  the  State: 

Conditions  have  not  changed  since  my  last  report.  The  demand  for  surveys  has 
not  abated.  Advices  from  all  over  the  State  indicate  that  there  is  a  demand  for 
homes  by  persons  who  are  desirous  of  engaging  in  agricultural  and  pastoral  pursuits. 
They  prefer  to  settle  on  surveyed  lands,  when  possible;  but  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  practically  all  such  desirable  land  is  appropriated  are  compelled  to  settle  upon 
unsurveyed  lands  and  then  apply  for  the  survey  of  the  same  or,  as  many  prospective 
settlers  do,  pass  through  Montana  and  settle  in  other  States  having  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  surveyed  land  than  this  State  has. 
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NEVADA. 

The  sum  of  $5,000  was  appropriated  to  the  State  of  Nevada  out  of 
the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending:  June  30,  LOGO. 

Two  contracts  (liabilities  respectively  $5,000  and  $3,000)  were 
awarded  and  approved,  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900.  As  the  appor- 
tionment to  Nevada  out  of  the  appropriation  was  only  $5,000,  to  cover 
the  excess  an  additional  apportionment  was  made  of  $3,000  out  of  the 
reserve  of  $10,000,  unapportioned,  out  of  the  appropriation,  but 
reserved  by  this  office  to  meet  contingencies  arising  from  surveying 
operations  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Five  contracts  (with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $25,669.50)  were 
awarded  and  approved  during  the  fiscal  year  within  the  limits  of  the 
Central  Pacific  Railroad  land  grant  and  payable  from  the  Central 
Pacific  Railroad  repayments. 

The  surveyor-general  reports  that  during  the  year  no  deposits  were 
made  by  individuals  or  by  railroads  for  surveys.  In  his  annual 
report  the  surveyor-general  says  that  during  the  fiscal  year  the  plats 
of  26  townships  were  made  and  filed  in  the  local  land  office.  The 
acreage  embraced  in  the  said  26  townships  amounted  to  569,288.06 
acres. 

The  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  of  15  townships  called  for  in  letter 
"E"  of  May  3,  1899,  were  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  General 
Land  Office. 

During  the  year  17  township  plats  were  made,  2  exterior  plats  were 
prepared,  171  miscellaneous  plats  were  made,  180  index  plats  to  field 
notes  were  prepared,  667  letters  were  received,  and  876  letters  were 
written  during  the  year;  mineral  surveys  ordered,  38,  covering  76 
lodes  and  4  mill  sites;  31  mineral  surveys  were  returned,  covering  61 
lodes  and  4  mill  sites;  mineral  surveys  outstanding,  17,  covering  27 
lodes;  amended  surveys  ordered,  1;  mineral  plats  made,  131;  mineral 
district  plats  made,  18. 

The  surveyor-general  says: 

I  again  renew  my  recommendation  contained  in  former  reports,  and  discussed 
therein,  that  the  standard  parallels  throughout  the  State  be  completed,  and  the 
proper  connection  made,  and  that  the  mineral  monuments  in  the  different  mining 
districts  be  properly  restored  and  connected  with  the  public  surveys.  The  necessity 
for  these  surveys,  and  especially  the  restoration  of  mineral  monuments,  is  so  obvious 
and  so  urgent  that  if  properly  brought  before  Congress  there  ought  to  be  no  difficulty 
in  getting  an  appropriation  for  them.  I  urgently  request  that  you  bring  the  matter 
before  the  proper  committee  of  Congress  and  recommend  the  appropriations. 

In  this  connection  I  strongly  indorse  the  suggestion  of  the  surveyor-general  of 
New  Mexico,  contained  in  his  last  annual  report,  that  upon  surveyed  lands  or  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  same  the  mineral  survey  should  be  connected  both  with  the 
public-land  survey  and  with  a  mineral  monument. 
7661 3 
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I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  in  my  last  annual  report 
in  regard  to  saline  lands  in  this  State  and  adjoining  States  and  Territories. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  $20,000  for  public  land  surveys 
for  the  hscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  and  $5,000  for  reestablishing 
and  connecting  mineral  monuments.  He  gives  the  following  JWasons 
for  his  recommendations,  viz: 

The  estimate  for  surveys  is  the  lowest  that  should  be  allowed,  and  a  greater  sum 
could  be  used  to  advantage.  Besides  the  land  occupied  by  settlers  and  cultivated 
there  are  quite  extensive  tracts  of  land  covered  with  fuel  and  timber  in  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  State  that  ought  to  be  surveyed  in  order  that  the  Government  can 
derive  a  revenue  from  them.  The  progress  of  railroads  is  opening  up  an  extensive 
and  valuable  mining  country,  and  the  fuel  is  essential  to  the  working  of  the  mines. 
The  necessity  for  the  appropriation  for  the  restoration  and  connection  of  mineral 
monuments  has  been  fully  pointed  out  in  former  estimates  and  reports,  to  which  I 
refer. 

NEW   MEXICO. 

The  sum  of  $8,000  was  apportioned  to  the  district  of  New  Mexico, 
out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900. 

Under  said  apportionment  two  contracts  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $2,859.75  were  awarded  and  approved,  payable  from  said  appro- 
priation, for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  set  of  special  instructions  in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  liabil- 
ity $150,  was  issued  payable  from  said  apportionment  providing  for 
the  connection  of  the  lines  of  the  public  survey  in  fractional  Tps.  5 
and  6  N.,  R.  1  W.,  with  the  west  boundaiy  of  the  "Nicholas  Duran  de 
Chaves"  grant. 

Five  sets  of  special  instructions  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $195 
were  issued  payable  from  the  apportionment  made  to  New  Mexico  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  providing  for  resurveys  and 
retracements,  to  connect  the  lines  of  the  public  land  surveys  with 
approved  and  confirmed  private  land  claims. 

Six  contracts  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $2,735.86  were  awarded 
and  approved  during  the  fiscal  year,  payable  from  the  appropriation 
of  $15,000,  for  the  survey  of  confirmed  private  land  claims  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  shows  the  following  work 
in  connection  with  his  office:  Official  letters  written,  491;  miscellane- 
ous letters  written,  1,655;  letters  received  and  recorded,  2,326;  lines 
of  survey  run,  1,057  miles,  56  chains,  and  57  links.  In  connection 
with  said  surveys  there  were  prepared  3  township  plats,  13  fractional 
township  plats,  3  amended  township  plats,  18  amended  fractional 
township  plats;  1  township  plat  copied;  26  plats  were  reproduced;  3 
township  plats  of  fractional  lots  around  mining  claims;   1  township 
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plat  showing  small-holding  claims;  12  exterior  township  plats.  Dur- 
ing the  year  diagrams  and  tracings  were  furnished  to  the  local  land 
offices  as  follows:  Santa  Fe  office,  33;  Las  Cruces  office,  55;  Roswell, 
1;  Clayton,  3. 

During  the  fiscal  3rear  there  was  deposited  on  account  of  surveys 
and  amended  surveys  of  mining  claims  the  sum  of  $2,840,  and  appli- 
cations were  duly  made  for  the  survey  of  80  mining  claims  and  the 
amended  survey  of  15  mining  claims.  During  the  year  71  mineral 
surveys  were  executed;  10  surveys  were  executed  of  which  no  returns 
were  filed;  amended  surveys  ordered  and  returns  filed,  18;  3  mineral 
monuments  were  established  and  approved;  mining  district  plats 
made,  35;  mineral  monument  plats  made,  6;  mineral  plats  made,  145; 
grant  plats  made,  24;  mineral  plats  of  amended  surveys  made,  30. 

Diagram  plats  for  General  Land  Office  made,  8;  other  plats  made,  8; 
plats,  transcripts,  and  field  notes  compared  and  transmitted,  or  ready 
for  transmission,  493;  transcripts  corrected,  3;  plats  altered  and  cor- 
rected, 6;  diagrams  for  deputy  surveyors  made,  13;  diagrams  to  accom- 
pany contracts,  special  instructions,  and  examinations,  26;  blanks  pre- 
pared defining  boundaries  of  grant  surveys,  40;  descriptive  lists  of 
notes  for  grant  patents,  21;  Spanish  and  Mexican  documents  copied, 
39;  special  instructions  for  the  survey  of  public  lands,  grants,  and 
small-holding  claims  (in  quadruplicate),  22;  general  instructions  for 
the  survey  of  small-holding  claims,  9,  etc. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  sa}^s: 

I  would  urge  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  for  the  restoration  of  mineral 
monuments  and  their  proper  connections  with  public  surveys  and  with  each  other. 
k  majority  of  the  mineral  monuments  in  this  district  are  on  unsurveyed  ground,  and 
the  mining  claims  are  connected  with  such  monuments.  Most  of  such  monuments 
were  established  years  ago,  without  regard  to  their  permanency  in  construction,  and 
were  insufficiently  witnessed.  Many  of  these  monuments  have  now  become  obliter- 
ated or  destroyed,  and  as  the  same  are  the  official  points  of  reference  by  which  to  fix 
the  locus  of  all  surveyed  and  patented  mining  claims,  it  is  of  great  importance  that 
they  should  be  properly  prepared.  The  monuments  should  be  reestablished  perma- 
nently and  witnessed  by  connecting  them  with  the  public  surveys,  with  each  other, 
and  with  natural  objects.  The  surveyor-general  also  renews  his  recommendation, 
contained  in  former  reports,  that  the  surveys  of  mining  claims  be  examined  in  the 
field,  the  same  as  public-land  surveys  are  examined. 

The  surveyor-general  says  that  the  docket  of  private  land  grants  in 
his  office  shows  that  there  are  still  45  land  grants  pending  before  the 
Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  of  which  10  cases  are  still  untried;  7 
decrees  of  confirmation  have  been  made,  but  have  not  yet  become  final; 
3  cases  are  on  appeal  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court;  1  case  is 
under  advisement;  24  cases  are  still  pending  on  survey;  15  of  said 
grants  have  been  surveyed,  leaving  approximately  30  grants  in  his 
district  still  to  be  surveyed. 
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Relative  to  small-holding  claims  the  surveyor-general  says  there 
have  been  upward  of  4,300  claims  filed  in  his  office  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  as  amended, 
for  tracts  of  land  not  exceeding  160  acres  each.  Contracts  have  been 
awarded  for  the  survey  of  some  1,200  to  1,500  of  such  small-holding 
claims.  Said  filings  cover,  in  a  majority  of  instances,  from  two  to  six 
tracts,  and  a  conservative  estimate  of  the  number  of  tracts  embraced 
in  said  small-holding  applications  still  to  be  surveyed  is  8,500. 

By  reason  of  the  amendment  of  June  27,  1898,  of  said  small-holding 
act,  extending  the  time  for  filing  thereunder  to  March  4,  1901,  numer- 
ous filings  are  being  daily  made  by  claimants  who  had  not  heretofore 
filed,  either  through  ignorance  of  the  law  or  for  the  reason  that  said 
lands  had  prior  to  this  time  been  covered  by  land  grants  which  have 
been  since  rejected  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims;  and  I  believe 
that  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  under  said  act  there 
will  have  been  filed  with  the  surveyor-general  6,500  small-holding 
claims. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  says,  relative  to  the  Span- 
ish archives,  that  the  condition  of  this  important  department  could 
not  be  better.  Everything  is  arranged  with  the  greatest  regularity 
and  order,  each  class  of  papers  being  kept  by  themselves,  and  dockets 
and  indexes  prepared,  properly  referring  to  the  same,  rendering 
thereby  the  finding  of  any  particular  document  or  paper  simple  and 
easy. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  that  some  measure  should  be 
adopted  to  compel  claimants  of  private  land  claims  to  take  out  their 
patents,  and  to  pay  to  the  Government  one-half  the  cost  of  surveying 
and  platting,  as  is  required  by  law,  before  patent  is  issued.  The 
enforcement  of  this  law  will  not  alone  benefit  the  Government,  but 
the  Territory  as  well,  in  the  payment  of  taxes  on  numerous  land 
grants  containing  large  areas  of  land,  from  which,  up  to  the  present 
time,  no  revenue  has  been  derived,  for  the  reason  that  title  remains 
in  the  Government  until  patent  issues. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  sur- 
vey of  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  and 
the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  survey  of  private  land  grants  under  the  act 
of  March  3,  1891,  for  the  same  time.  The  surveyor-general  gives 
the  following  reasons  for  said  estimates,  viz: 

As  stated  in  my  annual  estimates,  settlers  are  rapidly  locating  on  the  unsurveyed 
lands  in  this  district,  and  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  new  lines  of  railroad, 
reservoirs,  and  other  projects,  there  will  be  a  greater  demand  for  public  land  surveys 
in  the  near  future  than  there  has  been  in  the  past.  Large  tracts  of  the  public  domain 
have  been  released  by  the  rejection  of  numerous  private  land  claims,  and  the  large 
number  of  small-holding  claims  on  file  in  this  office,  which  is  being  increased  by 
daily  filings,  will  make  an  increased  demand  for  the  survey  of  public  lands,  and  there 
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will  also  be  an  increased  amount  of  public  surveys  required  on  account  of  the  selec- 
tion of  donations  of  public  lands  to  educational,  benevolent,  and  charitable  institu- 
tions of  the  Territory,  as  per  act  of  June  21,  1898. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  private  grants  still  to  be  surveyed, 
it  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  will  be  fully  required  for  the 
survey  of  such  grants,  for  examination  in  the  field,  for  advertising,  and 
for  office  work  in  connection  with  the  said  surveys. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  surveying  public  lands  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  sum  of  $22,000  was  apportioned 
to  North  Dakota. 

Under  said  apportionment  5  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $22,000,  were  awarded  and  approved.  No  deposits  by  individuals 
were  made  for  surveys  during  the  fiscal  year. 

During  the  year  the  work  executed  in  the  field  of  original  surveys 
amounted  to  2,703  miles  37  chains  and  85  links,  apportioned  as  fol- 
lows: Standard  lines,  15  miles  57  chains  and  29  links,  township  and 
range  lines,  319  miles  21  chains  and  50  links;  section  lines,  2,262  miles 
38  chains  and  47  links,  connecting  lines,  6  miles  and  57  links. 

The  plats,  transcripts  of  the  field  notes,  and  other  office  work  in 
connection  with  the  resurvey  of  the  abandoned  Fort  Rice  Military 
Reservation,  executed  by  John  Harold,  D.  S.,  under  contract  No.  56, 
have  been  completed;  the  character  of  the  work  is  as  follows:  Reser- 
vation lines,  9  miles  58  chains  and  14  links;  standard  lines,  5  miles  43 
chains  and  .07  link;  township  lines,  13  miles  46  chains  and  .01  link; 
section  lines,  71  miles  58  chains  89  links;  meander  lines,  63  miles  44 
chains  27  links;  connecting  lines,  1  mile  33  chains  83  links;  total,  165 
miles  44  chains  21  links. 

The  surveyor-general  reports  that  during  the  year  he  wrote  80 
letters  to  the  Commissioner  General  Land  Office,  140  letters  to  deputy 
surveyors  and  individuals,  prepared  141  township  plats  of  surveys,  8 
diagrams  of  exterior  lines,  50  transcripts  of  field  notes,  79  outline  plats 
for  deputy  surveyors,  20  descriptive  lists  for  the  local  land  offices,  5 
contracts  and  bonds  in  quadruplicate,  7  sets  of  special  instructions  in 
quadruplicate,  and  that  he  sent  to  the  local  land  offices  60  copies  of 
photolithographic  plats. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  the  sum  of  $21,000  for  surveys 
in  the  State  of  North  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902, 
and  gives  the  following  reasons  for  said  recommendation,  viz: 

My  estimate  of  $21,000  for  surveys  is  for  the  completion  of  all  surveys  south  of  the 
eighth  standard  parallel,  east  of  the  thirteenth  guide  meridian  and  north  of  the 
Standing  Rock  Indian  Reservation,  and  for  continuing  surveys  in  the  western  part 
of  the  State  along  the  west  boundary  line,  and  south  of  the  Missouri  River,  the  survey 
of  a  portion  of  which  has  been  applied  for  by  the  governor  of  North  Dakota,  to 
satisfy  grants  made  to  the  State. 
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Immigration  to  this  State  this  season  has  been  unusually  large  and 
is  pressing  toward  the  western  part,  and  there  will  doubtless  be  many 
applications  for  surveys  in  that  locality  long  before  the  appropriation 
for  1902  becomes  available. 

OREGON. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  ]ands  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  sum  of  $22,000  was  apportioned 
to  the  State  of  Oregon. 

Eight  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $19,925,  chargeable 
to  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  were 
awarded  by  the  surveyor-general  and  approved  by  this  office;  also  two 
sets  of  special  instructions  were  issued  (aggregate  liability,  $225), 
chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1900. 

Six  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $2,099.50,  were  awarded 
by  the  survej^or-general  and  approved  by  this  office  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1900,  payable  from  deposits  made  by  the  Ore- 
gon and  California  Railroad  Company  under  provisions  of  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  February  27,  1899. 

One  set  of  special  instructions  in  lieu  of  contract  and  bond,  liability 
$125,  was  issued  during  the  fiscal  year,  payable  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  survey,  appraisal,  and  sale  of  abandoned  military  reserva- 
tions for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  Oregon  and  California  Railroad  Company 
made  deposits  to  the  amount  of  $2,432. 50  for  cost  of  field  and  office 
work  in  connection  with  the  survey  of  lands  within  the  land  grant  of 
said  company,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1899. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  shows  the  returns  of  38 
townships,  whole  and  fractional,  as  having  been  received,  examined, 
and  approved,  plats  made  in  triplicate,  transcripts  of  field  notes  made, 
and  copies  of  all  maps  and  field  notes  transmitted  to  the  General 
Land  Office.  The  number  of  miles  reported  in  these  returns,  as  run 
and  marked  in  the  field,  are  as  follows,  viz:  Standard  parallels,  32 
miles  46  chains  56  links;  township  lines,  258  miles  11  chains  96  links; 
subdivisional  lines,  1,175  miles  59  chains  47  links;  meander  lines,  19 
miles  22  chains  99  links;  exterior  lines  of  the  Klamath  Indian  Reserva- 
tion, 264  miles  46  chains  50  links;  total,  1,797  miles  43  chains  4  links, 
embracing  an  area  of  473,585.57  acres,  exclusive  of  the  Klamath  Indian 
Reservation.  Plats  made  in  connection  with  the  above  work,  224; 
transcripts  of  field  notes  made,  57  books.  During  the  fiscal  year  15 
original  diagrams  for  deputy  surveyors  were  prepared,  and  45  copies 
of  the  same  were  made;  20  sets  of  special  instructions  were  issued  to 
deputy  surveyors,  and  78  copies  of  the  same  were  made;  22  original 
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and  60  copies  of  diagrams  were  prepared  and  issued  to  deputy  survey- 
ors during  the  year;  1,375  letters  were  written  during  the  year — 431 
official  and  911  miscellaneous. 

During  the  year  $1,730  was  deposited  in  connection  with  office  work 
on  mineral  surveys.  Mineral  surveys  reported  and  platted,  33;  mineral 
plats  made,  1S6;  copies  of  field  notes  of  claims  surveyed  made,  33; 
reports  on  placer  claims  made,  5;  copies  of  field  notes  made  of  placer 
claims,  5;  illustrative  plats  and  diagrams  made,  57.  Miscellaneous 
work  of  the  office:  2  tracings  of  forest  reserves  on  large  scale  for 
General  Land  Office,  55  books  of  transcripts  of  old  surveys  for  Gen- 
eral Land  Office,  1  extra  township  plats  for  General  Land  Office; 
township  plats  and  diagrams  furnished  examiners  of  surveys,  40; 
books  of  transcripts  of  field  notes  furnished  examiners  of  surveys,  10. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  the  sum  of  $42,640  as  necessary  for 
public-land  surveys  for  the  State  of  Oregon  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1902,  and  gives  as  his  reason  for  said  estimate  the  large  num- 
ber of  applications  for  surveys  now  pending  in  his  office,  and  says 
he  sees  no  reason  why  the  applications  should  be  fewer  in  number 
during  the  next  few  years. 

SOUTH    DAKOTA. 

Two  thousand  dollars  was  apportioned  to  the  district  of  South 
Dakota,  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  contract,  liability  $3,000,  was  entered  into,  payable  from  the 
appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Two  sets  of  special  instructions,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $90, 
in  connection  with  approved  surveys,  were  issued,  payable  from  the 
appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1900. 

As  the  apportionment  to  South  Dakota  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1900,  was  only  $2,000,  the  excess  of  $1,090  was  provided  for  out 
of  the  sum  of  $10,000,  reserved  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  This  addi- 
tional amount  was  apportioned  to  South  Dakota. 

One  contract,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $3,900,  was  awarded 
and  approved,  payable  from  the  appropriation  of  $25,000,  for  surveys 
within  the  Cheyenne  River,  Pine  Ridge,  and  Standing  Rock  Indian 
reservations,  in  South  Dakota,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  contract,  liability  $2,500,  was  awarded  and  approved,  payable 
from  the  appropriation  of  $20,000,  for  surveying  and  allotting  Indian 
reservations,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  set  of  special  instructions,  in  lieu  of  contract  and  bond,  with 
an  aggregate  liability  of  $40,  was  issued,  providing  for  surveys,  and 
payable  from  the  appropriation  of  $100,000,  providing  for  the  survey 
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of  ceded  Sioux  lands,  per  act  of  Congress  approved  March  12,  1889 
(26  Stats.,  p.  858). 

The  surveyor-general  reports  1,717  miles  15  chains  and  10  links  as 
the  aggregate  amount  of  surveys  upon  which  office  work  was  com- 
pleted, approved,  and  returns  thereof  made  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office.  Office  work  was  practically  completed  on 
2,230  miles  of  surveys,  but  the  returns  have  not  been  forwarded  to  the 
General  Land  Office. 

During  the  fiscal  year  surve}Ts  were  approved  of  28  townships,  and 
the  plats  and  diagrams  connected  therewith  have  been  prepared,  viz, 
6  township  diagram  exteriors,  91  plats  of  subdivisions,  and  183  tran- 
scripts of  field  notes. 

Mineral  surveys:  Deposits  during  the  fiscal  year  for  office  work  on 
mineral  surveys  amounted  to  $10,115.  Mineral  surveys  ordered,  116; 
embracing  49-i  lodes,  13  placers,  and  1  mill  site;  amended  surveys 
ordered,  4;  amended  orders  for  mineral  surveys  issued,  20;  lode  sur- 
veys approved,  platted,  and  delivered,  97;  placer  surveys  approved, 
platted,  and  delivered,  3;  amended  surveys  approved,  platted,  and 
delivered,  10;  number  of  mineral  plats  made,  430;  transcripts  of  field 
notes  (embracing  509  locations  and  amended  surveys),  110;  transcripts, 
supplemental  reports  relating  to  expenditures  and  lode  lines,  11 ;  number 
of  surveys  in  office  awaiting  examination,  platting,  and  transcribing, 
18;  number  of  mineral  surveyors  in  commission,  16. 

The  surveyor-general  recommends  the  sum  of  $6,700  for  surveys 
and  examinations  in  the  district  of  South  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1902.  He  gives  the  following  reasons  for  such  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

According  to  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899,  regular  surveys  of  cer- 
tain classes  within  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Keserve  are  now  to  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  Partial  surveys  have  been 
made  therein  by  the  Geological  Survey,  to  what  extent  is  not  officially  known  here. 
Other  surveys  within  the  reserve  will  doubtless  be  required,  so  that  settlers  may  be 
enabled  to  obtain  title  to  their  locations  within  the  reserve.  In  addition,  public- 
land  surveys  will  have  to  be  made,  necessitating  the  amount  named  in  the  estimate, 
to  satisfy  the  demands  for  surveys. 

UTAH. 

There  was  apportioned  to  Utah  $21,000  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
surveys  and  resurveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Under  said  apportionment  6  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $21,000,  were  awarded  and  approved. 

Two  sets  of  special  instructions,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of 
$1,629,  were  issued,  also  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900.  The  excess 
of  $1,629  over  the  amount  apportioned  to  Utah  for  the  fiscal  year  was 
provided  for  by  an  additional  apportionment  to  Utah  of  that  amount 
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out  of  the  reserve  of  $10,000  unapportioned  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  contract,  with  a  liability  of  $1,110,  was  awarded  and  approved, 
payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the  survey,  appraisal,  and  sale  of 
abandoned  military  reservations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1900. 

One  contract,  liability  $217,  was  awarded  and  approved,  payable 
from  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  states  that  during  the  year 
31  townships,  aggregating  2,299  miles,  70  chains,  and  .01  link  of  line, 
were  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office 
for  his  proper  action,  and  that  119  township  plats,  10  plats  of  exte- 
riors, and  1  plat  of  forest  reserve  were  prepared  in  his  office. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  original  mineral  surveys  were  ap- 
proved, containing  508  lodes;  15  amended  surveys  were  approved, 
and  1,333  mineral  plats  were  made. 

During  the  year  321  orders  for  mineral  surveys  were  issued,  con- 
taining 566  lodes  and  3  placers;  17  orders  for  amended  and  additional 
mineral  surveys  were  issued  during  the  year,  containing  17  lodes  and 
3  placers;  one  order  was  issued  for  placers  by  legal  subdivision;  new 
sheets  of  mining  districts  constructed,  12;  old  sheets  of  mining  dis- 
tricts renewed  and  corrected,  15;  transcripts  of  field  notes  and  reports 
prepared,  110. 

There  was  deposited  by  individuals  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  mining  claims  $13,551.65;  available  balance  at  beginning  of  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1900,  $17,781.33;  paid  out  in  connection  with 
work  on  mineral  surveys  during  the  fiscal  year,  $10,557.20;  available 
balance  June  30,  1900,  $20,786.88. 

Deposited  by  Union  Pacific  Railroad  for  office  work  on  surveys  of 
land  grants,  $751.13. 

Deposited  by  individuals  during  the  fiscal  year  for  office  work  in 
connection  with  public-land  surveys,  $170. 

During  the  fiscal  year  277  official  letters  were  received;  203  official 
letters  were  written;  413  miscellaneous  letters  were  received,  and 
1,118  miscellaneous  letters  were  written. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  $14,906  will  be  required  for 
public- land  surveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902. 

WASHINGTON. 

The  apportionment  made  to  Washington  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900, 
was  $30,000. 

Eleven  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $35,038,  were  awarded 
and  approved,  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1900. 
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Since  the  sum  contracted  for  exceeded  the  amount  apportioned 
to  Washington  in  the  sum  of  $5,038,  an  additional  apportionment 
was  made  to  Washington  in  the  amount  named  out  of  the  reserve  of 
$10,000  unapportioned  and  the  unexpended  apportionments  in  the 
other  districts. 

The  surveyor-general's  annual  report  shows  the  number  of  miles  of 
accepted  surveys  during  the  year  to  be  2,382  miles  16  chains  and  61 
links;  the  number  of  townships  surveyed  and  accepted,  44;  exterior 
township  plats  made,  21;  township  and  amended  township  plats  made, 
123;  miscellaneous  diagrams  and  tracings  made,  235;  mineral  surveys 
accepted,  57;  mineral  plats  made,  241;  amount  deposited  for  office 
work  in  connection  with  mineral  surveys,  $5,438;  amount  deposited 
by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  February  27,  1899,  $15,751. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  the  sum  of  $35,000  will  be 
required  for  surveys  and  resurveys  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1902. 

WYOMING. 

The  sum  of  $22,000  was  apportioned  to  the  district  of  Wyoming 
out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  the 
public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

Four  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $21,934,  were  awarded 
and  approved,  chargeable  to  said  appropriation. 

One  contract,  with  a  liability  of  $235,  was  awarded  and  approved, 
payable  from  the  appropriation  for  surveying  and  allotting  Indian 
reservations,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

One  contract,  liability  $673,  was  awarded  and  approved,  chargeable 
to  the  appropriation  for  the  survey,  appraisal,  and  sale  of  abandoned 
military  reservations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  states  as  follows: 

The  number  of  miles  surveyed  in  this  district  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1900,  the  field  notes  of  which  have  been  approved  by  this  office,  aggregates  1,544 
miles  73  chains  and  18  links.  The  total  number  of  acres  surveyed  during  the  fiscal 
year  can  not  be  given  accurately,  as  a  portion  of  the  approved  surveys  have  not  been 
platted,  but  it  closely  approximates  432,398  acres;  7  private  claims  were  surveyed; 
number  of  townships  and  exterior  plats  made  in  connection  with  said  surveys, 
148;  number  of  forest  reserve  plats  made,  3;  number  of  transcripts  made  during 
the  year,  246;  miscellaneous  diagrams  and  tracings  made,  124;  number  of  mineral 
surveys  ordered,  18;  number  of  mineral  surveys  approved,  7;  number  of  mineral 
plats  made,  24. 

Amount  deposited  for  office  work,  in  connection  with  mineral  surveys,  $975; 
amount  deposited  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  for  office  work  and  surveys  of  land 
within  its  land-grant  limits,  $18,258.38. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  the  sum  of  $24,290  will  be 
required  for  surveys  and  resurveys  for  the  district  of  Wyoming  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902.  He  states  his  reasons  as  fol- 
lows for  said  estimate: 
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The  estimates  for  surveys  are  based  upon  lands  situate  largely  in  mountainous 
districts,  which  are,  however,  intersected  by  numerous  living  streams,  having  fertile 
valleys  and  a  soil  unsurpassed  in  productiveness  when  reclaimed  by  the  irrigation 
farmer.  These  lands  are  being  largely  sought  by  the  settler  and,  when  improved, 
form  valuable  additions  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  and  nation.  Furthermore,  the 
settler,  after  having  successfully  accomplished  the  arduous  task  of  reclaiming  the  soil 
and  of  building  a  home,  is  entitled  to  all  the  protection  and  safeguards  which  can  be 
secured  by  proper  surveys. 

The  estimates  for  resurveys  is  based  upon  information  which  has  come  to  this 
office  in  numerous  communications,  principally  from  the  settlers  in  the  Buffalo  and 
Evanston  land  districts.  These  settlers  seem  to  be  much  embarrassed  from  the 
absence  of  corners  in  several  localities,  and  in  the  erroneous  location  of  corners  in 
other  places.  They  eagerly  look  forward  to  an  early  resurvey  of  the  lands  in  their 
vicinity,  from  which  they  hope  to  obtain  a  correct  description  of  their  holdings,  and 
through  which  they  anticipate  being  able  to  perfect  their  titles. 

ISLAND   AND   FRAGMENTARY    SURVEYS. 

Inquiries  received  during  the  past  year  relative  to  unsurveyed  islands 
situate  in  meandered  rivers  and  lakes  and  other  fragmentary  tracts 
have  been  numerous. 

Formal  applications  for  such  surveys  have  been  received  and  acted 
upon  by  this  office  and  the  Department  as  follows: 

An  island  in  Lake  Huron,  in  sec.  10,  T.  41  N.,  R.  4  E.,  Michigan. 
Application  rejected  by  this  office,  as  it  was  shown  that  the  land  was 
not  fit  for  agricultural  purposes,  there  being  no  appropriation  available 
for  the  survey  of  that  class  of  land. 

A  tract  of  land  between  the  meander  and  shore  lines  of  "Keyes 
Lake,"  in  sec.  36,  T.  40  N.,  R.  17  E.,  Wisconsin.  Application  rejected 
by  this  office,  attention  being  called  to  Department  decision  in  the- 
case  of  Patrick  Brazil  et  al,  17  L.  D.,  328-329;  also  to  United  States 
Supreme  Court  decisions  in  cases  of  Hardin  v.  Jordan  and  Mitchell  v. 
Smale,  140  U.  S.,  371,  406. 

An  island  in  Long  Lake,  in  sec.  19,  T.  32  N.,  R.  8  W.,  Wisconsin. 
Application  approved  by  the  Department  and  survey  ordered.  Special 
instructions  prepared  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  surveyor  named 
in  application,  who  was  duly  appointed  to  execute  the  survey.  Returns 
of  survey  received,  same  examined  by  this  office,  and  survey  accepted. 
Approved  plat  forwarded  to  United  States  Land  Office  and  transcript 
plat  and  field  notes  of  survey  forwarded  to  State  land  office. 

A  tract  of  land  in  "Pine  Lake"  known  as  "Long  Point,"  in  sees. 
5,  6,  and  7,  T.  1  N.,  R.  10  W.,  Michigan.  Application  denied  by  the 
Department.  After  referring  to  the  decisions  of  the  Department  in 
the  case  of  Edward  C.  Hill,  17  L.  D.,  568,  and  that  in  the  case  of 
Frank  Level  et  al.,  21  L.  D.,  290,  it  was  said: 

The  official  survey  of  the  land  in  township  1  north,  range  10  west,  Michigan, 
shows  a  point  of  land  in  section  7  only  a  little  south  of  where  the  line  between  sec- 
tions 6  and  7  would  be  if  extended,  and  the  record  shows  that  the  land  adjoining

this  tract,  appearing  in  the  official  plat  as  the  north  fractional  half  of  section  7,  con- 
taining 97.72  acres,  was  sold  to  Ira  Clark  and  Louisa  Clark,  July  17, 1835,  and  was 
patented  to  them  May  1,  1839.  Under  these  circumstances  I  am  of  the  opinion  that, 
conceding  that  the  meander  line  did  not  exactly  indicate  the  true  water  line,  and 
that  by  this  means  a  small  fraction  of  land  was  left  out  which  should  have  been 
included,  the  Department,  after  so  great  a  lapse  of  time  from  1826  to  1899,  and  when 
the  rights  of  riparian  owners  have  intervened,  should  not  direct  a  survey  and  dispose 
of  this  small  tract  of  land. 

An  island  in  Lake  Huron  in  Sec.  33,  T.  42  N.,  R.  1  W.,  Michigan. 
Recommendation  of  this  office  that  the  application  be  approved  and 
the  survey  ordered,  concurred  in  by  the  Department.  Surveyor 
named  in  application  appointed  to  execute  the  survey.  Special 
instructions  for  the  survey  prepared  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to 
the  deputy  surveyor.  Survey  thereunder  executed  and  returns  of 
survey  received,  examined  by  this  office  and  survey  accepted,  and 
approved  plats  thereof  filed  in  the  proper  United  States  Land  Office 
and  State  land  office. 

Like  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  an  island  in  "Plum  Lake"  in 
Sec.  29,  T.  41  N.,  R.  8  E.,  Wisconsin,  application  for  the  survey  of 
which  was  approved  by  the  Department  in  accordance  with  the  favor- 
able recommendation  of  this  office,  as  was  also  done  in  the  matter  of 
an  island  in  Lake  Katherine  in  Sees.  2, 10,  and  11,  T.  38  N.,  R.  6  E., 
fourth  principal  meridian,  Wisconsin,  application  for  the  survey  of 
which  was  approved  by  the  Department. 

A  tract  of  land  bordering  upon  a  meandered  lake  in  Sees.  1,  2,  11, 
12,  13,  and  14,  T.  96  N.,  R.  35  W.,  Iowa.  It  was  held  in  this  case 
that — 

The  Department  has  the  authority,  after  the  tracts  designated  by  a  Government 
survey  as  fractional,  by  reason  of  bordering  upon  a  body  of  water,  have  been  dis- 
posed of,  to  examine  into  the  correctness  of  such  survey,  and  if  that  examination 
demonstrates  that  there  was  no  body  of  water  to  prevent  the  extension  of  the  town- 
ship, section,  or  subdivision  lines  to  cause  the  lands  thus  erroneously  omitted  from 
survey  to  be  surveyed  and  disposed  of  as  public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

A  survey  and  examination  of  the  land  was  ordered,  and  this  office 
prepared  special  instructions  in  favor  of  an  examiner  of  surveys  who 
was  directed  to  make  the  survey  and  examination  as  required  by  the 
Department.  In  the  conclusion  of  the  decision  it  was  stated  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  follows: 

It  is  believed  that,  as  a  prevention  of  any  injustice  in  this  matter,  the  parties  in 
interest  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  present  any  objections  they  may  have  to 
the  approval  of  the  survey  when  made,  and  you  will  afford  them  such  opportunity 
before  finally  approving  the  same. 

Like  action  was  taken  in  the  matter  of  another  application  for  the 
survey  of  certain  lands  bordering  on  a  meandered  lake  in  sees.  2  and  3, 
T.  96  N.,  R.  35  W.,  and  sees.  25,  26,  27,  31,  35,  and  36,  T.  97  N.,  R. 
35  W.,  Iowa. 
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An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  of  this  office  in  rejecting  an 
application  for  the  survey  of  an  island  in  Lake  Superior,  in  sec.  27, 
T.  50  N.,  R.  26  W.,  Michigan,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  shown  that 
the  land  embraced  in  the  island  is  not  fit  for  agricultural  purposes.  It 
was  said,  in  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  addressed  to  this 
office,  as  follows: 

Your  office  denied  the  application  on  the  ground  that  the  land  embraced  in  the 
island  in  question  is  shown  not  to  be  fit  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  there  is  no 
appropriation  out  of  which  the  expenses  of  executing  the  survey  of  the  island  can  be 
» paid,  the  act  of  Congress  making  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  (30  Stat.,  1097)  giving  preference  to  surveying  townships  occu- 
pied in  whole  or  in  part  by  actual  settlers  and  of  land  granted  to  certain  States,  and 
providing  that  ' '  other  surveys  shall  be  confined  to  lands  adapted  to  agriculture  and 
lines  of  reservations."  *  *  *  There  appears  to  be  no  error  in  your  office  decision, 
and  it  is  affirmed. 

An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  of  this  office  in  rejecting  an 
application  for  the  survey  of  two  islands  in  West  Sound  in  sec.  17, 
T.  36  N.,  R.  2  W.,  W.  M.,  Washington,  as  it  appeared  from  a  report 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  islands  should  be  retained  by  the 
Government  for  possible  future  defenses  for  the  protection  of  the 
waters  of  West  Sound. 

In  letter  from  the  Department  to  this  office  dated  March  31,  1900, 
it  is  stated  that — 

On  June  14,  1899,  your  office  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  calling  attention  to  said  application,  and  stating  that  the  islands  in  question, 
being  situated  in  the  waters  north  of  Puget  Sound,  within  the  limits  awarded  to  the 
United  States  by  the  decision  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  of  October  21, 1872,  might 
be  needed  as  reservations  for  public  purposes,  and  requesting  before  taking  action  on 
said  application  that  the  War,  Treasury,  and  Navy  Departments  be  called  upon  for 
reports  as  to  whether  the  islands  were  likely  to  be  needed  in  the  future  for  military, 
light-house,  or  other  j>ublic  purposes,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Departments. 

In  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  July  5,  1899,  in  answer  to  the  question  of 
this  Department  to  inform  it  whether  these  islands  were  likely  to  be  needed  in  the 
future  for  military  purposes,  it  is  stated  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  Board  of  Engineers,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred, 
reports  as  follows: 

"  'The  probable  future  development  of  the  Puget  Sound  country  will,  it  is  believed, 
draw  attention  to  needs  that  can  not  now  be  definitely  foreseen.  It  is  easily  con- 
ceivable that  at  some  future  time  the  United  States  may  desire  possession  of  the 
islands  described  within.  They  lie  near  the  comparatively  narrow  entrance  to  a 
deep-water  harbor,  and  are  well  located  to  serve  as  the  sites  of  defensive  works. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  that  the 
United  States  should  retain  possession  of  these  islands. ' 

''The  Chief  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army,  concurs  in  the  views  expressed  by 
the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  is  of  opinion  that  the  islands  should  be  retained  by  the 
United  States  for  possible  future  defenses  for  the  protection  of  the  waters  of  West 
Sound.     In  these  views  the  Department  concurs." 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  their  letters  state 
that  they  do  not  desire  that  these  islands  be  set  aside  for  naval  or  light-house 
purposes. 
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It  appears  from  the  above  statement  that  the  islands  applied  to  be  surveyed,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  ' '  should  be  retained  by  the  Government  for  possi- 
ble future  defenses  for  the  protection  of  the  waters  of  West  Sound." 

It  is  objected  by  the  appellant  that  this  Department  has  no  authority  to  direct  the 
withdrawal  of  said  islands  for  the  object  and  purpose  above  stated. 

It  is  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Wolsey  v.  Chapman,  101  IT.  S.,  755,  769,  that 
the  acts  of  the  heads  of  Departments  within  the  scope  of  their  powers  are  in  law  the 
acts  of  the  President.  0? 

In  the  State  of  California,  ex  parte,  20  L.  D.,  327,  it  was  held  (syllabus)  that: 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  properly  direct  the  withdrawal  of  land  from 
disposal,  in  order  to  preserve  sequoias  or  other  large  trees  growing  thereon." 

Your  office  decision  in  denying  Mr.  Court's  application  is  therefore  affirmed. 

In  letter  dated  April  2,  1900,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
addressed  to  this  office,  denying  an  application  for  the  survey  of  another 
small  island  described  as  containing  about  1.26  acres,  and  situate  in 
West  Sound  in  Sec.  9,  T.  36  N.,  R.  2  W.,  Willamette  meridian,  Wash- 
ington, it  was  said: 

The  Acting  Secretary  of  War  on  the  28th  ultimo  stated  that  the  island  is  not 
required  for  military  purposes.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  however,  in  his  reply  of 
the  5th  ultimo,  stated  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  of  that  Depart- 
ment, to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  submitted  the  following  report,  concurred 
in  by  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  and  Navigation  and  approved  by  the  Navy 
Department: 

"The  island  referred  to  is  shown  on  H.  O.  Chart  No.  1769,  in  West  Bay,  near 
Orchas  Island,  and  is  designated  by  name  as  '  Sheep  Island. '  It  is  small  in  area,  close 
to  the  mainland,  with  shoal  water  surrounding.  There  is  no  immediate  or  prospec- 
tive need  for  this  body  of  land  by  the  Navy  Department,  It  is  believed,  however, 
inasmuch  as  it  lies  close  to  the  boundary  of  a  foreign  country,  that  the  title  should 
reside  permanently  in  the  General  Government  for  possible  needs  in  time  of  war — 
such,  for  instance,  as  hospital  or  quarantine  purposes." 

In  view  of  this  expression  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  Navy  Department,  it 
appears  that  the  interests  of  the  Government  will  be  best  conserved  by  the  retention 
thereby  of  the  title  to  the  island. 

An  island  in  Fox  River,  in  sec.  5,  T.  35'  N.,  R.  5  E.,  third  princi- 
pal meridian,  Illinois. 

Motion  for  review  of  Department  decision  of  December  15,  1899, 
denied  by  letter  dated  April  19,  1900,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior, addressed  to  this  office. 

An  island  locally  known  as  "  Snake  Island,"  in  the  Kankakee  River, 
in  the  SE.  \  sec,  18,  T.  31  N.,  R.  11  E.,  third  principal  meridian, 
Illinois.  Hearing  ordered  by  this  office  to  determine  the  status  of  the 
land. 

An  island  in  Lake  Huron,  in  the  SW.  J  sec.  3,  T.  11  N.,  R.  1.  E., 
Michigan. 

Application  approved  and  survey  ordered.  Surveyor  named  in 
application  appointed  to  execute  the  survey.  Special  instructions  for 
the  survey  prepared  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  deputy  surveyor. 
Returns  of  survey  not  yet  received. 
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Three  islands  in  Cat  Fish  Lake,  in 'see,  2,  T.  39  N.,R.  10  E.,  Wis-# 
consin.  Application  approved  and  survey  ordered.  Surveyor  named 
in  application  appointed  to  execute  survey.  Special  instructions  pro- 
viding for  the  survey  prepared  by  this  office.  Returns  of  survey 
received.  Two  islands  only  surveyed,  as  it  was  reported  by  the  sur- 
veyor that  the  other  tract  was  not  an  island,  but  was  a  point  of  land 
connected  with  the  mainland.     Survey  not  yet  accepted. 

An  island  in  the  Wisconsin  River,  in  sees.  32  and  33,  T.  12  N.,R. 
9  E.,  Wisconsin.  Application  approved  and  survey  ordered.  In  the 
conclusion  of  the  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  approving 
the  application  it  is  said: 

It  being  satisfactorily  shown  that  there  are  actually  two  navigable  channels 
between  the  island  and  the  main  shores  and  that  said  island  was  improperly  omitted 
from  the  public  survey,  you  will  cause  an  official  survey  to  be  made  of  it;  and  if  by 
said  survey  it  is  shown  that  the  island  extends  into  township  11  north,  you  will  give 
to  all  persons  owning  lands  abutting  on  the  opposite  shores,  who  may  not  have  been 
served  with  notice  of  said  application,  an  opportunity  to  present  any  objection  they 
may  have  to  the  survey  before  approving  it. 

Proper  instructions  were  therefore  prepared  by  this  office  in  favor 
of  the  surveyor  named  in  the  application,  who  was  duly  appointed  to 
execute  the  survey. 

An  island  in  Grand  Traverse  Bay,  in  section  31,  T.  29  N.,  R.  10  W., 
Michigan. 

Application  approved  and  survey  ordered.  Surveyor  named  in 
application  appointed  to  execute  the  survey.  Special  instructions  for 
the  survey  prepared  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  the  deputy  sur- 
veyor.    Returns  of  survey  not  yet  received. 

The  following  surveys  of  islands  heretofore  authorized  have  been 
accepted  during  the  past  year: 

An  island  surveyed  under  special  instructions  dated  June  22,  1898, 
situated  in  the  Platte  River,  in  sections  1  and  2,  T.  11  K,  R.  8  W., 
sixth  principal  meridian,  Nebraska. 

An  island  in  a  meandered  lake  in  section  10,  T.  37  N.,  R.  11  W., 
fourth  principal  meridian,  Wisconsin,  surveyed  under  special  instruc- 
tions from  this  office  dated  May  16, 1899. 

An  island  in  Long  Lake,  in  section  24,  T.  32  N.,  R.  9  W.,  Wiscon- 
sin, surveyed  under  special  instructions  from  this  office  dated  February 
16,  1900. 

EXAMINATION    OF    SURVEYS   IN    THE    FIELD. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  making  appropriations  for  sundiy  civil 
expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900, 
approved  March  3,  1899  (30  Stats.,  1097),  there  was  appropriated  for 
surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands  the  sum  of  $325,000.  Of  this 
amount  the  act  authorized  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
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to  expend  so  much  as  he  might  deem  necessary  for  the  examination  of 
surveys  in  the  field,  in  order  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  work  of  deputy 
surveyors,  and  the  examination  of  surveys  heretofore  made  and  reported 
to  be  defective  or  fraudulent.  Under  the  authority  granted  by  the 
appropriation  act,  the  sum  of  $75,000  was,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Department,  set  apart  for  field  examinations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  employed  fifteen  examiners  of  sur- 
veys, to  whom  instructions  were  issued  for  the  inspection  of  the  sur- 
veys reported  by  the  several  surveyors-general  as  being  ready  for 
examination  in  the  field.  Some  of  these  examiners  were  on  active  duty 
during  the  entire  surveying  season,  but  some  were  employed  for  shorter 
periods,  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the  service. 

The  number  of  regularly  appointed  examiners  being  inadequate  to 
examine  the  very  large  number  of  surveys  reported  ready  for  exami- 
nation during  the  fiscal  year,  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  an 
additional  force  of  examiners,  and  five  clerks  (who  were  experienced 
surveyors)  of  the  division  of  public  surveys  in  this  office  were,  at  dif- 
ferent times  during  the  season,  detailed  as  examiners  with  a  view  to 
expediting  the  work.  The  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  exam- 
iners of  surveys  and  the  expenses  of  the  detailed  clerks  were  paid  out 
of  the  fund  of  $75,000  set  apart  for  field  examinations,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  examination  of  surveys  of  Indian  reservations,  when  the 
cost  of  the  examination  was  paid  from  the  proper  appropriation  for 
Indian  surveys,  and  the  cost  of  examination  of  surveys  of  private  land 
claims  was  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  such  claims. 

During  the  fiscal  }rear  surveys  executed  under  contracts,  or  special 
instructions  issued  in  lieu  of  contracts,  in  the  several  surveying  dis- 
tricts were  accepted  after  thorough  inspection  in  the  field  b}^  exam- 
iners of  surveys  or  detailed  clerks,  and  subsequent  critical  examination 
of  the  plats  and  field  notes  in  this  office,  and  comparison  of  the  same 
with  the  reports  and  field  notes  of  the  examiners,  as  follows:

Of  the  accepted  surveys  reported  in  the  above  table  some  were 
complete  surveys  under  given  contracts  and  some  were  partial  sur- 
veys where  the  entire  work  under  certain  contracts  was  not  returned 
during  the  fiscal  year.  In  some  cases  surveys  were  accepted  which 
had  been  previously  suspended  on  account  of  errors  in  the  field  work 
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brought  to  light  by  the  field  examinations  or  on  account  of  defects  in 
the  returns,  and  in  other  cases  portions  of  the  surveys  under  certain 
contracts  returned  during  the  year,  which  were  found  to  have  been 
executed  in  accordance  with  contract  and  instructions,  were  accepted; 
but  other  portions  of  the  work  were  suspended,  awaiting  necessary 
corrections  of  errors  developed  by  the  field  examinations.  In  a  very 
few  cases  the  surveys  were  found  to  have  been  so  poorly  executed  as 
to  necessitate  their  rejection.  The  suspended  and  rejected  surveys 
are  particularly  referred  to  in  succeeding  paragraphs. 

There  were  accepted  during  the  field  year,  without  examination  in 
the  field,  surveys  executed  under  special  instructions,  issued  in  lieu  of 
contracts,  in  California,  under  one  set  of  instructions;  in  Colorado, 
two;  in  Florida,  one;  in  Idaho,  four;  in  Montana,  one;  in  Oregon, 
three,  and  in  Washington,  one.  In  the  case  of  the  surveys  accepted 
without  field  examination  the  liabilities  were  so  small  that  the  expense 
of  sending  an  examiner  to  the  field  would  have  been  disproportionate 
to  the  cost  of  the  survey,  and  as  it  appeared  from  the  evidence 
afforded  by  the  examination  of  the  returns  in  this  office  that  the 
requirements  of  the  instructions  had  been  fulfilled  the  surveys  were 
duly  accepted. 

The  survey*  accepted  during  the  fiscal  }^ear  included  the  survey  of 
the  east  boundary  of  the  Southern  Ute  Indian  Reservation  in  Colorado; 
the  survey  of  one  full  and  four  fractional  townships  within  the  Kla- 
math Indian  Reservation;  the  resurvey  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Kla- 
math Indian  Reservation,  Oreg.,  under  the  appropriation  of  $10,000 
for  that  purpose,  per  act  of  July  1,  1898  (30  Stats.,  592);  the  survey 
of  twenty-eight  full  and  fractional  townships  within  the  Cheyenne 
and  Standing  Rock  Indian  reservations  in  South  Dakota;  the  survey 
of  the  Hoh  Indian  Reservation  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  the 
survey  of  eight  full  and  fractional  townships  within  the  Wind  River 
or  Shoshone  Indian  Reservation  in  Wyoming. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  in  addition  to  the  survey  of  islands  and  frag- 
mentary tracts,  previously  referred  to,  under  instructions  from  this 
office,  in  several  States  where  the  office  of  surveyor-general  has  been 
discontinued,  the  following  surveys,  made  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  this  office,  were  returned  and  approved,  viz:  The  survey  of 
fractional  sees.  19  and  30,  T.  14  S.,  R.  25  W.,  fifth  principal  meridian, 
Arkansas;  the  survey  of  the  abandoned  military  reservation  at  Green- 
wood's Island  in  Mississippi;  supplemental  surveys  in  five  townships 
in  Oklahoma,  covering  4,160  acres  of  land  left  unsurveyed  at  the  time 
of  the  original  survey  of  the  townships  on  account  of  their  mountain- 
ous character;  the  resurvey  of  the  north  boundary  of  the  Kiowa  and 
Comanche  Indian  Reservation,  Okla. ;  the  corrective  survey  of  the 
boundary  of  the  National  Cemetery  at  the  Fort  McPherson  Abandoned 
7661 4 
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Military  Reservation  in  Nebraska;  the  survey  of  the  abandoned  Fort 
Elliott  Military  Reservation  in  Texas,  and  retracement  surveys  of  the 
boundary  of  the  Oneida  Indian  Reservation  in  Wisconsin,  at  the  request 
of  the  United  States  attorney  for  the  purpose  of  defining  the  jurisdic- 
tion between  Indian  and  other  land  owners. 

PRIVATE    LAND    CLAIM    SURVEYS. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  returns  of  the  following  pri- 
vate land  claims  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  confirmed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  entitled 
"  An  act  to  establish  a  court  of  private  land  claims,  and  to  provide 
for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in  certain  States  and  Terri- 
tories," viz:  Luis  Jaramilla  or  Agua  Salado  grant,  Polvadera  grant, 
Nuestra  Senora  de  la  Luz  de  las  Laguinitas  grant,  and  the  Talaya 
Hill  grant. 

COMPLETION  OF  THE  RESURVEY  OF  GRANT  AND  HOOKER  COUNTIES,  NEBR. 

By  the  sundry  civil  act  of  March  3,  1899  (30  Stats.,  1098),  there  was 
reappropriated  the  unexpended  balance,  not  exceeding  $4,000,  of  the 
apportionment  of  $16,000  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveys  of 
public  lands  made  by  the  sundry  civil  act  of  August  18,  1894  (28 
Stats.,  396),  for  the  resurvey  of  the  lands  of  Grant  and  Hooker  coun- 
ties, in  the  State  of  Nebraska.  The  funds  reappropriated  were  made 
immediately  available  and  a  contract  was  awarded  in  April,  1899,  for 
the  completion  of  these  resurveys.  The  resurveys  were  executed  and 
returns  thereof  made  to  this  office,  and  as  it  appeared  from  the  report 
of  the  examiner  who  inspected  the  work  in  the  field  that  the  surveyor 
had  faithfully  complied  with  the  terms  of  his  contract  and  instructions, 
the  resurveys  were  duly  accepted. 

It  may  be  said  in  reference  to  the  plan  pursued  by  this  office  in 
making  these  resurveys  that  the  verdict  of  the  settlers,  the  boundary 
lines  of  whose  lands  owing  to  the  erroneous  subdivisions  in  the  origi- 
nal survey  were  by  the  resurvey  thrown  into  different  sections,  was 
unanimous  in  praise  of  the  fair  and  equitable  manner  of  relocating 
their  farms.  Before  the  beginning  of  the  resurvey  settlers  were 
apprehensive  that  a  corrective  survey  would  move  the  lines  of  their 
lands  to  other  positions,  and  those  who  were  cultivating  valuable  val- 
ley land  might  be  obliged  to  abandon  the  same  for  undesirable  hill 
land,  but  this  office  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  granting 
the  resurvey  adopted  the  rule  of  having  the  deputy  request  the  entry- 
man  to  point  out  the  corners  of  his  tract  and  the  deputy  therefore 
surve}red  out  the  land  segregating  it  from  the  lines  of  the  resurvey. 
These  claims  were  run  out  in  rectangular  form  (the  only  hard  and  fast 
requirement  of  the  settler)  in  order  to  facilitate  the  lotting  of  the 
remaining  undisposed  of  tracts  in  the  township. 
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The  claims  thus  surveyed  were  each  given  a  number,  and  in  order 
to  avoid  confusion  these  numbers  began  with  No.  37.  Sometimes 
fifty  or  sixty  of  these  claims  were  found  in  a  township.  Owners  were 
notified  to  be  present  at  the  resurvey  and  designate  their  boundaries, 
but  in  some  instances  there  were  rival  claimants  to  land.  The  deputy 
in  such  cases  was  instructed  to  endeavor  to  have  conflicting  entrymen 
come  to  some  agreement  as  to  common  boundaries,  but  where  he  failed 
to  persuade  them  to  agree  he  was  instructed  to  run  out  the  lines  as 
claimed  by  both,  and  leave  the  overlapping  boundaries  to  be  adjusted 
by  due  processes  at  law.  Under  this  rule  the  claims  were  laid  down 
on  the  plat  and  few  conflicts  resulted,  the  rival  claimants  preferring 
to  have  their  land  accurately  staked  out  and  platted  at  the  time  than 
to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  local  courts. 

This  method  has  been  followed  in  more  recently  awarded  contracts 
for  resurveys  in  Nebraska,  and  has  been  adopted  as  a  guide  in  similar 
surveys  in  other  States  with  beneficial  results. 

IDAHO-MONTANA   BOUNDARY. 

The  sundry  civil  act  of  June  4, 1897  (30  Stats.,  33),  provided  for  the 
survey,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  of  that  portion  of  the  boundary  line  between  Idaho 
and  Montana  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  thirty-ninth  meridian 
west  from  Washington,  with  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  the  British  Possessions,  thence  on  said  meridian  south  to  the 
summit  of  the  Bitter  Root  Mountains.  The  survey  has  been  executed 
and  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey,  and  copies  of 
the  plats  and  field  notes  have  been  filed  in  this  office  and  in  the  offices  of 
the  United  States  surveyor-general  of  Idaho  and  Montana,  as  provided 
by  the  appropriation  act. 

SURVEYS   WITHIN   AND   ADJACENT   TO   FOREST   RESERVES. 

Under  the  provision  made  in  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  act  of 
June  4,  1897  (30  Stats.,  34),  for  the  survey  of  lands  within  and  adja- 
cent to  forest  reserves  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  surveys  within  and  adjacent  to  such 
reserves  were  returned  by  the  Director,  and  accepted  by  this  office, 
aggregating  nearly  500,000  acres,  the  main  portion  being  within  the 
limits  of  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve  in  South  Dakota  and  the 
remainder  in  California,  Montana,  and  Oregon. 

SURVEYS   IN   ALASKA. 

The  rectangular  system  of  public-land  surveys  was  made  applicable 
to  Alaska  by  a  clause  in  an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899; 
but  no  appropriation  having  been  available,  no  surveys  have  been 
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made  except  the  isolated  and  irregular  surveys  authorized  to  be  made 
for  claimants  under  the  "trade  and  manufactures"  act,  approved  April 
3,  1891,  and  the  act  authorizing  soldiers'  additional  homesteads  to  be 
selected  and  marked  out  at  the  expense  of  claimants,  approved  May 
14,  1898. 

As  no  report  of  this  class  of  cases  has  hitherto  been  made,  an  out- 
line of  the  work  accomplished  up  to  June  30,  1900,  is  given  in  the  fol- 
lowing summary  of  surveys  made  under  either  of  said  acts: 

Surveys  accepted 43 

Surveys  under  suspension  for  various  causes 36 

Surveys  rejected  for  noncompliance  with  law 51 

Surveys  abandoned  by  claimants 14 

Surveys  pending,  awaiting  action  or  decision 29 

Total  number  of   independent  claim   surveys  transmitted  by  surveyor- 
general  173 

In  the  adjustment  of  these  cases  a  great  deal  of  correspondence  has 
been  found  necessary  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Department  in  its 
construction  of  the  above-mentioned  acts  and  in  the  promulgation  of 
instructions  and  decisions  to  control  present  and  future  claims. 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  surveyor-general  of  Alaska 
looking  to  the  first  steps  in  establishing  rectangular  surveys  by  select- 
ing suitable  initial  points  and  running  a  few  base  and  meridian  lines 
in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901.  These  are  to  be  independent 
systems  for  limited  areas  of  settlement,  as  made  necessary  by  natural 
obstacles  of  impracticable  intervening  country,  as  sometimes  found 
advisable  in  other  mountainous  districts. 

The  sum  of  $5,000  only  has  been  assigned  to  these  fundamental 
surveys  as  a  basis  for  more  extensive  operations  under  larger  appor- 
tionments in  future,  as  the  progress  of  agricultural  settlement  shall 
require. 

GOVERNMENT  LANDS  IN  PORTO  RICO. 

During  the  fiscal  year  this  office  was  confronted  with  the  question 
of  the  survey  and  disposal  of  Government  lands  in  our  new  possession. 
The  matter  was  presented  through  the  medium  of  an  application  from 
an  occupant  of  certain  lands  in  Porto  Rico,  addressed  to  the  governor 
of  the  island,  to  purchase  or  lease  the  lands  occupied,  which  were 
alleged  to  be  Government  lands.  The  application  was  referred  through 
the  Departments  of  State  and  of  the  Interior  to  this  office.  Upon  con- 
sideration of  the  application  this  office  expressed  the  opinion  that  as 
there  was  no  existing  United  States  law  providing  for  the  survey  and 
disposal  of  lands  in  Porto  Rico  which  under  the  cession  from  Spain 
inured  to  our  Government,  Congressional  legislation  would  be  required 
before  any  action  could  be  taken  in  the  matter  of  such  survey  and 
disposal. 
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Congress  alone  has  inherent  power  and  control  over  the  lands  belong- 
ing to  the  Government.  It  alone  may  in  the  first  instance  declare 
when  and  how  they  may  be  disposed  of.  Congress  has  provided  cer- 
tain machinery  for  surveying  the  public  lands  within  the  United  States. 
Surveys  are  made  only  in  the  manner  directed  by  Congress  and  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  a  surveyor-general,  subject  eventually 
to  acceptance  by  this  office.  Until  the  office  of  surveyor-general  has 
been  discontinued  in  any  State  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  does  not  become  ex  officio  surveyor-general  and  can  not  assume 
immediate  control  and  perform  the  duties  of  a  surveyor-general. 
Congress  has  from  time  to  time  in  each  instance  of  acquired  territory, 
from  the  acquisition  of  the  Northwest  Territory  to  Alaska,  expressly 
authorized  the  survey  of  lands  and  provided  for  a  surveyor-general. 
Take,  for  instance,  the  district  of  Alaska.  The  office  of  ex  officio  sur- 
veyor-general was  created  for  Alaska  by  the  act  of  May  17,  1884  (23 
Stats.,  p.  24),  but  he  was  then  authorized  to  survey  mining  claims 
only.  The  said  act  expressly  declared  that  44  nothing  contained  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  put  in  force  in  said  district  the  general  land 
laws  of  the  United  States. " 

The  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stats.,  p.  1095),  authorized  the  survey 
of  claims  occupied  for  purposes  of  trade  and  manufactures,  and  it 
was  not  until  1899 — sundry  civil  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1899 
(30  Stats. ,  p.  1098) — that  the  laws  relating  generally  to  surveys  were 
extended  to  Alaska.  In  this  instance  a  surveyor-general  had  been 
provided  for,  but  neither  he  nor  this  office  had  power  to  make  surveys 
under  the  appropriation  for  "surveying  public  lands  "  until  Congress 
extended  the  public-land  system  of  surveys  to  Alaska  by  said  act  of 
March  3, 1899.  If  surveys  could  not  be  made  in  Alaska  until  specific- 
ally authorized  by  law,  they  can  not  be  made  in  Porto  Rico  until  so 
authorized. 

It  was  therefore  decided,  in  the  matter  of  the  application  referred 
to  above,  that  before  taking  any  action  Congressional  legislation 
authorizing  surveys  and  methods  of  disposal  must  be  secured,  and  to 
the  end  that  appropriate  laws  may  be  enacted  it  is  recommended  that 
means  be  adopted,  by  commission  or  otherwise,  to  ascertain  the  loca- 
tion and  quantity  of  lands  title  to  which  remained  in  the  Crown  at 
the  date  of  the  cession  of  Porto  Rico  to  the  United  States. 

SUSPENDED   SURVEYS. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  suspensions  and  rejections  of 
erroneous  surveys  show  a  marked  decrease,  due,  it  is  believed,  to  the 
rigid  system  now  in  force  of  field  inspection  by  experienced  engineers 
working  directly  under  orders  from  Washington. 

The  present  thorough  investigation  of  the  evidences  upon  the  ground 
of  the  surveys  in  each  township  of  every  contract  before   payment 
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of  his  account  has  impressed  itself  upon  deputies  everywhere  and  the 
result  is  shown  in  the  diminishing  number  of  surveys  held  for  suspen- 
sion and  rejection. 

The  work  under  survey  No.  132,  California,  was  contracted  for  in 
1896,  but  owing  to  many  delays  the  contractor  did  not  file  his  notes  of 
surveys  until  he  was  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  surveyor-general  in 
1898.  As  soon  as  the  contract  was  reported  ready  for  examination  an 
examiner  of  surveys  was  ordered  to  the  field  to  inspect  the  same.  His 
report  to  this  office  revealed  the  fact  that  the  general  character  of  the 
survey  was  faulty  and  not  at  all  in  proper  condition  to  be  thrown  open 
for  settlement.  The  examiner  ran  west  on  the  south  boundary  of  sec. 
36  of  T.  8  N.,  R.  7  W.,  and  found  the  deputy's  \  section  corner  too  far 
north  by  75  links.  He  also  ran  along  the  west  boundary  of  this  sec- 
tion and  found  no  traces  of  the  line  as  reported,  while  on  the  east  side 
of  the  section  he  found  a  considerable  shortage  and  the  township  corner 
out  of  alignment  117  links.  Continuing  the  inspection,  there  were 
discovered  other  serious  errors  of  bearing  and  distance  and  evidences 
of  carelessness  in  the  erection  of  corners.  The  line  between  sections 
20  and  29  was  nearly  7  degrees  out  of  proper  course  and  the  J  sec- 
tion corner  about  6  chains  away  from  its  proper  place.  Between  sec- 
tions 27  and  28  the  deputy's  items  of  topography  were  at  variance 
from  those  of  the  examiner  and  no  corners  nor  any  traces  of  survey 
were  found  on  this  line. 

The  examiner  recommended  to  this  office  that  the  survey  be  not 
accepted,  and  the  surveyor-general  was  directed  to  notify  the  deputy's 
bondsmen  (the  deputy  having  died  in  the  meantime)  to  show  cause 
why  the  survey  should  not  be  rejected. 

Allusion  was  made  in  my  last  report  to  the  condition  of  the  surveys 
under  contract  No.  133,  California,  which  were  suspended  November  21, 
1898,  after  a  field  examination  had  been  made  and  an  adverse  report 
rendered  to  this  office. 

The  deputy  was  then  given  permission  to  return  to  the  field  and 
correct  the  work. 

On  May  10, 1899,  a  second  examination  was  accorded  the  deputy  by 
another  examiner  and  the  report  of  his  findings  compelled  this  office 
to  again  suspend  the  work.  This  second  inspection  was  made  in  the 
summer  of  1899,  and  the  examiner  found  a  great  rnany  errors.  The 
courses  and  distances  were  in  excess  of  allowable  limits  in  nearly  all 
the  lines  he  examined.  A  large  number  of  i  corners  were  absent,  and 
on  several  lines  no  traces  of  survey,  such  as  blazing  or  marking  through 
timber,  were  discovered. 

The  two  examinations  having  been  made  by  this  office,  both  of 
which  developed  errors  of  such  proportions  as  to  suspend  the  survey, 
the  deputy  was  required  to  show  cause  why  his  survey  No.  133  should 
not  be  rejected. 
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Contract  142  for  surveys  in  California  was  mentioned  in  my  last 
report  as  having  been  suspended  for  numerous  errors  found  by  the 
Government  inspector.  Since  that  time  the  deputy  was  allowed  the 
privilege  of  a  second  examination  by  a  different  examiner,  and  the 
report  of  the  second  visit  to  this  work  indicated  that  the  surveys  were 
still  in  a  faulty  and  defective  condition,  unworthy  to  be  placed  on  file 
for  the  benefit  of  settlers. 

Errors  of  magnitude  were  disclosed  in  measurement  and  alignment; 
in  the  former  as  high  as  4.64  chains  were  reported  by  the  examiner. 
In  some  instances  errors  of  alignment  reached  2°  39'.  Corners  were 
not  witnessed  by  the  requisite  number  of  bearing  trees,  and  through- 
out the  survey  the  examiner  found  very  few  trees  blazed  through 
timber.  The  portion  of  this  contract,  the  survey  of  which  was  con- 
demned as  unacceptable  by  the  inspector,  was  suspended,  and  the 
deputy  notified  that  he  would  be  given  another  opportunity  to  endeavor 
to  bring  his  work  up  to  the  standard  required,  and  when  corrected  it 
would  be  again  critically  examined. 

Contract  No.  145,  California,  included  the  extension  of  section  lines 
over  lands  on  the  margin  of  Little  Klamath  Lake,  omitted  from  orig- 
inal survey.  The  work  was  inspected  with  great  care,  the  survey 
having  long  been  a  subject  of  contention.  The  courses  were  found 
carelessly  taken,  and  when  tested  by  a  true  meridian  the}r  revealed 
errors  from  twice  as  great  as  allowable  to  fifteen  times  as  great. 
Besides  this  there  were  corresponding  errors  in  measurement  too  great 
to  be  approved.  As  the  land  was  about  level  and  open,  such  work  can 
only  be  attributed  to  extreme  negligence  on  the  deputy's  part.  He 
has  been  permitted  to  correct  his  work  subject  to  another  inspection. 

Contract  No.  811,  Colorado,  embraced  the  subdivision  of  four  town- 
ships, the  establishment  of  five  exterior  township  lines,  and  the  find- 
ing and  restoration  of  9  miles  of  the  boundary  between  New  Mexico 
and  Colorado.  A  thorough  field  examination  was  made,  at  which  the 
contracting  deputy  was  present.  The  lines  ran  over  mountainous  sur- 
face, but  the  large  number  of  errors  found  indicated  irregularities  too 
great  for  acceptance.  The  courses  of  separate  miles  of  line  varied 
from  small  allowable  error  to  mistakes  as  great  as  180  and  260  links 
to  the  mile.  Twenty-five  such  errors  reported  gave  an  average  of  110 
links  as  the  difference  between  the  course  actually  run  and  that  shown 
by  the  deputy's  field  notes  for  each  80  chains,  an  average  error  of  47 
minutes  in  the  courses.  About  as  many  of  these  departures  were  to 
the  right  as  to  the  left,  indicating  a  haphazard  method  without  much 
reference  to  the  true  meridian.  Besides  this,  eleven  errors  in  distance 
were  reported  where  the  average  disagreement  between  the  distance 
given  by  the  deputy  and  that  found  by  the  inspector's  chainmen  was 
as  great  as  145  links  to  the  mile.  Many  corners  were  either  improp- 
erly marked  or  not  witnessed  by  bearing  trees  when  suitable  trees 
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were  convenient.  The  deput}^  was  therefore  required  to  return  to  the 
work  and  thoroughly  correct  it  for  reexamination. 

Contract  No.  80,  Minnesota,  embraced  one  forest  township.  The 
examination  proved  a  condition  of  general  inaccuracy.  Quarter-sec- 
tion corners  were  not  placed  on  line  with  section  corners,  neither  were 
they  equidistant.  The  errors  in  direction  of  lines  were  excessive.  Not 
one  of  the  lines  inspected  was  found  acceptable,  even  under  the  liberal 
allowance  for  difference  between  two  surveys  that  is  always  considered 
in  the  deputy's  behalf.  The  survey  awaits  complete  correction  before 
a  second  examination. 

Contract  No.  88,  Minnesota,  was  also  for  one  township  which  adjoins 
that  of  contract  No.  80.  Each  mile  of  lines  examined  contained  inex- 
cusable errors  of  course  or  distance,  or  both.  Their  character  agrees 
closely  with  that  of  the  preceding  contract.  Besides  most  of  the 
corner  posts  and  witness  trees  were  improperly  marked,  and  the  posts 
were  so  negligently  set  that  the  examiner  found  most  of  them  lying  on 
the  ground.     The  same  action  was  taken. 

Contract  No.  320,  New  Mexico,  was  suspended,  as  shown  in  the 
annual  report  for  1899,  page  51,  for  errors  and  for  improper  location 
of  a  private  land  boundary,  allowing  the  deputy  to  correct  his  work 
in  the  field.  The  corrected  returns  were  retransmitted  December  14, 
1899,  and  the  survey  was  again  inspected  by  the  same  examiner  as 
before.  The  result  was  again  unsatisfactory.  Though  prevented  by 
heavy  snows  from  completing  an  exhaustive  examination,  enough  was 
done  to  prove  that  the  survey  was  still  in  a  very  unacceptable  condi- 
tion. Not  only  were  there  large  errors  beyond  limits,  as  to  both 
courses  and  distances,  but  the  deputy  had  left  many  corners  unmarked 
by  any  letters  or  figures  to  identify  their  location.  Stones  were  very 
slightly  set  in  the  ground  and  trees  blazed  as  bearing  trees  or  as  tree 
corners  were  left  without  any  further  marking.  The  survey  was  once 
more  suspended  to  give  the  deputy  a  final  opportunity  to  fulfill  his 
contract. 

Contract  No.  57,  North  Dakota,  was  visited  in  the  field,  but  of  twelve 
townships  required  the  examiner  only  tested  two  townships.  Finding 
serious  errors  in  these,  he  made  report  thereon  and  proceeded  to  other 
contracts  that  the  deputy  might  have  opportunity  to  amend  his  field 
work  before  bestowing  full  examination  upon  it.  Such  correction  is 
probably  now  made  as  required  by  office  letter  suspending  the  survey, 
and  a  new  examination  is  directed  embracing  the  entire  contract. 

Contract  No.  58,  North  Dakota,  was  a  very  extensive  one  and  was 
found  generally  acceptable.  The  examiner  failed  to  inspect  a  small 
portion  of  the  work,  which  was  accordingly  suspended,  though  all  the 
other  townships  were  accepted  and  paid  for. 

Contract  No.  675,  Oregon,  for  one  township,  was  found  by  the 
examiner  to  contain  such  irregularities  that  correction  in  the  field 
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should  be  made  before  acceptance.  A  considerable  angle  was  found 
at  each  quarter-section  corner,  and  mistakes  of  distance  were  excessive. 
It  will  receive  another  examination  when  the  deputy  files  his  sworn 
returns  of  having  amended  his  work  to  conform  to  the  regular  require- 
ments of  the  service. 

Contract  No.  687,  Oregon,  required  the  subdivision  of  only  one 
township,  hence  the  examiner  only  resurveyed  but  few  miles  of  line, 
but  four  of  those  were  found  to  be  erroneous  beyond  limits  as  to  course, 
though  distances  were  fairly  correct.  He  found  the  north  half  of  the 
line  between  sections  33  and  34  bearing  south  2°  07'  east,  and  on  four 
such  lines  there  is  evidently  an  angle  at  the  quarter  section  corner 
where  a  straight  line  is  the  imperative  requirement.  The  examiner 
did  not  obey  his  instructions  in  leaving  these  defective  lines  without 
extending  his  inspection  to  twice  or  three  times  the  amount  usually 
made,  and  the  survey  was  suspended  for  further  examination. 

Surveys  in  different  townships  under  contract  No.  203,  Utah,  showed 
a  wide  contrast  in  the  work,  so  that  while  some  of  the  townships  and 
their  boundaries  were  pronounced  acceptable  and  were  paid  for,  the 
the  remainder  were  suspended  for  gross  errors  of  measurement,  rang- 
ing in  many  cases  from  75  to  283  links  error  in  each  half  mile.  These 
errors  necessarily  were  attended  with  equally  great  errors  in  course, 
and  indicated  that  untrustworthy  men  had  been  engaged  in  the  details 
of  this  portion  of  the  contract.  The  deputy  was  required  to  resurvey 
and  correct  his  work. 

Contract  No.  451,  Washington,  after  two  previous  examinations  and 
reported  corrections  in  the  field,  was  again  reported  ready  for  inspec- 
tion. A  third  examiner  was  sent  to  investigate  its  condition.  The  dep- 
uty claims  to  have  correctly  resurveyed  the  ninth  standard  parallel  and 
made  it  a  correct  base  for  one  of  his  townships.  But  the  last  exam- 
iner found  that  he  had  made  the  north  boundary  of  section  36  82.19 
chains  in  length  and  reported  it  80.45  chains;  also  that  about  as  great 
an  error  was  made  in  the  south  line  of  the  same  section  on  his  resur- 
veyed standard  parallel.  Such  glaring  errors  can  not  be  overlooked, 
and  a  resurvey  of  the  township  is  imperatively  required. 

In  contract  No.  543,  Washington,  for  two  townships,  one  was  sus- 
pended for  numerous  errors  which  were  in  excess  of  limits,  though 
not  of  remarkable  magnitude.  In  this  case  the  examiner  resurveyed 
twice  the  usual  proportion  of  lines,  to  fully  justify  his  conclusions. 
He  found  the  corners  often  at  some  distance  from  the  blazed  random 
lines,  which  is  a  practice  forbidden  in  the  manual.  The  deputy  was 
therefore  required  to  return  to  the  field  and  place  his  work  in 
correct  condition  to  bear  another  inspection  with  credit  before 
acceptance. 

An  examination  in  the  field  of  surveys  executed  under  contract  No. 
267,  Wyoming,  was  made  in  the  season  of  1899.    The  contract  embraced

five  townships,  the  surveys  in  two  of  which  were  found  by  the  exam- 
iners to  be  fairly  well  executed,  but  in  two  of  the  other  three  notable 
errors  in  course  and  distance  were  disclosed.  The  distances  between 
corners  were  short  of  a  half  mile  by  several  chains,  showing  that  the 
deputy's  chainmen  failed  to  level  the  chain  over  sloping  ground.  He 
was  also  very  careless  and  neglectful  in  taking  his  bearing  trees,  as  the 
examiner  reported  in  many  cases  available  trees  within  proper  limits 
which  might  have  been  used  to  witness  the  corners. 

This  failure  to  properly  establish  and  perpetuate  his  corners,  together 
with  a  considerable  variance  of  his  lines  from  true  course  and  faulty 
chaining  of  the  same,  compelled  me  to  suspend  all  the  surve}^s  in  this 
contract  until  the  work  was  corrected  and  revised  so  as  to  conform  to 
the  Manual.  The  surveyor-general  was  directed  to  inform  the  deputy 
of  this  condition  of  his  work,  and  that  upon  receiving  notice  from  the 
latter  that  the  surveys  had  been  put  in  acceptable  shape  a  reexamina- 
tion would  be  made. 

'rejected  surveys. 

Contract  No.  804,  Colorado,  had  in  previous  years  been  found  poorly 
executed,  but  after  correction  and  reexamination  all  portions  of  the 
work  were  accepted  except  one  township.  On  March  9,  1900,  the 
deputy  was  informed  of  gross  errors  found  in  this  township  in  the  last 
or  third  inspection,  showing  that  numerous  corners  were  out  of  place 
by  100  to  385  links  of  error;  and  he  was  allowed  thirty  days  to  show 
cause  why  the  survey  should  not  be  rejected.  The  deputy  replied  by 
begging  to  be  relieved  from  the  performance  of  that  part  of  his  con- 
tract, and  on  April  21, 1900,  his  request  was  granted  and  his  survey  of 
that  township  was  rejected. 

A  survey  in  Idaho,  under  special  instructions  dated  December  19, 
1895,  of  a  strip  of  land  one  mile  in  width,  on  the  border  of  an  Indian 
reservation,  has  been  the  subject  of  repeated  efforts  by  this  office  to 
induce  the  deputy  to  perform  his  work  with  the  reasonable  accuracy 
which  he  contracted  to  bestow  upon  it.  The  first  inspection  proved  it 
to  be  grossly  erroneous,  and  it  was  suspended  in  January,  1898,  under 
the  usual  requirements  for  amendment.  The  deputy  made  his  alleged 
corrections  and  filed  sworn  returns  thereof.  Another  inspector  went 
over  his  work  and  reported  a  large  number  of  errors  in  the  limited 
area  of  the  survey.  Six  lines  remeasured  were  found  to  have  the  fol- 
lowing excess  of  length:  One  hundred  and  thirty-six  links,  106,  236, 
155,  214,  and  124  links,  and  one  line  was  found  227  links  too  short. 
Besides,  the  deputy  had  moved  several  corners  from  97  to  237  links 
without  reporting  any  resulting  change  in  the  length  of  the  lines  run- 
ning to  those  corners.  On  being  again  required  to  properly  survey 
this  strip  of  land,  the  deputy  responded  that  he  had  followed  his 
instructions  as  closely  as  possible,  and  would  waive  his  claim  for  pay 
for  what  he  had  done.     The  work  was  therefore  rejected. 
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A  part  of  the  surveys  under  contract  No.  -330,  Montana,  were 
accepted  in  June,  1900,  after  two  examinations  and  correction  of 
errors  by  the  deputy;  but  the  survey  of  a  standard  parallel  and  sub- 
division of  three  townships  were  rejected.  The  letter  of  that  date 
stated:  "It  appears  that  corrections  enumerated  in  the  examiner's 
letter  to  the  deputy  dated  June  29,  1899,  have  not  in  all  cases  been 
faithfully  and  correctly  made,  and  in  several  cases  not  made  at  all. 
In  the  deputy's  letter  are  found  misstatements,  contradictions,  errors, 
and  artifices,  fully  confirmed  by  examiner's  report  to  this  office,  suffi- 
cient not  only  to  call  in  question  the  character  of  the  professed  survey, 
but  to  justify  the  rejection  of  the  whole  work.  After  careful  exami- 
nation and  consideration,  and  making  every  possible  allowance  for 
imperfections  and  failures,  it  is  decided  that  I  must  reject" — giving  a 
list  of  the  portions  that  could  not  be  accepted,  and  on  which  this 
office  declined  to  extend  further  favor  to  the  deputy. 

In  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  1898  I  alluded  to  a  contract 
for  surveys  in  Utah,  which  was  suspended  for  many  irregularities. 
This  deputy  insisted  that  his  survey  was  in  proper  condition,  notwith- 
standing the  examiner's  adverse  report,  and  begged  the  privilege  of  a 
second  examination  of  the  work.  In  the  exercise  of  the  discretionary 
power  conferred  upon  me,  and  with  a  desire  to  do  ample  justice  to  the 
deputy,  I  directed  a  skilled  examiner,  in  whom  this  office  had  every 
confidence,  to  examine  critically  this  survey.  The  result  confirmed 
the  previous  report,  but  the  deputy  was  still  dissatisfied  with  the  action 
of  the  office,  appealing  to  the  Department  to  reverse  the  same.  The 
Department,  upon  reviewing  the  matter,  directed  me  to  allow  him 
sixty  days  to  show  cause  why  his  survey  should  not  be  rejected.  The 
deputy  was  thereupon  furnished  with  a  detailed  report  of  all  the  errors 
found  by  the  examiner  which  were  beyond  the  allowable  limits,  and 
instead  of  proceeding  to  the  field  to  correct  his  work  he  employed 
"expert  engineers"  to  make  remeasurements  and  test  the  alignment  of 
his  surveys.  The  field  notes  of  these  engineers  were  transmitted  to 
this  office,  and  upon  scrutiny  of  the  same  the  findings  of  the  deputy's 
own  chosen  engineers  were  proven  to  be  more  in  accord  with  the 
second  examiner's  figures  than  with  those  of  the  deputy  himself.  As 
a  result  of  this,  I  directed  a  formal  rejection  of  the  survey.  The  dep- 
uty has  appealed  from  this  decision  to  the  Department,  and  the  appeal 
is  now  under  consideration.  The  contract  here  alluded  to  is  No.  186, 
Utah. 

Contract  No.  181,  Washington,  was  issued  November  6, 1897,  and  a 
very  unfavorable  report  of  field  examination  was  filed  January  25, 
1898,  under  which  the  deputy  was  required  to  return  to  the  field  and 
correct  the  survey  of  the  single  fractional  township  and  its  exteriors 
which  it  embraced.     The  survey  was  at  last  rejected  by  a  letter  dated 
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April  23,  1900,  which  stated  reasons  to  the  surveyor-general  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

After  an  extended  correspondence  between  this  office,  your  office,  and  the  deputy 
relative  to  his  contract,  No.  481,  and  the  repeated  efforts  on  your  part  to  induce  the 
deputy  to  put  his  surveys,  either  by  his  personal  efforts  or  through  the  instrumen- 
tality of  a  compassman  selected  to  do  the  work,  in  a  condition  acceptable  to  this 
office,  and  after  repeated  promises  on  his  part  to  do  so,  all  of  which  he  failed  to 
comply  with,  you  were,  by  letter  "E,"  dated  March  21,  1900,  directed  to  inform 
the  deputy  by  registered  letter  that  he  would  be  allowed  ten  days  in  which  to  show 
cause  why  his  survey  should  not  be  rejected,  and  a  new  contract  awarded  for  the 
completion  of  the  surveys  in  question.  *  *  *  In  his  reply  to  the  notice  of  this 
office  to  show  cause  why  his  survey  should  not  be  rejected,  he  says:  "The  only 
cause  I  can  show  why  my  contract  should  not  be  rejected  is  the  fact  that  the  survey 
was  well  and  faithfully  executed."  He  then  alludes  in  a  flippant  manner  to  this 
office  and  to  the  methods  of  doing  business  by  this  office. 

The  letter  of  rejection  concluded  by  allowing  the  deputy  sixty  days 
in  which  to  appeal,  and  by  providing  after  that  time  for  immediately 
contracting  with  a  new  deputy  for  the  work. 

RAILROAD  LAND  GRANTS. 

There  have  been  certified  and  patented  under  the  several  land  grants 
made  by  Congress  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  1,277,572.68  acres  of  land,  an  increase 
as  compared  with  the  acreage  patented  on  account  of  such  grants  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year  of  772,921.45  acres,  and  there  have  been  pat- 
ented during  the  past  year  under  the  several  grants  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  wagon  roads  61,501.52  acres,  an  increase  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year  of  1,109.75  acres. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  lands  so  certified  and  patented  by  com- 
panies and  States  will  be  found  on  page  15  of  this  report. 

ADJUSTMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  grants  by  Congress  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  following  railroads  have  been  examined  with  a  view  to 
their  final  adjustment  and  reports  submitted  to  the  Department  show- 
ing the  results  of  such  examinations,  with  recommendation  for  action 
in  cases  where  departmental  action  was  deemed  proper,  viz:

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The  examination  of  the  Northern  Pacific  grant  in  Montana  was  a 
reexamination.  Examinations  with  a  view  to  their  adjustment  have 
also  been  completed  during  the  year  of  the  grants  to  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Railway  Company  (now  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Land  Company), 
the  Denver  Pacific  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Company  (now  Union  Rail- 
road Company),  the  Oregon  Central  Railroad  Company,  act  of  May  4, 
1890,  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  Branch  Line,  act  of 
March  3,  1871,  and  reports  giving  the  results  of  such  examinations 
and  such  recommendations  as  may  be  found  proper  will  be  made  to 
the  Department  at  an  early  day. 

In  view  of  the  contention  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy, 
successor  to  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  River  Railroad  Company  of 
Nebraska,  relative  to  the  suit  instituted  against  the  latter  company  for 
the  recovery  of  title  to  201,101.15  acres  of  land  which  it  was  claimed 
had  been  erroneously  patented  to  it  on  the  north  side  of  its  road,  but 
which  had  been  dismissed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department 
for  the  purpose  of  a  further  investigation  of  the  questions  involved, 
and  of  departmental  instructions  of  June  17,  1897,  an  examination  has 
also  been  made  of  all  the  lands  lying  opposite  the  line  of  the  com- 
pany's road  and  between  the  20-mile  south  limit  of  the  grant  and  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  State,  the  results  of  which  will  be  reported 
to  the  Department  as  early  as  practicable. 

In  this  case  it  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  grant  for 
the  road  was  of  equal  quantities  of  lands  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
thereof,  and  the  records  showing  a  deficiency  on  the  south  side  and  an 
excess  patented  on  the  north  side,  the  company  claims  that  the  defi- 
ciency on  the  south  side  resulted  from  the  failure  of  this  Department 
to  continue  the  withdrawal  of  the  lands  outside  the  twenty-mile  limits, 
and  that  the  patenting  of  the  excess  on  the  north  side  followed;  and 
that  the  act  of  March  2,  1896,  bars  the  Government  from  instituting 
suit  for  the  recovery  of  title  to  such  lands.  The  examination  was 
made  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  data  required  for  a  proper  deter- 
mination of  the  matter,  and  while  necessary  consumed  a  great  deal  of 
time  and  labor. 

Examination  has  also  been  made  of  the  papers  in  connection  with 
the  records  of  this  office  in  the  matters  of  the  suits  instituted  against 
the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  recovery  of  title  to  con- 
siderable quantities  of  lands  in  the  States  of  Nebraska,  Colorado,  Utah, 
and  Wyoming,  and  dismissed  for  the  purposes  of  further  investiga- 
tion, and  reports  and  recommendations  therein  will  be  submitted  at 
an  early  day. 

In  the  matter  of  the  grant  to  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Vicksburg  and  Meridian  Railroad,  demand  was 
made  upon  the  railroad  company  for  the  reconveyance  to  the  United 
States  of  certain  lands  erroneously  patented  for  its  use,  and  for  the 
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payment  of  a  sum  of  money  for  which  it  was  held  responsible  on 
account  of  lands  sold  by  it,  the  title  to  which  was  declared  confirmed 
in  the  purchaser  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1896.  These  demands  were 
complied  with,  and  the  grant  was  thus  practically  closed,  the  final  clos- 
ing thereof  awaiting  a  report  called  for  from  the  local  land  office  at 
Jackson,  in  said  State. 

In  accordance  with  departmental  directions  of  August  17,  1899, 
returning  the  papers  in  the  case  of  the  adjustment  of  the  grant  to  the 
St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railroad  Company,  in  Mis- 
souri, a  further  examination  was  made  thereof  in  the  light  of  the  deci- 
sions of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  James  De  Lacey  (174  U.  S. ,  622)  and  of 
the  Department  in  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  Fisher  (28  L.  D., 
75),  and  it  having  been  found  that  the  erroneously  certified  lands  had 
been  sold  to  bona  fide  purchasers,  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  March 
2,  1896,  and  that  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railroad 
Company  was  not  the  patentee  thereof  nor  the  corporation  for  whose 
benefit  the  certification  was  made,  it  was  recommended  that  the  title 
of  the  purchasers  be  declared  confirmed,  that  the  demand  for  recon- 
veyance be  recalled,  and  that  no  action  be  taken  looking  to  the  recov- 
ery of  the  price  of  the  land  by  the  Government.  This  recommenda- 
tion was  concurred  in  by  the  Department,  and  the  demand  was  recalled, 
thus  practically  settling  this  grant. 

Examinations  of  the  grants  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany, main  and  branch  lines,  under  the  act  of  1864,  in  the  States  of 
Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington,  and  Oregon 
have  been  made,  and  preliminary  reports  submitted  to  the  Department 
from  time  to  time  showing  the  results  thereof. 

The  Department  having  decided  in  1896  that  the  eastern  terminus 
of  this  grant  was  at  Duluth,  Minn.,  and  a  terminal  limit  having 
been  established  thereat,  and  the  company  contending  that  Ashland, 
Wis.,  was  its  eastern  terminus,  no  examination  was  made  thereof  east 
of  the  terminal  established.  A  suit  was  instituted  to  determine  this 
question  and  resulted  in  a  decision  by  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  handed  down  on  April  16,  1900,  in  favor  of  the  contention  of 
the  company.  The  grant  east  of  Duluth  will  be  examined  at  an  early 
day,  and  when  completed  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  grant 
as  an  entirety  will  be  reported. 

The  joint  resolution  of  May  31,  1870,  provided  an  additional  limit 
within  which  the  Northern  Pacific  Company  might  select  indemnity  on 
account  of  losses  within  its  primary  limits,  but  under  the  provisions 
of  the  law  the  presence  of  three  conditions  were  necessary  to  sustain 
a  selection  within  this  additional  or  second  indemnity  limit,  as  it  is 
termed  in  this  office. 
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These  conditions  were  (1)  that  the  original  or  first  indemnity  limit 
should  first  be  exhausted;  (2)  that  the  loss  on  account  of  which  the 
selection  is  applied  for  must  have  occurred  between  the  date  of  the 
grant  and  that  of  the  definite  location  of  the  road,  and  (3)  that  the  loss 
and  the  selection  must  be  in  the  same  State  or  Territory.  This  second 
indemnity  grant  within  the  State  of  Minnesota  has  been  carefully 
examined,  with  the  result  that  the  company  is  shown  to  be  entitled  to 
27,678  acres  of  such  indemnity.  In  order  to  reach  the  conclusions 
stated,  a  reexamination  of  the  entire  primary  limits  of  the  grant  within 
said  State,  to  determine  the  date  each  tract  therein  was  disposed  of, 
was  necessary,  and  the  company  having  been  allowed  to  make  a  show- 
ing in  support  of  its  right  to  further  second  indemnity,  an  examination 
of  the  lists  filed  by  it  with  the  records  of  this  office  was  also  neces- 
sary. This  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time  and  labor.  A  report  of 
this  examination,  with  recommendations,  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Department. 

The  act  of  July  1,  1898  (30  Stat.,  597,  620),  a  synopsis  of  the  pro- 
visions and  the  purposes  of  which  was  given  in  my  last  annual  report, 
has  entailed  upon  the  division  a  large  amount  of  work.  This  law  pro- 
vided for  the  adjustment  of  conflicting  claims  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  and  settlers  and  other  claimants,  and  the  evident 
purpose  thereof  was  to  put  an  end,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  all  litiga- 
tion between  the  company  and  adverse  claimants  for  lands  within  the 
limits  of  its  grant  before  the  Department  and  the  courts. 

The  calling  upon  the  persons  claiming  adverse  to  the  company  to 
present  their  claims  and  make  proof  in  support  thereof,  the  examina- 
tions of  the  proofs  to  determine  whether  the  claimants  came  within 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  preparation  of  the  lists  and  the  sub- 
mitting thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  approval  prepara- 
tory to  calling  upon  the  railroad  company  to  relinquish  the  lands,  the 
submitting  of  the  relinquishments  to  the  Department  for  acceptance 
and  the  relieving  of  the  claims  from  contest  so  that  the  parties  might 
perfect  them,  has  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time. 

Very  gratifying  results  have  been  obtained  in  the  administration  of 
this  law.  Twenty-nine  lists  have  been  prepared  from  the  proofs  sub- 
mitted by  the  beneficiaries,  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  De- 
partment, and  over  500  individuals  have  been  relieved  from  contest 
and  the  claimants  duly  notified  thereof  and  of  their  rights  to  perfect 
their  entries. 

In  the  examination  of  these  grants  with  a  view  to  their  adjustment 
an  effort  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  clear  up  a  number  of 
lists,  which  have  been  in  the  office  for  some  years,  of  tracts  which  had 
been  excluded  from  clear  lists  prepared  for  approval  and  patent  because 
of  various  conflicts,  and  gratifying  progress  has  been  made.     One 
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hundred  railroad  patents,  covering  1,277,572.68  acres,  and  6  wagon 
roads  patents,  covering  61,501.52  acres,  have  been  issued. 

When  it  is  considered  that  in  former  years  it  was  not  unusual  for 
a  single  patent  to  cover  1,000,000  acres  of  land,  the  amount  of  time 
and  labor  required  to  accomplish  these  results  and  issue  these  pat- 
ents, which,  with  one  exception,  are  of  comparatively  small  acreage 
and  largely  consist  of  odds  and  ends  of  old  lists,  will  be  understood. 

In  the  process  of  the  adjustment  of  these  grants,  lands  have  been 
found  to  have  been  erroneously  certified  or  patented  under  them,  and 
a  number  of  rules  have  been  laid  on  the  companies  to  show  cause  why 
the  proper  steps  should  not  be  taken  for  the  recovery  of  title  thereto, 
or,  in  cases  where  the  lands  have  been  sold  by  the  companies  to  bona 
fide  purchasers  whose  titles  have  been  declared  confirmed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1896  (29  Stat.,  42),  for  the  Govern- 
ment price  thereof. 

The  titles  of  a  considerable  number  of  such  purchasers  have  been 
declared  confirmed  during  the  past  year,  and  the  proper  steps  for  the 
recovery  of  the  price  of  the  lands  are  being  taken. 

RIGHT    OF   WAY    RAILROADS. 

By  the  act  approved  March  3,  1875  (18  Stat.  L.,  482),  Congress 
granted  to  railroads,  upon  certain  conditions,  right  of  way  through 
the  public  lands.  Right  of  way  for  railroads,  wagon  roads,  and  tram 
roads  in  Alaska  was  granted,  upon  certain  conditions,  by  the  act  of 
May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.,  409);  see  circular  thereunder  dated  June  8, 
1898. 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  acts,  and  of  special  acts,  509  compa- 
nies have  filed  articles  of  incorporation  which  have  been  accepted,  28 
of  which  were  accepted  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900. 
Right  of  way  has  been  approved  to  404  companies,  23  of  which 
received  their  first  approvals  during  the  same  period.  There  were 
received  during  the  year  501  maps  of  locations  of  railroads,  88  of 
which  have  been  approved,  28  have  been  filed  (not  requiring  approval) 
6  are  pending  before  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  326  have  been 
otherwise  disposed  of,  a  few  of  which  were  rejected,  the  rest  having 
been  returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  making  applications  under  the  act  of  1875  are  given 
in  the  circular  of  November  4,  1898. 

RIGHT   OF   WAY    FOR    IRRIGATION    AND    OTHER    PURPOSES. 

Sections  18,  19,  20,  and  21  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
3,  1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1095),  as  amended  by  section  2  of  the  act  of 
May  11,  1898  (30  Stat.  L.,  404),  grant  right  of  way  over  the  public 
lands  and  reservations  of  the  United  States  for  canals,  ditches,  and 
reservoirs  for  purposes  of  irrigation  and  for  purposes  of  a  public 
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nature;  also  for  purposes  of  water  transportation,  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, or  for  the  development  of  power,  as  subsidiary  to  the  main 
purpose  of  irrigation.  Such  rights  of  way  may  be  applied  for  by 
corporations,  individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals  in  accord- 
ance with  certain  requirements  as  to  the  filing  of  papers  and  maps. 

The  regulations  require  the  application  to  show  with  certainty  the 
location  of  the  proposed  canal  or  reservoir,  so  that  the  approved  map 
will  be  an  accurate  record  of  the  extent  of  the  right  of  way,  and  thus 
define  clearly  the  rights  granted  by  the  act  and  those  of  future  settlers 
along  the  ditch  or  reservoir. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  right  of  way  has  been  approved  to 
242  companies,  individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which 
36  received  their  first  approval  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  received  during  the  year  253  maps;  49  have  been 
approved,  6  have  been  filed  not  requiring  approval,  1  is  pending  before 
the  Secretary,  and  212  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  few  of  which 
were  rejected,  the  rest  being  returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  preparing  applications  for  right  of  way  for  irrigation 
purposes  will  be  found  in  the  circular  of  June  27,  1900. 

STATE    DESERT-LAND   SEGREGATIONS. 

By  section  4  of  the  act  of  August  18, 1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  372-422),  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  donation  to  each  of  the  States  in  which  there 
may  be  situated  desert  lands  of  not  more  than  1,000,000  acres  of  such 
land  as  the  State  may  cause  to  be  irrigated,  reclaimed,  occupied,  and 
cultivated  by  actual  settlers.  This  act  has  been  amended  by  a  provision 
in  the  act  of  June  11,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  413-434),  to  the  effect  that  a 
lien  is  authorized  to  be  created  by  the  State  upon  the  lands  segregated, 
and  that  when  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  actually  furnished  to  any 
tract  or  tracts  thereof,  patent  shall  issue  to  the  State  for  the  same, 
without  regard  to  settlement  or  cultivation. 

During  the  year  two  lists  have  been  filed  by  the  State  of  Idaho,  one 
list  by  the  State  of  Montana,  and  one  by  the  State  of  Wyoming. 
Several  lists  previously  received  have  been  refiled  during  the  year. 
All  these  lists  have  been  duly  acted  upon.  One  list  filed  by  the  State 
of  Idaho,  aggregating  54,005.92  acres,  was  approved.  The  State  of 
Wyoming  filed  two  lists  of  lands  for  patent,  which  have  been  duly 
acted  upon,  and  one  patent  for  3,855.25  acres  of  the  same  has  been 
issued. 

Two  special  agents  were  appointed  during  the  year  to  examine  the 
lands  segregated  under  this  act  and  not  already  examined,  amounting 
to  587,000  acres.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  examination  was  nearly 
completed,  only  a  few  weeks'  work  of  one  of  the  agents  remaining  to 
be  done.

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Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  lists,  etc. ,  under  this  act  will  be 
found  in  the  circular  approved  September  20,  1898,  which  also  con- 
tains instructions  for  the  submission  of  proof  of  reclamation  with  a 
view  to  the  issuance  of  patent  for  the  lands. 

PEKMISSION     TO     USE     RIGHT     OF    WAY     FOR     TRAMROADS,    CANALS,    AND 

RESERVOIRS. 

By  the  act  of  January  21,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  635),  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  was  authorized  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon 
the  public  lands,  not  within  the  limits  of  any  park,  forest,  military *or 
Indian  reservation,  for  tram  roads,  canals,  or  reservoirs,  by  any  citizen 
or  association  of  citizens  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining  or  quarry- 
ing or  cutting  timber  and  manufacturing  lumber. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  applications  for  permission  to  use 
right  of  way  have  been  approved  to  5  companies,  individuals,  and 
associations  of  individuals,  of  which  3  received  their  first  approvals 
during  the  past  year. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  19  maps;  3  have  been  approved 
and  14  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  most  of  them  having  been 
returned  for  correction. 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  May  11,  1898  (30  Stat.,  404),  extended  the 
scope  of  the  act  of  1895  so  that  it  shall  apply  to  tramroads,  canals,  or 
reservoirs  ' '  for  the  purposes  of  furnishing  water  for  domestic,  public, 
and  other  beneficialuses." 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  applications  under  this  act  will 
be  found  in  the  circular  of  September  17,  1898. 

PERMISSION   TO   USE   RIGHT   OF   WAY   FOR   ELECTRICAL   PURPOSES. 

By  the  act  of  May  14,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  120),  the  above  act  of  1895 
was  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  section  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  the  public  lands 
and  forest  reservations,  together  with  the  use  of  necessary  grounds, 
not  exceeding  40  acres,  for  electrical  purposes. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  applications  for  permission  to  use 
right  of  way  and  necessary  grounds  have  been  approved  to  12  com- 
panies, individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which  4  received 
their  first  approvals  during  the  past  year. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  25  maps;  6  have  been  approved 
and  10  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  most  of  them  having  been 
returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  applications  under  this  act  will 
be  found  in  the  circular  of  September  17, 1898. 
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RIGHT   OF   WAY    FOR   OIL   PIPE   LINES. 

By  the  act  of  May  21,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  127),  right  of  way  was 
granted  for  pipe  lines  for  the  transportation  of  oil  in  the  States  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming.  There  have  been  no  applications  received 
under  said  act.  The  terms  of  this  law  being  very  similar  to  those  of 
the  irrigation  right-of-way  act  of  1891,  full  information  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  applications  thereunder  will  be  found  in  the  circular  of  June 
27,  1900. 

RESERVOIRS   FOR  THE   PURPOSES    OF    STOCK    BREEDING   AND   TRANSPOR- 
TATION. 

By  the  act  of  January  13,  1897  (29  Stat.  L.,  484),  the  construction 
of  reservoirs  upon  unoccupied  public  lands,  not  mineral  or  otherwise 
reserved,  is  permitted  upon  certain  conditions.  On  July  8,  1898,  the 
first  circular  under  this  act  was  approved. 

A  large  number  of  these  reservoir  declaratory  statements  were 
received  after  the  promulgation  of  the  regulations,  and  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  regulations  were  inadequate  to  prevent  speculative 
filings  and  other  abuses  of  the  privileges  of  the  act.  Accordingly  a 
circular  amendatory  of  the  regulations  was  approved  June  23,  1899, 
and  all  the  applicants  were  required  to  make  their  reservoir  declara- 
tory statements  conform  thereto. 

There  were  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  2,234  reservoir 
declaratory  statements  under  the  act;  there  were  received  during  the 
year  10,714,  a  total  of  12,948  on  hand  for  action  during  the  year.  Of 
these  all  but  about  1,275  required  amendment  to  comply  with  the 
regulations.  There  were  canceled,  for  failure  to  amend  as  required, 
3,574  statements,  and  736  were  relinquished  by  the  applicants.  Besides 
these,  2,470  were  canceled  or  relinquished,  but  on  account  of  infor- 
mality in  the  proceedings,  further  action  will  be  necessary.  Few,  if 
any,  of  the  last  class  are  in  such  condition  that  they  can  be  reinstated. 
Of  the  remainder,  348  have*  been  amended;  and  no  report  has  been 
received  from  the  local  land  officers  as  to  the  balance  of  4,545  state- 
ments. Reports  will  be  called  for,  and  the  cases  closed  up  as  early  as 
possible  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  From  this  review  of  the  cases  it 
appears  probable  that  less  than  2,000  reservoir  declaratory  statements 
will  remain  intact  on  the  records  when  the  cases  now  on  hand  have 
been  carefully  reviewed.  This  number  of  reservoir  declaratory  state- 
ments appears  reasonable  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  intent  of  the  act. 

The  amount  of  work  on  hand  for  action  in  the  various  classes  of 
right-of-way  applications  shows  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year 
of  74  per  cent,  the  amount  of  work  disposed  of  an  increase  of  more 
than  79  per  cent,  while  the  increase  in  clerical  force  engaged  upon  it 
has  been  33£  per  cent. 
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In  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1899,  attention  was  called  to  the  confused  and  fragmentary 
nature  of  the  laws  granting  rights  of  way  over  the  public  lands  and 
reservations  of  the  United  States  for  canals,  ditches,  reservoirs,' oil 
pipe  lines,  and  tramroads,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  several  acts 
relating  to  irrigation  and  the  development  and  transmission  of  electric 
power  and  water  transportation  for  domestic  purposes,  subsidiary  to 
the  main  purpose  of  irrigation  should  be  brought  together  and  har- 
monized in  a  new  act,  which  in  its  terms  should  be  broad  and  compre- 
hensive enough'  to  permit  the  widest  possible  use  for  all  beneficial 
purposes  of  the  waters  on  the  public  lands  and  reservations  of  the 
United  States  consistent  with  the  preservation  of  the  public  interests. 

Having  this  object  in  view,  a  draft  of  a  bill  for  its  accomplishment 
was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Department,  but  no  action  appears 
to  have  been  taken  thereon  by  Congress.  It  is  hoped  that  Congress 
at  the  coming  session  may  enact  a  law  on  the  lines  suggested  in  said 
draft.

SMALL-HOLDING   CLAIMS. 

This  term  is  used  to  designate  the  class  of  claims  for  which  provision 
is  made  by  sections  16, 17,  and  18  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1891  (26  Stat, 
854),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  February  21,  1893  (27  Stat.,  470).  By 
the  terms  of  the  latter  act  the  time  within  which  such  claims  could  be 
filed  with  the  United  States  surveyors-general  expired  December  1, 
1894,  but  by  act  of  Congress  approved  June  27,  1898  (30  Stat.,  495), 
this  period  was  extended  to  March  4,  1901. 

More  than  3,000  of  such  claims  have  been  filed  as  provided  by  law, 
but  less  than  300  have  been  completed  by  the  submission  of  proof  of 
occupation  and  possession.  From  an  examination  of  some  of  these 
claims  it  was  ascertained  that  quite  a  number,  estimated  by  the  sur- 
veyor-general of  New  Mexico  at  1,800,  included  lands  within  the  limits 
of  private  land  grants,  petitions  for  the  confirmation  of  which  had 
been  presented  to  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  and  some  of  these 
small-holding  claimants  trace  their  title  from  the  original  owners  of 
the  larger  grant.  It  is  probable  that  these  claimants  have  filed  as  a 
protection  to  them  in  case  the  court  should  decide  adversely  as  to  the 
larger  grant. 

As  the  work  of  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  is  now  nearing 
completion  it  is  believed  that  these  pending  claims  can  be  adjudicated 
in  the  near  future. 

ENTRIES   IN   ALASKA. 

One  town-site  entry  (Juneau)  and  22  nonmineral  entries  have  been 
made  in  Alaska  under  the  provisions  of  sections  11  to  14,  act  of  March  3, 
1891,  (26  Stat.,  1095),  as  amended  by  section  10,  act  of  May  14,  1898 
(30  Stat.,  409). 

Five  of  the  nonmineral  entries  have  been  patented  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  2  having  previously  been  patented,  leaving  15  suspended 
for  various  reasons,  such  as  illegal  surveys,  alleged  mineral  character 
of  the  land  involved,  insufficiency  of  the  proof  submitted,  etc. 

H. — Contest  Division. 

Rule  1  of  the  rules  of  practice  in  cases  before  the  United  States  dis- 
trict land  offices,  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  permits  any  person  to  initiate  a  contest  against  any  party  to 
an  entry,  filing,  or  other  claim  under  laws  of  Congress  relating  to  the 
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public  lands,  for  any  sufficient  cause,  affecting-  the  legality  or  validity 
of  the  claim.  By  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  May  14,  1880  (21 
Stat.,  140),  a  successful  contestant  is  given  a  preference  right  of  entry 
for  thirty  days  after  notice  of  decision  in  his  favor  to  enter  the  land 
involved  in  the  contest. 

The  work  of  this  division  consists  in  disposing  of  controversies 
arising  between  individuals  where  rights  under  the  homestead  and 
timber  and  stone  laws  and  locations  of  land  scrip  under  various  acts  of 
Congress  are  involved. 

The  detail  of  examiners  from  this  division  to  duty  elsewhere  and 
the  delay  incident  to  the  removal  of  the  office  to  its  new  quarters,  as 
well  as  an  increase  of  work,  has  caused  an  arrearage  of  about  seven 
months  in  the  work  of  the  division,  which  is  somewhat  in  excess  of 
the  arrearage  of  work  reported  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Another  reason  for  the  failure  of  this  division  in  keeping  abreast  of 
the  increased  volume  of  contest  work  has  been  occasioned  by  the 
necessity  for  remanding  or  dismissing  contests  initiated  since  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  of  June  16,  1898  (30  Stat.,  473),  because  of  the  failure 
of  contestants  to  allege  and  prove  nonmilitary  service  as  required  by 
said  act.  In  each  instance  where  such  contests,  so  passed  upon, 
have  been  either  reinstituted  de  novo  or  further  prosecuted  after 
being  remanded,  such  action  has  necessarily  resulted  in  a  duplication 
of  the  work  imposed  upon  this  division.  The  difficult  task  of  proving 
a  negative,  viz,  that  the  entryman's  absence  is  not  due  to  military  or 
naval  service  in  time  of  war,  is  imposed  upon  the  contestants,  some- 
thing well-nigh  impossible  to  prove  in  cases  where  the  entrymen  have 
abandoned  their  homestead  entries  leaving-  no  trace  behind  them  to 
indicate  where  they  may  be  found. 

The  recommendation  in  my  last  annual  report  is  therefore  most 
urgently  renewed  that  Congress  at  an  early  date  modify  the  law  of 
June  16, 1898,  so  as  to  make  service  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy, 
or  Marine  Corps  in  time  of  war  a  defense  to  be  interposed  by  the 
settler  defendant  for  the  actual  term  of  such  service  or  enlistment 
against  any  charge  of  abandonment  which  may  be  hereafter  initiated. 

Notwithstanding  the  hindrances  above  enumerated,  the  result  shows 
an  increase  in  the  work  performed  over  the  preceding  year,  as  will  be 
seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  items  in  the  attached  tabulated  statement 
with  the  corresponding  items  in  the  annual  report  for  1899. 

There  were  received  in  the  division  8,570  letters  as  against  7,736 
the  preceding  year;  2,545  letters  were  answered  this  year  to  1,611  the 
preceding  year,  and  8,176  letters  were  wi'tten  to  7,604  last  year. 

The  contest  cases  in  which  no  appeals  are  taken  from  the  decisions 
of  registers  and  receivers,  but  which  must  be  reviewed  by  this  office 
in  order  to  determine  whether  the  proceedings  and  decisions  therein 
are  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  regulations,  are  at  present 
the  most  troublesome  and  difficult  to  adjudicate  of  all  cases  coming 
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before  the  division  owing  to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  June  16, 
1898,  above  referred  to,  and  also  owing  to  the  carelessness  and  mistakes 
of  attorneys  and  local  officers  in  conducting  the  proceedings,  especially 
in  relation  to  the  matter  of  obtaining  jurisdiction  over  the  entrymen, 
which  is  most  frequently  attempted  by  substituted  service,  i.  e.,  by 
publication,  in  which  all  of  the  elements  are  so  essential,  though  some 
of  them  are  very  often  lacking,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  remand 
the  cases  where  such  omissions  occur  for  proceedings  de  novo.  Of 
these  cases  this  division  had  on  hand  -1,160  on  July  1,  1899,  and 
received  2,176  during  the  year  in  place  of  1,963  last  year;  but  during 
this  year  1,521  were  examined  and  closed  as  against  1,113  last  year. 
There  now  remain  on  hand  1,791  of  these  cases,  an  apparent  increase 
of  631  over  those  remaining  on  hand  a  year  ago,  but  of  these  1,794 
cases  now  remaining  on  hand  undisposed  of,  716  have  been  examined 
and  remanded  during  the  year,  which  action  requires  more  labor  than 
canceling  the  entry  involved  and  closing  the  case. 

The  only  other  class  of  cases  of  which  the  number  undecided  has 
materially  increased  during  the  year  are  those  in  which  hearings  have 
been  had  and  appeals  taken  from  the  decisions  of  the  local  officers  on 
the  merits  thereof — called  docket  cases.  Of  these  there  are  now  on 
hand  undecided  396  as  compared  with  203  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  1899,  only  247  having  been  decided  during  the  past  year  as 
compared  with  334  the  preceding  year. 

L. — Drafting  Division. 

The  work  allotted  to  and  executed  by  this  division  relates  to  the 
compilation  of  maps  of  the  United  States  and  of  individual  States 
and  Territories  in  which  public  land  is  located,  the  platting  of  maps 
pertaining  to  township  and  lesser  subdivisions,  all  diagrams,  copies  of 
plats  and  tracings,  all  examinations  of  location  of  right-of-way  rail- 
roads, canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs  relative  to  public  surveys  and 
conflicts,  and  other  drafting  required  by  the  office. 

This  division  is  also  custodian  of  all  official  field  notes  of  surveys 
of  the  public  domain  and  of  the  originals  and  photolithographic 
copies  of  maps  and  plats. 

Owing  to  the  delay  incidental  to  the  inclusion  of  the  recently  acquired 
insular  possessions  as  insets,  the  map  of  the  United  States  for  1899, 
under  the  contract  entered  into  with  Guggenheimer,  Weil  &  Co.,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  July  13,  1898,  was  not  completed  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30, 1899;  however,  it  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  con- 
tractors, and  will  soon  be  ready  for  distribution.  During  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  map  of  Indian  Territory  has  been 
received  from  the  contractor,  A.  B.  Graham,  of  this  city,  under  his 
contract  with  this  office  for  said  year.  The  compilation  of  the  map  of 
Wyoming  has  been  completed  and  the  map  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
contractor. 
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Maps  of  South  Dakota,  Nevada,  Utah,  and  Arkansas  are  now  being 
compiled,  and  will  be  ready  for  reproduction  during  the  coming  fiscal 
year.  Upon  the  completion  of  these  State  maps  a  compilation  of  the 
maps  of  Porto  Rico,  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  the 
islands  of  Pine,  Guam,  and  Tutuila  is  contemplated. 

The  compilation  of  detail  maps  of  the  following  forest  reserves  has 
been  completed  during  the  present  fiscal  year:  Black  Mesa,  San  Fran- 
cisco Mountains,  and  Grand  Canyon,  in  Arizona;  the  Bitter  Root 
Reserve,  in  Idaho  and  Montana;  the -Lewis  and  Clarke,  Flathead,  and 
Gallatinn,  Montana,  and  the  Priest  River  Reserve,  in  Idaho  and 
Washington. 

A  new  "edition  of  100  copies  of  all  forest-reservation  maps,  com- 
pleted to  date,  after  having  been  readjusted  with  reference  to  scale  by 
this  division,  has  been  photolithographed  by  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey  arid  is  now  in  the  possession  of  this  office. 

The  following  forest-reservation  maps  are  still  being  compiled  by 
the  respective  surveyors-general  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  will 
be  photolithographed  as  soon  as  received:  Prescott,  in  Arizona;  San 
Jacinto,  Pine  Mountain,  and  Zaca  Lake,  Sierra  (one  sheet,  three  sheets 
having  been  furnished),  Stanislaus,  Lake  Tahoe,  and  Santa  Ynez,all 
in  California. 

Under  contract  for  photolithographing  worn,  defaced,  and  needed 
plats  for  the  fiscal  year  ending'  June  30,  1900,  833  original  plats  were 
sent  to  the  contractors,  from  which  tracings  have  been  made.  Fifteen 
photolithographic  copies  of  each  of  these  plats  have  been  printed  and 
delivered — a  total  of  12,495  copies. 

There  were  made  363  drawing-paper  copies  of  maps  and  diagrams 
for  official  use;  578  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  official 
use;  88  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  which  fees  were  col- 
lected to  the  amount  of  $273.60;  144  State  maps  upon  which  were 
designated  the  land  districts;  189  State  maps  upon  which  were  desig- 
nated the  forest  reserves;  two  State  maps  upon  which  were  desig- 
nated the  railroad  land  grants;  5  United  States  maps  upon  which  were 
designated  the  forest  reserves;  201  forest-reserve  maps  upon  which 
were  designated  the  ranger  districts;  784  photolithographs  of  plats  of 
survey  furnished  for  official  use  to  various  bureaus;  214  certified  pho- 
tolithographs of  plats  of  survey  furnished  to  surveyors-general  and 
registers  and  receivers;  368  railroad  maps,  nearly  all  in  duplicate,  have 
been  examined  and  reported  upon,  1-17  being  copied  for  approval  and 
designation  of  land  districts;  121  maps  of  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoir 
sites,  all  in  duplicate,  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon;  863  sub- 
divisional  plats,  exteriors,  and  other  surveys  have  been  entered,  upon 
working  diagrams  and  filed  for  reference;  39  volumes  of  field  notes  of 
the  plats  of  survey  have  been  properly  indexed  and  sent  to  the  bindery, 
of  which  number  39  volumes  have  been  returned  and  placed  in  the 
files;  5,796  photolithograpic  plats  of  survey  have  been  furnished  to 
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applicants,  and  fees  collected  to  the  amount  of  $1,506.55.  Four  new 
index  State  diagrams  for  plats  of  surveys,  viz,  Florida,  Idaho,  Illinois, 
and  South  Dakota,  and  three  similar  index  diagrams  for  field  notes, 
viz,  Michigan,  Iowa,  and  Kansas,  have  been  compiled,  and  are  now 
being  used  as  reference  maps  by  the  office. 

There  were  1,542  letters  received  in  the  division  during  the  year 
and  1,526  disposed  of  f  leaving'  16  remaining  undisposed  of  July  1, 1900. 

Mineral  Division. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  fifteen  mineral  and  mill-site  patents  and  69 
coal  patents  were  issued  during  the  year,  a  loss  of-  297  mineral  and 
mill-site  patents  and  a  gain  of  31  coal  patents  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  loss  falls  principally  in  Colorado  and  Montana, 
and  is  caused  by  the  increase  of  suspended  entries  for  those  States  and 
not  by  decrease  of  entries  made;  in  fact,  there  is  an  increase  of  entries 
made  of  103  in  Colorado  and  11  in  Montana  over  1899. 

Sixteen  hundred  and  eighteen  mineral  and  mill-site  entries  were 
made  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  an  increase  of  212  over 
the  preceding  year,  and  exceeded  only  in  the  years  1882,  1883,  1884, 
and  1898.  During  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1893,  1894,  1895, 
and  1896,  4,139  entries  were  made,  and  for  the  fiscal  years  ending 
June  30,  1897,  1898,  1899,  and  1900,  5,885  were  made,  a  gain  of  1,746 
in  favor  of  the  latter. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  report  that  no  mining  claims  had  been 
received  from  the  Yukon  country  in  Alaska,  but  that  another  year 
would  disclose  whether  or  not  the  miners  in  that  district  are  desirous 
of  proving  up,  paying  for,  and  acquiring  title  to  their  claims.  If  we 
are  to  take  the  actual  making  of  mineral  entries  as  a  guide,  then  it 
does  not  appear  that  the  Yukon  miners  are  desirous  of  proving  up 
and  paying  for  their  claims,  but  for  reliable  data  a  better  guide— the 
report  of  the  United  States  surveyor-general  for  Alaska  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1900 — shows  that  eighty  applications  for  mineral 
survey  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  that  the  interest  in 
mining  in  Alaska  is  not  on  the  decline  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  54 
practical  surveyors  have  received  appointments  as  United  States  deputy 
mineral  surveyors  for  that  district,  28  of  whom  are  located  at  Nome.

By  [act  of  Congress  approved  June  6,  1900,  an  appropriation  was 
made  to  complete  the  examination  and  classification.  The  act  provides 
for  the  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  commissioners  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen  in  number,  and  provides — 

That  each  commissioner  shall  act  separately,  and  only  one  commissioner  shall 
examine  and  report  on  any  tract  of  land,  and  his  examination  and  report  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  made  by  three  commissioners;  and  under  this 
appropriation  the  entire  work  of  examination  and  classification,  including  the  pub- 
lication of  notice  and  all  other  expenses  therewith  connected,  shall  be  completed. 

Appointments  of  the  commissioners  under  this  act  are  being  made, 
and  the  work  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible,  consistent  with 
careful  and  intelligent  examination,  to  the  end  that  the  classifications 
may  be  completed  within  the  appropriation  made.

My  report  shows  an  increase,  both  in  work  received  and  work  done, 
over  the  last  fiscal  year.     The  following  are  the  principal  items:

It  was  stated  in  my  last  report  that  it  was  believed  the  public  inter- 
ests would  be  better  served  by  reducing  the  time  which,  under  the 
practice,  entries  were  required  to  remain  upon  the  files  before  exami- 
nation from  sixty  to  thirty  days,  and  that  that  step  had  been  taken. 
I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  during  the  year  that  point  was 
reached  and  maintained,  barring  a  short  period  during  the  work  of 
removing  the  office.  Whether  this  very  satisfactory  condition  in  the 
prompt  disposition  of  the  work  as  received  can  be  maintained  will 
depend  upon  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  force  in  the  division  com- 
mensurate to  the  increase  of  work  received,  and  in  estimating  the 
probable  increase  of  work  for  the  future  it  is  proper  to  consider  the 
growing  interest  in  the  mining  industry  throughout  all  the  mining 
States  and  Territories,  and  particularly  that  shown  in  the  discoveries 
of  oil  which  are  being  made  in  certain  districts  in  California. 

Great  interest  in  the  mining  industry  is  shown  in  all  of  the  mining 
States  and  Territories,  notably  in  Marion  County  (Harrison  land  dis- 
trict), Arkansas;  El  Paso  and  Teller  counties  (Pueblo  land  district), 
Gunnison  County  (Gunnison  land  district),  Lake  and  Park  counties 
(Leadville  land  district),  Colorado;  Park  County  (Bozeman  land  dis- 
trict), Montana;  Ferry  County  (Spokane  land  district),  Washington; 
Shoshone  and  Boise  counties,  Idaho;  and  Lincoln,  Elko,  and  Lander 
counties  (Carson  City  land  district),  Nevada. 

OIL    FIELDS    OF    CALIFORNIA. 

Early  in  the  fiscal  year  there  was  great  activity  in  the  filing  upon 
lands  in  southern  California  of  lieu  selections  under  the  act  of  June  4, 
1897,  and  coincident  therewith  were  received  numerous  protests  and 
petitions  from  miners  and  others  living  and  operating  in  that  locality, 
alleging  that  the  lands  so  being  selected,  with  other  tracts  in  the 
vicinity,  were  oil  lands,  upon  which  positive  indications  of  oil  had 
been  discovered,  followed  in  numerous  instances  with  development 
and  actual  productions  of  oil.     The  representations  so  put  before  this 
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office  presented  conditions  of  such  moment  as  demanded  prompt  action 
to  preserve  this  vast  area  of  what  has  since  proved  to  be  a  veritable 
oil  field  for  disposition  under  the  mineral-land  laws  only. 

Thereupon,  by  circular  of  December  18,  1899,  notice  by  publication 
and  posting  was  required  of  all  such  lieu  selections  made  upon  unsur- 
veyed  lands  and  of  all  made  upon  surveyed  lands  within  6  miles  of  a 
mining  claim  or  entry,  and  in  February  last  the  following  lands  were 
suspended  from  disposition: 

In  the  San  Francisco  land  district,  seven  townships;  in  the  Los 
Angeles  district,  two  townships,  and  in  the  Visalia  district,  sixty-nine 
townships. 

Special  agents  were  at  once  put  upon  the  work  of  making  a  careful 
and  full  investigation  of  these  lands  that  further  and  definite  action 
might  be  taken  looking  to  the  proper  protection  of  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  actual  and  bona  fide  work  of  developing  these  oil  fields;  subse- 
quently the  local  officers  were  advised  that  these  suspensions  do  not 
include  mineral  lands. 

That  these  suspensions  were  justified  is  shown  by  the  reports  of  the 
special  agents  and  the  numerous  communications,  accompanied  by 
exhibits,  which  have  been  received,  all  showing  the  great  extent  of 
the  oil  industry  and  the  further  development  work  now  being  made 
on  what  was  but  a  short  time  ago  a  waste  of  unproducive,  undesirable, 
nonagricultural  territory;  sufficient  has  been  shown  to  warrant  the 
continuation  of  these  suspensions  for  the  present  until  the  thorough 
investigation  which  is  now  in  progress  can  be  made,  and  steps  in  that 
direction  are  now  being  taken. 

April  3,  1900,  in  my  report  on  Senate  bill  3326,  Fifty -sixth  Con- 
gress, first  session,  I  said: 

That  owing  largely  to  different  geological  conditions  the  discovery  of  petroleum  or 
other  mineral  oils  is  not  so  readily  made,  or  the  value  of  the  discovery  so  readily 
determined  as  in  case  of  many  other  mineral  deposits.  It  is  a  fact  well  known  that 
valuable  deposits  of  petroleum  and  other  mineral  oils  have  been  made  by  means  of 
deep  borings  upon  tracts  of  land  when  there  were,  if  any,  very  slight  surface  indica- 
tions of  the  subterraneous  deposit — 

and  recommended  that  the  following  be  enacted: 

That  any  person  or  association  of  persons  authorized  to  enter  lands  under  the  min- 
ing laws  of  the  United  States  may  enter  and  obtain  patent  to  lands  containing  petro- 
leum or  other  mineral  oils,  and  chiefly  valuable  therefor,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  relating  to  placer  mineral  claims:  Provided,  That  the  locators  of  placer  mineral 
claims  believed  to  contain  petroleum  or  other  mineral  oils  shall  have  three  months 
from  and  after  the  marking  of  their  claims  on  the  ground  within  which  to  begin  work 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  discovery,  and  such  discovery,  when  made  while  work- 
ing the  claim  with  reasonable  diligence,  shall  relate  back  and  have  effect  nunc  pro 
tunc  as  though  made  before  or  at  the  time  of  marking  the  claim  on  the  ground.  No 
adverse  rights  to  any  part  of  the  claim  can  be  acquired  by  other  parties  within  said 
period  of  three  months,  nor  thereafter  while  work  thereon  is  being  prosecuted  with 
reasonable  diligence;  but  failure  to  prosecute  work  for  six  months  or  complete  such 
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work  of  discovery  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  marking  the  claim  on  the 
ground  shall  be  considered  as  an  abandonment  of  the  claim,  and  failure  to  begin 
work  within  said  period  of  three  months  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  claim. 

Experience  has  but  emphasized  the  necessity  for  some  such  legisla- 
tion, and  I  would  now  renew  the  recommendation,  and  for  the  further 
reason  of  the  very  pertinent  question  which  has  arisen  from  the  opinion 
rendered  July  9, 1900,  by  Judge  Ross  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United 
States,  ninth  circuit,  southern  district  of  California,  to  the  effect  that, 
although  the  right  of  the  land  department  to  make  inquiry  in  respect 
to  the  character  and  condition  of  the  selected  land  (referring  to  lieu 
selections  under  said  act  of  June  1,  1897),  extends  to  the  time  of  issu- 
ance of  the  patent,  such  inquiry  is  limited  to  the  character  and  condi- 
tion of  the  land  at  the  time  of  its  selection. 

This  view  of  the  court  is  in  line  with  the  decision  of  the  Department 
rendered  July  5,  1900,  in  the  case  of  Gideon  F.  McDonald  (30  L.  D., 
124),  wherein  it  was  held: 

By  his  deed  of  relinquishment  and  reconveyance  to  the  United  States  of  his  own 
land  situate  within  the  boundaries  of  the  forest  reserve,  and  by  his  selection  of  the 
lieu  land,  McDonald  accepted  the  standing  offer  or  proposal  of  the  Government  con- 
tained in  the  act  of  June  4,  1897,  and  complied  with  its  conditions,  thereby  convert- 
ing the  mere  offer  or  proposal  of  the  Government  into  a  contract  fully  executed  upon 
his  part,  and  in  the  execution  of  which  by  the  Government  he  had  a  vested  right. 

Many  protests  and  applications  to  contest  involving  these  questions 
are  pending,  and  their  consideration  and  final  adjudication  will  entail 
much  additional  labor  upon  this  office,  and  for  that  work  alone  there 
should  be  provided  an  additional  force. 

LANDS   VALUABLE    ONLY    FOR    THEIR   DEPOSITS   OF    CRYSTALLIZED    SALT. 

During  the  last  session  of  Congress  I  had  occasion  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  some  of  the  States  vast  deposits  of  crystallized  salt 
were  being  developed  at  great  expense  in  the  building  of  railroads  and 
planting  of  costly  machinery;  that  the  parties  operating  these  mines 
or  deposits  were  not  charged  with  bad  faith,  but  there  is  no  law  under 
which  titles  to  lands  containing  these  salt  deposits  can  be  obtained  and 
the  persons  operating  these  mines  must  be  stopped,  notwithstanding 
the  large  expenditures  made  by  them,  unless  relief,  by  the  way  of 
Congressional  legislation,  could  be  secured.  To  relieve  the  situation, 
I  recommend  the  following  as  a  substitute  to  H.  R.  bill  No.  9141: 

That  on  and  after  the  approval  of  this  act  any  person  authorized  to  enter  lands 
under  the  mining  laws  of  the  United  States  may  enter  and  obtain  patent  to  the  land 
containing  deposits  or  beds  of  crystallized  salt,  and  chiefly  valuable  therefor,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  placer-mining  claims. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  urgent  need  of  legislation  which  will  permit 
of  the  lawful  development  of  these  deposits  or  beds  of  crystallized  salt. 
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P. — Special  Service  Division.

During  the  year  62  special  agents  were  employed  in  the  investi- 
gation of  fraudulent  land  entries,  and  otherwise  protecting  the  public 
lands  from  illegal  appropriation  and  timber  trespass,  and  also  in  the 
examination  of  applications  for  the  sale  of  timber  on  public  lands, 
under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1093), 
the  aggregate  length  of  service  being  five  hundred  and  eighty-three 
months  and  twenty  days,  equivalent  to  48  agents  for  the  entire  year 
and  one  agent  for  seven  months  and  twenty  days. 

PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC.  LANDS. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-six  cases  were  referred  to  special  agents 
for  investigation.  Hearings  were  ordered  in  199  cases,  1,356  were 
held  for  cancellation,  598  canceled,  and  641  examined  and  passed. 
Final  action  was  taken  in  1,444  cases,  and  there  are  now  pending  (June 
30,  1900)  2,962  cases. 

COMPULSORY  ATTENDANCE    OF   WITNESSES. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  legislation  compelling  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  in  behalf  of  the  Government  in  hearings  before 
district  land  officers  (or  commissioners  appointed  by  them  to  take  testi- 
mony), ordered  exclusively  on  the  reports  of  special  agents  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  which  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  repeated 
recommendations  to  the  Department.  The  greatest  difficulty  special 
agents  of  this  office  have  to  contend  with  in  investigating  alleged 
fraudulent  entries  is  to  procure  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  the  hear- 
ings resulting  from  their  adverse  reports.  As  a  rule  little  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  obtaining  information  from  settlers  and  others  in  rela- 
tion to  cases  under  investigation,  but  when  the  parties  who  furnished 
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the  information  are  summoned  to  appear  at  the  hearings  it  is  another 
matter.  This  may  be  attributed  to  three  causes:  (1)  Intimidation  by 
parties  interested  in  the  land  in  dispute,  (2)  unwillingness  to  testify 
openly  against  their  neighbors,  and  (3)  indifference  resulting  from  the 
belief  that  when  the  information  is  given  the  special  agent  enough 
has  been  done. 

I  therefore  renew  my  recommendation  for  the  enactment  of  a  law 
giving  registers  and  receivers  authority  to  issue  subpoenas  compelling 
witnesses  to  appear  before  them  (or  commissioners  appointed  by  them 
to  take  testimony)  to  testify  in  hearings  ordered  by  this  office  on 
reports  of  special  agents  involving  the  validity  or  bona  fides  of  entries 
on  public  lands.  If  such  authority  were  given,  it  would  be  of  incal- 
culable assistance  to  the  Government. 

THE  PUBLIC  FORESTS.

ENLARGEMENT   OF   THE    PEESCOTT   FOREST   RESERVE. 


On  June  19,  1899,  a  petition  was  received,  signed  by  numerous 
citizens  of  Yavapai  County,  Ariz.,  praying  that  the  lands  within  a 
radius  of  15  miles  of  Prescott,  Ariz. ,  be  set  apart  as  a  forest  reserve, 
in  order  to  save,  for  the  use  of  the  immediate  community,  the  timber 
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thereon,  which  was  being  rapidly  swept  off  by  large  mining  corpora- 
tions operating  at  a  distance  therefrom. 

In  an  official  report  previously  received  it  was  shown  that  it  was 
practically  impossible  to  check  the  rapid  spoliation  of  these  timber 
lands  by  mining  companies  until  action  should  be  taken  withdrawing 
them  from  the  operation  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1878 
(20  Stat.,  88),  which  allows  the  free  taking  of  timber  from  public 
mineral  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona. 

As  the  result  of  these  conditions,  a  further  report  was  submitted 
recommending  that  the  Prescott  Forest  Reserve,  which  contained  but 
10,210  acres  of  the  land  in  question,  be  enlarged  to  include  an  area 
covering  the  entire  general  region  of  country,  embracing  the  Granite 
Mountains  on  the  north  and  the  Bradshaw  Mountains  on  the  southeast 
of  said  reserve. 

The  report  showed  that  this  region  is  traversed  throughout  its  entire 
length  by  a  high  watershed,  of  an  elevation  of  almost  7,000  feet,  and 
stated  in  regard  thereto  as  follows  : 

The  360,000  acres  which  comprise  the  proposed  reserve,  clothed  as  it  is  with  for- 
est trees  and  forest  cover  and  other  vegetation,  forms  an  important  watershed.  This 
is  the  more  important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  streams  draining  this  area  are 
tributaries  of  the  Verde,  Salt,  and  Gila  rivers. 

Respecting  the  timber  supply  of  this  region,  the  report  set  forth  as 
follows : 

The  supply  of  timber,  while  sufficient  for  the  locality  embraced  in  the  proposed 
reserve,  with  a  possible  material  surplus,  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  present  demand. 

Large  mines  within  the  county  but  outside  of  this  district  have  developed  during 
recent  years  and  have  created  an  enormous  demand  for  timber.  The  United  Verde 
Mine,  at  Jerome,  Ariz.,  alone  has  consumed  over  60,000  16-foot  mining  timbers  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  This  represents  at  least  40,000  thrifty,  young,  growing  pines, 
averaging  from  12  to  20  inches  in  diameter.  These,  not  including  a  large  number 
used  by  the  Congress  and  other  outside  mines,  aggregate  a  number  which,  with  a 
constantly  increasing  demand,-  would  soon  entirely  devastate  the  Prescott  forest. 

Unfortunately  the  use  of  saw  timber,  so  general  in  other  localities  where  there  are 
large  mines,  does  not  prevail  here.  The  result  is  that  instead  of  using  mature  timber 
only  the  best  young  trees  are  cut.  The 'sawed  timber  secured  from  one  matured  tree 
would  equal  that  secured  from  an  average  of  from  4  to  10  young  trees.  In  California 
either  this  waste  of  timber  is  recognized  or  on  lines  of  service  and  economy  sawmills 
are  attached  to  the  mine  machinery  and  matured  trees  are  now  being  used. 

By  reserving  the  timber  in  the  locality  in  question  the  wholesale  use  of  young 
timber  and  destruction  of  forest  would  be  prevented;  while  the  trees  ripe  for  use 
now,  deteriorating  with  age,  would  be  in  demand. 

By  reserving  this  forest  the  outside  mines  referred  to  would  not  be  cut  off  from  a 
supply  of  timber  nor  would  they  in  any  wise  be  injured.  In  fact  public  interests  would 
be  subserved,  viewing  the  proposed  reserve  from  every  standpoint.  These  mines  have 
open  to  them  an  immense  field  in  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  Forest  Reserves. 
Every  timber  secured  by  these  mines  in  that  locality  is  a  clear  saving  to  the  territory. 
All  of  the  alternate  sections  of  timbered  lands  in  that  reserve  has  passed  from  the 
hands  of  the  Government  and  the  timber  is  owned  by  various  lumbering  companies. 
In  lumbering  only  the  clear  body  of  the  tree  is  used,  the  top  being  left.     Two-thirds

of  the  trees  cut  for  lumber  contain  timber  in  the  tops  which  would  make  excellent 
stulls  for  mining  timbers.  The  mill  owners  recognize  this  fact  and  have  frequently 
tried  to  secure  contracts  with  these  mines  for  timbers.  However,  with  a  larger 
freight  rate  they  are  unable  to  furnish  these  timbers  at  as  low  a  price  as  they  have 
heretofore  been  secured  in  the  Prescott  district,  where  the  timber  is  secured  free  of 
stumpage  under  the  act  of  June  3,  1878.  The  price  paid  at  the  United  Verde  mine 
at  the  present  time  is  an  average  of  $1.47  per  16-foot  "stull"  delivered  from  the 
Prescott  district.  I  am  informed  by  H.  J.  Allen,  financial  superintendent  of  the 
United  Verde  mine,  that  the  timber  coming  from  the  San  Francisco  Reserve  is  a 
better  quality  and  the  price  only  a  few  cents  advance  over  the  Prescott  "stulls,"  and 
on  large  contracts  could  be  secured  at  the  same  price. 

This  Mr.  Allen  also  informed  me  that  as  far  as  they  were  concerned  they  would 
prefer  the  timber  from  the  north ,_and  that  the  present  contracts  were  let  during  the 
past  two  years  in  the  Prescott  district  as  much  to  accommodate  local  contractors  as 
any  other  reason. 

The  supply  in  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  is  practically  inexhaustible,  while  that 
in  the  vicinity  of  Prescott  could  only  supply  the  United  Verde  mine  alone  for  a  few 
years.  These  facts  are  undisputed.  Even  if  the  cost  of  timber  in  the  San  Francisco 
Mountains  was  much  greater,  the  fact  that  the  United  Verde  mine  has  an  output  of 
over  $50,000  of  bullion  per  day  would  warrant  so  small  an  outlay  where  the  economy 
is  so  great  to  the  territory  and  the  public  in  general. 

Respecting  settlers  within  the  proposed  boundaries'  of  the  reserve, 
the  report  showed  as  follows: 

As  a  body,  the  land  embraced  in  the  proposed  reserve  has  no  value  whatsoever  for 
agricultural  purposes.  Its  chief  values  are  forest,  minerals,  and  grazing.  Not- 
withstanding the  best  portions  for  agricultural  purposes  have  been  surveyed  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  only  .35  agricultural  claims  have  been  located  and  filed,  and  of 
these  only  18  claims,  or  2,240  acres,  have  been  patented.  Of  this  number  several 
have  been  abandoned.  Most  of  these  claims  were,  as  I  believe,  located  in  good  faith, 
and  as  a  rule  were 'filed  to  secure  a  small  garden  patch. on  some  stream  near  Prescott, 
ranging  from  1  to  10  acres  in  area,  and  rarely  so  much  as  the  latter. 

Before  the  abandonment  of  Fort  Whipple  Military  Post,  gardening  on  these  small 
patches  of  land  was  profitable,  but  at  the  present  time  the  small  demand  for  vege- 
tables has  resulted  in  turning  out  some  of  these  patented  claims  to  the  range.  Others 
have  been  abandoned  because  of  a  shortage  of  water  for  irrigation,  once  ample. 

A  large  number  of  mining  locations  have  been  filed  in  the  area,  but  as  yet  very  few 
claims  have  been  patented.  Less  than  1,000  acres  have  been  patented  for  mineral. 
Numerous  claims  have  been  located  solely  to  secure  the  timber.  In  fact,  up  to  about 
a  year  ago,  when  I  made  my  first  investigations  in  this  field,  this  was  the  accepted 
and  usual  method  of  procedure  with  lumbermen.  They  would  locate  from  20  to  100 
mining  claims  on  timber  lands,  and  without  doing  any  assessment  work  whatsoever, 
and  without  regard  to  the  mineral-land  laws,  would  cut  the  timber.  In  this  manner 
thousands  of  acres  have  been  denuded  of  timber. 

Even  at  the  present  time  hundreds  of  claims  have  been  located  in  the  vicinity  of 
both  working  and  prospective  mines  in  course  of  development,  and  are  held  solely 
for  the  timber,  having  no  other  value. 

If  the  Government  should  attempt  to  investigate  such  claims  the  task  would  be 
endless.  .  Under  a  forest  reserve  with  an  ample  force  of  rangers  this  form  of  fraud 
could  and  would  be  effectually  stamped  out,  greatly  to  the  relief  of  the  bona-fide 
mine  owner  and  locator. 

As  a  mineral  district  the  Territory  promises  a  future.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
the  more  successful  prospects  located,  some  of  which  are  developed  and  have  valu- 
able plants  and  machinery:  Crown  King,  Senator,  Sheldon,  Mud  Hole,  Empire, 
Buster,  Onyx,  Monte  Cristo,  Last  Chance,  Gladiator,  and  Grey  Eagle. 
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Of  these  mines  only  the  Crown  King,  Sheldon,  Senator,  and  Empire  are  in  opera- 
tion. Many  other  bona-fide  claims  have  been  located,  but  are  only  prospects  of 
doubtful  value. 

After  a  careful  canvass  of  the  sentiment  among  the  mining  men,  I  am  able  to  say 
they  are  unanimous  in  favor  of  a  forest  reserve,  and  those  having  agricultural  claims 
also  favor  it. 

The  report  further  stated  in  regard  to  the  setting  apart  of  this 
region : 

It  is  demanded  by  at  least  90  per  cent  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  to  be  reserved 
and  by  thousands  of  residents  in  the  agricultural  valleys  below,  who  at  this  time  are 
viewing  with  well-grounded  alarm  the  deforesting  of  the  watersheds  of  the  rivers 
and  tributaries  from  which  they  draw  their  supply  of  water  for  irrigation.  The  sup- 
ply of  water,  already  inadequate,  is  annually  growing  less.  *  *  *  Annual  rainfall 
has  become  accidental  rainfall,  and  it  is  not  now  uncommon  for  two  seasons  to 
pass  without  rain  where,  heretofore,  it  was  certain.     *    *    * 

In  order  to  effectually  preserve  a  sufficient  supply  of  timber  for  the  present  and 
future  needs  of  the  community  dependent  upon  the  resources  of  the  lands  in  ques- 
tion, it  will  be  necessary  to  reserve  this  forest.  Under  a  forest  reserve  the  demands 
of  this  locality  could  be  supplied  without  injury  to  the  forest  as  a  body,  but,  under 
the  act  of  June  3,  1878,  subject  to  the  wholesale  demands,  and  I  may  say  slaughter 
as  it  now  is,  nothing  can  avert  ultimate  destruction  except  timely  Government  inter- 
vention with  a  forest  reserve. 

Again,  I  beg  to  submit  that  the  area  which  it  is  proposed  to  reserve  is  a  mineral 
country.  Mines  will  in  the  future  unquestionably  be  opened  which  will  add 
material  wealth  to  the  country. 

If,  however,  the  present  conditions  are  to  prevail,  mines  already  producing  fabu- 
lous wealth  outside  of  this  area  will  destroy  possibilities  now  favorable  in  this  region 
to  the  development  of  local  mines.  I  may  go  further  and  state  that  in  numerous 
instances  this  has  already  happened.  Numerous  small  mines  are  now  closed  down 
because  the  locality  has  been  denuded  of  timber. 

The  Government  is  already  maintaining  the  small  Prescott  Forest  Reserve.  The 
one  proposed  could  be  cared  for  at  a  very  small  additional  expense.  Even  at  no 
additional  outlay  great  good  could  be  accomplished.  The  present  small  reserve 
serves  no  public  purpose.  If  not  enlarged  it  should  be  abandoned.  It  was,  as  I 
understand,  created  with  a  view  of  establishing  therein  a  reservoir  by  the  city  of 
Prescott,  but  this  project  has  been  entirely  abandoned  by  the  city  and  the  Govern- 
ment is  now  in  the  position  of  paying  an  officer  $150  per  month  for  caring  for  less 
than  5,000  acres  of  timbered  lands,  while  360,000  acres  serving  the  same  purposes  and 
under  exactly  similar  conditions  are  unprotected. 

In  consideration  of  the  imperative  need  reported  for  withdrawing 
these  forested  lands  from  the  operation  of  the  said  act  of  June  3, 1878, 
under  which  they  were  being  rapidly  subjected  to  wholesale  spoliation, 
a  proclamation  was  issued  by  the  President  on  October  21,  1899, 
enlarging  the  Prescott  Forest  Reserve  to  include  the  greater  portion 
of  the  lands  in  question. 

The  fact  that  such  action  was  demanded  to  protect  the  forest  cover 
on  this  important  watershed  from  destruction  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  June  3,  1878  ('20  Stat.,  88),  adds  a  forcible  argument  to 
the  need  for  repealing  that  act,  which  has  been  insisted  upon  by  this 
Department  for  more  than  twenty  years. 
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ENLARGEMENT   OF   THE    BIG   HORN   FOREST    RESERVE. 

In  a  report  made  to  the  Department  by  the  U.  S.  Geological  Sur- 
vey on  July  12,  1898,  it  was  stated  as  follows: 

The  Big  Horn  Mountains  have  an  elevation  of  8,000  feet  and  upward,  being  every- 
where too  high  for  successful  agriculture,  and,  as  the  reserve  is  confined  to  the 
mountains,  there  is  little  if  any  agricultural  land  to  be  cut  out  of  its  area.  It  is  at 
present  sparsely  timbered,  a  large  proportion  of  its  area  consisting  of  open  parks, 
owing  to  the  fires  which  have  repeatedly  cleared  it  of  timber.  If  protected  the 
area  will  in  time  become  clothed  with  forests.  Much  of  the  water  used  upon  the 
adjacent  plains  and  in  the  Big  Horn  Basin  for  irrigation  comes  from  these  mountains, 
and  its  sources  should  be  protected, 

The  limits  of  this  reserve  should  be  extended  in  certain  directions  in  Order  to  make 
them  conform  as  closely  as  may  be  to  the  "rinirock"  of  the  mountain  range.  This 
involves  certain  extensions  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  present  reserve,  together 
with  an  extension  southward  of  one  tier  of  townships. 

In  a  further  official  report  from  the  same  source  it  was  urged: 

If  this  reserve  is  treated  as  a  nursery  of  timber  for  future  use,  it  becomes  a  most 
valuable  possession.  Only  the  Federal  Government  could  so  hold  it  as  the  trustee 
for  future  generations,  but  so  to  hold  it  would  be  a  public  benefaction  of  value  which 
can  not  now  be  estimated. 

There  is  a  somewhat  extensive  district  lying  between  these  mountains  and  the  next 
timber-bearing  region  which  now  has  a  considerable  population,  and  the  population 
is  increasing.  These  people  must  have  lumber  and  there  is  no  other  that  they  can 
get.  These  people  also  depend  upon  these  mountains  for  water  for  irrigation,  with- 
out which  their  land  would  be  a  desert.  The  young  timber,  and  even  the  debris 
and  waste  left  in  the  woods  in  lumber  operations,  are  as  useful  in  holding  the  snow 
and  retarding  the  flow  of  water  as  larger  timber  would  be.  Unless  this  forest  is  pre- 
served the  neighboring  country  will  become  uninhabitable  for  want  of  the  two  most 
essential  requirements — water  and  timber — and  the  forest  can  not,  in  all  probability, 
be  preserved  unless  it  is  placed  under  regulations  and  supervision  of  the  Govern- 
ment, to  prevent  forest  fires  and  the  waste  of  timber. 

Upon  an  official  examination  being  made  of  the  region  proposed  to 
be  added  to  this  reserve,  it  resulted  in  a  report  favoring  a  consider- 
able enlargement  of  the  boundaries  of  same.  All  of  which  recom- 
mendations resulted  in  a  proclamation  being  issued  by  the  President 
on  June  29,  1900,  changing  and  enlarging  the  boundaries  by  the  addi- 
tion of  a  strip  of  land  on  both  the  eastern  and  western  sides  of  the 
reserve,  embracing  an  aggregate  area  of  about  53,120  acres,  making 
the  total  present  area  of  the  reserve  about  1,180,800  acres. 

REDUCTION    IN    AREA    OF    THE    OLYMPIC    FOREST   RESERVE. 

Requests  and  petitions  for  a  modification  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
Olympic  Forest  Reserve  have  been  most  urgent  and  insistent  from  not 
only  individuals,  but  such  bodies  as  the  commissioners  of  Clallam  and 
Jefferson  counties,  Wash. ,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Seattle, 
Wash. ;  the  same  being  urgently  indorsed  by  Hon.  A.  G.  Foster 
(United  States  Senate),  Hon.  W.  L.  Jones  (M.  C),  and  Hon.  F.  W. 
Cushman  (M.  C). 
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The  ground  taken  in  these  petitions  was  that  the  reserve  included 
large  areas  of  agricultural  lands,  a  great  portion  of  which  was  sur- 
veyed and  had  been  entered  by  bona  fide  settlers  under  the  homestead 
law,  who  had  obtained  patents  therefor;  that  to  continue  these  agri- 
cultural .lands  within  the  boundaries  of  a  forest  reserve  would  work 
immeasurable  injury  to  the  settlers  by  arresting  the  development  of 
their  communities  and  denying  to  them  the  advantages  of  improved 
roads,  schools,  markets,  and  society,  and  also  to  the  taxpayers  and 
creditors  of  the  counties  affected  by  taking  from  the  tax  rolls  vast 
quantities  of  reserve  lands  reconveyed  to  the  Government  through 
timber  speculators,  which  would  otherwise  be  taxable  for  the  payment 
of  county  obligations;  and  that  it  is  important  that  the  development 
of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  counties  affected  should  not  be 
checked,  and  that  Clallam  and  Jefferson  counties  should  be  unhampered 
in  their  endeavors  to  discharge  the  large  indebtedness  incurred  by 
them  for  public  improvements. 

Careful  field  examinations  respecting  the  actual  facts  and  conditions 
existing  in  this  reserve  and  official  reports  made  thereon  resulted  in 
the  boundaries  of  the  reserve  being  modified,  by  proclamation  issued 
April  7,  1900,  to  the  extent  of  excluding  therefrom  about  264,960 
acres  of  land  in  Clallam  County. 

CREATION  OF  THE  SANTA  YNEZ  FOREST  RESERVE. 

The  movement  in  behalf  of  this  reserve  originated  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Santa  Barbara  County,  Cal. ,  a  body  having  a  member- 
ship of  about  250  citizens,  which  indorsed  and  urged  a  petition  for 
the  withdrawal  of  these  lands,  signed  by  about  140  of  the  best  and 
must  influential  citizens  of  that  county,  including  the  judge  of  the 
superior  court,  mayor  of  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara  and  other  city 
officials,  president  of  the. Santa  Barbara  Water  Company,  president 
of  the  chamber  of  commerce,  three  county  supervisors,  and  numer- 
ous other  representative  business  men  of  that  section,  settlers,  ranch- 
ers, professional  men,  capitalists,  and  others  residing  in  the  territory 
along  the  mountain  range  or  adjacent  thereto,  and  in  the  following- 
named  places,  which  skirt  the  coast  along  the  Santa  Ynez  Mountains, 
viz:  Gaviota,  Naples,  Elwood,  Galeta,  Santa  Barbara,  Montecito,  and 
Carpenteria. 

The  region  of  country  which  these  petitioners  desired  to  have  placed 
under  forest-reserve  control  is  traversed  by  the  Santa  Ynez  Mountain 
Range,  between  survey  ranges  23  and  33  west,  San  Bernardino  meridian, 
and  lies  north  of  the  private  land  claims  bordering  on  the  coast  and 
south  of  the  private  land  claims  bordering  on  the  Pine  Mountain  and 
Zaca  Lake  Forest  Reserve. 

Careful  official  examinations  of  this  region  resulted  in  reports  to  the 
effect  that  this  range  of  mountains  is  an  important  watershed  upon 
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which  the  above-named  towns  are  largely  dependent  for  their  water 
supply;  and  that  immediate  and  effective  measures  were  needed  to  pro- 
tect its  present  dense  covering  of  chaparral  and  undergrowth,  which, 
if  properly  fostered,  will  operate  to  prevent  the  rain  torrents  from 
sweeping  resistlessly  down  the  mountain  slopes  into  the  ocean.  As 
the  result  of  frequent  mountain  fires  and  of  timber  depredations, 
which  have  been  carried  on  extensively  in  the  past,  the  mountains 
have  become  greatly  denuded  of  their  former  timber  growth.  Prac- 
tically no  commercial  timber  of  any  consequence  remains.  . 
One  of  the  reports  states: 

The  character  of  the  land  is  mountainous,  steep,  and  rocky,  and  most  of  it  precip- 
itous. That  which  was  valuable  for  cultivation  is  embraced  within  foothills  and 
adjacent  territory  and  was  long  since  appropriated  under  the  land  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  embraced  in  the  several  land  grants  contiguous. 

These  mountains  are  very  sparsely  settled,  there  being  a  comparatively  limited 
number  of  actual  bona  fide  settlers  seeking  to  establish  permanent  homes,  due,  no 
doubt,  to  the  fact  that  this  mountainous  region  is  not  adapted  to  agricultural  pur- 
poses. There  are  estimated  to  be  between  sixty  and  ninety  families  now  claiming  to 
live  in  this  territory.  It  is  a  very  common  practice  in  this  country  to  remain  on  the 
land  only  long  enough  to  get  what  firewood  they  can  obtain  from  it. 

As  a  whole  this  land  is  more  valuable  for  forest  reserve  purposes  than  it  is  for  any 
other  purpose.     Consequently  it  should  be  made  to  subserve  water  and  timber  uses. 

The  absorbing  and  most  serious  question  in  California  is  water,  and  that  which 
insures  or  aids  in  any  way  the  conditions  favorable  to  an  increased  water  supply 
most  commends  itself  to  favorable  notice;  and,  on  that  account,  it  constitutes  the 
greatest  feature  in  this  proposed  reserve. 

Upon  this  showing  of  facts,  the  Santa  Ynez  Forest  Reserve  was 
established  by  proclamation  issued  October  2,  1899,  the  region  with- 
drawn thereby  covering  about  145,000  acres  of  land. 

EXTENSION    OF   THE    YELLOWSTONE    NATIONAL   PARK   RECOMMENDED. 

In  each  of  my  reports  for  the  last  two  years  I  recommended  that 
legislation  be  enacted  extending  the  limits  of  the  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  as  recommended  in  report  made  January  12, 1898,  by  Col.  S.  B.  M. 
Young,  of  the  Third  United  States  Cavalry,  as  acting  superintendent 
of  the  park,  submitting  the  draft  of  a  bill  for  the  extension  of  the 
boundaries  of  said  park. 

I  desire  to  renew  my  former  recommendations  on  this  subject, 
which  were,  in  detail,  as  follow: 

The  boundaries  as  suggested  in  said  bill,  which  are  indicated  on  a  map  accom- 
panying the  same,  would  extend  the  limits  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  so  as 
to  embrace  the  Yellowstone  Timber  Land  Reserve,  created  by  proclamations  of 
March  30,  ^nd  September  10,  1891,  which  lies  on  the  east  and  south  boundaries  of  the 
national  park  and  comprises  about  1,914  square  miles;  all  that  portion  of  the  Teton 
Forest  Reserve  lying  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Teton  Range,  and  comprising  about 
1,050  square  miles,  which  reserve  was  created  by  proclamation  of  February  22, 1897, 
and  adjoins  the  Yellowstone  Timber  Land  Reserve  on  the  south,  together  with  an 
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unreserved  area  of  about  30  square  miles  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  park  in 
Idaho,  and  an  unreserved  area  of  about  260  square  miles  at  the  northwest  corner  in 
Montana. 

In  the  forest  reserves  are  fine  bodies  of  timber,  which  it  is  important  should  be 
preserved  from  fires  because  of  its  value  as  timber  as  well  as  the  protection  to  water- 
sheds and  against  fires  running  into  the  park. 

It  is  reported  that  during  the  winter  months  the  large  game  from  the  National 
Park  herd  to  a  very  considerable  extent  in  the  areas  now  under  consideration,  and 
they  should  have  all  protection  possible  from  destruction  by  marauders,  who  are 
constantly  on  the  watch  for  game  as  it  roams  out  of  the  park  limits.  The  State 
game  laws  are  applicable  to  the  forest  reserves,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  impractica- 
ble to  prevent  the  killing  of  game  in  the  reserves  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  it  is  prohibited  in  the  park. 

The  superior  discipline  of  regular  troops  makes  a  more  effective  patrol  than  the  civil 
forest  officers,  and  cavalry  can  cover  a  greater  extent  of  territory  with  more  expedi- 
tion and  is  better  able  to  cope  with  trespassers  than  are  forest  rangers. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  protecting  this  country,  which  has  an  international 
reputation  on  account  of  its  scenic  beauties,  and  to  throw  additional  safeguards 
abou  the  big  game,  whose  natural  home  is  the  National  Park,  and  to  protect  more 
effectually  the  timber  embraced  in  the  forest  reserves  adjoining  the  park,  I  think  it 
a  wise  policy  that  the  areas  I  have  herein  described  be  embraced  in  and  placed 
under  the  laws  and  management  relating  to  the  Yellowstone  National  Park. 

REASONS   FOR   TEMPORARY   WITHDRAWALS   OF   LANDS. 

In  a  number  of  cases  temporary  withdrawals  have  been  made  of 
lands  during  the  past  year  to  insure  them  from  use  or  disposal  during 
the  time  incident  to  the  necessary  examinations  to  determine  their  fit- 
ness for  forest-reserve  uses  or  national-park  purposes. 

The  grounds  for  such  action  in  the  respective  cases  are  as  follows: 

PETRIFIED    FOREST   WITHDRAWAL    (ARIZONA ). 

On  February  11,  1895,  the  secretary  of  Arizona  forwarded  to  this 
office  a  certified  copy  of  House  Memorial  No.  1  of  the  eighteenth  leg- 
islative assembly  of  Arizona,  praying* that  certain  lands  in  Apache 
County,  Ariz.,  in  the  vicinity  of  Holbrook,  known  as  the  petrified  for- 
est, be  withdrawn  from  entry,  with  a  view  to  creating  a  reservation  or 
national  park,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  natural  wonders  and 
curiosities  of  that  region,  which  resulted  in  departmental  orders  being 
issued,  on  December  15,  1896,  and  on  December  15,  1899,  directing 
the  temporary  withdrawal  from  settlement,  sale,  or  other  disposal  of 
Ts.  16  and  17  N.,  Rs.  23,  24,  and  25  E.,  Gila  and  Salt  River  meridian, 
Arizona,  under  which  orders  the  temporary  ■  withdrawal  of  the  lands 
was  duly  effected. 

Subsequent  measures  taken  for  the  preservation  of  this  region  are 
reported  under  the  head  of  ''Proposed  petrified  forest  national  park," 
in  appendix. 
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SANTA    CATALINA    WITHDRAWAL    ( ARIZONA)  . 

On  June  5,  1900,  the  local  land  office  at  Tucson,  Ariz.,  reported  in 
relation  to  impending  scrip  locations  on  valuable  timber  lands  in  the 
Catalina  Mountains,  near  the  town  of  Tucson,  and  the  need  for  imme- 
diate action  in  the  matter  by  this  office,  stating  in  regard  thereto  as 
follows : 

This  office  has  been  informed  within  the  last  twenty-four  hours  that  several  attor- 
neys, acting  for  themselves  and  for  other  parties — speculators — have  expressed  a 
determination  to  try,  by  scrip  locations,  to  secure  title  to  these  lands  before  the 
executive  department  can  have  time  to  act  upon  the  petition  for  forest  reservation, 
which  is  now  being  circulated  by  citizens,  and  generally  signed.  It  is  my  belief 
that  this  effort  to  secure  these  lands  would  not  have  been  made  had  not  Special 
Agent  Holsinger  inaugurated  the  movement  to  have  a  forest  reserve  created.  It  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  water  supply  of  this  immediate  locality  that  this 
timber  be  protected,  and  to  that  end  I  respectfully  suggest  that  this  office  be 
instructed  to  refuse  to  receive  any  applications  to  enter  lands  under  any  law  upon 
the  following:  T.  9  S.,  Rs.  15  and  16  E.;  T.  10  S.,  Rs.  15,  16,  and  17  E.;  T.  11  S.,  Rs. 
15,  16,  and  17  E.;  T.  12  S.,  Rs.  15,  16,  and  17  E. 

I  deem  it  of  great  importance  that  locations  should  be  refused  until  you  shall  have 
had  time  to  investigate  and  act  upon  the  petition  now  in  circulation.  If  this  be  not 
done  it  is  possible  that  all  the  land  of  any  value  as  a  forest  reserve  and  a  conservator 
of  water  will  be  taken  and  a  forest  reserve  thereby  rendered  valueless,  or  that  the 
Government  will  be  put  to  great  expense  in  extinguishing  title  to  land  required  for 
the  contemplated  reserve.  I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  further  that  this  office  be 
notified  by  wire  at  once  if  you  feel  justified  in  ordering  the  rejection  of  proffered 
entries  or  selections  in  the  townships  enumerated  in  this  letter. 

In  response  to  this  report  a  temporary  withdrawal  was  made  of  the 
lands  by  direction  of  the  Department.  Numerously  signed  petitions 
have  since  been  received  from  citizens  of  both  Pima  and  Pinal  coun- 
ties, Ariz.,  praying  the  establishment  of  this  proposed  reserve;  and  a 
similar  request  has  also  been  submitted  by  the  president  and  other  offi- 
cers of  the  University  of  Arizona,  all  of  which  have  been  referred  to 
a  special  agent  for  examination  and  report  as  to  the  advisability  of 
creating  the  requested  forest  reserve. 

MAMMOTH   TREE   WITHDRAWAL    (CALIFORNIA). 

Under  date  of  January  23,  1900,  Hon.  D.  S.  Jordan,  president  of 
the  Leland  Stanford  University,  California,  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Department,  transmitting  copy  of  a  letter  from  Prof.  William  R. 
Dudley,  filling  the  chair  of  forestry  in  that  institution,  urging  the 
importance  of  the  Government  securing  title  to  the  two  tracts  of  land 
in  Calaveras  and  Tuolumne  counties,  Cal.,  containing  the  groves  of 
" Sequoia  Gigantea,"  known  as  "The  Mammoth  Tree  Grove"  and 
"The  South  Park  Grove  of  Big  Trees,"  and  setting  the  same  apart, 
with  such  additional  lands  as  may  be  necessary,  as  a  national  park. 
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The  letter  from  Professor  Dudley  stated: 

I  believe  proper  cooperation  among  the  friends  of  these  trees  would  arouse  strong 
public  opinion  all  over  the  United  State-  in  favor  of  the  use  by  the  Government  of 
its  right  of  eminent  domain  to  secure  the  preservation  of  these  trees; 

and  President  Jordan  expressed  the  opinion  that — 

Nothing  in  the  way  of  forest  preservation  can  be  more  important  than  the  making 
of  the  Calaveras  Grove  a  public  park,  as  has  already  been  done  with  the  Mariposa 
( {rove  and  the  groves  in  Tulare  County. 

On  March  T,  1900,  the  Department  referred  to  this  office  a  letter 
from  H.  P.  Wood,  secretary  of  the  San  Diego  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
California,  transmitting  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  that  body 
protesting  against  the  destruction  of  the  Calaveras  Grove  of  Sequoia 
gigemtea,  and  requesting  the  Government  to  purchase  the  grove  and 
set  it  aside  as  a  national  park. 

During  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  joint  resolution  was  passed  in 
the  Senate  and  House  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  these  lands. 
which  reads  as  follows: 

Whereas  what  are  known  as  the  "Mammoth  Tree  Grove"  and  "South  Park 
Grove  of  Big  Trees,"  species  of  Sequoia  gigantea,  located  in  Calaveras  County,  Cal., 
are  now  held  in  private  ownership;  and 

Whereas  the  owner  thereof  now  contemplates  the  sale  thereof  for  the  purpose  of 
felling  said  trees  and  their  conversion  into  lumber,  which  said  project  is  threatened 
of  consummation  at  an  early  date;  and 

Whereas  the  trees  Sequoia  gigantea  of  these  groves  constitute  the  largest  collection 
and  probably  the  finest  specimens  of  the  same  in  the  world ;  and 

Whereas  the  destruction  of  these  trees  would  be  an  irredeemable  loss  to  science 
and  loss  of  one  of  the  marked  wonders  of  the  world:  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed,  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  to  open  negotiations  for,  and  if  possible, 
procure  a  bond  upon,  the  lands  occupied  by  said  groves  of  trees  in  Calaveras  and 
Tuolumne  counties,  Cal.,  with  sufficient  adjacent  lands  for  their  preservation,  man- 
agement, and  control,  and  submit  the  same  to  Congress  for  action  thereupon. 

The  House  report  thereon  (Report  No.  436  on  H.  J.  Res.  170)  showed 
the  facts  in  the  case  to  be  as  follows: 

The  "Mammoth  Tree  Grove"  and  "South  Park  Grove"  of  trees,  Sequoia  gigantea, 
located  in  Calaveras  and  Tuolumne  counties,  Cal.,  constitute  the  most  easily  accessi- 
ble, most  compact  groves  and  finest  specimens  of  these  trees  in  the  world.  These 
groves  we're  the  first  discovered  of  these  trees.     . 

The  north  Calaveras,  a  mammoth  grove  located  at  Bigtrees  post-office,  near  the 
eastern  border  of  Calaveras  County,  Cal.,  comprises  50  acres  of  virgin  forest,  It  con- 
tains about  100  big  trees.  Ten  are  not  less  than  30  feet  in  diameter  and  70  are  15  to 
32  feet  in  diameter.     The  common  height  is  from  250  to  325  feet. 

The  south  Calaveras  grove  is  located  about  6  miles  southeast  of  said  post-office, 
near  the  west  -border  of  and  within  Tuolumne  Comity.  This  grove  covers  about 
1,000  acres  and  contains  1,380  big  trees.  The  average  height  is  250  feet  and  diam- 
eter 15  feet,  The  largest  range  from  300  to  380  feet  in  height  and  from  25  to  41  feet 
in  diameter. 


90  REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  OF  GENERAL  LAND  OFFICE. 

These  trees  constitute  the  only  living  relics  of  prehistoric  times,  and  are  estimated 
to  be — the  oldest  of  them — 4,000  years  of  age.  They  have  attracted  the  attention  and 
presence  of  the  scientific  world,  and  are  regarded  thereby  as  the  finest  of  modern 
natural  wonders.  They  are  of  great  interest  and  attractiveness  to  the  tourists  of  the 
world. 

The  area  necessary  for  the  holding  and  proper  protection  of  these  groves  in  one 
body  is  estimated  at  about  3,800  acres.  They  and  this  tract  of  land  are  held  in  pri- 
vate ownership,  and  are  in  immediate  danger  of  sale  and  destruction  for  timber  and 
lumber  purposes.  The  movement  for  their  acquisition,  inaugurated  by  the  warning 
given  by  the  California  Club,  a  San  Francisco  association  of  prominent  and  patriotic 
Pacific  coast  ladies,  has  given  warning  to  the  scientific,  botanical,  and  wonder- 
admiring  world  of  the  impending  menace,  and  aroused  a  uniform  demand  therefrom, 
coming  from  every  State,  for  the  acquisition  and  ownership  of  these  groves  by  the 
Federal  Government. 

The  resolution  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  negotiate  for  and,  if  pos- 
sible, bond  these  groves  and  report  his  proceedings  to  Congress  for  action. 

The  committee  unanimously  recommend  its  passage. 

House  joint  resolution  No.  170  was  approved  by  the  President  on 
March  8,  1900. 

Acting  under  the  authority  and  direction  therein  contained  a  care- 
ful official  examination  and  report  was  promptly  made  by  a  special 
agent  of  this  office  in  regard  to  said  groves  of  big  trees  and  lands 
adjacent  thereto,  which  resulted  in  the  Department  ordering  tempo- 
rary withdrawals  made  of  all  vacant  public  lands  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  tracts  covered  by  the  two  groves  and  within  the  area 
intervening  between  the  same,  such  withdrawals  embracing  7,360  acres. 

NEWLAN    CREEK    WITHDRAWAL    ( COLORADO). 

On  September  1,  1891,  a  temporary  withdrawal  was  made  of  certain 
lands  in  the  Wet  Mountains  region  south  of  Canyon,  Colo.,  with  a 
view  to  determining  the  advisability  of  creating  a  forest  reservation; 
in  which  case  a  further  examination  and  report  was  ordered  on  June 
19,  1899,  to  include  the  withdrawn  and  other  adjoining  lands! 

January  22,  1900,  Hon.  E.  O.  Wolcott  (United  States  Senate)  referred 
to  this  office  a  petition  to  set  apart,  as  a  forest  reserve,  a  portion  of  said 
adjoining  lands  embracing  the  watershed  of  Newlan  Creek  in  Fremont 
and  Custer  counties,  in  the  interest  of  the  water  supply  of  the  city  of 
Florence,  Colo. ;  which  petition  was  subsequently  urged  for  early  and 
favorable  action  by  the  mayor  of  Florence  and  others. 

An  official  examination  of  the  head  waters  of  Newlan  Creek  devel- 
oped that  prompt  action  was  necessary  to  protect  the  same.  Accord- 
ingly, under  authority  from  the  Department,  a  temporary  withdrawal 
was  made  of  the  following  lands,  to  wit:  T.  21  S.,  R.  70  W.;  west  half 
of  T.  20  S.,  R.  70  W.,  and  sections  34,  35,  and  36,  T.  20  S.,  R.  70  W., 
sixth  principal  meridian,  Colorado,  pending  determination  of  the 
question  of  establishing  a  forest  reservation  in  that  region. 
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BITTER   ROOT   FOREST   RESERVE    WITHDRAWAL    ( MONTANA). 

Under  authority  of  the  Department  a  temporary  withdrawal  was 
made  on  July  14,  1899,  of  a  strip  of  timbered  land  lying  along  the 
eastern  border  of  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, in  order  to  preserve  it  from  appropriation  under  the  provisions 
of  the  timber  and  stone  land  act  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.,  89),  while 
considering  the  advisability  of  adding  it  to  the  forest  reserve. 

WIND   CAVE   WITHDRAWAL    ( SOUTH    DAKOTA). 

This  office  is  advised  that  what  is  known  as  the  Wind  Cave,  in  South 
Dakota,  the  entrance  to  which  is  in  sec.  1,  T.  6  S.,  R.  5  E.,  Black  Hills 
meridian,  about  12  miles  southeast  of  the  town  of  Custer,  is  a  cavern  of 
such  size  and  possesses  wonders  of  such  surpassing  interest  that  it  is 
desirable  to  set  apart  the  region  containing  the  same  as  a  national  park. 

A  report,  received  through  the  Department,  from  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  states  in  regard  thereto  as  follows: 

The  Wind  Cave  was  visited  by  two  of  the  geologists  of  this  survey  in  1898,  who 
spent  several  hours  in  examining  its  principal  points.  The  cave  is  of  great  extent, 
having  many  miles  of  galleries  branching  and  reticulating  along  the  joint  planes  of 
the  carboniferous  limestone.  There  are  numerous  chambers  of  considerable  size. 
There  are  the  usual  stalactitic  and  stalagmitic  formations,  some  of  very  notable 
beauty,  and  much  unique  "box  work"  of  thin  intersecting  veins  of  carbonate  of 
lime  projecting  from  the  walls  and  ceilings.  Altogether,  the  cave  is  regarded  as 
one  of  great  interest  and  beauty.  It  attracts  a  large  number  of  visitors — over  1,000, 
it  is  said,  in  the  summer  of  1899.  A  fee  of  $1  is  charged  for  admission  to  and*  guid- 
ance through  the  cave.     This  service  appears  to  have  been  satisfactory. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  the  cave  is  of  sufficient  extent  and  importance 
to  be  reserved  as  a  national  park. 

A  report,  submitting  the  result  of  an  official  examination  made  by 
this  office,  gives  a  more  detailed  description  of  the  subterranean 
wonders  in  the  case,  as  follows: 

Thus  we  keep  winding  and  descending  until  wTe  reach  the  first  room,  the  Bride's 
Chamber,  and  we  are  155  feet  below  the  floor  of  the  Cave  House.  This  room  is 
about  20  by  30  feet,  with  rough,  ragged  rocks  all  about  and  overhead,  with  many 
small  outlets  in  various  directions,  but  as  we  move  on  we  find  an  almost  perfect 
prairie  dog  and  mound  with  hole  as  natural  as  possible.  We  are  now  in  the  Snow 
Ball  room,  a  much  larger  and  higher  room,  with  walls  and  ceiling  all  potted  with  a 
gypsum  formation  that  looks  like  large  flakes  of  snow.  Next  comes  the  Post-Office, 
a  long  room  where  we  begin  to  find  the  box-work  formation  which  clings  to  the 
limestone  formation  all  about  and  overhead.  From  here  we  pass  on  to  Red  Hall,  a 
smaller  room,  the  sides  of  which  are  of  a  soft,  red  stone.  Here  I  saw  some  of  the 
mineral  paint,  of  which  you  had  samples  in  exhibits  sent  from  Rapid  City  after  last 
case  tried  there.  From  here  we  enter  the  Opera  House,  an  immense  room,  grand  in 
its  varied  formations  of  box  wTork  and  varied  colors  of  the  rocks  that  form  the  grand 
arches  overhead.  Then  the  Devil's  Outlook,  an  enormous  crevice  reaching  65  feet 
above,  showing  how  the  water  has  cut  and  ground  the  rocks  until  a  sharp  corner 
can  not  be  found;  here  wTe  lit  a  calcium  wire  and  threw  the  white  light  up  above  us 
to  see  the  grandeur  of  this  wonderful  opening.     There  is  no  doubt  but  this  cave 
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has  some  time  been  filled  with  water,  which  has  left  its  marks  all  about,  and  by  the 
deposits  has  formed  the  beautiful  frost  work  we  shall  see  later  on,  but  now  there  are 
but  very  few  places  you  will  find  any  moisture  whatever. 

Moving  along  from  one  room  to  another,  we  come  to  Capitol  Hill,  about  60  by  100 
feet,  with  its  high  dome  ceiling,  in  the  center  of  which  nature  has  placed  a  center- 
piece of  most  beautiful  box  work. 

The  Odd  Fellows  Hall  comes  next,  with  the  three  links  in  the  ceiling,  formed  by 
three  holes  cut  out  by  the  rushing  water.  The  goat  standing  in  a  little  side  opening 
looks  very  natural. 

Then  we  reach  the  Stone  Quarry,  where  we  find  great  slabs  of  stone  of  a  pink  tint 
broken  away  as,  straight  as  if  cut  and  piled  up  ready  for  a  large  building. 

Then  we  reach  the  Garden  of  Eden,  where  we  find  the  frostwork  being  down  in 
the  second  tier  of  chambers;  here  the  box  work  is  coated  with  a  pure  white  frost  and 
the  edges  are  trimmed  with  little  white  balls  like  pop  corn  and  long  frost  petals 
white  as  snow  and  so  delicate  that  a  breath  will  almost  destroy  it.  Noah's  beard 
hangs  from  a  little  point  of  rock  in  this  frostwork  about  an  inch  long,  and  from  it 
are  long  strings  like  fine  silver  wire  fully  2  feet  long.  Words  can  not  describe  this 
place,  so  we  will  go  down  Corkscrew  Path,  a  winding  trail  going  down  quite  steep 
around  a  deep,  dark  hole,  and  we  are  on  the  brink  of  Dante's  Inferno.  Amid  a  con- 
tinuous change  of  formations  and  constantly  changing  scenery,  on  this  still  lower 
level  of  450  feet,  we  find  the  Monte  Cristo  Palace,  the  assembly  room,  the  Fair 
Grounds — an  immense  room  200  feet  long  and  from  40  to  60  feet  wide,  with  great 
dome  near  the  center.  .We  go  down  again  through  Alpine  Pass,  where  you  must  let 
yourself  down  through  a  hole  not  any  too  large  and  land  in  a  great  black  hole,  from 
which  we  pass  on  to  the  Blue  Grotto,  500  feet  down.  Here,  as  in  many  other  places, 
we  light  the  wire  and  find  the  heavy  blue  box  work.  No  one  can  -form  an  idea  of 
this  cavern  without  having  first  seen  it.  From  here  we  lay  down  flat  and  crawl  fully 
30  feet  and  come  out  in  a  large  room  where  every  indication  of  water  cutting  has 
been  destroyed  by  some  mighty  force  which  has  crushed  and  broken  great  rocks  that 
will  weigh  tons;  we  crawled  about  among  them  and  over  them,  and  on  we  went, 
sometimes  on  our  hands  and  knees  and  sometimes  flat  upon  the  rocks,  until  we  found 
some  stalactites;  but  there  are  not  many  of  these  here,  the  cave  being  too  dry  for 
their  formation.     The  cave  must  be  seen  for  anyone  to  realize  what  it  is. 

In  consequence  of  the  existence  of  various  unperf  ected  entries  cover- 
ing the  lands  around  the  mouth  of  the  cave,  it  has  not  been  practicable 
as  yet  to  recommend  that  the  same  be  set  apart  as  a  national  park.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  under  direction  of  the  Department,  a  tempo- 
rary withdrawal  has  been  made  of  the  necessary  lands,  subject  to  any 
and  all  valid  rights  acquired  by  virtue  of  the  said  existing  entries. 

CEDAR   LAKE   WITHDRAWAL  (WASHINGTON). 

On  September  19,  1899,  the  mayor  and  city  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  Seattle,  Wash. ,  addressed  a  letter  to  this  office  praying,  on  behalf 
of  the  city  of  Seattle,  that  a  forest  reservation  be  established  contain- 
ing Cedar  Lake  and  certain  lands  immediately  surrounding  same, 
which  they  stated  as  unfit  for  cultivation  and  chiefly  valuable  for  their 
timber. 

They  further  set  forth  as  follows: 

Your  petitioner,  the  city  of  Seattle,  has  this  direct  interest  in  securing  the  reserva- 
tion prayed  for:  It  is  now  extending  its  water  system  by  a  system  of  conduits  to  a. 
point  on  Cedar  River  about  30  mjles  from  said  city,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,250,000,  and 
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in  order  to  better  protect  its  water  supply  from  contamination  is  about  to  secure  the 
lands  along  and  up  Cedar  River  about  12  miles  from  the  proposed  intake  to  Cedar 
Lake,  which  is  required  for  a  storage  reservoir.  The  drainage  area  of  Cedar  River 
has  never  been  entirely  surveyed.  The.  upper  part,  comprising  the  lands  asked 
herein  to  be  reserved,  is  in  the  heart  of  the  Cascade  Mountains.  Two  parallel  ranges 
of  mountains,  spurs  of  the  main  Cascade  Range,  running  in  a  westerly  direction,  form 
the  valley  of  Cedar  River.  The  mountains  extend  to  within  10  miles  of  the  mouth 
of  the  river  on  one  side  and  up  to  the  mouth  on  the  other  side.  Except  near  the 
summit  of  the  Cascades  at  the  head  waters  of  the  river,  the  mountains  are  heavily 
wooded  with  fir,  cedar,  and  hemlock.  The  upper  portion  of  the  drainage  area  is 
high  and  precipitous,  the  mountains  ranging  from  5,000  to  8,000  feet  above  sea  level. 
Cedar  Lake,  which  is  in  about  the  center  of  the  drainage  area,  is  1,600  feet  above  sea 
level  and  is  surrounded  by  dense  timber.  Below  Cedar  Lake  there  is  a  series  of 
high  hills  and  level  benches,  all  heavily  timbered.  These  lands  are  being 
encroached  upon  and  the  timber  destroyed.  This  Cedar  River  water  basin  must  for 
all  time  furnish  the  water  supply  of  Seattle.  It  is  very  limited  in  area  and  it  is 
therefore  important  that  every  effort  be  made  to  maintain  its  full  efficiency.  We 
believe  that  the  preservation  of  the  forests  in  the  Cedar  River  watershed  will  be  a 
large  factor  in  insuring  conditions  favorable  to  a  continuous  and  undiminished  water 
flow  in  Cedar  River  and  that  our  application  is  within  the  purposes  of  the  act  of 
Congress  under  which  forest  reserves  are  established. 

Immediate  action  upon  this  petition  is  requested  and  is  necessary  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  a  portion  of  the  territory  desired  to  be  reserved  has  been  surveyed  and  will 
soon  be  ready  for  settlement.  The  fact  that  the  city  requires  the  preservation  of  the 
timber  on  the  surveyed  lands  for  the  protection  of  its  water  supply  is  known  to 
unscrupulous  persons,  who  threaten  to  take  advantage  of  the  city  by  securing  the 
lands  in  order  that  the  city  may  be  forced  to  buy  at  any  price  which  they  may  name. 

On  the  strength  of  this  petition,  the  Department,  on  October  4, 
1899,  ordered  that  a  temporary  withdrawal  be  made  of  the  lands, 
whilst  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  creating  the  requested  reserve 
was  being  considered;  which  withdrawal  was  subsequently  effected. 

CROW   CREEK   WITHDRAWAL  ( WYOMING). 

Under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated  June  15, 
1892,  this  office,  on  June  21, 1892,  directed  the  register  and  receiver  of 
the  local  land  office  at  Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  to  temporarily  withdraw 
from  settlement,  sale,  or  other  disposition,  pending  an  examination 
with  a  view  to  setting  the  same  apart  as  a  forest  reservation,  the  fol- 
lowing described  townships,  viz:  Ts.  14  N.,  Rs.  69,  70,  and  71  W.;  Ts. 
15  N.,  Rs.  71  and  72  W. ;  T.  16  N.,  R.  71  W.,  sixth  principal  meridian, 
Wyoming. 

On  November  18, 1899,  the  register  and  receiver  invited  attention  to 
the  holdings  within  this  area  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company, 
which,  under  its  grant,  takes  the  odd-numbered  sections  therein,  and 
recommended  as  follows: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  almost  one-half  of  the  land  is  now  owned  by  private  par- 
ties through  deed  from  the  railroad  company,  thus  making  it  possible  for  them  to 
make  their  homes  thereon  and  use  the  Government  land  adjacent  thereto,  and  the 
further  fact  that  the  land  has  little  value  as  a  forest  reserve,  being  largely  grazing 
and  agricultural  land,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  order  of  June  21, 
1892,  be  revoked. 
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A  subsequent  examination  was  made  of  this  region  and  an  official 
report  was  submitted  thereon  stating,  in  effect,  that  no  interest  would 
be  injured  by  continuing  the  withdrawal  of  all  of  T.  14  N.,  R.  71  W., 
except  sections  31  to  36  (both  inclusive);  T.  15  N.,  R.  71  W.,  and  the 
E.  i  of  T.  15  N.,  R.  72  W.,  and  showing  that  it  is  important,  for  rea- 
sons stated,  that  the  same,  with  four  additional  sections,  viz,  sections 
1,  2,  11,  and  12,  in  T.  14  N.,  R.  72  W.,  be  set  apart  permanently  as  a 
forest  reserve,  and  recommending  that  the  residue  of  the  lands  embraced 
in  the  above-mentioned  order  of  withdrawal  be  restored  to  settlement 
and  entry,  inasmuch  as  there  is  scarcely  any  timber  thereon. 

This  report  resulted  in  the  order  of  withdrawal  being  changed  to 
conform  therewith. 

EXAMINATIONS    RELATIVE    TO     PROPOSED    RESERVES    AND    CHANGES    IN 

EXISTING   RESERVES. 

Numerous  requests  and  recommendations  for  changes  in  the  bound- 
aries of  existing  forest  reserves  and  for  the  establishment  of  new 
reserves,  have  necessitated  extensive  examinations  being  made  of  the 
regions  in  question,  in  order  to  determine  their  fitness  for  forest- 
reserve  purposes. 

This  work  has  proved  most  laborious,  calling  for  close  personal 
inspection,  on  the  part  of  capable  officers,  of  vast  areas,  which  are 
mostly  rugged  and  mountainous  regions,  uninhabited,  and  lacking  in 
facilities  for  travel. 

It  is  work  that  can  not  be  properly  done  without  expenditure  of 
considerable  time  and  money.  At  the  same  time,  however,  in  laying 
the  basis  of  an  effective  forest  system  it  is  a  most  important  feature, 
and,  consequently,  no  pains  should  be  spared  to  make  all  needed 
examinations  on  the  scale  required  and  by  officers  fitted  to  do  the 
work  intelligently. 

It  is  also  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  largely  a  preliminary 
feature  merely,  since  as  soon  as  all  necessary  reservations  have  been 
established  and  their  boundaries  finally  determined  work  of  this 
nature  will  cease. 

While  this  office  has  been  diligently  pushing  forward  the  work  of 
making  the  necessary  examinations  in  cases  in  which  changes  of  bound- 
aries are  proposed,  it  has  been  seriously  hampered  by  the  want  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  qualified  officers  to  utilize  for  such  work,  as  it  has 
not  been  practicable  to  consume,  to  any  great  extent,  the  time  of  the 
already  overburdened  forest  superintendents  in  such  duty  without 
infringing  too  seriously  upon  more  pressing  duties  in  connection  with 
the  administration  of  the  reserves. 

It  is  evident  that  in  creating  forest  reserves  it  is  not  always  practi- 
cable to  exclude  all  lands  that  are  more  valuable  for  other  uses  than  for 
forest  purposes,  since  to  do  so  requires  frequently  information  of  a 
specific  nature  respecting  the  distribution  of  the  forests,  water  flow, 
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etc. ;  and,  in  like  manner,  it  is  'f requently  found  advisable  to  subse- 
quently include  additional  areas  in  reserves.  Consequently,  the 
boundaries  as  denned  in  the  original  proclamations  creating  the 
reserves  are  necessarily  subject  to  such  modifications  as  maybe  subse- 
quently found  necessary. 

In  recommending  such  changes  it  is  essential  in  every  case  to 
have  the  results  of  a  careful  field  examination  and  topographic  sur- 
vey, as  far  as  practicable,  upon  which  to  base  action,  since,  should 
the  second  proclamation  be  issued  in  advance  of  the  receipt  of  such 
information,  such  action  would  be  liable  to  result  in  the  embarrassment 
of  having  to  recommend  the  issuance  of  a  third  proclamation  after 
receiving  the  returns  of  the  survey. 

The  paramount  need  for  information  through  such  a  source  was 
recognized  by  Congress  when,  in  advance  of  providing  any  appropri- 
ations for  the  administration  of  the  reserves,  it  appropriated,  by  act 
of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36),  the  sum  of  $150,000  for  surveys  of 
the  reserves  and  of  adjacent  lands,  to  be  made  by  the  Geological  Sur- 
vey, which  amount  has  been  increased  by  subsequent  appropriations 
to  over  $500,000,  and  under  which  the  surveys  are  at  present  being 
made  by  the  Geological  Survey. 

Appreciating  the  importance  of  all  action  in  the  matter  of  modify- 
ing boundaries  of  forest  reserves  being  final  and  determinative,  the 
Department  ordered  that  all  recommendations  for  changes  in  such 
boundaries  be  deferred  until  receipt  of  the  needed  information  in  the 
matter  from  the  Geological  Survey,  owing  to  which  order  it  has  been 
practicable  to  effect  a  change  of  boundaries  in  the  case  of  but  three 
reserves  during  the  past  year.  In  fact,  until  further  information  is 
received  from  this  source,  the  work  of  changing  boundaries  of  reserves 
is  largely  brought  to  a  standstill. 

PROPOSED  NATIONAL  PARKS. 

Much  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  direction  of  making  exam- 
inations and  reports  upon  various  regions,  which,  on  account  of  their 
natural  wonders  and  curiosities,  scenic  beauties,  value  to  science,  or 
for  other  reasons  it  has  been  deemed  well  to  examine  with  a  view  to 
determining  the  advisability  of  recommending  that  they  be  set  apart 
as  national  parks. 

Among  the  cases  so  examined  official  reports  have  been  received, 
as  above  shown,  in  respect  to  the  two  groves  of  mammoth  trees  in 
Calaveras  and  Tuolumne  counties,  Cal.,  and  the  Wind  Cave  in  South 
Dakota. 

Reports  have  also  been  submitted  in  the  following  additional  cases: 

The  proposed  petrified  forest  national  park  in  Arizona. 

The  proposed  Pajarito  national  park  in  New  Mexico. 

The  proposed  Shoshone  Falls  national  park  in  Idaho. 

For  reports  thereon  see  appendix. 
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PATROL   OF   THE   RESERVE. 

Owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1899,  the  ranger  force  proper  had  to  be  reduced  to 
about  60  on  or  about  October  15,  1899,  retaining  only  such  number  as 
seemed  absolutely  necessary  for  some  of  the  most  dangerous  points, 
and  owing  to  the  same  cause  most  all  of  the  forest  supervisors  were 
either  furloughed  or  reduced  to  the  grade  of  ranger,  so  that  on 
November  1, 1899,  there  were  but  6  supervisors  and  about  85  rangers, 
including  the  said  reduced  supervisors.  To  retain  even  this  small 
force  to  the  end  of  the  year  and  to  provide  for  a  small  additional  force 
in  June  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  135,000  became  necessary,  and 
such  appropriation  was  made  by  Congress. 

During  the  three  great  danger  months — July  15  to  October  15 — it 
seemed  wise  to  make  the  force  as  large  as  possible,  even  though 
necessary  at  a  later  date  to  reduce  it  to  an  entirely  inadequate  number. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year — July  1,  1899 — there  were  9  superin- 
tendents, 37  supervisors,  and  about  250  rangers.  On  July  15  the 
force  of  rangers  was  increased  to  350,  which  force  was  reduced  during 
October  and  November  to  9  superintendents,  6  supervisors,  and  the 
said  85  rangers. 

The  appropriation  of  $300,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1901,  is  more  commensurate  with  the  requirements  of  the  service. 
Under  former  appropriations  the  force  of  rangers  had  to  be  kept  to  a 
number  so  small  that  they  furnished  but  a  thin  scattering  over  the 
vast  area  to  be  guarded. 

For  the  new  year  beginning  July  1,  1900,  there  were  provided  for 
duty  on  July  1,  1900,  9  superintendents,  39  supervisors,  and  330 
rangers.  This  ranger  force  was  increased  to  445  on  July  15, 1900,  and 
an  additional  temporary  force  for  about  two  months  of  about  50 
rangers  was  also  provided. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  with  this  increased  force,  and  the 
possibility  of  retaining  a  sufficient  force  in  localities  where  really 
needed  for  a  longer  period  than  was  possible  during  the  year  for  which 
this  report  is  made,  the  results  obtained  along  the  whole  line  of  forest- 
reserve  administration  will  prove  most  satisfactory.  In  fact,  the  first 
prospect  for  a  satisfactory  service  opened  with  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning July  1,  1900. 

During  the  past  year  maps  of  32  of  the  38  forest  reserves  have  been 
made  and  photolithographed,  and  copies  for  the  use  of  forest  officers 
and  rangers  have  been  distributed.  Of  the  remaining  six  reserves, 
maps  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  Lake  Tahoe,  Stanislaus, 
Sierra,  and  Pine  Mountain  and  Zaca  Lake,  all  in  California,  and  the 
surveyor-general  has  been  ordered  to  prepare  a  map  of  the  Prescott, 
in  Arizona,  which  will  complete  the  maps  for  all  existing  reservations, 
trails,  etc. 
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The  forest  rangers,  in  addition  to  their  other  duties,  have  been  re- 
quired to  clear  out  old  trails  and  roads  and  to  blaze  and  cut  new  trails 
through  the  reserve  and  at  danger  points  to  cut  fire  breaks.  During  the 
year  there  have  been  cleared  out  and  made  accessible  for  unobstructed 
use  2,250  miles  of  old  trails,  and  1,095  miles  of  new  trails  have  been 
cut,  and  1,396  miles  of  trails  have  been  blazed;  264  miles  of  perma- 
nent fire  breaks  have  been  cut  with  an  average  width  of  39  feet. 

The  opening  of  trails  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important  feat- 
ures of  patrol  work,  as  it  makes  possible  the  reaching  of  forest  fires 
in  the  shortest  possible  time,  saving,  in  many  instances,  long  journeys 
to  get  from  one  danger  point  to  another. 

TELEPHONE    LINES. 

Great  stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  necessity  for  telephone  lines 
in  southern  California.  All  of  the  important  water  associations 
and  others  depending  upon  the  water  supply  from  the  San  Gabriel 
and  San  Bernardino  reserves,  where  fires  have  been  frequent  in  the 
past,  rapidly  destroying  the  water-conserving  cover  of  these  reserves, 
have  urged  as  a  necessity  for  rapid  communication  in  case  of  fire 
the  construction  of  inexpensive  telephone  lines.  The  matter  was 
thoroughly  investigated  by  the  forest  superintendent,  and  he  also 
urgently  recommends  certain  lines.  One  line  in  the  San  Gabriel,  36 
miles  long,  was  therefore  authorized  at  an  expense  of  about  $675, 
the  building  of  others  being  deferred  until  the  experience  of  the 
building  and  operation  of  the  line  authorized  has  been  obtained.

A  comparative  statement  of  fires  for  the  years  ending  June  30,  1899, 
and  June  30,  1900,  shows  that  the  rangers  were  on  the  alert  during  the 
year  just  closed.  They  discovered  and  extinguished  237  more  camp 
fires  than  last  year. 

Of  the  fires  of  class  2,  those  that  had  gained  considerable  headway, 
there  were  but  173,  against  223  last  season,  showing  that  fewer  fires 
were  allowed  to  get  beyond  the  incipient  stage.  These  class  2  fires 
burned  12,360  acres,  or  about  70  acres  per  fire,  while  those  of  last 
season  burned  52,112  acres,  or  223  acres  per  fire.  This  shows  that  not 
7661 7 
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only  fewer  fires  got  beyond  the  incipient  stage,  but  that  they  were 
discovered  and  extinguished  more  promptly.  This  is  further  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  the  extra  expense  of  fighting  them  was  but  $9 
per  fire,  while  last  year  it  was  $14. 

Last  season  there  were  9  of  the  large  devastating  (class  3)  fires, 
burning  over  a  total  area  of  79,500  acres  and  costing  $8,835. 

This  season  there  have  been  8  such  fires,  burning  over  50,680  acres, 
and  costing  $2,315.

The  less  cost  per  acre  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  over  the 
fiscal  year  1900,  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  was  a  consider- 
ably smaller  appropriation  for  1899  than  for  1900,  which  only  admitted 
of  the  employment  of  a  comparatively  small  force,  while  the  acreage 
of  the  reserves  was  practically  the  same. 

The  results  accomplished  by  the  increase  of  appropriation,  admitting 
of  increase  of  force,  thereby  giving  more  extended  patrol,  are  shown 
in  the  single  item  of  fires  alone:

Stumpage  saved  in  1900  ($205,716)  is  greater  than  whole  cost 
($201,634.08)  of  managing  reserves;  or,  in  other  words,  had  the  Gov- 
ernment sold  the  68,572  acres  of  timber  saved  in  1900  at  $3  per  acre 
stumpage  and  used  same  as  a  fund  for  reserves,  there  would  not 
have  been  any  necessity  for  Congressional  appropriation  for  the  year 
1900. 
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APPROPRIATIONS    FOR   THE    SERVICE. 

The  almost  complete  immunity  of  the  reserves  from  depredations 
and  freedom  from  destructive  fires  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of 
liberal  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  a  forest  patrol  service 
and  also  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

To  continue  the  good  work  thus  auspiciously  begun  and  profit  by 
the  results,  now  and  hereafter,  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that  not 
less  than  the  present  appropriation  be  continued  for  next  }rear,  with  a 
possible  increase  in  case  other  forest  reserves  are  created. 

EMERGENCY    FUND    FOR    FOREST    FIRES. 

The  appropriations  for  special  agents  and  forest  officers  are  estimated 
so  closely  for  their  ordinary  expenses  that  when  a  series  of  forest  fires 
of  considerable  extent  occurs,  as  has  been  the  case  this  season,  a  seri- 
ous inroad  is  made  into  these  appropriations  in  the  employment  of 
necessary  emergency  help  to  fight  the  fires.  When  the  enormous, 
almost  irreparable,  damage  to  the  forests  and  watersheds  is  considered, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  large  commercial  value  of  the  timber  destroyed, 
it  is  obvious  that  the  amount  requested  for  this  work  is  nothing  com- 
pared to  the  great  public  good  that  may  be  accomplished  therewith. 

I  therefore  urgently  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  be 
made  as  an  emergency  fund  for  the  employment  of  assistance  in  the 
extinguishment  of  forest  fires  upon  the  public  lands,  whether  reserved 
or  unreserved. 

LIEU    SELECTIONS    FOR    RECONVE YED    OR   RELINQUISHED    TRACTS   IN 
FOREST   RESERVES. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  2,023  applications  for  selections 
of  lands  in  lieu  of  holdings  within  the  forest  reservations,  and  16  appli- 
cations for  an  exchange  of  lands  within  such  reservations,  based  upon 
unperfected  homestead  entries  and  settlement  claims,  as  provided  by 
the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  36),  involving,  in  the  first  class  or 
perfected  entries  an  aggregate  area  of  451,130.23  acres,  and  in  the  sec- 
ond 2,563.75  acres. 

There  had  previously  been  received  610  applications  of  the  first  class, 
covering  an  area  of  71,897.13  acres,  making  of  this  class  a  total  of 
2,633  applications  and  523,027.35  acres. 

Of  this  number  243  have  been  approved  (162  for  patent)  and  46 
rejected,  leaving  for  final  disposition  2,344. 

Of  the  unperfected  claims  none  have  been  approved,  but  4  were 
rejected,  thus  leaving  12  pending  action. 

This  law  not  only  added  a  large  increase  to  the  business  of  this 
office,  but  the  work  incident  to  this  class  of  cases  is  of  the  highest 
grade  and  necessitates  careful  research  and  examination  of  records,  as 
well  as  the  examination  of  deeds  and  abstracts  of  title  from  all  the 
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States  and  Territories  in  which  forest  reserves  are  situated.  The 
abstracts  are  of  great  variety,  and  in  order  to  meet  official  require- 
ments, must  show  a  complete  chain  of  title  from  the  United  States 
back  again  to  the  Government.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  adju- 
dication of  these  cases  the  examinations  are  not  confined  to  the  records 
of  this  office  alone,  but  are  extended  to  the  laws  governing  real  prop- 
erty in  the  several  States  and  Territories. 

During  the  year  numerous  recommendations  (with  your  approval) 
were  made  to  Congress  looking  to  a  modification  of  that  portion  of 
the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  36),  which  authorized  lieu  selec- 
tions for  reconveyed  or  relinquished  tracts,  with  a  view  to  preventing 
speculation  in  public  lands,  with  the  result  that  in  the  act  entitled 
uAn  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses,"  etc.  (31 
Stat.,  614),  a  provision  was  inserted  which  confines  said  selections  to 
surveyed  lands  on  and  after  October  1,  1900. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  one  of  the  most  objectionable  features  of 
the  act  of  June  4,  1897 — i.  e.,  that  of  permitting  the  selection  of  unsur- 
veyed  lands — has  been  removed. 

Again,  in  the  interest  of  public  good  I  am  constrained  to  renew  my 
recommendations  to  further  modify  this  law,  and  especially  before 
additional  reserves  are  created,  with  a  view  to  placing  the  exchanges 
on  a  more  equitable  basis,  and  preventing,  for  example,  the  selection  of 
lands  covered  with  valuable  timber  in  lieu  of  worthless  denuded  tracts, 
by  adding  to  that  clause  which  permits  such  selections  the  following, 
to  wit: 

Provided,  That  the  natural  state  of  the  tract  relinquished  has  not  been  changed 
except  to  such  an  extent  as  may  have  been  necessary  in  clearing  the  land  for  actual 
cultivation. 

Also,  that  some  legislation  be  had  authorizing  the  rejection  of  any 
and  all  selections,  under  said  act,  for  lands  returned  as  agricultural 
lands,  should  it  be  discovered,  before  the  approval  of  the  selection  by 
this  office,  that  the  land  involved  is  chiefly  valuable  for  mineral. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  I  deem  it  proper  to  refer  to  the  sus- 
pension from  further  disposition  by  this  office  of  some  eighty  odd 
townships  in  the  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and  Visalia  land  districts, 
California,  because  of  alleged  oil. 

Immediately  after  the  suspension  of  these  lands,  three  special 
agents  were  directed  to  carefully  examine  and  ascertain  the  character 
of  the  same,  and  in  a  recent  preliminary  report  by  one  of  the  agents 
it  is  claimed  that  in  numerous  townships  the  lands  "are  valuable  only 
for  their  mineral  worth,  the  mineral  possibilities  being  something 
wonderful,'5  values  ranging  from  $150  to  $2,500  per  acre,  and  the 
minerals  found  consisting  of  crude  petroleum,  asphalt,  sulphur,  ful- 
ler's earth  and  gypsum.  Large  areas  of  these  lands  have  been  appro- 
priated by  forest-reserve  lieu  selections  which  in  many  instances  are 
being  contested  by  mineral  claimants. 
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Thirty-three  applications  for  elimination  of  tracts  containing  not 
more  than  160  acres,  and  in  many  cases  not  more  than  40  acres,  have 
been  received  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  of  which  6  are  awaiting  an 
examination  of  the  lands  involved  before  determining  whether  or  not 
they  can  be  considered  subject  to  restoration  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  36).  Of  the  remaining  27  cases,  14 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  forest  officers  for  examination  and  report,  and 
12  have  been  rejected,  either  on  the  showing  made  by  an  official  inspec- 
tion of  the  lands  or  on  evidence  contained  in  the  applications  that  the 
lands  are  not  such  as  could  be  considered  "better  adapted  for  agricul- 
tural purposes  than  for  forest  usage."     One  case  is  awaiting  action. 

It  is  generally  urged  by  the  applicants  for  elimination  that  tracts 
lying  within  a  forest  reserve,  if  they  are  good  grazing  lands,  contain- 
ing a  few  acres  that  may  be  cultivated  and  but  little  or  no  timber  of 
commercial  value,  are  more  valuable  for  agriculture  than  for  forest 
usage,  and  may  therefore,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  be 
excluded  from  a  forest  reservation.  This  is  a  misconception  of  the  full 
scope  of  the  provisions  of  law  for  eliminating  lands  from  a  forest 
reserve.  These  provisions  are  conditioned  on  the  adaptability  of  the 
lands  to  forest  usage,  which  is  far  from  implying  simple  use  and 
relative  value  of  the  forest  cover  for  lumber  and  other  merchantable 
purposes. 

In  determining  the  adaptability  of  the  reserve  lands  to  ' c  forest  usage  " 
full  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  objects  of  forest  reservation. 
These  objects  embrace  not  only  the  securing  of  a  supply  of  timber  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  people  for  lumber  and  fuel,  but  to  insure  con- 
ditions favorable  to  continuous  water  flow.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  consider  the  water-holding  power  of  the  forest  cover,  whether  that 
cover  consists  of  a  heavy  growth  of  large  timber  of  merchantable  value 
or  of  small  timber  having  but  little  or  no  commercial  value,  or  simply 
of  young  undergrowth.  There  must  also  be  considered  the  location 
of  the  lands  with  reference  to  streams  and  watersheds,  and  whether  or 
not  reforestation  of  the  lands  may  not  be  possible  in  due  course  of 
time.  These  and  other  essentials  of  "  forest  usage"  require  to  be  duly 
weighed  against  the  agricultural  character  of  the  lands,  which  is  deter- 
mined not  upon  their  value  for  grazing  purposes,  so  destructive  to 
young  tree  growth  and  to  forest  reproduction,  but  upon  their  adapta- 
bility to  the  raising  of  agricultural  crops. 

These  considerations,  added  to  the  belief  that  the  provision  of  the 
said  act  for  the  restoration  of  agricultural  lands  does  not  contemplate 
the  elimination  of  every  small  isolated  tract  here  and  there  which  may 
be  devoid  of  timber  and  adapted  to  agriculture,  thereby  affecting  the 
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integrity  of  the  reservation,  its  maintenance  and  control,  and  so  thwart- 
ing the  purposes  for  which  it  was  established,  have  operated  to  reject 
nearly  all  applications  for  elimination. 

In  a  decision  rendered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  June  1, 
1900,  in  the  lieu  selection  case  of  E.  S.  Gosney,  San  Francisco  Moun- 
tains Forest  Reserves,  Arizona,  it  was  held,  respecting  this  matter,  as 
follows: 

Relative  to  the  authority  of  the  President  to  establish  forest  reservations  and  to 
the  character  of  the  land  which  may  be  embraced  therein,  section  24  of  the  act  of 
March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1095),  and  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30 
Stat.,  34-36),  bearing  thereon,  being  in  pari  materia,  must  be  construed  together  to 
ascertain  the  intention  of  Congress  in  the  premises.     In  said  section  24  it  is  provided — 

"That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to  time,  set  apart  and 
reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of 
the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth  whether  of 
commercial  value  or  not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public 
proclamation,  declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof." 

In  the  said  act  of  June  4,  1897,  it  is  provided  that — 

"No  public  forest  reservation  shall  be  established,  except  to  improve  and  protect 
the  forest  within  the  reservation,  or  for  the  purpose  of  securing  favorable  conditions 
of  water  flows,  and  to  furnish  a  continuous  supply  of  timber  for  the  use  and  necessi- 
ties of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  but  it  is  not  the  purpose  or  intent  of  these  pro- 
visions, or  of  the  act  providing  for  such  reservations,  to  authorize  the  inclusion 
therein  of  lands  more  valuable  for  the  mineral  therein,  or  for  agricultural  purposes, 
than  for  forest  purposes." 

And  that — 

"Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  approval  of 
the  President,  after  sixty  days'  notice  thereof,  published  in  two  papers  of  general 
circulation  in  the  State  or  Territory  wherein  any  forest  reservation  is  situated,  and 
near  the  said  reservation,  any  public  lands  embraced  within  the  limits  of  any  forest 
reservation  which,  after  due  examination  by  personal  inspection  of  a  competent  per- 
son appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shall  be  found  better 
adapted  for  mining  or  for  agricultural  purposes  than  for  forest  usage,  may  be  restored 
to  the  public  domain. 

"The  President  is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order 
that  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve,  and  by  such 
modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary  lines  of  such  reserve,  or 
may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creating  such  reserve." 

A  very  large  discretion  is  evidently  lodged  in  the  President  by  these  statutory  pro- 
visions. His  judgment  is  to  be  guided  and  controlled  only  along  general  lines.  In 
the  said  legislation  of  1891  practically  no  limit  is  placed  upon  the  exercise  of  his 
authority  to  establish  forest  reservations  from  time  to  time,  except  that  the  land 
reserved  must  be  "public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  under- 
growth." In  the  act  of  1897  his  authority  is  further  limited  only  to  the  extent  of 
the  declaration  therein  of  the  purposes  of  such  legislation,  and  that  the  inclusion  in 
forest  reservations  ' '  of  lands  more  valuable  for  the  mineral  therein,  or  for  agricul- 
tural purposes,  than  for  forest  purposes"  is  not  intended  to  be  authorized  thereby. 
Recognizing  that  lands  "better  adapted  for  mining  or  for  agricultural  purposes  than 
for  forest  usage ' '  had  already  been  and  might  thereafter  be  included  in  such  reserva- 
tions, that  act  made  provision  for  their  elimination  when  ascertained  as  therein 
directed. 

The  language  quoted  in  the  two  instances  immediately  preceding  is  worthy  of  par- 
ticular notice.     It  is  not  simply  lands  that  are  merety  agricultural  in  character  that 
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are  not  to  be  included  in  forest  reservations,  or,  if  included,  may  be  restored  to  the 
public  domain,  but  "lands  more  valuable  *  *  *  for  agricultural  purposes  than 
for  forest  purposes,"  or  "for  forest  usage."  The  language  used,  it  is  evident,  was 
carefully  and  wisely  chosen.  In  determining  whether  any  particular  tract  or  body 
of  land  ought  to  be  included  in  a  forest  reservation,  or,  if  included,  ought  to  be  elim- 
inated therefrom,  its  value  to  the  reservation  for  forest  purposes  or  for  purposes  of  a 
reservation  generally,  and  the  effect  of  its  omission  or  elimination  therefrom  are  to  be 
weighed  against  its  value  for  agricultural  purposes!  Its  relative  position  in  the  pro- 
posed or  existing  reservation  may  be  of  much  importance  in  such  determination.  If 
immediately  within  the  reservation  boundary,  for  instance,  its  separation  from  the 
reservation  might  be  a  matter  of  small  concern;  but  if  at  some  distance  within  the 
reservation,  and  especially  if  many  tracts  be  thus  eliminated,  the  consequences  thereof 
might,  and  probably  would  be,  very  injurious,  affecting  not  only  the  integrity  of  the 
reservation,  but  its  maintenance  and  control,  and  perhaps  eventually  rendering 
abortive  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  established.  Considerations  like  these  may 
render  the  nature  of  the  soil  of  such  tracts  or  bodies  of  land,  or  their  condition  as  to 
the  growth  of  trees  or  other  vegetation  thereon,  of  minor  importance  in  the  determina- 
tion; and  when  the  tract  is  small,  consisting  of  but  40  acres,  and  far  within  the  limits 
of  the  lands  reserved,  as  in  the  present  instance,  the  mere  fact  that  it  might  be 
nearly  or  even  entirely  devoid  of  timber  and  distinctly  agricultural  land  would  not, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  if  otherwise  subject  to  inclusion  in  a  forest  reserva- 
tion, justify  its  exception  or  elimination  therefrom. 

CONSERVATIVE    LUMBERING. 

The  first  two  years'  work  under  the  forest  administration  act  of 
June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  31-36),  resulted  in  its  being  pushed  forward  to 
the  extent  of  making  the  official  examinations  and  reports  preliminary 
to  the  creation  of  thirty-six  forest  reservations,  covering  an  aggre- 
gate area  of  more  than  46,000,000  acres,  and  the  placing  of  these 
reserves  under  an  organized  forest  force.  In  doing  so,  extensive 
measures  were  taken  to  effect  their  protection  from  the  leading  danger 
to  which  they  are  exposed,  viz,  forest  fires;  maps  of  all  the  forest 
reserves  had  been  made,  or  were  in  course  of  preparation,  showing 
the  respective  patrol  districts,  for  the  use  of  the  forest  force;  the  mat- 
ter of  sheep-grazing  within  the  reserves  was,  to  a  large  extent,  regu- 
lated, and  patrol  measures  in  general  were  being  rapidly  perfected. 

In  other  words,  the  initial  steps  in  inaugurating  a  forest  service 
were  taken. 

The  same  consisted,  however,  mainly  in  measures  for  the  protection 
only  of  the  forests,  and,  as  such,  they  were  largely  precautionary 
only,  paving  the  way  merely  for  a  system  of  forest  management. 

It  remained  in  further  developing  this  system  to  provide  not  only 
for  the  protection  but  for  the  utilization  also  of  the  forest  products. 
In  other  words,  to  enter  upon  a  system  of  forest  management  which 
should  have  in  view  the  twofold  object  of  fostering  the  lumber  indus- 
try while  properly  husbanding  the  forest  resources. 

The  past  year  has,  accordingly,  been  distinguished  by  attention  to 
the  particular  phase  of  the  work  involved  in  putting  into  operation  a 
system  for  harvesting  and  marketing  the  timber  in  accordance  with 
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the  needs  of  the  local  population,  coupled  with  provision  for  repro- 
duction of  the  crop  and  maintenance  of  proper  forest  conditions. 

The  task  is  one  of  great  proportions,  involving  much  preliminary 
work  of  a  careful  nature,  growing  out  of  the  fact  that  heretofore  the 
lumbering  system  throughout  the  public  domain  has  been  largely  to 
take,  regardlessly,  whatever  was  needed,  free  of  cost,  leaving  an  almost 
certain  wake  of  lire  to  mark' the  course,  and  floods  to  follow  later. 

To  modify  such  methods  and  restrict  and  regulate  the  use  of  timber 
where  the  cutting  has  been  almost  unbounded  in  the  past  is  virtually  to 
revolutionize  the  methods,  and,  consequently,  demands  the  exercise  of 
the  most  careful  judgment,  based  upon  intimate  knowledge  of  the  con- 
ditions of  the  forest  resources,  in  conjunction  with  consideration  of 
the  far-reaching  needs  of  the  communities  dependent  thereon,  since 
any  ill-considered  action  in  this  direction  means  serious  disturbance  of 
the  lumber  trade  drawing  its  supplies  from  public  lands  in  such  local- 
ities, which  is  conceded  to  be,  when  properly  conducted,  not  only  a 
legitimate  industry,  but  one  essential  to  the  welfare  of  those  commu- 
nities. 

As  a  preliminary  .step  in  the  matter,  instructions  have  been  issued  to 
each  of  the  forest  superintendents  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  sub- 
ject of  conservative  lumbering  as  applicable  to  the  particular  reserves 
under  his  charge,  and  thereafter  submit  a  comprehensive  report  in 
regard  to  each  reserve,  showing  what  he  deems  the  best  methods  to  be 
pursued  in  connection  with  harvesting  the  timber  therein. 

Among  the  points  to  be  specifically  reported  upon  are  the  following: 

1.  To  what  extent  there  is  any  local  demand  for  timber  from  the 
reserve. 

2.  If  any  demand  exists,  what  creates  it. 

3.  To  what  extent  the  demand  can  be  yearly  met,  with  entire  safety 
to  the  continued  yield  of  the  reserve. 

I.  The  particular  portions  of  the  reserve  from  which  lumber  and 
other  timber  supplies  ma}^  at  this  time  be  drawn  with  best  results. 

5.  Advisable  restrictions  in  respect  to  diameter  of  timber  allowed  to 
be  cut. 

6.  Needful  measures  for  protection  of  young  growth. 

7.  Advisable  method  in  respect  to  thinning  of  growth,  and  careful 
cutting  of  sprout  land. 

8.  To  what  extent,  if  any,  planting  of  trees  is  required. 

9.  Whether  cutting  in  blocks  or  in  strips  will  best  facilitate  repro- 
duction. 

10.  Advisable  measures  to  insure  improvement  of  the  forests  in 
respect  to  both  composition  and  yield. 

II.  What  methods  have  been  adopted  for  the  safe  and  speedy  dis- 
position of  slashings  and  other  debris  from  lumber  operations  and 
sawmills;  and  to  what  extent  the  same  are  being  observed. 
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12.  What  other  precautions  are  advisable  to  insure  safety  from  fire 
in  connection  with  timber  operations. 

13.  The  probable  number  of  operators  drawing  timber  supplies  from 
the  reserve;  and  by  what  authority  in  each  case;  and  to  what  extent. 

14.  A  suggested  working  plan  for  conducting  sales  of  timber  in  each 
reserve,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  L., 
34-36). 

Under  these  instructions  a  number  of  reports  have  been  received 
from  the  several  forest  superintendents  and  are  now  being  considered 
by  this  office. 

REFORESTATION. 

The  above  instructions  in  the  matter  of  conservative  lumbering  were 
subsequently  enlarged  by  directions  to  make  a  further  study  and 
report  upon  the  closely  related  subject  of  reforestation,  among  the 
points  to  be  coverered  being  the  following: 

1.  The  kinds  of  tree  growths  best  adapted  to  the  varying  localities 
in  the  several  reserves. 

2.  The  kinds  of  growth,  either  in  the  way  of  tree  growth  or  under- 
growth, which  appear  best  suited  to  denuded  hillsides,  in  order  to 
retard  excessive  water  flow. 

3.  Advisable  methods  to  secure  the  improvement  of  the  forests  in 
composition  and  yield,  with  a  view  to  maintaining  and  increasing  the 
supply  of  timber  of  a  merchantable  value  as  lumber. 

4.  Best  methods  to  adopt  for  the  reforestation  of  burned  areas  and 
other  localities  where  original  growth  is  absent  or  has  been  removed 
and  planting  has  to  be  resorted  to. 

5.  What  methods  should  be  pursued  in  the  way  of  seeding  or  trans- 
planting small  growths. 

6.  The  season  of  the  year  best  suited  to  arboriculture,  and  all 
points  of  a  kindred  nature  bearing  on  the  subject. 

7.  In  what  localities,  and  to  what  extent,  will  reforestation  result 
from  sprouts  from  the  stumps  of  trees. 

8.  In  what  localities  may  natural  reproduction  from  seed-bearing 
trees  be  depended  upon  to  insure  a  continued  and  sufficient  }deld  of 
timber  to  warrant  lumbering  operations  in  connection  therewith. 

9.  Where  thinning  is  necessary,  state  whether  cutting  in  strips  or 
blocks  will  best  facilitate  reproduction,  suggesting  the  width  of  such 
strips  (or  size  of  blocks). 

10.  Whether  native  grasses  have  to  any  considerable  degree  attempted 
to  cover  denuded  hillsides;  and  if  so,  to  what  extent  the  presence  of 
such  grasses  serves  to  retard  excessive  water  flow. 

11.  The  kinds  of  tree  seed  or  grass  seed  needed  in  the  several  local- 
ities, whether  the  same  can  be  procured  in  the  local  markets;  and  if  so, 
the  cost  of  same. 
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12.  To  be  careful  to  procure,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  writing,  the 
views  on  this  subject  of  reforestation  of  persons  familiar  with  the  local 
needs  in  respect  thereto. 

Requests  received  from  southern  California  for  this  office  to  take 
some  action  in  the  direction  of  reforestation  led  to  further  instructions 
being"  subsequently  sent  to  the  forest  superintendent  in  charge  of  the 
reserves  in  that  locality,  as  follows: 

In  view  of  the  lateness  of  the  season  it  has  been  adjudged  expedient  to  take  such 
action  as  will  result  in  placing  you  in  a  position  to  enter  upon  the  suggested  work  to 
such  an  extent  as  you  may  be  able,  under  the  circumstances,  and  you  are  therefore 
directed  to  provide  the  forest  officers  under  your  charge,  in  such  localities  as  you  may 
deem  suitable,  under  all  the  conditions  as  understood  by  you,  with  such  tree  seeds 
and  such  tools  as  you  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  work  and  require  them  to  suitably 
plant  and  protect  such  seeds  without  delay.  It  is  suggested  that  you  secure  an  assort- 
ment of  seeds  likely  to  best  serve  the  purpose  and  cause  them  to  be  placed  in  ground 
apparently  best  suited  to  the  growth  of  the  respective  varieties,  that  you  require  the 
person  planting  the  seed  to  break  the  crust  and  loosen  up  the  earth  to  sufficient  depth 
and  over  an  area  sufficient  in  size  to  give  the  young  plant  opportunity  to  root  under 
favorable  conditions,  and  that  where  practicable  a  "mulch"  of  leaves,  decayed  veg- 
etation or  wood  be  placed  over  the  planted  ground  to  retain  the  moisture,  and  that 
such  "mulch"  be  retained  in  position  where  practicable  by  placing  over  it  branches 
of  trees  or  some  suitable  protection,  and  that  you  secure  for  the  use  of  the  men  who 
do  this  planting  small  steel  "garden  mattocks"  with  removable  handles  as  the  tools 
best  suited  to  answer  the  requirements  of  lightness,  strength,  and  effectiveness,  as 
well  as  that  of  extremely  moderate  expense.  You  will  provide  every  available  offi- 
cer with  a  suitable  outfit  of  seeds  and  tools  and  require  immediate  action  in  accord- 
ance with  the  directions  and  suggestions  of  this  letter.  You  will  require  full  and 
definite  report  of  the  action  taken  by  your  force,  and  you  will  keep  strict  account  of 
the  expenditures  made  by  you  under  this  order,  and  the  action  taken  you  will  report 
promptly  to  this  office.  You  will  require  your  subordinates  to  revisit  from  time  to 
time  the  localities  where  seeds  have  been  planted,  to  note  the  growth  and  condition 
of  the  plants,  and  make  report  to  you  relative  to  the  same,  and  such  reports  you 
will  in  due  time  return  to  this  office. 

SALES   OF   TIMBER   WITHIN    FOREST    RESERVES. 

Fifty-three  petitions  for  sale  of  timber  from  lands  within  forest 
reserves  have  been  received,  involving  30,175,271  feet  of  timber, 
board  measure,  20,555  cords  of  wood,  and  10,000  fence  posts. 

Forty-eight  petitions  were  pending  before  the  office  at  date  of  last 
report.  Twelve  sales  have  been  effected,  the  proceeds  of  which  amount 
to  $36,754.02. 

Petitions  have  been  withdrawn  or  passed  upon  unfavorably  by  the 
Department  in  forty-seven  cases,  and  forty-two  cases  are  pending 
examination  by  forest  officers,  completion  of  advertisements  or  neces- 
sary official  action,  to  dispose  of  the  same. 

The  demand  for  the  forest  reserve  timber  continues  active,  but  is 
confined  to  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve  in  South  Dakota,  in  the 
main,  though  later  petitions  include  other  forest  reserves  to  a  greater 
extent  than  heretofore. 
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The  number  of  petitions  received  during  the  year  for  sales  of  tim- 
ber on  unreserved  lands,  under  the  circular  of  March  17,  1898,  and 
the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1093),  amounted  to  86,  involving  a 
total  of  48,086,400  feet  of  timber,  board  measure,  and  23,880  cords  of 
wood,  and  there  were  pending  at  the  commencement  of  this  fiscal  year 
41  petitions  for  such  sales. 

Sales  of  timber  have  been  effected  in  13  cases,  involving  a  total  of 
5,942,515  feet  of  timber,  board  measure,  and  500  cords  of  wood, 
realizing  the  sum  of  $5,217.38,  which  had  been  collected  and  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  the  timber  sold  had  been  par- 
tially appropriated  and  was  in  process  of  cutting  and  removal  previ- 
ous to  the  announcement  of  Department  decision  of  November  27, 
1899,  revoking  said  circular  of  March  17,  1898,  authorizing  such  sales. 

A  very  large  amount  of  dead  timber,  impossible  to  estimate  in  feet 
or  cords,  was  involved  in  the  cases  pending,  all  of  which,  to  the  num- 
ber of  114,  were  dismissed  by  reason  of  such  decision. 

FREE    USE    OF    TIMBER. 

The  forest  superintendents  are  instructed  to  permit,  upon  proper 
application  to  the  forest  officers,  the  cutting  and  removal,  under  their 
supervision,  of  such  forest  reserve  timber  as  can  be  taken  without  det- 
riment to  the  objects  of  forest  reservation,  to  meet  the  applicant's  indi- 
vidual needs  for  fuel,  fencing,  buildings,  mining,  prospecting,  and  other 
domestic  purposes,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $100  in  stumpage  value; 
provided  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  forest  superintendent,  the  appli- 
cation be  meritorious,  and  no  injury  to  the  forest  cover  is  likely  to 
result  from  the  cutting  and  removal  of  the  timber.  The  free  use  of 
any  greater  amount  of  forest  reserve  timber  is  allowed  only  upon  per- 
mission first  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  upon  proper 
application  submitted  to  this  office,  with  a  satisfactory  showing  that  it 
is  to  be  appropriated  for  the  applicant's  personal  use,  and  that  no  part 
thereof  will  be  sold. 

Application  has  been  received  for  the  free  use  of  timber  needed  by 
town  corporations  and  county  authorities  for  erecting  public  buildings, 
and  by  communities  for  erecting  schools,  churches,  stores,  etc.  These 
objects  being  beyond  the  scope  of  the  law,  and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions thereunder,  relating  to  free  timber,  the  application  was  recom- 
mended for  rejection;  and  the  Honorable  Secretary  concurred  in  the 
recommendation. 

The  free  use  of  forest-reserve  timber  being  restricted  by  the  terms 
of  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36),  to  such  as  may  be  taken 
under  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
for  use  by  certain  persons  for  specified  domestic  purposes,  it  is  held 
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that  the  free-use  provisions  of  the  law  and  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  thereunder  contemplate  individual  use  only;  and  that, 
therefore,  mining  corporations  requiring  large  amounts  of  timber  to 
support  their  plant  and  for  smelting  purposes  and  other  uses  in  con- 
nection with  maintaining  well-developed  mines  are  not  entitled  to  take 
it  free  of  charge.  Otherwise,  the  free-use  provisions  of  the  said  act 
would  defeat  one  of  the  ver}^  objects  of  forest  reservations,  which,  as 
that  act  states,  is  to  preserve  the  forests  thereon  from  destruction. 

Complaint  is  made  by  the  citizens  of  California,  who  are  interested 
in  the  objects  of  forest  reservation,  that  the  free-use  provisions  of 
law,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  thereunder,  are  inimical 
to  the  interests  for  which  the  forest  reserves  of  southern  California 
were  primarily  created — namely,  the  conservation  of  the  water  supply. 
The  superintendents  of  those  reserves  have  been  particularly  enjoined 
that  free  use  must  in  no  case  be  allowed  to  degenerate  into  abuse  or 
disregard  of  the  interests  involved  in  the  establishment  of  the  forest 
reserves,  but  that  the  forest  cover  must  be  protected.  To  that  end 
no  living  timber  should  be  cut  and  removed  where  a  supply  of  dead 
timber  is  available,  and  that  the  cutting  of  no  living  timber,  even  of 
mature  growth,  should  be  permitted  to  such  an  extent  as  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  timber  below  that  needed  for  maintaining  all  the  interests 
of  the  reserve,  including  the  retention  of  the  snows  and  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  water  supply. 

LEASING    OF   LANDS   IN   FOREST   RESERVES. 

The  only  authority  for  renting  or  leasing  lands  in  forest  reservations 
is  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  28,  1899  (30 
Stat.,  908),  which  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  from  time  to  time  may  make,  to  rent  or  lease 
to  responsible  persons  or  corporations  applying  therefor  suitable  spaces  and  portions 
of  ground  near,  or  adjacent  to,  mineral,  medicinal,  or  other  springs  within  any  forest 
reserves  established  within  the  United  States,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  and 
where  the  public  is  accustomed  or  desires  to  frequent  for  health  or  pleasure,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  upon  such  leased  ground  sanitariums  or  hotels,  to  be  opened  for 
the  reception  of  the  public.  And  he  is  further  authorized  to  make  such  regulations, 
for  the  convenience  of  people  visiting  such  springs,  with  reference  to  spaces  and  loca- 
tions, for  the  erection  of  tents  or  temporary  dwelling  houses  to  be  erected  or  con- 
structed for  the  use  of  those  visiting  such  springs  for  health  or  pleasure.  And  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  duration  and  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  privileges  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  funds  arising  from  the  privileges  granted  hereunder  shall  be  cov- 
ered into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  a  special  fund,  to  be  expended  in  the 
care  of  public  forest  reservations. 

Several  applications  to  lease  lands  under  said  act  have  already  been 
made,  but  so  far  none  have  been  approved,  as  they  did  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Department. 
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I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  m}T  annual  report 
last  year;  which  is  as  follows: 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  should  be  expanded  so  as  to 
authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  the  exercise  of  his  discretion,  to  rent  or 
lease,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made  by  him,  lands  within  forest  reservations 
for  any  other  purposes  not  incompatible  with  the  purposes  for  which  such  reserva- 
tions are  created. 

I  accordingly  suggest  that,  while  leaving  the  present  provisions  of  the  law  unal- 
tered, the  act  be  expanded  to  include  the  following  additional  provision,  and  that  the 
same  be  inserted  as  section  2  of  the  act: 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  exercise  of 
his  discretion,  to  rent  or  lease,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made  by  him,  lands 
within  forest  reservations  for  any  other  purposes  not  incompatible  with  the  purposes 
for  which  such  reservations  are  created. 

MISCELLANEOUS   PRIVILEGES. 

Applications  for  privileges  of  a  miscellaneous  character  within  the 
forest  reserves  have  been  received,  and  include  the  location  of  sawmills, 
the  construction  of  wagon  roads,  establishing  boarding  houses,  road 
ranches,  liquor  saloons,  stores,  and  warehouses,  the  privilege  of  cut- 
ting and  removing  hay  for  use  on  neighboring  ranches,  establishing 
summer  resorts,  running  a  ferry,  building  an  art  studio,  etc.  Nearly 
all  of  these  applications  have  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  4, 1897,  requiring  him 
to  regulate  the  occupancy  and  use  of  the  forest  reserves;  and  action 
has  been  taken,  under  his  instructions,  with  a  view  of  promoting  not 
only  the  public  interests  to  be  served,  but  the  objects  of  forest  reser- 
vation, which  are  the  preservation  of  the  timber  and  the  conditions 
favorable  to  a  continuous  water  flow. 

Only  one  sawmill  application  has  been  allowed.  February  9,  1900, 
the  forest  superintendents  were  instructed  that  the  location  of  a  saw- 
mill within  a  forest  reserve  is  not  to  be  permitted,  except  upon  due 
and  satisfactory  evidence  that  it  is  necessary  to  the  settlers,  ranchers, 
and  individual  miners  within  or  near  to  the  reserve;  and  similar  evi- 
dence that  it  is  not  sought  as  a  speculative  scheme  by  the  sawmill 
owner  or  other  parties  in  interest.  Evidence  is  also  required  showing 
that  it  can  not  be  located  somewhere  outside  the  reserve  with  equal 
benefit  and  convenience. 

Only  two  wagon-road  applications  have  been  allowed,  it  being 
deemed  inadvisable  to  allow  their  construction  without  ample  evidence 
that  it  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  the  applicants,  and  that  their  settle- 
ment and  mining  claims  are  of  such  valid,  permanent,  and  bona  fide 
character  as  entitle  their  applications  to  favorable  consideration. 

Relative  to  locating  a  boarding  house  within  a  forest  reserve,  it 
must  not  only  be  shown  to  be  an  absolute  necessity,  but  the  applicant 
must  be  known  to  be  a  trustworthy  person,  and  one  who  will  not  only 
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comply  with  all  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  forest  reserves, 
but  will  not  harbor  any  evilly  disposed  person  or  anyone  who  would 
be  apt  to  do  injury  to  the  forest  reserve. 

The  maintaining  of  liquor  saloons  is  held  to  be  such  an  occupancy 
and  use  of  the  forest  reservation  as  does  not  tend  to  promote  any  pub- 
lic interest  nor  insure  the  object  of  the  forest  reservation.  Applica- 
tions of  that  character  have  therefore  not  been  entertained.  No 
application  has  thus  far  been  allowed  to  establish  stores  and  warehouses 
for  purposes  of  general  merchandise.  Favorable  action  has  been  rec- 
ommended upon  the  application  of  one  W.  G.  Smith,  still  pending 
before  the  Department,  for  permission  to  conduct  a  store  in  the  Bitter 
Root  Forest  Reserve,  apparently  much  needed  by  a  large  and  increas- 
ing number  of  miners  who  are  at  great  distance  from  any  base  of 
supplies. 

In  response  to  a  request  for  permission  to  cut  hay,  the  application 
was  required  to  be  so  amended  as  to  state  the  specific  location  and 
acreage  of  the  cutting,  the  amount  of  hay  to  be  cut,  and  to  pledge  that 
it  would  be  taken  for  the  individual  use  of  the  applicant  only,  and 
that  no  part  thereof  would  be  sold;  that  no  injury  to  the  reserve 
should  result  from  the  cutting  and  removal  of  the  hay;  that  there 
should  be  full  compliance  with  all  the  terms  of  the  law  and  rules  and 
regulations  governing  forest  reserves,  and  that  any  permission  granted 
should  not  be  regarded  either  as  an  exclusive  privilege  or  as  a  contin- 
uous right  to  cut  in  the  future.  Amended  application  has  not  been 
received,  and  no  further  action  taken. 

RESUME    OF    LEGISLATION   WHICH    LED    TO     THE     PRESENT     FOREST    RES- 
ERVATION   SYSTEM. 

The  year  1817  was  marked  by  the  first  legislative  enactment  setting 
apart  public  lands  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  supplies  of  timber 
therefrom.  The  act  of  March  1,  1817  (3  Stat.,  347),  which  was  subse- 
quently amended  by  the  act  of  May  15,  1820  (3  Stat.,  607),  provided — 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  the 
direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  cause  such  vacant  and  unappro- 
priated lands  of  the  United  States  as  produce  the  live  oak  and  red  cedar  timbers  to 
be  explored,  and  selection  to  be  made  of  such  tracts  or  portions  thereof,  where  the 
principal  growth  is  of  either  of  the  said  timbers,  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary 
to  furnish  for  the  Navy  a  sufficient  supply  of  said  timbers.  *  *  *  And  the  tracts 
of  land  thus  selected,  with  the  approbation  of  the  President,  shall  be  reserved,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  law,  from  any  future  sale  of  the  public  lands,  and  be  appro- 
priated to  the  sole  purpose  of  supplying  timber  for  the  Navy  of  the  United  States. 

The  act  also  provided  penalties  for  the  unauthorized  cutting  or 
removing  of  timber  from  the  lands  so  reserved,  or  from  any  other  pub- 
lic lands  of  the  United  States. 
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An  act  had  been  previously  passed  (act  of  February  25, 1799;  1  Stat., 
622),  making  an  appropriation — 

to  be  paid  out  in  the  purchase  of  growing  or  other  timber,  of  lands  on  which  timber 
is  growing,  suitable  for  the  Navy,  and  to  cause  the  proper  measures  to  be  taken  to 
have  the  same  preserved  for  the  future  uses  of  the  Navy; 

and,  in  like  manner,  the  act  of  March  19,  1828  (1  Stat.,  256),  subse- 
quently made  an  appropriation  for — 

the  purchase  of  such  lands  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  think  necessary 
and  proper  to  provide  live  oak  and  other  timber  for  the  use  of  the  Navy  of  the  United 
States; 

but  these  two  acts  had  no  relation  to  the  public  lands,  and  were  only 
provisions  for  the  acquirement  of  material  for  the  present  and  pros- 
pective needs  of  the  Navy. 

The  said  law  of  March  1,  1817  (3  Stat.,  347),  was  followed  by  further 
acts  in  a  line  with  the  several  provisions  therein,  viz,  the  acts  of  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1822  (3  Stat.,  651),  March  3,  1827  (4  Stat.,  242),  and  March  2, 
1831  (4  Stat.,  472). 

While  these  laws  provided  for  the  setting  apart  of  certain  public 
lands  bearing  timber,  and  also  for  their  protection  to  a  certain  extent, 
it  will  be  observed  that  no  attempt  at  establishing  a  forest  policy  was 
in  contemplation;  the  intent  of  same  did  not  extend  beyond  securing 
material  from  public  lands  for  a  specific  purpose. 

Nor  was  there  any  legislation  in  the  direction  of  establishing  a 
general  forest  policy  for  sixty  years  after  the  passage  of  the  last  of 
the  above-named  acts  in  1831,  the  only  further  legislation  during  that 
time  which  in  anywise  touched  the  subject  of  timber  reservations 
being  certain  acts  providing  penalties  for  the  cutting  or  destroying  of 
timber  on  reserved  lands,  viz,  the  act  of  March  3,  1859  (11  Stat.,  408; 
sec.  5388,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes),  which  was  amended  by  the  act  of 
March  3,  1875  (18  Stat.,  481),  and  the  act  of  June  4, 1888  (25  Stat.,  166). 

The  agitation  in  favor  of  an  administration  of  the  forests  on  the 
public  domain  may  be  said  to  have  begun  in  1871  with  the  introduction 
in  the  Forty-second  Congress,  second  session,  of  the  first  comprehen- 
sive forestry  bill  (H.  R.  2197). 

This  bill  failed  of  passage,  as  did  also  a  number  of  similar  bills  subse- 
quently introduced. 

The  movement,  however,  received  a  strong  impetus  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  upon  Hon.  Carl  Schurz  assuming  charge  thereof. 
In  the  annual  reports  of  both  the  General  Land  Office  and  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1877,  vigorous  pleas  were  made  for  a  rational 
administration  of  the  forests  on  the  public  domain,  which  official 
utterances  on  the  subject  took  practical  shape  in  the  formulation  in 
the  General  Land  Office  of  a  comprehensive  bill  to  inaugurate  such 
a  system.     The  bill  was  introduced,  with  slight  amendment,  in  the 
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Forty-fifth  Congress,  second  session,  as  Senate  bill  609,  but  failed  of 
passage. 

This  bill  is  distinguished  as  the  initial  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  in  the  direction  of  establishing  a  national 
forestry  system,  which  efforts  eventually  culminated  in  securing  the 
present  legislation  on  the  subject. 

In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  provisions  of  this 
bill  embraced,  in  the  main,  the  leading  features  of  forest  administra- 
tion which  were  finally  adopted  in  the  passage  of  the  act  of  June  4, 
1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36).  This  fact  is  shown  by  the  following  statement 
in  the  annual  report  of  Secretary  Schurz  for  the  year  1878,  summa- 
rizing the  features  of  the  bill: 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  which  in  this  respect  I  offered  in  my  last 
annual  report,  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  (Senate  bill  No.  609)  which  pro- 
vides that  all  timber-bearing  lands  chiefly  valuable  for  the  timber  upon  them  shall 
be  withdrawn  from  sale  or  other  disposition  under  existing  laws,  and  be  held  by  the 
Government  with  a  view  to  preventing  indiscriminate  destruction  and  waste  and  to 
the  preservation  of  the  young  timber  and  the  reproduction  of  the  forests.  The  bill 
further  provides  ample  means  by  which  settlers  on  the  public  lands  and  miners  can 
procure  timber  and  firewood  to  supply  their  wants,  with  or  without  the  soil,  at  mini- 
mum rates.  It  also  provides  for  the  sale  of  timber  at  reasonable  prices  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  and  for  export.  It  finally  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  number 
of  officers  to  execute  its  provisions  under  the  direction  of  this  Department. 

It  is  further  of  interest  to  note  that  a  forest  policy  along  the  general 
lines  of  the  present  system  was  not  only  thus  formulated  and  urged  by 
the  Department  twenty  years  in  advance  of  action  to  that  end  by  Con- 
gress, but  subsequently,  upon  all  recommendations  for  comprehensive 
legislation  upon  the  subject  proving  unavailing,  the  efforts  of  a  late 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Hon.  John  W.  Noble,  finally  secured  in 
1891  the  insertion  of  a  brief  clause  into  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26 
Stat.,  1095),  section  21  thereof,  whereby  the  authority  to  establish 
forest  reservations  was  eventually  obtained. 

Thus  the  first  important  step  in  the  matter  was  gained. 

The  mere  establishment  of  forest  reservations  necessarily  proved, 
however,  largely  ineffectual,  in  the  absence  of  provision  for  the 
administration  of  the  reserves. 

The  embarrassment  resulting  from  delay  on  the  part  of  Congress  to 
meet  this  need  led  in  1896  to  the  Secretary  of  theTnterior,  Hon.  Hoke 
Smith,  requesting  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  to  undertake  an 
investigation  and  report  upon  the  subject  of  a  national  forest  policy 
for  the  forested  lands  of  the  United  States. 

This  course  of  action  resulted  in  bringing  the  matter  prominently 
before  the  public  with  such  force  that,  following  upon  the  report 
made  by  the  forest  committee  of  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Congress  took  immediate  action  in  the  matter  b}^  forthwith  passing  the 
act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36),  under  which  forest  reservations 
are  at  present  administered. 
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From  the  above  resume  it  will  be  seen  that  this  office,  as  early  as 
1877,  clearly  denned  the  fundamental  principles  to  be  observed  in 
formulating  a  national  forestry  system,  and  that  this  Department  has 
since,  through  unremitting  efforts,  done  much  to  shape  and  bring  to 
pass  required  legislation  in  the  matter. 

LEGISLATION    RECOMMENDED    DURING    THE    PAST   YEAR. 

During  the  first  two  years  following  upon  the  passage,  of  the  act 
making  provision  for  the  administration  of  forest  reservations  (the  act 
of  June  tt,  1897;  30  Stat.,  31-36),  the  work  thereunder  consisted  mainly 
of  formulating  and  systematizing  a  forest  policy  and  putting  the  same 
into  practical  operation  as  a  forest  service. 

The  past  year  has  marked  a  further  stage,  a  decided  advance  having 
been  made  in  the  character  of  the  work,  involving  considerable  broad- 
ening out  along  legislative  lines. 

The  developing  work  of  administering  the  forest  reserves  and  also 
the  rapidly  increasing  demands  from  various  quarters  for  protection 
to  be  afforded  to  portions  of  the  public  domain  containing  objects  of 
world-wide  interest,  by  setting  the  localities  apart  as  national  parks 
and  providing  for  the  care  of  same,  has  demanded  legislation  in  a 
number  of  directions  to  meet  growing  needs  of  the  service. 

It  has  accordingly  been  found  necessary  during  the  past  year  to 
recommend  additional  legislation  along  various  lines,  as  follows: 

Authority  to  make  arrests. — Following  upon  the  recommendation 
made  in  my  last  annual  report,  I  subsequently  invited  the  attention  of 
the  Department  to  the  fact  that  the  forest  superintendents  and  super- 
visors are  unanimously  and  emphatically  of  the  opinion  that  a  law 
which  will  give  to  the  forest  officers  and  rangers  the  right  of  arrest 
will  go  far  toward  stopping  the  careless  habit  of  leaving  camp  fires 
burning,  and  of  bringing  to  justice  persons  guilty  of  maliciously  set- 
ting out  fires. 

As  stated  in  my  former  report,  the  Attorney-General,  in  a  letter, 
dated  June  13,  1899,  said: 

The  statutes  for  the  protection  of  these  forest  reserves  seem  singularly  deficient  in 
that  they  do  not  provide  any  efficient  means  for  the  arrest  of  persons  violating  the 
laws  or  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  these  reservations. 

This  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  although  many  persons 
have  been  discovered  in  the  act  of  setting  out  fires,  and  of  tearing  down 
fire-warning  notices,  but  few  arrests  have  been  made,  virtually  non<\ 
because  of  the  practical  impossibility  of  reaching  a  United  States  mar- 
shal in  time  to  cause  an  arrest  to  be  made. 

To  meet  the  want  urgently  demanded  for  legislation  in  this  respect 
I  suggested  that  Congress  be  requested  to  pass  some  simple  act  cover- 
ing this  point,  and  inclosed  the  draft  of  a  proposed  bill,  which  was 
7661 8 
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subsequently  introduced  in  Congress  as  H.  11.  8912  (56th  Congress, 
1st  session),  as  follows: 

A  BILL  to  authorize  arrests  without  warrant  in  certain  cases  in  forest  lands  and  forest  reserves. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  forest  officers,  special  agents,  and  other  officers 'having 
authority  in  relation  to  the  protection  of  the  public  lands  and  the  timber  thereon 
shall  have,  and  are  hereby  given,  authority  to  make  arrests,  without  process  in 
hand,  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  or  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  forest 
reserves  or  other  forest  lands  of  the  United  States;  and  any  person  so  arrested  shall 
be  taken  for  trial  before  the  nearest  United  States  commissioner  within  whose  juris- 
diction the  reservation  or  forest  land  is  located. 

Leasing  of  lands  within  forest  reserves. — It  was  recommended  that 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  28,  1899  (30  Stats.,  908),  be 
expanded  so  as  to  permit  lands  within  forest  reservations  to  be  rented 
or  leased  for  any  purposes  not  incompatible  with  the  purposes  for 
which  such  reservations  are  created. 

Expansion  of  the  provisions  of  the  forest-fire  law. — The  prevention 
and  control  of  forest  fires  being  the  recognized  paramount  issue  in  con- 
nection with  all  efforts  to  protect  and  administer  the  great  forests  on 
our  public  lands,  I  laid  special  emphasis  upon  the  subject  in  my  last 
annual  report  and  urged  the  need  for  a  considerable  expansion  of  the 
provisions  of  the  forest-fire  act  of  February  21,  1897  (29  Stats.,  594); 
and  subsequently,  in  reporting  upon  House  bill  1339  (56th  Congress, 
1st  session),  I  again  recommended  the  enlargement  of  its  provisions  in 
certain  respects. 

These  recommendations  were  partially  met  by  the  amendatory  act 
which  was  finally  passed  and  approved  on  May  5,  1900,  and  showed  that 
efforts  to  enforce  the  forest-fire  act  of  February  21,  1897,  demon- 
strated it  to  be  almost  worthless  in  consequence  of  the  use  of  such 
terms  therein  as  "willfully  or  maliciously"  and  "carelessly  or  negli- 
gently," imposing  upon  the  prosecution  the  burden  of  proving  willful 
intent  in  every  case  in  which  a  fire  was  either  started  or  allowed  to 
spread. 

This  difficulty  was  partially  removed  by  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
May  5,  1900  (Public,  No.  92),  which  amended  the  former  law  by  omit- 
ting the  term  "carelessly  or  negligently,"  in  connection  with  leaving 
fires  unattended,  and  by  making  certain  other  minor  changes  therein. 
This  modification  of  the  former  law,  while  desirable,  was  far  from 
sufficient,  as  it  left  standing  the  term  "willfully  or  maliciously"  in 
connection  with  the  starting  of  fires,  which  is  objectionable  upon  pre- 
cisely the  same  grounds.  As  the  law  now  stands,  even  with  the 
amendments  made,  every  reckless  sheep  herder  or  hunter  who  fires 
the  woods  purposely  can  shelter  himself  under  the  assertion  that  it  was 
not  "willfully  or  maliciously"  set  on  fire,  but  that  the  fire  escaped  in 
spite  of  his  care.     In  like  manner,  every  railroad  corporation  causing 
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sweeping  conflagrations  through  public  forests,  as  the  result  of  failure 
to  take  proper  precautionary  measures  in  respect  to  flying  sparks  from 
its  locomotives,  can  shield  itself  from  responsibility  in  the  matter 
under  the  same  plea. 

In  fact,  the  act,  as  it  stands,  serves  largely  to  effectually  shield  the 
negligent  and  careless.  And  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  greater 
number  of  destructive  conflagrations  result  from  negligence  rather 
than  maliciousness,  its  ineffectiveness  is  apparent. 

Nor  does  it  fail  merely  at  this  point;  it  falls  short  in  a  number  of 
other  respects,  as,  for  instance,  its  failure  to  contain  a  moiety  pro- 
vision in  behalf  of  informers  furnishing  information  leading  to  the 
apprehension  and  conviction  of  parties  violating  the  provisions  of  the 
act.  The  experience  of  this  office  has  demonstrated  that  the  law  can 
not  be  effectively  administered  in  the  absence  of  such  a  provision. 

The  entire  scope  of  the  act  is  altogether  too  limited.  As  shown  in 
my  last  annual  report,  the  subject  is  one  of  paramount  importance, 
requiring  legislation  that  shall  recognize  the  chief  causes  of  fires  on 
the  public  domain;  and,  as  therein  stated,  "any  attempt  at  effective 
legislation  to  prevent  such  fires  should  make  ample  provision  to  meet 
and  overcome  the  evils  in  each  of  these  directions." 

It  is  plain  that  the  mere  passage  of  a  provision  to  the  general  effect 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  cause  fires  on  the  public  domain  falls  far 
short  of  coping  with  the  difficulty  of  making  railroad  companies  take 
proper  precautions  to  prevent  their  locomotives  from  starting  the 
frightful  conflagrations  that  yearly  sweep  through  public  forests;  nor 
will  any  such  general  provision  accomplish  the  much-needed  purpose 
of  compelling  citizens  to  unite  with  the  officers  of  the  Government  in 
efforts  to  control  such  conflagrations. 

In  fact,  almost  every  essential  provision  in  legislation  upon  this  sub- 
ject is  ignored  in  the  act.  Its  provisions  make  no  attempt  to  meet  and 
cope  with  the  main  evils  in  the  case. 

'  Lieu  selections  for  reconveyed  or  relinquished  tracts  in  forest  reserves. — 
Numerous  recommendations  were  made  during  the  year  looking  to  a 
modification  of  the  provision  in  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  36), 
authorizing  lieu  selections  for  reconveyed  or  relinquished  tracts  within 
forest  reserves;  all  of  which  resulted  in  the  modification  made  in  the 
act  approved  June  6,  1900  (31  Stat.,  614). 

Sales  of  forest-reserve  timber. — The  need  for  amendment  of  the  act 
of  June  4,  1897.(30  Stat.,  34-36),  in  respect  to  the  provision  made 
therein  for  sales  of  timber  within  reservations,  was  strongly  urged, 
which  resulted  in  the  act  of  June  6,  1900  (31  Stat.,  661). 

Extension  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park.— As  recommended 
above,  on  page  86. 

Petrified  forest  in  Arizona. — In  accordance  with  the  bill  now  before 
Congress,  H.  R.  9634. 
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Creation  of  national  parks  for  the  preservation  of  prehistoric  ruins 
and  for  other  purposes. — As  provided  for  in  the  pending  bill,  H.  E. 
11021. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendations  heretofore  mentioned  and 
contained  in  my  former  report,  and  as  to  which  no  legislation  has  yet 
been  had. 

TIMBER  ON  UNRESERVED  LANDS. 

Withdrawal  of  all  forested  lands. — As  above  stated,  the  record  of 
the  past  year  shows  that  placing  the  forest  reservations  under  a  patrol 
system  has  resulted  in  greatly  reducing  both  the  number  of  fires 
therein  and  the  extent  of  damage  wrought,  as  compared  with  former 
years. 

In  connection  with  this  gratifying  result  from  protection  afforded 
to  these  lands,  it  further  appears  from  the  reports  to  this  office  thus 
far  this  year  that  the  unreserved  lands  have  suffered  from  a  greater 
number  of  fires,  with  a  far  larger  area  of  destruction,  than  the  forest 
reserves. 

This  showing  not  only  argues  well  for  the  utility  of  the  forest  service, 
but  demands  most  forcibly  that  equally  rational  measures  be  taken  to 
protect  the  forests  on  unreserved  public  lands  from  fire.  This,  in  fact, 
I  deem  to  be  the  paramount  issue  at  present  in  connection  with  caring 
for  the  public  forests. 

Accordingly,  I  desire  to  emphasize  the  fact  by  making  the  need  for 
immediate  legislation  to  place  all  unreserved  forest  lands  under  the 
watchful  care  of  a  disciplined  ranger  and  fire  force  the  leading  recom- 
mendation in  my  report  this  year. 

The  urgency  of  the  demand  for  such  action  is  so  pressing  that  in 
comparison  all  other  measures  connected  with  the  public  forests  sink 
into  insignificance.  Manifestly  the  initial  and  most  important  step  in 
a  national  forestry  system  is  to  insure  to  the  forests  on  all  public  lands, 
as  far  as  practicable,  exemption  from  the  scourge  of  fire;  and  until 
this  is  accomplished  it  can  not  be  considered  that  the  foundation  of 
such  a  system  has  been  effectively  laid. . 

To  set  apart  and  protect  a  few  scattering  areas  of  forested  lands, 
while  leaving  the  great  body  of  such  lands  to  be  yearly  swept  by  con- 
flagrations, is  clearly  not  to  take  care  of  our  great  reaches  of  forest 
lands  in  any  adequate  sense  of  the  term. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  showed  that — 

the  unreserved  lands  are  scattered  throughout  such  a  number  of  States  and  Terri- 
tories as  to  form  a  continuous,  unbroken  chain,  stretching  from  the  shores  of  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  the  Great  Lakes  and  thence  across  the  continent 
to  the  Pacific  in  a  vast  sweep  that  includes  the  entire  country  from  the  British  Pos- 
sessions to  Mexico  (with  the  exception  of  the  State  of  Texas). 
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Under  the  present  system  the  priceless  forests  on  these  unreserved 
lands  are  visited  each  year  with  frightful  fires,  and,  in  addition  thereto, 
the  indiscriminate  cutting  thereon,  from  which  the  Government  derives 
no  return,  causes  an  irreparable  destruction  of  timber  which  is  appall- 
ing, while  the  Government  is  practically  powerless  to  prevent  either 
the  fires  or  the  depredations  to  any  great  extent. 

This  evil  can  only  be  properly  remedied  by  the  prompt  withdrawal 
from  further  entry  or  disposal  of  all  the  remaining  lands  now  held  by 
the  Government  which  are  more  valuable  for  forest  uses  than  for  other 
purposes,  and  thereafter  placing  them  under  an  efficient  forest  service 
which  shall  see  to  both  their  protection  and  utilization. 

The  Government  has  long  since  wisely  distinguished  between  certain 
classes  of  lands,  and  made  suitable  provision  for  each,  such  as  agri- 
cultural lands,  mineral  lands,  desert  lands,  etc. ,  but,  in  so  doing,  has, 
to  a  large  extent,  overlooked  the  necessity  for  recognizing  as  a  distinct 
class  lands  which  are  more  valuable  for  forest  uses  than  for  any  other 
purpose. 

I  accordingly  suggest  the  need  for  the  passage  of  a  law  which  shall 
recognize  such  lands  and  provide  for  the  withdrawal  and  administra- 
tion of  the  same. 

In  urging  this  measure,  I  am  but  repeating,  in  effect,  recommenda- 
tions made  by  this  office  as  far  back  as  the  year  1877,  and  since  insisted 
upon  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  as  the  only  rational  and  effect- 
ive policy  to  pursue  in  the  administration  of  forest  lands,  it  being 
based  upon  the  admittedly  fundamental  principle  underlying  all  prac- 
tical forestry  systems,  to  wit,  retention  of  the  fee  of  the  lands  while 
both  protecting  and  permitting  a  rational  use  of  the  forest  products. 

The  immediate  benefits  resulting  from  the  application  of  a  forest 
service  in  the  respective  reserves  has  served  in  the  nature  of  a  demon- 
stration of  the  importance  of  extending  the  service  over  all  the  for- 
ested lands  of  the  Government.  It  accordingly  appears  that  to  longer 
continue  merely  withdrawing  a  body  of  land  here  and  there  and 
policing  it,  when  all  forested  areas  need  to  be  withdrawn  and  protected, 
would  be  to  close  the  eyes  to  the  obvious  fact  that  the  system  of 
establishing  occasional  reservations  in  widely  scattered  localities  falls 
short  of  securing  proper  protection  to  our  public  forests.  The  legis- 
lation in  1891  authorizing  the  establishment  of  individual  reserves  has 
proved  of  inestimable  value  in  affording  this  office  a  "testing  ground," 
so  to  speak,  in  respect  to  the  benefits  of  a  forest  service.  A  consider- 
able expansion  of  that  provision  is,  however,  now  needed  to  take  in, 
as  above  shown,  all  forest  lands  of  the  Government. 
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I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage  of  a  bill  in  line  with  the  fol- 
lowing herewith  submitted: 

A  Bill  to  withdraw  and  administer  all  public  forest  lands. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  public  lands  which  are  more  valuable  for  forest  uses 
than  for  other  purposes  are  hereby  withdrawn  from  settlement,  entry,  sale,  and 
other  disposition,  and  shall  be  held  for  the  protection  and  utilization  of  the  timber 
thereon. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  timber  upon  the  lands  hereby  withdrawn  from  disposal  shall  be 
protected  and  utilized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to  the 
subject  of  forest  reservations  in  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  in  which  the'timber 
is  situated. 

NEED    FOR   AMENDED   LEGISLATION. 

The  annual  reports  of  this  office  for  more  than  twenty  years  past 
have  contained  urgent  recommendations  for  action  on  the  part  of  Con- 
gress to  clear  the  statute  books  of  the  great  mass  of  laws  that  has 
accumulated  on  the  subject  of  public  timber  on  unreserved  lands,  the 
majority  of  which  have  proved  to  be  undesirable,  and  which  are  to  a 
large  extent  conflicting. 

In  my  last  report  I  repeated  the  recommendation,  which  I  made  the 
year  before,  for  the  repeal  of  such  laws  and  the  passage  of  a  general 
law  to  regulate  the  use  of  timber  on  such  of  the  public  lands  as  are 
better  adapted  to  other  purposes  than  forest  uses,  and  which  will, 
consequently,  remain  unreserved. 

On  February  28,  last,  I  again  laid  the  matter  before  the  Depart- 
ment, and  submitted  the  draft  of  a  proposed  bill  to  revise  the  existing 
statutes  on  this  subject,  which  bill  was  subsequently  introduced  in  the 
House  and 'Senate  as  H.  R.  10405  and  S.  3498.     (See  appendix.) 

The  need  for  the  passage  of  such  an  act  is  so  imperative  that  I  desire 
to  again  record  my  earnest  recommendation  that  this  bill  become  a  law 
at  an  early  date. 

DEPREDATIONS   UPON    PUBLIC   TIMBER. 

There  were  534  cases  of  depredations  upon  public  timber  reported 
during  the  year,  involving  public  timber  and  products  therefrom  to 
the  value  of  $572,408.50,  recoverable  to  the  Government.  There  were 
132  civil  suits  recommended,  involving  an  aggregate  of  $524,745.09; 
134  propositions  of  settlement  accepted,  involving  $42,719.45,  and  sales 
of  timber  effected  involving  $23,932. 22.  There  were  also  160  criminal 
suits  recommended. 

The  amount  involved  in  propositions  of  settlement  accepted  by  this 
office  and  sales  of  timber  and  lumber  is  $66,651.67.  There  were 
received  from  compromises  effected  under  section  3469,  Revised  Statutes, 
$18,299.55;  and  the  amount  involved  in  fines  imposed  and  judgments 
rendered  is  $151,084.03,  making  a  total  of  $236,035.25,  resulting  from 
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the  work  of  this  office  in  investigating  timber  depredations  upon  pub- 
lic lands,  an  increase  of  $21,860.27  over  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

On  June  30,  1900,  there  were  pending  in  the  United  States  courts 
131  civil  suits  for  the  recovery  of  a  total  amount  of  1996,856.89,  for 
the  value  of  timber  alleged  to  have  been  cut  unlawfully  from  public 
lands,  and  360  criminal  prosecutions  for  the  act  of  cutting  or  remov- 
ing timber  in  violation  of  law. 

NEEDED   APPROPRIATIONS. 

1  desire  to  renew  my  recommendation  made  last  year,  that  the  appro- 
priation for  the  prevention  of  depredations  upon  public  timber  be  not 
less  than  $150,000.  In  which  connection  it  is  well  to  state  that  during 
the  last  year  judgment  was  recovered  in  one  case  alone  for  $88,269.94, 
and  in  another  case  settlement  was  offered  and  made  in  the  sum  of 
$13,858.13.  The  fact  that  over  $100,000  was  recovered  in  these  two 
cases  alone  sufficiently  demonstrates  the  expediency  of  enabling  this 
office  to  cope  with  the  work  by  placing  at  its  disposal  adequate  means 
for  carrying  it  on. 

SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Recommendation  in  my  last  annual  report  is  renewed  that  Con- 
gress modify  the  act  of  June  16,  1898,  so  as  to  make  service  in  the 
United  States  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps,  in  time  of  war,  a 
defense  to  be  interposed  by  the  settler  defendant  for  the  actual  term 
of  such  service,  or  enlistment,  against  any  charge  of  abandonment 
which  may  be  hereafter  initiated.     (See  p.  70.) 

2.  Recommends  such  legislation  as  will  permit  locators  of  claims 
believed  to  contain  petroleum  or  other  mineral  oils  to  have  time, 
after  such  location,  within  which  to  make  a  valuable  discovery.

3.  Recommends  legislation  providing  for  the  entry  and  patenting, 
under  the  placer-mining  law,  of  lands  valuable  only  for  deposits  of 
crystallized  salt.     (See  p.  77.) 

4.  Recommends  that  means  be  adopted,  by  commission  or  other- 
wise, to  ascertain  the  location  and  quantity  of  lands  the  title  to  which 
remained  in  the  Spanish  Crown  at  the  date  of  the  cession  of  Porto 
Rico  to  the  United  States,  with  a  view  to  appropriate  legislation 
authorizing  the  survey  and  disposal  of  such  lands.     (See  p.  52.) 

5.  Recommendation  renewed  for  the  enactment  of  a  law  for  the 
compulsory  attendance  of  witnesses  in  contested  land  cases  before  the 
local  land  officers.     (See  p.  78.) 

6.  Recommendation  renewed  for  the  extension  of  the  Yellowstone 
National  Park.     (See  p.  86.) 
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7.  That  not  less  than  the  present  appropriation  of  $300,000  for  the 
forest  service,  in  connection  with  the  creation  and  administration  of 
forest  reserves,  be  continued  for  next  year  with  a  possible  increase  in 
case  other  forest  reserves  are  created.     (See  p.  96.) 

8.  That  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  be  made  as  an  emergency  fund 
for  the  employment  of  assistance  in  the  extinguishment  of  forest  fires 
upon  the  public  lands,  whether  reserved  or  unreserved.     (See  p.  99.) 

9.  That  the  clause  in  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  36),  which 
permits  the  exchange  of  lands  within  forest  reservations  for  those 
without,  be  further  modified  by  adding  the  following,  to  wit: 

Provided,  That  the  natural  state  of  the  tract  relinquished  has  not  been  changed 
except  to  such  an  extent  as  may  have  been  necessary  in  clearing  the  land  for  actual 
cultivation. 

Also  that  some  legislation  be  had  authorizing  the  rejection  of  any 
and  all  selections  under  said  act  for  lands  returned  as  agricultural 
lands,  should  it  be  discovered,  before  the  approval  of  the  selection  by 
this  office,  that  the  land  involved  is  chiefly  valuable  for  mineral. 
(See  p.  100.) 

10.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  *  February  28,  1899  (30  Stat., 
908),  be  extended  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  rent  or 
lease  lands  within  forest  reservations  for  any  purpose  not  incompat- 
ible with  the  purposes  for  which  such  reservations  are  created.  (See 
p.  109.) 

11.  The  enactment  of  a  law  that  shall  empower  forest  officers,  special 
agents,  and  other  officers  having  authority  in  relation  to  the  protection 
of  public  lands  and  the  timber  thereon,  to  make  arrests,  without  proc- 
ess in  hand,  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  or  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  forest  reserves  or  other  forest  lands  of  the  United 
States.     (See  p.  113.) 

12.  That  the  provisions  of  the  forest  fire  act  approved  May  5, 1900, 
be  also  extended  to  meet  the  various  causes  of  fires  on  the  public 
domain,  and  to  make  ample  provision  to  meet  and  overcome  the  dan- 
ger from  every  source.     (See  p.  111.) 

13.  That  the  region  in  Arizona  containing  what  is  known  as  the 
Petrified  Forest  be  set  apart  as  a  national  park,  in  accordance  with  the 
bill  pending  in  Congress  (H.  R.  9634).     (See  p.  87.) 

14.  The  enactment  of  a  law  authorizing  the  establishment  of  national 
parks  for  the  preservation  of  prehistoric  ruins  and  for  other  purposes, 
as  provided  for  in  the  pending  bill  (H.  R.  11021).     (See  p.  95,  116.) 

15.  The  passage  of  an  act  which  shall  provide  that  all  public  lands 
which  are  more  valuable  for  forest  uses  than  for  other  purposes  shall 
be  withdrawn  from  settlement,  entry,  sale,  and  other  disposition 
and  be  held  for  the  protection  and  utilization  of  the  timber  thereon 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  forest  reservation  laws.  (See 
p.  116.) 
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16.  For  the  enactment  of  a  general  law  which  shall  repeal  the 
numerous  conflicting  and  undesirable  existing  statutes  respecting 
timber  on  the  unreserved  lands,  and  in  their  stead  make  due  pro- 
vision for  the  protection  and  use  of  timber  on  such  lands.     (See  p.  118.) 

17.  Recommendation  renewed  that  the  appropriation  for  the  coming 
year  for  the  prevention  of  depredations  upon  public  timber  be  not 
less  than  $150,000.     (See  p.  119.)

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C— PUBLIC  LANDS  DIVISION. 

This  division  has  charge  of  the  permanent  tract  books,  in  which 
space  is  allowed  for  the  posting  of  each  legal  subdivision,  established 
by  surveys  and  shown  by  the  official  plats,  which  has  heretofore  been 
or  is  now  a  part  of  the  public  domain.  In  these  books  are  noted 
descriptions  of  all  entries,  filings,  selections,  grants,  reservations,  and 
cancellations  thereof,  either  by  relinquishment  or  by  action  of  this 
office,  and  all  restorations  to  the  public  domain.  Therefore  all  claims 
to  public  lands  must  be  recorded  in  these  books,  as  well  as  every  con- 
test, conflict,  and  anything  affecting  the  status  of  any  tract,  to  the  end 
that  the  status  of  any  particular  tract,  entry,  filing,  selection,  grant, 
or  reservation  may  be  known  upon  reference  to  these  records. 

It  devolves  upon  this  division  to  examine  the  greater  portion  of  all 
entries  made  with  regard  to  the  regularity  of  the  entry  papers,  the 
qualifications  of  the  entrymen,  and  the  final  papers  as  to  the  sufficiency 
of  the  proofs  submitted,  and  to  furnish  the  status  showing  any  appar- 
ent conflicts  at  the  date  of  posting  of  all  entries,  selections,  filings, 
and  applications  which  are  referred  to  other  divisions  for  final  action. 
All  final  and  commuted  homestead,  soldiers'  additional  homestead, 
timber-land  cash,  private  cash,  graduation  cash,  and  various  other 
classes  of  entries,  including  scrip  locations  and  Indian  homesteads,  are, 
if  uncontested,  finally  adjudicated  and  disposed  of  by  this  division. 

There  is  also  allotted-  to  this  division  a  great  deal  of  important  mis- 
cellaneous work,  such  as  the  making  of  reports  and  recommendations 
relative  to  legislation  affecting  public  lands  and  work  incidental  to  the 
disposal  of  great  areas  of  ceded  Indian  lands  and  lands  restored  to  the 
public  domain  from  a  state  of  reservation  imposed  by  railroad  grants, 
reservoir  sites,  abandoned  military  reservations,  etc.,  in  which  numer- 
ous complicated  questions  are  constantly  arising  as  to  the  legal  rights 
accruing  under  the  special  laws  providing  for  the  disposal  thereof  and 
the  instructions  in  regard  thereto,  requiring  decisions  and  new  rulings 
covering  nice  points  of  law.

Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C. ,  September  22,  1899. 
Register  and  Receiver,  Rapid  City,  S.  Dak. 

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  provision  of  the  act  of 
March  3,  1899  (30  Stat.  L.,  1095),  making  appropriation  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of 
the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900: 

Provided  further.  That  any  person  who  made  actual,  bona  fide  settlement  and  improvement  and 
established  residence  thereon  in  good  faith,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  home,  upon  lands  more 
valuable  for  agriculture  than  for  any  other  purpose,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Black  Hills  Forest 
Reservation,  in  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  prior  to  September  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  may  enter,  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  law.  the  lands  embracing  his  or  her 
improvements,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres;  and  if  the  lands  are  so  situated  that  the 
entry  of  a  legal  subdivision,  according  to  existing  law,  will  not  embrace  the  improvements  of  such 
settler  or  claimant,  he  or  she  may  make  application  to  the  surveyor-general  of  the  State  of  South 
Dakota  to  have  said  tract  surveyed  at  the  expense  of  the  claimant*  by  metes  and  bounds  and  a  plat 
made  of  the  same  and  filed  in  the  local  land  office,  showing  the  land  embraced  in  his  original  settle- 
ment which  he  desires  to  enter,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  thereupon  he  shall 
be  allowed  to  enter  said  land,  as  per  said  plat  and  survey,  as  a  homestead;  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  shall  make  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  this  act  into  effect;  Provided,  That 
in  any  case  where,  upon  investigation  by  a  special  agent  of  the  Interior  Department,  and  after  due 
and  proper  hearing,  it  shall  be  established  that  an  entry  interfered  with  the  general  water  supply,  or 
was  detrimental  in  any  way  to  the  public  interests,  or  infringed  upon  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
other  citizens,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  have  authority  to  cause  said  entry  to  be  modified  or 
amended,  or  in  his  discretion  to  finally  cancel  the  same. 

Until  the  system  of  public  surveys  is  extended  over  a  township,  and  a  plat  thereof 
duly  filed  in  your  office  in  accordance  with  the  circular  of  October  21, 1885  (4  L.  D., 
202),  the  notice  given  to  be  modified,  however,  and  to  state  that  entries  will  be 
allowed  only  under  said  act  of  March  3,  1899,  no  entries  can  be  allowed  for  lands  in 
the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reservation,  8.  Dak. 

A  party  desiring  to  enter  land  in  said  reservation  will  be  required  to  file,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  application  (Form  4-007)  and  affidavits  (Forms  4-062  and  4-063), 
his  affidavit,  corroborated  by  that  of  two  other  persons,  showing  that  he  is  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  act  cited.  He  will  be  required  to  state  the  date  of  his  actual  bona 
fide  settlement,  the  date  he  established  residence  on  the  land  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  a  home  thereon,  for  what  period  of  time  he  has  maintained  a  residence  on 
the  land,  the  character  and  value  of  his  improvements,  and  the  extent  of  his  cultiva- 
tion of  the  land,  as  well  as  for  what  the  land  is  principally  valuable.  Such  additional 
affidavit,  as  well  as  the  affidavits  of  the  corroborating  witnesses,  may  be  made  before 
any  officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths  in  homestead  cases. 

Should  it  satisfactorily  appear  that  an  applicant  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said 
act,  you  will  allow  his  entry  to  go  to  record. 

Before  an  entry  can  be  allowed  for  a  claim  which  can  not  be  adjusted  to  the  exist- 
ing legal  subdivisions  without  detriment  to  the  interests  of  the  settler,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  the  claim  surveyed  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  for  that 
purpose  (approved  by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  September  22,  1899,  a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached),  and  the  plat  thereof  filed  in  your  office.

Sir:  The  act  of  March  3,  1899,  making  appropriation  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of 
the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  under  the  head  of  "Pro- 
tection and  Administration  of  Forest  Reserves"  (Pamphlet  Laws,  page  1095),  con- 
tains the  following: 

Provided  further,  That  any  person  who  made  actual  bona  fide  settlement  and  improvement  and 
established  residence  thereon  in  good  faith,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  home,  upon  lands  more 
valuable  for  agriculture  than  for  any  other  purpose,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Black  Hills  Forest 
Reservation,  in  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  prior  to  September  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  may  enter,  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  law,  the  lands  embracing  his  or  her 
improvements,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres;  and  if  the  lands  are  so  situated  that  the 
entry  of  a  legal  subdivision  according  to  existing  law,  will  not  embrace  the  improvements  of  such 
settler  or  claimant,  he  or  she  may  make  application  to  the  surveyor-general  of  the  State  of  South 
Dakota  to  have  said  tract  surveyed  at  the  expense  of  the  claimant  by  metes  and  bounds  and  a  plat 
made  of  the  same  and  filed  in  the  local  land  office,  showing  the  land  embraced  in  his  original  settle- 
ment which  he  desires  to  enter,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  thereupon  he  shall 
be  allowed  to  enter  said  land,  as  per  said  plat  and  survey,  as  a  homestead;  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  shall  make  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  tnis  act  into  effect:  Provided,  That 
in  any  case  where,  upon  investigation  by  a  special  agent  of  the  Interior  Department,  and  after  due 
and  proper  hearing,  it  shall  be  established  that  an  entry  interfered  with  the  general  water  supply,  or 
was  detrimental  in  any  way  to  the  public  interests,  or  infringed  upon  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
other  citizens,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  have  authority  to  cause  said  entry  to  be  modified  or 
amended,  or  in  his  discretion  to  finally  cancel  the  same. 

By  said  act  settlements  within  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reservation,  in  the  State  of 
South  Dakota,  made  prior  to  September  19,  1898,  upon  lands  which  are  more  valu- 
able for  agricultural  than  for  any  other  purpose,  are  protected  by  extending  to  the 
settlers  the  privilege  of  entering  the  land  so  settled  upon  under  the  provisions  of  the 
homestead  law.  As  an  entry  can  not  be  made  under  the  homestead  law  prior  to  the 
Government  survey  of  the  land  desired  to  be  entered,  an  entry  can  not  be  made  under 
this  law  prior  to  the  extension  of  the  Government  survey  over  the  lands  thus  settled 
upon.  By  such  survey  i,t  will  be  disclosed  whether  the  improvements  of  the  settler 
can  be  protected  by  entry  according  to  legal  subdivisions  without  a  special  survey, 
and  until  such  time  a  special  survey  will  not  be  ordered.  Where  upon  the  Govern- 
ment survey,  however,  it  is  disclosed  that  an  entry  according  to  legal  subdivisions 
will  not  include  the  improvements  of  the  settler,  he  may  adjust  his  claim  to  the  legal 
subdivisions  established  by  the  Government  survey  or  apply  to  the  surveyor-general 
of  South  Dakota  for  a  special  survey  of  his  claim.  When  an  application  is  made  for 
the  survey  of  a  claim  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  settler  may  designate  a 
surveyor,  to  whom  the  requisite  instructions  will  be  issued  from  your  office,  for  the 
survey  and  marking  of  the  boundaries  of  his  claim  and  such  connections  with  prior 
surveys  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  proper  platting  of  the  claim  and  of  the  fractions  of 
public  lands  surrounding  the  same  consequent  upon  the  survey  of  such  claim. 

Under  the  law  a  special  survey  is  required  to  be  at  the  expense  of  the  settler,  and 
the  surveyor  performing  the  work  must  look  to  the  settler  for  his  compensation, 
without  recourse  to  the  United  States,  and  a  provision  to  that  effect  should  be 
embodied  in  the  instructions  issued  to  such  surveyor  by  your  office.  The  amount  of 
compensation  to  the  surveyor  will"  be  left  to  private  arrangement  between  the  settler 
and  the  surveyor. 

Where  the  surveyor  designated  by  the  settler  is  not  a  United  States  deputy  surveyor 
or  a  United  States  deputy  mineral  surveyor,  it  will  be  necessary  to  submit  with  the 
application  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  professional  skill  and  ability  of  such  surveyor. 
Such  surveyor  will  be  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $500  for  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  work.  . 

The  application  for  survey  should  contain  a  complete  description  of  the  claim,  date 
of  settlement,  improvement,  and  established  residence,  character,  extent,  and  approx- 
imate value  of  improvements,  character  of  the  land,  and  location  by  township,  range, 
and  section  (or  sections)  of  the  public  land  surveys.  The  application  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  diagram  showing  as  accurately  as  practicable  the  contour  of  the 
claim.  The  statements  contained  in  the  application  for  survey  should  be  verified 
under  oath. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  act  to  permit  any  one  settler  to  take  long  and  narrow 
strips  of  land  on  both  sides  of  a  stream,  and  thus  monopolize  the  water  privileges,  to 
the  detriment  of  other  settlers,  and  claims  should  be  taken  in  square  form  as  nearly 
as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so  and  include  the  improvements  of  the  settlers.  In  no  case 
should  the  claims  be  of  less  width  »than  that  of  the  smallest  legal  subdivision  (20 
chains) .     Whenever  an  application  shall  be  received  for  the  survey  of  a  settler's 
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claim  in  such  shape  as  appears  to  you  to  be  detrimental  to  the  public  interests,  or  to 
infringe  upon  possible  rights  of  other  citizens,  you  will,  if  in  doubt  as  to  the  propriety 
of  making  a  survey  in  the  shape  applied  for,  forward  the  application  for  the  consid- 
eration of  this  office,  stating  the  reasons  why,  in  your  opinion,  the  survey  should  not 
be  allowed  as  applied  for. 

The  necessary  office  work  connected  with  these  surveys  will  be  performed  by  the 
regular  clerical  force  of  your  office. 

..  Your  office  is  regarded  as  being  particularly  conversant  with  the  varied  require- 
ments and  details  pertaining  to  the  public  land  surveys,  and  I  therefore  desire  that 
you  prepare  and  submit  for  my  consideration  a  draft  of  general  instructions  for  the 
execution  of  surveys  under  the  above-quoted  provisions  of  law,  prescribing  the 
method  of  running  and  marking  the  boundaries  of  settlers'  claims  and  their  connec- 
tion with  and  closings  on  the  lines  of  the  prior  surveys  in  the  townships  in  which 
such  claims  are  located. 

As  this  law  provides  that  the  lands  to  be  surveyed  and  entered  thereunder  must  be 
"more  valuable  for  agriculture  than  for  any  other  purpose,"  it  is  expressly  desired 
that  the  instructions  to  surveyors  making  surveys  under  this  act  require  such  sur- 
veyors to  embody  in  their  field  notes  an  accurate  description  of  the  character  of  the 
lands  surveyed  with  regard  to  their  value  for  any  purpose  other  than  agriculture. 

The  plats  of  these  surveys  will  be  prepared  in  triplicate,  as  usual  with  public  land 
surveys,  and  the  duplicate  plats  for  the  hies  of  this  office  will  be  .accompanied  by 
duly  authenticated  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  of  the  surveys.

COLVILLE  INDIAN  LANDS  OPENED  TO  SETTLEMENT7 — INSTRUCTIONS. 

Registers  and  Receivers,  WatervUle  and  Spokane  Falls,  Wash. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  proclamation  issued  by  the  Pres- 
ident on  the  10th  instant,  by  which  all  the  nonmineral  lands  in  the  north  half  of 
the  Colville  Reservation,  Wash.,  vacated  by  the  act  of  July  1,  1892  (27  Stat.,  62), 
and  July  1,  1898  (30  Stat.,  571),  except  those  allotted  to  and  reserved  for  the 
Indians  and  for  other  purposes,  will  be  opened  to  settlement  and  entry,  under  the 
statutory  provisions  therein  recited,  at  and  after  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  noon  (Pacific 
standard  time)  of  the  10th  day  of  October,  1900. 

With  regard  to  the  lands  described  in  the  proclamation,  you  will  observe  that  the 
acts  referred  to  provide  that,  subject  to  the  reservations  and  allotments  to  Indians 
of  the  Colville  Reservation,  all  the  tracts  shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  general  laws 
applicable  to  the  disposition  of  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Washington. 

It  is  further  provided  by  section  3  of  the  act  of  July  1,  1892,  supra: 

That  each  entryman  underthe  homestead  laws  shall,  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  his  original 
entry  and  before  receiving  a  final  certificate  for  the  land  covered  by  his  entry,  pay  to  the  United 
States  for  the  land  so  taken  by  him,  in  addition  to  fees  provided  by  law,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and' 
fifty  cents  per  acre,  one-third  of  which  shall  be  paid  within  two  years  after  the  date  of  the  original 
entry;  but  the  rights  of  honorably  discharged  Union  soldiers  and  sailors,  as  defined  and  described  in 
sections  twenty-three  hundred  and  four  and  twenty-three  hundred  and  five  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  shall  not  be  abridged,  except  as  to  the  sum  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid. 

All  applicants  to  enter  these  lands  must  possess  the  qualifications  required  by 
the  law  under  which  they  desire  to  make  entry.  The  homestead  applicant  must  pay 
the  usual  fee  and  commissions  at  the  time  of  making  his  entry.  Within  two  years 
thereafter  he  must  pay  the  sum  of  50  cents  per  acre,  and  within  five  years  from  the 
date  of  his  entry  and  before  receiving  a  final  certificate  he  must  pay  an  additional 
sum  of  $1  per  acre. 

As  said  lands  are  restored  to  entry  under  the  general  laws,  homestead  entrymen  may 
commute  their  entries  under  section  2301,  Revised  Statutes,  by  paying  for  the  land 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  acre,  the  price  fixed  in  the  actof  1892,  supra,  but  no  final 
commissions  will  be  collected  when  commutation  proof  is  submitted.  The  commis- 
sions in  the  original  and  final  entry  under  section  2291,  Revised  Statutes,  will  be  com- 
puted at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  acre,  the  ordinary  minimum  price  of  public  lands  muter 
the  general  provisions  of  section  2357,  Revised  Statutes. 
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The  ordinary  blanks  for  the  different  classes  of  entries  under  the  general  laws  will 
be  used,  reference  being  made  thereon  and  on  the  abstracts  to  the  act  of  July  1, 1892, 
Colville  Indian  Reservation  lands. 

You  will  open  a  separate  series  of  numbers  for  each  class  of  entries,  beginning  with 
number  one,  reporting  them  in  separate  and  special  abstracts,  and  report  and  account 
for  the  same  in  your  regular  monthly  and  quarterly  Colville  Indian  Reservation 
accounts. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  first  payment  of  50  cents  per  acre  from  homestead  claimants  the . 
receiver  will  issue  a  cash  receipt  for  the  money,  noting  thereon,  "First  payment  Col- 
ville Indian  Reservation  homestead,"  and  when  final  proof  is  submitted  and  final 
payment  made  the  regular  final  certificate  and  receipt  should  issue,  as  well  as  a  sepa- 
rate cash  receipt  for  the  final  payment  of  $1  per  acre. 

Sections  16  and  36  in  each  township  will  be  subject  to  such  right  of  the  State  of 
Washington  thereto  as  may  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  Land  Department 
in  the  administration  of  trie  grant  of  lands  in  place  to  that  State  for  the  support  of 
common  schools. 

The  notices  required  by  circular  of  instructions  of  October  21,  1885  (4  L.  D.,  202), 
as  to  the  filing  of  the  plats  of  survey  in  your  office  should  be  posted  by  you  at  such 
date  as  wTill  make  the  date  of  filing  the  same  as  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  lands 
to  settlement  and  entry. 

On  receipt  of  this  letter  you  will  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  for  thirty  days  in 
some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  land,  giving  the  date-on 
which  the  lands  will  be  opened  to  settlement  and  entry.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  the  Fort  Buford  abandoned  military  reservation,  in  the  Spates 

of  North  Dakota  and  Montana. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  public  lands  now  remaining  undisposed  of  within  the 
abandoned  military  reservation  in  the  States  of  North  Dakota  and  Montana  formerly 
known  as  Fort  Buford  Military  Reservation,  and  which  are  not  otherwise  occupied 
or  used  for  any  public  purpose,  are  hereby  made  subject  to  disposal  under  the  home- 
stead, town-site,  and  desert-land  laws:  Provided,  That  actual  occupants  thereon  upon 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred,  if  otherwise  qualified,  shall  have  the 
preference  right  to  make  one  entry  not  exceeding  one  quarter  section:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  any  of  such  lands  as  are  occupied  for  town-site  purposes,  and  any  of  the 
lands  that  may  be  shown  to  be  valuable  for  coal  or  minerals,  such  lands  so  occupied 
for  town-site  purposes  or  valuable  for  coal  or  minerals  shall  be  disposed  of  as  now  pro- 
vided for  lands  subject  to  entry  and  sale  under  the  town-site,  coal  or  mineral  land 
laws,  respectively:  Provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  subdivision 
of  land,  which  subdivision  may  include  adjoining  lands  to  the  amount  of  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres,  on  which  any  buildings  or  improvements  of  the  United  States 
are  situated,  but  such  lands  shalt  be  appraised  and  sold  as  now  provided  by  law.

EXTENSION  OF  TIME  FOR  PAYMENT,  ACT  MAY  31,  1900— INSTRUCTIONS.

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  called  to  that  portion  of  the  act  of  May  31,  1900 
(Public  No.  131),  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  current  and  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  Indian  Department  and  for  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with 
various  Indian  tribes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
one,  and  for  other  purposes,"  which  reads  as  follows: 

That  the  settlers  who  purchased  with  the  condition  annexed  of  actual  settlement  on  all  ceded 
Indian  reservations  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  granted  an  extension  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
one,  in  which  to  make  payments  as  now  provided  by  law. 

As  proof  and  payment  must  be  made  at  the  same  time,  an  extension  of  time  for 
making  payment  involves  a  corresponding  time  within  which  to  make  final  proof. 
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This  act  does  not,  however,  limit  the  time  within  which  proof  and  payment  arc  to  be 
made  in  cases  where,  under  former  acts,  such  payments  will  not  become  due  until 
after  July  1,  1901. 

This  act  extends  the  time  for  making  final  proof  and  payment  of  final  commissions 
on  the  lands  affected  by  the  act  of  May  17,  1900  (Circular  June  5,  1900),  where  such 
payment  becomes  due  prior  to  July  1, 1901.

FREE   HOMESTEADS,  ACT  OF  MAY  17,  1900— INSTRUCTIONS.

Washington,  D.  C. ,  June  5, 1900. 
listers  and  Receivers,  United  States  Land  Offices. 
Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of 
May  17,  1900  (Public  No.  105),  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  free  homesteads  on 
the  public  lands  for  actual  and  bona  fide  settlers,  and  reserving  the  public  lands  for 
that  purpose,"  which  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  all  settlers  under  the  homestead  laws  of  the  United  States  upon  the  agricultural 
public  lands  which  have  already  been  opened  to  settlement,  aquired  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act 
by  treaty  or  agreement  from  the  various  Indian  tribes  who  have  resided  or  shall  hereafter  reside 
upon  the  tract  entered  in  good  faith  for  the  period  required  by  existing  law,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
patent  for  the  -land  so  entered  upon  the  payment  to  the  local  land  officers  of  the  usual  and  customary 
fees,  and  no  other  or  further  charge  of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  be  required  from  such  settler  to 
entitle  him  to  a  patent  for  the  land  covered  by  his  entry:  Provided,  That  the  right  to  commute  any 
such  entry  and  pay  for  said  lands  in  the  option  of  any  such  settler  and  in  the  time  and  at  the  prices 
now  fixed  by  existing  laws  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect:  Provided,  however,  That  all  sums  of 
money  so  released  which  if  not  released  would  belong  to  any  Indian  tribe  shall  be  paid  to  such 
Indian  tribe  by  the  United  States,  and  that  in  the  event  that  the  proceeds  of  the  annual  sales  of  the 
public  lands  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  payments  heretofore  provided  for  agricultural  colleges 
and  experimental  stations  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  af  agriculture 
and  mechanic  arts,  established  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  such  defficiency  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States:  And  provided 
further.  That  no  lands  shall*  be  herein  included  on  which  the  United  States  Government  had  made 
valuable  improvements,  or  lands  that  have  been  sold  at  public  auction  by  said  Government. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

You  will  observe  that  only  settlers  under  the  homestead  laws  upon  the  agricultural 
public  lands  which  have  already  been  opened  to  settlement,  acquired  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act  by  treaty  or  agreements  from  the  various  Indian  tribes,  are  affected 
by  this  act. 

This  act  does  not  change  existing  laws  as  to  the  time  of  submitting  final  proof  and 
making  payment  of  final  commissions.  See  acts  of  July  26,  1894  (28  Stat.,  123), 
June  10,  1896  (29  Stat.,  342),  June  7,  1897  (30  Stat.,  87),  and  July  1,  1898  (30  Stat., 
595). 

Where  final  proof  has  been  heretofore  made  for  lands  affected  by  this  act  and 
payment  has  not  been  made,  such  payment  will  not  now  be  required  by  you. 

Where  the  payments  were  authorized  to  be  made  in  installments  and  a  partial  pay- 
ment has  been  made,  but  final  proof  has  not  been  made,  no  other  or  further  pay- 
ment will  be  required  when  the  homestead  settler  makes  his  final  proof,  except  the 
payment  of  the  final  commissions  and  testimony  fees. 

In  reporting  entries  hereafter  where  the  money  is  "  released  which  if  not  released 
would  belong  to  any  Indian  tribe,"  which  were  heretofore  reported  under  a  separate 
series,  you  will  continue  so  reporting  them  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
already  issued. 

Where  the  regular  series  of  entries  are  kept,  you  will  continue  such  series,  refer- 
ence being  made'on  the  entry  papers  and  abstracts  to  the  particular  Indian  reserva- 
tion, and  the  act  under  which  the  lands  were  ceded. 

Where  the  right  to  commute  homestead  entries  within  any  of  the  reservations 
covered  by  the  act  has  been  heretofore  authorized  by  statute,  homestead  settlers  may 
commute  their  entries  therein  in  the  time  and  at  the  prices  now  fixed  by  existing 
laws. 

Entries,  where  settlement  and  residence  are  not  requisite,  as  is  the  case  under  sec- 
tion 2306  K.  S.,  do  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  act.

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FREE  HOMESTEAD  ACT— RIGHT  OF  COMMUTATION— OPINION. 

Department  of  the  Interior, 
Office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney-General, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  23,  1900. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir:  You  have  submitted  to  me,  for  an  opinion  upon  the  question  therein  presented, 
a  letter  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  asking  as  to  the  proper  con- 
struction of  the  first  proviso  in  the  act  of  May  17,  1900  (Public  No.  105) ,  reading: 

Provided,  That  the  right  to  commute  any  such  entry  and  pay  for  said  lands  in  the  option  of  any 
such  settler  and  in  the  time  and  at  the  prices  now  fixed  by  existing  laws  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

The  act  provides  that  all  settlers  under  the  homestead  laws  upon  agricultural  pub- 
lic lands  acquired  prior  to  the  passage  thereof  by  treaty  or  agreement  from  the  vari- 
ous Indian  tribes  who  have  resided,  or  shall  reside,  upon  the  tract  entered  for  the 
period  required  by  existing  law,  shall  be  entitled  to  patent  without  other  or  further 
charge  than  the  usual  and  customary  fees;  after  which  follows  the  proviso  quoted 
above.  The  Commissioner  says  that  he  has  been  asked  to  determine  whether  or  not 
said  proviso  extends  the  right  of  commutation  under  section  2301,  Revised  Statutes, 
to  reservations  for  which  there  was,  prior  to  the  passage  of  said  act,  no  commutation 
provided. 

In  the  various  acts  of  Congress  providing  for  the  disposition  of  lands  acquired  from 
Indians,  different  provisions  are  found.  In  some  instances  the  lands  were  to  be  dis- 
posed of  under  the  general  laws  applicable  to  the  disposition  of  public  lands;  in 
others,  under  certain  laws  mentioned,  and  in  others  under  the  homestead  laws  only, 
but  always  with  the  added  requirement  of  payment  of  a  certain  price.  In  some  cases 
nothing  was  said  in  regard  to  the  right  of  commutation,  in  others  that  right  was 
specifically  denied,  and  in  still  others  the  right  to  make  payment  was  allowed  in 
some  instances  after  fourteen  months  and  in  others  after  twelve  months.  The  lan- 
guage used  in  the  provision  in  question  must  be  read  in  the  light  of  the  conditions 
as  they  were  at  the  time  of  its  enactment.  If  it  had  been  intended  to  make  the  com- 
mutation provision  of  the  homestead  law  found  in  section  2301,  Revised  Statutes, 
applicable  to  all  lands  within  the  purview  of  this  act  of  May  17,  1900,  that  intention 
would  have  been  expressed  in  apt  words.  This  was  not  done,  but  it  was  enacted  that 
the  provisions  of  the  laws  providing  for  the  disposal  of  such  lands,  in  respect  to  the 
commutation  of  homestead  entries,  should  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.  Where 
commutation  was  provided  for  before  the  passage  of  the  said  act  of  May  17,  1900, 
such  provision  is  still  operative,  and  where  commutation  was  not  provided  for  before 
that  act,  it  is  not  provided  for  by  it.  The  proviso  is  not  that  the  commutation  pro- 
vision of  the  homestead  law  is  hereby  extended  to  all  such  lands,  but  it  is  that  where 
there  was,  before  its  passage,  any  provision  for  commutation  that  provision  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect.  That  act  did  not  purport  to  change  the  laws  in 
respect  to  the  disposal  of  the  lands  within  its  purview,  in  any  way  except  by  reliev- 
ing settlers  under  the  homestead  laws  of  all  charges  except  for  the  customary  fees  of 
the  local  officers.

SECOND   HOMESTEAD  ENTRIES,   ACT  OF  JUNE  5,   1900. 

Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  27,  1900. 
Registers  and  Receivers,  United  States  Land  Offices. 

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  sections  2  and  3  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Colorado  Cooperative  Colony, 
to  permit  second  homesteads  in  certain  cases,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
June  5,  1900  (Public — No.  148),  a  copy  of  which  sections  is  hereto  attached. 

Section  2  provides  that  any  person  who  has  theretofore  made  a  homestead  entry 
and  commuted  same  under  section  2301,  Revised  Statutes,  and  the  amendments 
thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  homestead  laws  as  though  such 
former  entry  had  not  been  made,  but  commutation  under  section  2301,  Revised 
Statutes,  shall  not  be  allowed  of  an  entry  made  under  this  section. 

Section  3  provides  that  any  person  who,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  has  made 
\  homestead  entry,  but  from  any  cause  has  lost  or  forfeited  the  same,  shall  be  enti* 
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tied  to  the  benefits  of  the  homestead  laws  as  though  such  former  entry  had  not  been 
made.  Therefore  you  will  not  hereafter  reject  a  homestead  application  on  the 
ground  that  the  applicant  can  not  take  the  prescribed  oath  that  he  has  not  previ- 
ously made  such  an  entry,  or  because  he  has  perfected  title  under  section  2301, 
Revised  Statutes,  to  land  entered  under  the  homestead  law;  but  he  will  be  required 
to  show  by  affidavit  designating  the  entry  formerly  made  by  description  of  the  land, 
number  and  date  of  entry,  or  other  sufficient  data,  to  enable  me  to  identify  the  same 
on  the  records  of  this  office,  and  that  it  was  forfeited  or  commuted,  as  the  case  may 
be,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act. 

In  any  case  where  the  former  entry  was  made  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  act 
the  rule  given  on  page  19,  circular  of  July  11,  1899,  remains  unchanged.  It  will  be 
observed  that  an  entry  made  under  section  2  can  not  be  perfected  by  commutation 
under  section  2301,  Revised  Statutes.  The  fact  that  applicants  have  purchased, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1889  (25  Stat.,  871),  lands  patented  to 
the  Flathead  Indians  in  Montana  shall  not  be  held  to  have  impaired  or  exhausted 
their  homestead  rights  by  or  on  account  of  any  such  purchase.

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  who  has  heretofore  made  entry  under  the  homestead 
laws  and  commuted  same  under  provisions  of  section  twenty-three  hundred  and  one 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  and  the  amendments- thereto,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  homestead  laws,  as  though  such  former  entry  had  not 
been  made,  except  that  commutation  under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-three 
hundred  and  one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  shall  not  be  allowed  of  an  entry  made  under 
this  section  of  this  act. 

Sec  3.  That  any  person  who  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  has  made  entry  under 
the  homestead  laws,  but  from  any  cause  has  lost  or  forfeited  the  same,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  homestead  laws,  as  though  such  former  entry  had  not 
been  made:  Provided,  That  persons  who  purchased  land  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  lands  patented  to 
certain  members  of  the  Flathead  band  of  Indians  in  the  Territory  of  Montana,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine, 
shall  not  be  held  to  have  impaired  or  exhausted  their  homestead  rights  by  or  on 
account  of  any  such  purchase.

HOMESTEAD  BY  MARRIED  WOMEN,  ACT  JUNE  6,  1900— INSTRUCTIONS.

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  June  6,  1900  (Public — No.  193),  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  entitled  'An  act 
for  the  relief  of  settlers  on  the  public  lands,'  "  which  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  stuff*  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  settlers  on  the  public  lands,"  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following: 

"Where  an  unmarried  woman  who  has  heretofore  settled,  or  may  hereafter  settle,  upon  a  tract  of 
public  land,  improved,  established,  and  maintained  a  bona  fide  residence  thereon,  with  the  intention 
of  appropriating  the  same  for  a  home,  subject  to  the  homestead  law,  and  has  married,  <>r  shall  here- 
after marry,  before  making  entry  of  said  land,  or  before  making  application  to  enter  said  land,  she 
shall  not  on  account  of  her  marriage  forfeit  her  right  to  make  entry  and  receive  patent  for  the  land: 
Provided,  That  she  does  not  abandon  her  residence  on  said  land,  and  is  otherwise  qualified  to  make 
homestead  entry:  Provided  further,  That  the  man  whom  she  marries  is  not,  at  the  time  of  their  mar- 
riage, claiming  a  separate  tract  of  land  under  the  homestead  law. 

"That  this  act  shall  be  applicable  to  all  unpatented  lands  claimed  by  such  entrywoman  at  the  date 
of  passage." 

Where  a  married  woman  applies  to  make  a  homestead  entry  under  this  act  you 
will  require  her  to  show  by  affidavit  that  prior  to  her  marriage  she  settled  upon  the 
land  applied  for,  improved,  established,  and  maintained  a  bona  fide  residence  thereon, 
with  the  intention  of  appropriating  the  same  for  a  home;  that  the  man  she  married 
was  not,  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  claiming  a  separate  tract  of  land  under  the 
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homestead  law.     She  should  also  give  the  date  of  her  settlement  and  date  of  her 
marriage,  and  furnish  the  regular  homestead  affidavit  showing  that  she  is  otherwise 
qualified  to  make  homestead  entry.

ABANDONED   MILITARY   RESERVATIONS. 

Under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884  (23  Stat.  L.,  103),  providing  for  the 
disposal  of  abandoned  military  reservations  or  portions  thereof  on  the 
public  domain,  certain  lands  have  at  various  times  been  relinquished 
by  the  War  Department  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Interior 
Department  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  said  act,  or  as  provided 
for  in  acts  of  Congress  subsequent  thereto. 

By  the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L. ,  491),  special  provision  was 
made  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  military  reservations  theretofore 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  disposition 
under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  the  disposal  of  which  had  not  been  pro- 
vided for  by  a  subsequent  act  of  Congress,  where  the  area  exceeds  five 
thousand  acres, -  and  by  the  act  of  February  15, 1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  664), 
the  provisions  of  said  act  of  August  23,  1894,  were  extended  to  all 
abandoned  military  reservations  which  were  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  under  any  law  in  force  prior  to  July 
5,  1884. 

Lists  of  the  abandoned  military  reservations  which  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Interior  Department  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of 
July  5,  1884,  are  herewith  presented. 

Statement  A  shows  the  date  of  relinquishment,  area,  improvements, 
if  any,  and  value,  if  appraised. 

Statement  B  shows  the  facts  relative  to  location,  survey,  appraisal, 
and  sale,  or  status  of  each  reservation  on  June  30,  1900,  and  date  of 
any  special  act  governing  the  manner  of  disposal  of  same;  also  the 
status  pf  reservations  relinquished  under  special  acts  where  further 
action  is  required  for  their  disposal.

15  and  16,  T.  13  S.,  R.15  E.,  not 
heretofore  reserved.  Relinquished  February  24,  1891.  Partly  surveyed.  Subject 
to  disposal  under  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491).  Appraised.  Buildings 
and  two  subdivisions  (80  acres)  sold  November  18, 1896.

Fort  Verde  (post),  situated  in  Yavapai  County,  in  Ts.  13  and  14  N.,  Rs.  4,  5,  and 
6  E.  Established  by  Executive  orders  of  March  30,  1870,  and  August  17,  1876. 
Relinquished  October  2,  1890.  Surveyed.  Area,  10,029.80  acres.  The  local  officers 
were  instructed  November  3,  1893,  to  allow  homestead  entries,  under  the  act  of  July 
5, 1884,  on  the  post  reserve  and  garden  tract.  Lands  in  these  two  reservations  subject 
to  disposal  under  the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.

Whipple  Barracks  (timber  reserve),  situated  in  Yavapai  County,  in  T.  13  N.,  R. 
2  W.     Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  30, 1873.     Relinquished  July  22,  1884, 
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without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  720  acres.  Appraised.  Offered  for  sale 
November  5,  1896,  but  not  sold  for  want  of  bidders.  Land  included  in  eight  mining 
claims  held  by  this  office  to  be  mineral  in  character.  Residue  agricultural.  This 
necessitates  resurvey  before  reoffering.

Established  November  17,  1880.  Relinquished  August  15,  1890,  act  July  5,  1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  6. 76  acres.  Offered  at  public  sale  April 
12,  1892,  but  not  sold. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Camp  Cady,  situated  in  San  Bernardino  County,  T.  10  N.,  R.  5  E.,  S.  B.  M.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  of  June  3,  1870.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884.  The  War 
Department  reports  that  in  1870  it  was  reported  that  there  were  12  structures  of  little 
value  on  the  reservation.     Survey  authorized.     Returns  not  yet  received. 

Camp  Independence  (post,  hay,  and  wood  reserve),  situated  in  Inyo  County.  The 
post  reserve  consists  of  lot  1  in  NE.  \  sec.  1,  T.  13  S.,  R.  34  E.,  and  W.  \  of  lot  1  in 
NW.  \  sec.  6,  T.  13  S.,  R.  35  E.  The  hay  reserve  consists  of  sees.  3  and  4,  T.  13  S., 
R.  35  E.  The  wood  reserve  consistsof  2  miles  square  ( 5  miles  west  of  the  post  reserve) 
in  T.  13  N.,  R.  34  E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  23,  1866.  Relin- 
quished July  22,  1884,  without  improvements.  Partly  surveyed.  An  entry  was 
made  for  the  post  reserve,  but  canceled  by  this  office,  bne  entry  of  160  acres  made 
for  lands  on  the  hay  reserve  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  has  been  approved. 
Other  entries  for  these  lands,  aggregating  1,818.61  acres,  have  been  canceled.  The 
district  officers  were  directed,  on  February  13,  1896,  that  the  three  reservations  be

Transferred  by  Executive  order  of  January  9,  1884,  to  the  Interior  Department  for 
Indian  uses.  This  reservation  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment July  22,  1884,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  but  under  date  of 
March  5,  1892,  the  Interior  Department  held  that  under  the  order  of  January  9, 
1884,  the  lands  in  this  reservation  became  a  part  of  the  Yuma  Indian  Reservation. 

COLORADO. 

Camp  on  White  River,  situated  in  Garfield  County,  in  Ts.  1  N.  and  1  S.,  Rs.  93  and 
94  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  April  26,  1881.  Relinquished  July  22, 
1884.  Surveyed.  Area,  40,960  acres.  This  tract  was  originally  within  the  Ute 
Indian  Reservation,  and  by  departmental  decision  of  January  3,  1885  (3  L.  D.,  296), 
is  being  disposed  of  as  other  Ute  lands  under  the  act  of  June  15, 1880  (21  Stat.  L.,  199). 

Cantonment  on  Uncompahgre,  a  portion  of  which  was  subsequently  called  Fort  Craw- 
ford, situated  in  Montrose  County,  in  Ts.  47  and  48  N.,  Rs.  8  and  9  W.  Established 
by  Executive  order  of  March  12,  1884.  A  portion  (2,797.22  acres)  relinquished  July 
22,  1884;  the  residue,  5,196.03  acres,  relinquished  December  22,  1890.  These  tracts 
were  originally  within  the  Ute  Reservation,  and  by  departmental  decision  of  January 
3,  1885  (3L.  D.,  296),  are  being  disposed  of  as  other  Ute  lands  under  the  act  of  June 
15,  1880  (21  Stat.  L.,  199).  Surveyed.  The  War  Department  has  reported  that  there 
are  33  buildings  on  the  said  Fort  Crawford  Military  Reservation,  together  with  board 
walk,  irrigating  ditch,  and  wire  fence.     These  were  sold  June  5,  1894. 

Fort  Lewis,  situated  in  La  Plata  County,  in  Ts.  34  and  35  X.,  Rs.  10,  1 1,  and  12  W., 
New  Mexico  principal  meridian.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  27, 
1882.  By  General  Orders,  No.  89,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant-General's 
Office,  dated  November  12,  1891,  the  reservation  was  transferred  to  the  custody  and 
control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  Indian  school  purposes  under  act  of  July 
31,  1882  (23  Stat.  L.,  181).  By  Executive  order  of  February  12,  1895,  all  of  the  res- 
ervation was  relinquished  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  .Inly  5,  1SS-1,  except  sections 
33,  34,  and  35,  T.  35  N.,  R.  11  W.,  and  what  will  be,  when  surveyed,  sections  1,2,3,

and  4,  and  those  portions  of  sections  9,  10, 11,  and  12  not  included  in  the  limits  of  the 
Ute  Indian  Reservation,  in  T.  34  N.,  R.  11  W.  Partly  surveyed.  Restored  to  the 
public  domain  by  the  act  of  May  19, 1896  (Public — No.  122) ,  and  made  subject  to  dis- 
posal under  the  public-land  laws  of  the  United  States,  except  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  embraced  in  sections  heretofore  reserved  for  Indian  school  purposes.  (See  Instruc- 
tions to  register  and  receiver,  Durango,  Colo.,  June  6,  1896.) 

Fori  Lyon  (old),  situated  in  Bent  County,  in  Ts.  22  and  23  S.,  Rs.  47,  48,  and  49 
W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  8, 1863.  Relinquished  July  22, 1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  38,000  acres.  Disposed  of  under  the  act 
of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat,  L.,  561).     (See  L.  D.  13,  p.  533.) 

Fort  Lyon  (new),  situated  in  Bent  County,  in  Ts.  22  and  23  S.,  Rs.  51  and  52  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  1,  1868.  Relinquished  November  25, 
1889,  with  46  buildings,  valued  at  $46,480.  Surveyed.  Area,  5.918.90  acres.  The 
lands  in  this  reservation,  except  subdivisions  containing  buildings,  were  made 
subject  to  disposal  under  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561).  Buildings,  and 
lands  upon  which  they  are  situated,  in  section  4,  T.  23  S.,  R.  51  W.,  were  granted  to 
Colorado  for  a  soldiers'  home  by  act  of  February  17,  1897  (29  Stat.  L.,  531). 

Pagosa  Springs  (formerly  Old  Fort  Lewis),  situated  in  Archuleta  County,  in  T.  35 
N. ,  R.  2  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  28,  1879.  Relinquished 
July  22,  1884,  without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  2,240  acres.  Disposed  of 
under  the  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat,  L.,  561). 

Pikes  Peak  Signal  Station,  situated  in  El  Paso  County,  in  T.  14  S.,  Rs.  68  and  69  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  December  23,  1873.  Relinquished  January  12, 
1889.  By  the  President's  second  proclamation,  dated  March  18, 1892,  supplementary 
to  that  of  February  11, 1892,  this  reservation  was  ordered  to  be  included  in  the  Pikes 
Peak  timber-land  reserve. 

Fort  Sedgwick  (partly  in  Nebraska),  situated  in  Logan  County  (Ts.  11  and  12  N., 
Rs.  45  and  46  W.),  and  in  Cheyenne  County,  Nebr.  (T.  12  N.,  Rs.  44  and  45  W.). 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  28,  1869.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  40,960  acres.  Said  reservation  is  within 
the  granted  limits  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  the  said  company's 
rights  to  the  odd-numbered  sections  having  attached  prior  to  the  reservation  for 
military  purposes  were  not  impaired  thereby,  but  merely  placed  in  abeyance.  The 
even-numbered  sections  are  made  subject  to  disposal  under  the  homestead  laws  by 
act  of  May  14,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  107). 


Cayo  Costa  Island  (known  also  as  Boca  Grande  and  La  Costa),  situated  on  the  west 
coast  of  Florida  at  the  entrance  of  Charlotte  Harbor.  Executive  order  of  March  3, 
1849,  reserved  this  island  for  military  purposes,  with  two  small  islands  east — Pal- 
metto Key  and  an  unnamed  island.  On  May  18,  1878,  the  Secretary  of  War,  under 
authority  of  the  act  of  August  18,  1856  (11  Stat.  L.,  87),  relinquished  from  the  mili- 
tary reservation  all  of  Cayo  Costa  Island,  except  north  end  for  a  distance  of  two  miles, 
together  with  the  small  islands  east  and  within  one  mile  thereof.  By  Executive 
order  of  June  5,  1893,  there  were  reserved  for  light-house  purposes  lot  2,  sec.  29,  and 
lots  1  and  2,  sec.  32,  T.  44  S.,  R.  21  E.,  on  Cayo  Costa  Island.  Unreserved  portions 
of  Cayo  Costa  Island  are  embraced  in  fractional  sections  35  and  36,  T.  43  S.,  R.  20 
E.,  and  fractional  sections  1,  2,  12,  13,  T.  44  S.,  R.  20  E.,  and  fractional  sections  6,  7, 
8,  17,  18,  19,  20,  29,  and  32,  T.  44  S.,  R.  21  E.;  area,  963.28  acres. 

Dragoon  Barracks  (L.  H. ),  situated  in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine.  Area  1.15  acres. 
This  reservation  has  been  sold. 

Fort  Brooke,  near  Tampa,  relinquished  January  4,  1883,  under  act  of  August  18, 
1856  (11  Stat,  L.,  87).  Area,  148.11  acres.  The  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  of  July  24,  1894  (19  L.  D.,  48),  allows  parties  therein  named  to  make  entries 
for  these  lands  under  the  public-land  laws. 

Fort  Clinch,  situated  on  north  end  of  Amelia  Island,  in  fr.  sec.  8,  T.  3  N.,  R.  29 
E.,  fr.  sec.  11,  and  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  14,  T.  3  N.,  R.  28  E.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  Feb.  9,  1842.  Portions  of  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  14,  T.  3  N.,  R.  28  E.,  described 
by  metes  and  bounds  in  letter  from  Secretary  of  War,  dated  Feb.  27,  1897,  were 
placed  under  control  of  this  Department  by  Executive  order  of  Mar.  3,  1897.  Por- 
tions relinquished  seem  to  be  embraced  in  patented  claims. 

Fort  Jupiter  comprises  the  following  tracts:  E.  £  sec.  21;  sees.  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27; 
E.  I  sec.  28;  E.  £  sec.  33;  sees.  34,  35,  and  36,  T.  40  S.,  R.  42  E.;  sees.  1,  2,  3,  and 
E.  I  sec.  14,  T.  41  S.,  R.  42  E.;  fractional  sees.  19,  30,  31,  and  32,  T.  40  S.,  R.  43  E., 
and  fractional  sees.  5  and  6,  T.  41  S.,  R.  43  E.,  established  by  Executive  order  May 
14,  1855.  Relinquished  March  16,  1880,  under  act  of  August  18,  1856,  except  as  to 
lot  1,  sec.  31,  T.  40  S.,  R.  43  E.,  which  was  reserved  October  22, 1854,  for  light-house 
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purposes.     Area,  9,088.60  acres,  of  which  87.25  acres  were  reserved  for  life-saving 
purposes  by  Executive  order  of  April  1,  1885. 

Private  cash  entries  for  170.52  acres  were  inadvertently  patented;  500.25  acres  were 
patented  to  the  State  as  swamp  lands,  40  acres  are  covered  by  an  illegal  preemption 
filing  which  has  been  held  for  cancellation,  and  2,600.90  acres  have  been  selected  by 
the  State  as  swamp  lands,  but  no  examination  in  the  field  has  been  made  to  deter- 
mine the  character  ot  the  lands.  There  remains  5,680.68  acres  free  from  adverse 
claim,  which  have  been  appraised  and  are  subject  to  disposal  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491),  as  extended  by  the  act  of  February 
15,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  664). 

Fort  St.  Mark's,  situated  in  Wakulla  County.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
January  28,  1852.  Relinquished  September  21,  1892.  Surveyed.  Subdivided  into 
town  lots,  appraised,  and  offered  for  sale  Jan.  6,  1897,  at  which  time  37  lots  were 
sold,  leaving  38  lots  which  were  reoffered  Dec.  24,  1898,  but  not  sold.  Subject  to 
disposal  at  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

i^    Old  Powder  House  Lot,  situated  in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine.     Area,  10.29  acres. 
This  reservation  has  been  sold. 
\    Palmetto  Key,  embraced  in  lot  1,  sec.  8,  T.  44  S.,  R.  21  E. ;  area,  84.42  acres.

Fort  Cmur  d'Alene  (winter  pasturage),  situated  in  Kootenai  County,  in  Ts.  50  and 
51  N.,  R.  5  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  April  22,  1880.  Relinquished 
April  27,  1886,  without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  638.82  acres.  Appraised 
and  partly  disposed  of. 

INDIAN   TERRITORY. 

Fort  Gibson,  situated  in  the  Cherokee  Nation.  It  was  established  by  Executive 
order  of  January  25,  1870.  Relinquished  by  Executive  order  December  22,  1890,  to 
the  Department  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  "or  as  may  be  otherwise 
provided  by  law."  Executive  order  of  February  9,  1891,  excludes  national  cemetery 
at  this  post  from  the  transfer.  By  article  3  of  the  treaty  of  December  29,  1835  (7 
Stat.  L.,  480),  the  lands  in  this  reservation  revert  to  the  Indians. 


Fort  Dodge  (remainder),  situated  in  Ford  County.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  June  22,  1868.  Relinquished  January  12,  1885,  with  41  structures,  valued 
at  $20,000,  if  sold  with  the  ground.  Surveyed.  Area,  14,661  acres.  All  of  this 
tract,  except  1,882.89  acres,  is  within  the  limits  of  the  Osage  Indian  trust  lands,  and 
under  date  of  July  9,  1886,  the  district  officers  at  Garden  City,  Kans.,  were  directed 
to  allow  entries  of  said  Osage  Indian  trust  lands  as  provided  by  act  of  May  28,  1880 
(21  Stat.  L.,  143),  with  the  exception  of  tracts  upon  which  buildings  erected  by  the 
Government  for  military  purposes  are  located,  which  latter  tracts  were  found  to  be 
lots  3,  5,  6,  and  7,  sec.  3,  T.  27  S.,  R.  24  W.  By  the  act  of  March  2,  1889  (25  Stat. 
L.,  1012),  authority  was  given  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  State  of  Kansas  the  said 
lots,  and  on  June  13,  1889,  the  same  were  purchased  by  the  State- 
Departmental  order  of  October  23,  1895,  directs  suspension  of  action  looking  to  the 
disposal  of  the  1,882.89  acres  remaining  pending  proposed  legislation. 

.  Fort  Hays,  situated  in  Ellis  County,  in  Ts.  13  and  14  S.,  Rs.  18  and  19  W.     Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  of  August  28,  1868.     Surveyed.     Area,  7,597.93  acres. 

On  Februarv  14,  1887,  the  -'Ellis  County  Agricultural  Society  of  Kansas,"  in  pur- 
suance of  the  act  of  June  11,  1884  (23  Stat.  L.,  40),  purchased  90.40  acres,  situated  in 
sees.  3,  9,  and  10,  T.  14  S.,  R.  18  W.,  and  the  remainder  was  turned  over  to  this 
Department  October  22,  1889,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  Forty 
buildings,  valued  at  $10,050,  and  one  bridge,  valued  at  $200,  were  transferred  with  this 
reservation. 
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By  act  of  March  18, 1900  (Public — No.  47)  the  reservation  was  granted  to  the  State 
of  Kansas  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  experiment  station  of  the  Kansas  Agri- 
cultural College  ancTa  western  branch  of  the  Kansas  State  Normal  School  thereon, 
and  for  a  public  park. 

Fort  Wallace,  situated  in  Wallace  County,  Kans.,  in  T.  13  S.,  Rs.  37,  38,  and  39  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  28, 1868.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  with 
improvements,  consisting  of  barracks,  quarters,  etc.,  for  one  company.  Value, 
$15,000  if  sold  with  land.     Surveyed.     Area,  8,926  acres. 

By  act  of  October  19,  1888  (25  Stat.  L.,  612),  the  following  provisions  were  made 
for  the  disposition  of  this  tract,  viz: 

Section  1  provides  that  a  certain  tract  be  reserved  for  the  town  site  of  Wallace. 
Entry  thereof  has  been  made  and  patented. 

Section  2  authorizes  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  to  purchase  a  certain 
tract  for  machine  shops.     Entry  thereof  has  been  made  and  patented. 

Section  3  authorizes  the  Wallace  AVaterworks  to  purchase  a  40-acre  tract  for  its 
use.     This  has  not  been  done. 

Under  date  of  May  16,  1892,  the  register  of  Wakeeney  reports  that  the  Wallace 
Waterworks  Company  has  taken  no  steps  relative  to  said  purchase,  as  provided  for 
in  section  3  of  act  of  October  19, 1888,  and  he  is  credibly  informed  that  said  company 
has  been  disorganized.  He  further  reports  that  all  of  the  buildings,  together  with 
their  foundations,  have  been  removed  by  settlers  of  Wallace  and  adjoining  counties 
without  any  legal  authority  whatever,  and  not  a  dollar's  worth  of  material  remains 
on  the  ground. 

Section  4  grants  40  acres  to  the  town  for  cemetery  purposes. 

Section  5  provides  for  the  appraisal  and  sale  of  the  tract  covered  by  the  old  Fort 
Wallace  and  the  buildings  thereon.  The  appraisal  has  been  made,  and  under  date 
of  August  31,  1892,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  directed  this  office  to  issue  instruc- 
tions for  the  sale  thereof.  The  sale  was  held  December  23,  1.892,  but  no  bids  were 
made.  Reoffered  December  17,  1898,  but  not  sold.  The  tracts  offered  were  NW.  \ 
SE.  \  sec.  25,  T.  13  S.,  R.  39  W.,  and  NE.  \  sec.  29,  T.  13  S.,  R.  38  W.  These  are 
subject  to  disposal  at  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Section  6  provides  that  the  remainder  of  said  reservation  shall  be  disposed  of 
under  the  homestead  laws  only. 

LOUISIANA. 

Baton  Rouge  Barracks,  situated  in  the  city  of  Baton  Rouge.  The  date  of  the  res- 
ervation does  not  appear.  It  was  relinquished  August  22,  1884,  and  disposed  of 
under  the  act  of  July  12,  1886  (24  Stat.  L.,  144),  except  a  certain  part,  which  may  be 
used  and  occupied  by  the  Louisville,  New  Orleans  and  Texas  Railroad  Company. 
Transfer  made  July  31,  1886. 

Fort  Macomb  (portion),  formerly  Fort  Wood,  situated  in  T.  US.,  R.  14  E.,  south- 
eastern division.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  February  9,  1842,  which 
reserved  for  military  purposes  "all  the  public  land  within  1,200  yards  of  the  fort." 
Executive  order  of  June  20,  1896,  placed  under  control  of  the  Interior  Department 
"  all  of  that  portion  of  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Macomb,  La.,  which  lies  on 
the  east  side  of  Chef  Menteur  Pass,  as  described  in  Executive  order  of  February  9, 
1842."     Area  unknown. 

The  ten  reservations  on  the  Gulf  coast,  situated  at  various  points  on  the  coast  of 
Louisiana,  appear  to  have  been  established  by  Executive  order  of  March  5,  1844,  as 
follows: 

Reservation  near  the  eastern  mouth  of  Bayou  Lafourche  (area,  720  acres)  was 
relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  the  western  mouth  of  Bayou  Lafourche  (area,  700  acres)  was 
relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  on  Bayou  Plat  (area,  100  acres)  was  relinquished  September  23,  1886, 
without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  the  western  entrance  to  Caminada  Bay  (area,  437.93  acres)  was 
relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  the  pass  at  the  eastern  end  of  Grande  Terre  Island  (area,  324  acres) 
was  relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  the  mouth  of  Quartre  Bayou  Pass  (area,  347.46  acres)  was  relin- 
quished September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  at  Bastian  Bay  (area,  393.46  acres)  was  relinquished  September  23, 
1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  Bastian  Bay  (area,  1,217.35  acres),  comprising  parts  of  sees.  22, 
23,  and  26  and  all  of  sees.  27  and  35,  T.  21  S.,  R.  28  E.;  relinquished  September  23, 
1886,  without  improvements. 
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Reservation  near  Bastian  Bay  (area,  1,601.82  acres),  comprising  S.  £  of  sees.  4  and 
5  and  all  of  sees.  6,  7,  and  8,  T.  22  S.,  R.  29  E.;  relinquished  September  23,  1886, 
without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  Bastian  Bav  (area,  329.77  acres),  comprising  parts  of  sees.  14  and 
15  and  all  of  sees.  22,  23,  and  24,  T.  21  S.,  R.  27  E.;  relinquished  September  23,  1886. 
without  improvements. 

The  foregoing  ten  Gulf  coast  reservations  are  but  partly  surveyed,  and  their  gen- 
eral description  locates  them  in  T.  23  S.,  R.  22  E.;  T.  24  S.,  R.  22  E.;  T.  23  S.,  R.  23 
E.;  T.  22  S.,  R.  24  E.;  T.  21  S.,  R.  25  E.,  including  all  of  Grande  Terre  Island;  T.  21 
S.,  R.  26  E.;  T.  21  S.,  R.  27  E.;  T.  21  S.,  R.  28  E.,  and  T.  22  S.,  R.  29  E.,  all  lying 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

On  May  18,  1878,  the  Secretary  of  War  reported  that  none  of  these  tracts  were 
needed  for  military  purposes  except  so  much  of  Grande  Terre  Island  as  the  piece  of 
land  at  western  end  of  said  island,  which  was  purchased  by  the  United  States,  which 
is  occupied  by  the  site  of  Fort  Livingston,  and  which  is  required  for  defensive  pur- 
poses.    Area  of  Fort  Livingston  tract  is  126. 16  acres. 


Fort  Sullivan,  situated  in  Eastport,  Me.     Established  in  1808. 

Relinquished  July  22,  1884.  The  improvements  which  were  on  this  reservation 
were  sold  at  public  sale  August  31, 1883,  by  order  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War. 

No  survey  of  this  reservation  has  been  made  by  this  office,  but  the  War  Depart- 
ment plat  of  survey  shows  that  it  embraces  12.50  acres. 

MICHIGAN. 

Bois  Blanc  Island. — By  Executive  order  of  November  8,  1827,  sections  10,  11,  12, 
13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  31,  32,  33,  and  34  on  said  island  were  reserved  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  fuel  for  the  garrison  at  Fort  Mackinac,  on  the  island  of 
Mackinac,  Michigan.  It  was  relinquished  July  22,  1884,  without  improvements. 
Surveyed.  Area,  9,729.18  acres.  Of  this  area  the  following  disposition  has  been 
made: 

885.84  acres  patented  as  private  claims;  4,760.10  acres  patented  to  the  State  as 
swamp  lands,  under  departmental  decision  of  February  25, 1889  (8L.D.,  309) ;  674.26 
acres  patented  to  the  State  as  school  lands,  under  departmental  decision  of  June  5, 
1889  (8  L.  D.,  560);  405.55  acres  have  been  disposed  of  by  appraisal  and  sale  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act;  378.31  acres  patented  as  homestead  entries  which  had 
been  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  act.  Lots  4,  5,  and  6,  sec.  13;  lots  1  and  8, 
sec.  14;  lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  fractional  lot  7,  sec.  15;  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  17;  lots  5. 
6,  7,  and  8,  sec.  18;  lots  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  sec.  19;  lot  5,  sec.  20;  lots  1,  2,  and  3,  sec.  21; 
lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  sec.  33,  and  lots  2  and  3,  sec.  34,  comprise  the  remainder, 
2,625.12  acres.  Reappraised  and  advertised  to  be  sold  August  18,  1896,  at  which 
time  7  lots  were  sold.  Reoffered  October  31,  1899,  and  17  lots  sold.  Remainder  sub- 
ject to  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Fort  Brady,  situated  in  Chippewa  County.  Embraces  fractional  sec.  2,  T.  47  N., 
R.  1  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  2,  1847.  Relinquished  by 
authority  of  Executive  order  of  November  28,  1894,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of 
July  5,  1884.     Surveyed.     Area,  3.50  acres.     Has  been  disposed  of. 

Fort  Wilkins,  situated  in  Keweenaw  County.  Reservation  declared  by  Executive 
order  of  August  19,  1835,  embracing  lots  2  and  3  of  sec.  33,  and  lot  5  of  sec.  34,  T.  59 
N.,  R.  28  W.,  containing  148.35  acres.  It  was  relinquished  July  22,  1884,  with  19 
structures,  the  value  of  which  is  not  known.  Surveyed.  By  Executive  order  of 
April  19,  1892,  lots  2  and  3,  sec.  33,  T.  59  N.,  R.  28  W.,  were  reserved  for  light-house 
purposes.     The  remainder  (32  acres)  sold  June  5,  1900. 

Detroit  Arsenal  Grounds,  Wayne  County,  Mich.  Transferred  to  Interior  Depart- 
ment, under  act  of  March  3,  1875,  which  provided  for  the  sale  and  disposal  thereof. 
By  act  of  September  26,  1890,  further  provisions  were  made  for  reappraisement  and 
'sale  (26  Stat.  L.,  490),  and  on  June  30  and  July  1  and  2,  1891,  the  lots  were  all  sold 
except  two.  On  October  8,  1891,  lot  31  was  sold,  leaving  lot  19  alone  unsold,  valued 
at  $3,250,  with  building  appraised  at  $250.  Authority  for  removal  of  said  building 
was  given  by  the  Secretary  on  November  12,  1891,  for  the  reason  that  it  obstructed 
a  street.  This  reservation  "is  also  known  as  Fort  Dearborn.  The  act  of  June  14, 1894, 
grants  this  lot  and  building  to  the  village  of  Dearborn  for  public  purposes. 

MINNESOTA. 

Fort  Ripley,  Minn.,  relinquished  July  2,  1880,  underact  of  April  1,  1880,  and  465.54 
acres  disposed  of  in  accordance  therewith.     There  remain  174.47  acres,  on  which  are 
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Government  buildings.  Advertised  for  sale  July  7,  1896,  but  not  sold  for  want  of 
bidders.  This  property  offered  for  sale  three  times,  but  not  sold  for  want  of  bidders. 
Now  subject  to  disposal  at  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

Cat  Island,  the  reservation,  is  situated  east  of  the  private  claim  of  Juan  de  Cuivas, 
and  embraces  fractional  sections  22,  27,  28,  31,  32,  33,  34,  T.  9  S.,  R.  11  W.,  fractional 
section  4,  and  a  sand  bar  in  T.  10  S.,  R.  11  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
August  30, 1847.  Relinquished,  without  improvements,  October  25, 1895.  Surveyed. 
Area,  1,238  acres. 

Greenwood  Island,  Pascagoula,  situated  in  Jackson  County,  fractional  section  19, 
T.  8  S.,  R.  5  W.  Purchased  by  the  Government,  August  2,  1848.  Relinquished 
December  18, 1890,  act  July  5,  1884,  without  improvements.     Area,  144.70  acres. 

This  tract  was  selected  by  the  State  as  swamp  lands  June  20,  1860,  but  said  selec- 
tion has  not  been  approved.     The  lands  have  been  resurveyed  and  appraised. 

Horn  Island,  reservation,  consists  of  fractional  section  31,  T.  9  S.,  R.  5  W.,  and 
fractional  sections  26,  35,  36,  T.  9  S.,  R.  6  W.,  and  fractional  sections  16, 17, 18, 19,  20, 
and  21,  T.  9  S.,  R.  7  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  30,  1847.  Relin- 
quished, without  improvements,  October  25,  1895.     Surveyed.     Area,  1,891.66  acres. 

Petit  Bois  Blanc  Island,  partly  in  Alabama.  The  part  in  Alabama  consists  of  frac- 
tional sections  28,  29,  and  32,  T.  9  S.,  R.  3  W. ;  area,  181.47  acres.  The  part  in  Missis- 
sippi consists  of  fractional  sections  35  and  36,  T.  9  S.,  R.  5  W.,  and  fractional  sections 
1,  2,  and  3,  T.  10  S.,  R.  5  W. ;  area,  819.37  acres.  Total  area  of  reservation,  1,000.84 
acres.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  30,  1847.  Relinquished,  without 
improvements,  October  25,1895. 

Round  Island,  reservation,  consists  of  fractional  sections  33  and  34,  T.  8  S.,  R.  16  W., 
and  fractional  sections  3  and  4,  T.  9  S.,  R.  6  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
August  30,  1847.  Relinquished  without  improvements,  October  25, 1895.  Surveyed. 
Area,  109.79  acres. 


Island  in  Missouri  River,  situated  in  Jackson  county,  in  sees.  28  and  33,  T.  50  N., 
R.  33  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  March  10,  1865.  Relinquished  July 
22,1884.  Area,  130.15  acres.  No  improvements.  Surveyed.  Appraised  and  adver- 
tised to  be  sold  August  11,  1896,  but  not  sold  for  want  of  bidders.  An  application  to 
make  homestead  for  this  tract  is  pending. 


Fort  Bv ford.     (See  North  Dakota.) 

Fort  Ellis,  situated  in  Gallatin  County,  in  Ts.  2  and  3  S. ,  Rs.  6  and  7  E.  Established 
by  Executive  order  February  15, 1868.  Enlarged  March  1,  1870,  and  further  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  16,320  acres  November  25, 1873.  Relinquished  July  26,  1886,  with 
24  structures,  the  value  of  which  is  unknown.  Surveyed.  Area,  33,234.66  acres. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  13,1891  (26  Stat.  L.,747),  the  State 
selected  for  a  permanent  camp  ground  the  buildings  and  one  section  of  land,  640 
acres.  Under  the  acts  of  February  22,  1889,  (25  Stat,  L.,  676),  and  February  13, 
1891  (supra),  the  State  selected  11,531.34  acres,  all  of  which  has  been  approved, 
except  the  selection  of  1,920  acres  for  which  certain  parties  attempted  to  make  home- 
stead entries.  The  matter  is  now  being  adjudicated.  The  remainder,  21,703.27 
acres,  is  ready  for  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  February  13,  1891. 
The  land  added  to  the  reservation  November  25,  1873,  is  within  the  granted  limits 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  the  rights  of  said  company,  having 
attached  prior  to  the  reservation,  were  not  impaired  thereby,  but  merely  held  in 
abeyance.     (See  16  L.  D.,  438. ) 

Fort  Maginnis,  situated  in  Fergus  County,  in  Ts.  16  and  17  N.,  Rs.  20  and  21  E. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  April  8,  1881.  Relinquished  August  6,  1890,  act 
July  5,  1884,  with  48  buildings.  Value  unknown.  Instructions  to  register  and 
receiver  June  18,  1892,  to  allow  homestead  entries  under  act  July  5,  1884.  Surveyed. 
Area,  30,909.49  acres.  Buildings  on  NW.  \  sec.  1,  T.  16  N.,  R.  20  E.,  and  SW.  \  of 
SE.  \  sec.  35,  T.  17  N.,  R.  20  E.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1895 
(28  Stat.  L.,  938),  the  State  of  Montana  has  selected  1,275.61  acres  of  said  reservation, 
including  the  tracts  upon  which  the  buildings  are  located.  The  tracts  so  selected 
are  as  follows:  Lots  2,  3,  and  4,  S.  £  NE.  \,  S.  \  NW.  \,  SW.  \,  and  SE.  \  sec.  1;  lot  1, 
SE.  \  NE.  \  and  E.  \  SE.  \  sec.  2,  T.  16  N.,  R,  20  E. ;  the  E.  \  SE.  \  sec.  34;  the  NW.  \ 
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NE.  i,  S.  \  NE.  \,  E.  \  NW.  i,  SW.  \,  and  SE.  i  sec.  35,  T.  17  N.,  R.  20  E.  The 
remainder  of  the  reservation  is  subject  to  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Assinniboine,  post,  hay,  and  coal '  reserves.  These  reservations  are  probably 
located  as  follows: 

Post,  in  Ts.  28,  29,  30,  31,  and  32  N.,  Rs.  15  and  16  E. 

Hav,  in  T.  28  N.,  Rs.  13  and  14  E. 

Coal,  T.  33  N.,  Rs.  16  and  17  E. 

The  reservation  was  established  by  Executive  order  of  March  4,  1880,  and  modified 
by  Executive  orders  of  May  2,  1888;  and  September  25,  1888.  The  hay,  coal,  and 
part  of  the  post  reserves  were  relinquished  October  9,  1891. 

The  War  Department,  on  April  9,  1892,  reported  that  there  were  no  improvements 
on  the  hay  and  coal  reserves.  Partially  surveyed.  Estimated  total  area,  568,800 
acres,  of  which  nearly  300,000  acres  were  relinquished  by  Executive  orders  of  1888, 
and  about  100,160  acres  were  relinquished  October  9,  1891,  under  act  of  July  5,  1884. 

By  the  act  of  April  18,  1896,  the  relinquished  lands,  together  with  lands  which 
might  be  thereafter  excluded  from  the  reservation,  were  excepted  from  the  opera- 
tion of  laws  relating  to  abandoned  military  reservations  and  made  subject  to  dis- 
posal under  the  homestead  (except  2301,  R.  S. ),  town-site,  coal,  desert,  and  mineral 
land  laws,  with  a  certain  exception.  (See  instructions  to  register  and  receiver, 
Helena,  Mont.,  May  18,  1896.) 

NEBRASKA. 

Camp  Sheridan,  situated  in  Sioux  County,  in  T.  33  N. ,  Rs.  46  and  47  W.  Established 
by  Executive  order  of  November  14,  1876,  and  enlarged  by  Executive  orders  of 
April  28  and  December  10,  1879.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  without  improvements. 
Surveyed.  When  relinquished,  the  reservation  contained  18,225  acres.  By  inadver- 
tence of  the  local  officers  several  filings  and  entries  were  allowed  upon  said  reserva- 
tion, aggregating  7,072.52  acres.  These  were  confirmed  by  the  act  of  October  12, 
1888  (25  Stat.  L.,  1201).  Appraised  and  subject  to  disposal  under  the  act  of  August 
23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

.  Fort  Hartsuff,  situated  in  Valley  County.  Established  by  Executive  orders  of 
August  17  and  September  16,  1874.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  without  improve- 
ments. Surveyed.  Area,  3,251.41  acres.  Appraised  and  360  acres  sold  November  5, 
1896,  and  279.91  acres  sold  December  17,  1898.  Remainder  subject  to  disposal  at 
private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Fort  McPherson,  situated  in  Lincoln  County,  in  Ts.  12  and  13  N.,  R.  28  W.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  January  22,  1867;  enlarged  July  25,  1870;  further  enlarged 
October  11,  1870,  and  April  19,  1878.  On  October  13, 1873,  a  tract  of  the  reserve,  con- 
taining 102.41  acres,  was  set  apart  for  a  national  cemetery.  Relinquished  January  5, 
1887  (without  improvements),  except  that  portion  set  apart  for  the  national  ceme- 
tery. Surveyed.  Area,  15,913.82  acres.  Appraised  and  subject  to  disposal  under 
the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Niobrara  (portion),  situated  in  Cherry  Countv.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  December  10,  1879;  enlarged  June  6,  1881,  and  modified  April  29,  1884.  By 
Executive  order  of  May  7,  1896,  the  NW.  \  section  29,  the  NE.  \  and  E.  £  SE.  \  sec- 
tion 30,  and  the  E.  |  section  31,  T.  34  N.,  R.  27  W.,  were  placed  under  the  control  of 
the  Interior  Department  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  Area,  720  acres. 
Appraised. 

Fort  Randall  (part  west  of  Missouri  River).  (See  also  South  Dakota.)  Situated 
in  Holt  County.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  14,  1860.  Relinquished 
October  28, 1893.  Surveyed.  Area,  35,838  acres.  The  act  of  March  3, 1 893  ( 27  Stat.

plats  of  said  survey  on  file  in  the  office  of  commissioner  of  public  buildings,  Lincoln, 
Nebraska."     The  lands  thus  relinquished  have  been  disposed  of. 

Fort  Sedgwick.     ( See  Colorado. ) 

Fort  Sidney,  the  post  reserve,  is  in  Cheyenne  County,  and  embraces  sec.  32,  T.  14 
N.,R.  49  W.;  the  wood  and  timber  reserve  is  in  Cheyenne  and  Banner  counties  and 
embraces  sees.  6  and  18,  T.  17  N.,  R.  52  W.,  and  sees.  12,  14,  and  24,  T.  17  N..  R.  53 
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W.  The  former  was  established  by  Executive  order  of  Mav  14,  1874;  the  latter  by 
Executive  order  of  May  31, 1880.  By  act  of  June  10,  1892  (27  Stat.  L.,  50),  20  acres 
in  northeast  corner  of  post  reserve  was  donated  to  city  of  Sidney  for  a  cemetery. 
Relinquished  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by  authority  of  Executive  order 
of  November  5,  1894.  Surveyed.  Total  area,  3,835.35  acres.  Wood  and  timber 
reserve  appraised,  offered  for  sale  August  18,  1896,  and  120  acres  sold.  Remainder 
subject  to  reoffering.  The  property  and  lands  on  the  post  reserve  were  sold  Novem- 
ber 15,  1899.  Land  in  wood  and  timber  reserve  advertised  to  be  sold  September 
5,  1900. 


.  Carlin,  situated  in  Elk  County,  in  T.  32  N.,  R.  52  E.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  November  9,  1874.  Relinquished  March  2,  1888,  withoat  improvements. 
Surveyed.  Area,  920  acres.  Disposed  of  under  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L., 
561). 

Fort  Hallech  (post,  hay,  and  timber) ,  situated  in  Elk  County.  The  post  and  tim- 
ber reserves  are  in  Ts/33  and  34  N.,  R.  59  E.,  the  hay  reserve  in  Ts.  35  and  36  N., 
R.  58  E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  October  4,  1870.  Relinquished  October 
11,  1886,  with  26  structures.  Surveyed.  Area,  10,829.72  acres.  Disposed  of  under 
the  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat,  L.,  561).  One  of  the  tracts,  together  with  all  of 
the  buildings  on  the  reservation,  was  sold  February  2,  1898.  One  subdivision  subject 
to  reoffering. 

Fort  McDermit  (post),  situated  in  Humboldt  County,  in  T.  47  N.,  Rs.  38  and  39  E. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  3,  1867.  Relinquished  July  17,  1889. 
The  War  Department  reports  that  in  1879  there  were  25  structures  in  the  reserve. 
Value  unknown.  Surveyed.  Area,  3,921.38  acres.  These  lands  were  made  subject 
to  homestead  entry  under  the  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561),  but  a  portion 
thereof  has  been  allotted  to  Indians  under  the  general  allotment  act.  Buildings  and 
lands  on  which  situated  are  under  the  charge  of  employee  of  the  Indian  Office. 

Fort  McDermit  (hay),  situated  part  in  Humboldt  County,  in  Ts.  47  and  48  N.,  R. 
38  E.,  and  the  remainder  in  Malheur  County,  Oreg.,  in  T.  41  N.,  Rs.  42  and  43  E. 
It  was  established  by  Executive  order  of  September  3,  1867.  Relinquished  Decem- 
ber 1,  1886,  without  improvements.     Surveyed.     Area,  4,570  acres. 

That  portion  of  the  reserve  lying  in  Nevada  was  disposed  of  under  the  act  of  Octo- 
ber 1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561).  That  portion  in  Oregon,  about  1,511.73  acres,  sold. 
{See  Oregon. )     A  portion  of  these  lands  in  Nevada  has  been  allotted  to  Indians.

Fort  Butler,  situated  in  San  Miguel  County,  in  Ts.  12  and  13  N.,  Rs.  27,  28,  and  29 
E.  Established  March  22,  1861.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  under  act  of  July  5, 
1884,  without  improvements.  Area  not  known,  but  mostly  within  private  grants. 
The  portion  outside  of  the  said  grants  contains  3,043.48  acres,  of  which  32.70  acres 
are  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  leaving  3,010.78  acres  subject  to  appraisal 
and  sale. 

Fort  Craig,  situated  in  Socorro  County,  in  Ts.  7  and  8  S.,  Rs.  2  and  3  W.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  of  September  23,  1869.  As  established,  this  reservation 
embraced  an  area  of  24,895  acres,  about  half  of  which  is  within  the  private  claim  of 
Pedro  Armendaris,  No.  34,  which  was  patented  September  17,  1878,  said  patent  con- 
taining a  clause  reserving  to  the  United  States  title  in  the  buildings  of  the  late  fort 
which  were  situated  within  the  limits  of  said  claim.  On  February  9, 1895,  this  office 
suggested  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that  when  said  reservation  has  been 
formally  turned  over  to  this  Department  the  case  should  be  presented  to  the  Attor- 
ney-General for  his  examination  and  opinion  as  to  the  rights  of  the  United  States  in 
the  premises. 

The  reservation  was  relinquished  March  3,  1885,  act  July  4,  1884,  with  22  build- 
ings, which  were  sold  May  1,  1894.  The  area  of  the  portion  of  the  reservation  out- 
side of  the  Armendaris  claim  is  shown  by  the  official  plats  of  survey  to-be  12,114.91 
acres,  of  which  479.60  acres  are  within  a  school  section  and  reserved  under  the  school 
grant.  The  local  officers  were  instructed  May  19,  1893,  to  allow  homestead  entries 
by  persons  qualified  to  enter  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  The  provisions  of  the 
act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491),  are  applicable  to  this  reservation,  which 
has  been  appraised  and  is  being  disposed  of  thereunder. 

Fort  Cummings,  situated  in  Grant  County,  in  T.  21  S.,  Rs.  7  and  8  WT.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  of  April  29,  1870.  Enlarged  November  9,  1880.  Relin- 
quished October  7,  1891,  act  July  5,  1884,  with  one  old  fort,  two  sets  of  quarters  in 
a  ruinous  condition  and  of  no  value.  '  Surveyed.     Area,  23,150  acres.     The  local 
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officers  were  instructed,  May  19, 1893,  to  allow  homestead  entries  by  persons  qualified 
to  enter  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  The  act  of  February  1  1894,  reserves  a  spring 
on  the  reservation  for  the  use  of  the  public,  and  grants  the  Rio  Grande,  Mexico  and 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  use  water  from  said  spring  to  operate  the  road, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Appraised  in  accordance  with 
and  subject  to  disposal  under  the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  McRea,  situated  in  Sierra  County,  in  T.  13  S.,  R.  3  W.  Established  by  Exec- 
utive order  of  May  28,  1869.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884.  Said  reservation  falls 
entirely  within  the  patented  private-land  grant  of  Armendaris,  No.  33. 

Fort  Marcy,  situated  in  the  city  of  Santa  Fe,  Santa  Fe  County.  Established  by 
Executive  order  of  August  28,  1868.  Relinquished  by  authority  of  Executive  order 
of  October  7,  1891.  Reestablished  by  Executive  order  of  November  12,  1891.  Again 
relinquished  under  Executive  order  of  June  15,  1895,  for  disposal  in  accordance  with 
the/provisions  of  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  February  8,  1899,  Secretary  directed  that 
land  be  subdivided  into  town  lots. 

Fort  Selden,  situated  in  Donna  Ana  Countv,  in  T.  21  S.,  Rs.  1  E.  and  1  W.  Estab- 
lished November  28,  1870.  Relinquished  March  17,  1892,  act  July  5,  1884.  Build- 
ings which  were  on  the  reservation  have  been  totally  destroyed  or  fallen  into  decay. 
Surveyed.  Area,  9,290.30  acres.  The  local  officers  were  instructed  May  19,  1893,  to 
allow  homestead  entries  by  persons  qualified  to  enter  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884. 
The  reservation  is  within  the  scope  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  23,  1894 
(28  Stat.  L.,  491),  and  has  been  appraised  for  disposal  thereunder.  Buildings 
dismantled. 

NORTH    DAKOTA. 

Fort  Abraham  Lnncoht,  situated  in  Morton  County,  in  Ts.  137  and  138  N.,  Rs.  80  and 
81  W.  'Established  by  Executive  order  of  February  11,  1873.  Enlarged  December 
17,  1875.  Relinquished  September  10,  1891,  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  or 
as  may  be  provided  by  law.  The  odd-numbered  sections  of  that  portion  reserved 
subsequent  to  May  26,  1873,  the  date  when  the  maps  of  the  route  of  definite  location 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  were  filed,  being  within  the  limits  of  the  land 
granted  to  said  road,  is  subject  to  said  grant.  Surveyed.  Area,  14,348.28  acres.  Sub- 
ject to  disposal  under  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491) ,  and  appraised  for  that 
purpose.

Modified  by 
Executive  order  of  January  17,  1888.  Relinquished  for  disposal  under  act  July  5, 
1884,  by  authority  of  Executive  order  of  July  20,  1891.     Unsurveyed. 

Fort  Bnford  (remainder),  partly  in  Montana.  On  Missouri  and  Yellowstone  rivers. 
Placed  under  control' of  the  Interior  Department  October  25,  1895.  Unsurveyed. 
Estimated  area,  568,720  acres.  Report  of  Secretary  of  War  of  December  11,  1895, 
shows  65  buildings  on  the  land,  all  of  which  have  been  sold.  Act  of  May  19,  1900, 
makes  these  lands  subject  to  disposal  under  the  homestead,  town-site,  and  desert-land 
laws,  giving  actual  occupants  on  January  1,  1900,  preference  right  of  entry. 

Fort  Pembina,  situated  in  Pembina  County,  and  comprises  sections  16,  17,  18,  and 
fractional  section  15,  T.  163  N.,  R.  51  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  Octo- 
ber 4,  1870,  and  relinquished  November  27,  1895.  Area,  1,899.08  acres.  Thirty-six 
buildings  are  on  the  reservation,  part  of  which  have  been  sold. 

Fort  Rice,  situated  in  Burleigh,  Morton,  and  Emmons  counties,  in  Ts.  134,  135,  136, 
137, 138  N. ,  Rs.  78, 79,  and  80  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  2, 1864. 
Relinquished  July  22, 1884,  without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  11 2, 362. 87 acres. 
About  203.76  acres  were  entered  and  patented  under  a  former  erroneous  plat  of  sur- 
vey; 13.84  acres  are  embraced  in  a  pending  timber-culture  entry,  and  1,884.96  acres 
have  been  entered  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  5, 1884.  The  remainder  has 
•been  appraised  and  is  subject  to  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August 
23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491),  except  such  lands  as  mav  be  selected  by  the  State  of  North 
Dakota  under  the  act  of  March  2,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  939),  which  allows  the  State  to 
select  lands  in  this  reservation  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  act  in  part  or 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  grant  to  the  State  made  by  the  act  of  February  22,  1889 
(25  Stat.  L.,  681). 

Fort  Stevenson,  situated  in  Stevens,  McLean,  and  Mercer  counties,  in  T.  147  N.,  Rs. 
84,  85,  86,  and  87  W.,  and  T.  148  N.,  R.  85  W.     Established  by  Executive  order  of 
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June  30, 1868.  Transferred  to  control  of  Interior  Department  for  Indian  school  pur- 
poses August  7,  1883.  Relinquished  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by- 
authority  of  Executive  order  of  February  12,  1895.  Surveyed.  Area,  45,585.75 
acres.     All  buildings  transferred  with  the  reservation  have  been  sold.

Council  Grove,  in  Oklahoma  County.  The  reservation  embraces  the  SW.  \  sec.  15, 
S.  £  sees.  16  and  17,  SE.  \  sec.  18,  E.  |  sec.  19,  all  of  sees.  20,  21,  28,  and  29,  W.  \  sees. 
22  and  27,  E.  J  sec.  30,  the  NE.  \  sec.  31,  the  N.  \  sees.  32  and  33,  and  the  NW.  \  sec. 
34,  T.  12  N.,  R.  4  W.  Established  by  executive  order  of  December  26,  1885.  Relin- 
quished for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by  authority  of  Executive  order  of 
January  14,  1895.  Surveyed.  Area,  5,760  acres.  Appraised  and  1,000  acres  sold 
August  11,  1896.     Remainder  sold  December  6, 1899. 

Oklahoma  Station,  situated  in  Oklahoma  County.  Established  by  Executive  order 
of  April  9,  1889.  Relinquished  September  28, 1892,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July 
5,  1884,  or  as  mav  be  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Surveyed.  Area,  160  acres,  being 
the  SW.  |  sec.  34",  T.  12  N.,  R.  3  W.  The  act  of  August  8,  1894,  grants  this  reserva- 
tion to  the  city  of  Oklahoma  for  school  purposes. 

Fort  Supply,  situated  in  Woodward  Countv.  Embraces  all  of  T.  24  N.,  R.  22  W., 
the  S.  I  of  T.25  N.,  R.  22  Wr.,  and  the  SW.  \  of  T.  25  N.,  R.  21  W.  Established  by 
Executive  order  of  April  18,  1882.  Enlarged  by  Executive  order  of  January  17, 1883. 
Relinquished,  with  improvements,  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5, 1884,  by  authority 
of  Executive  order  of  November  5, 1894.  Surveyed.  Area,  40,  356. 63  acres.  Appraised. 
Act  February  8, 1899  (30  Stat.  L.,  822) ,  permits  use  of  buildings,  and  so  much  land  as 
is  necessary,  by  Territory  for  insane  asylum.  All  of  the  land  aggregating  39,076.63, 
except  two  sections  on  which  buildings  are  situated,  advertised  to  be  sold  October  9, 
1900. 


Fort  Klamath  (post  and  hay  reserve),  situated  in  Klamath  County,  in  T.  33  S.,  R. 
7J  E.  Established  April  6,  1869.  Relinquished  May  4,  1886.  The  greater  part  of 
the  post  reserve  is  within  the  Klamath  Indian  Reservation  and  reverts  to  said 
Indians.  The  buildings  on  said  lands  were,  by  order*of  the  Department,  on  Sep- 
tember 14,  1891,  turned  over  to  the  Indian  Bureau  for  disposal  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Indians. 

About  120  acres  of  the  hay  reserve  are  in  the  said  Indian  reservation  and  revert  to 
the  Indians. 

The  act  of  March  31,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  84),  opens  to  the  operation  of  the  homestead 
law  all  lands  in  the  hay  reserve  not  included  in  the  Indian  reservation,  the  disposal, 
however,  to  be  made  in  tracts  not  exceeding  80  acres  to  any  one  bona  fide  settler; 
209.45  acres  of  the  post  reserve  were  sold  at  public  auction  September  20, 1898,  leaving 
two  subdivisions  (80  acres)  subject  to  reoffering. 

Fort  McDermit  (military  hay  reservation — portion  in  Humboldt  County,  Nev. ), 
situated  in  Malheur  County.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  3,  1867. 
Relinquished  without  improvements  December  1,  1886,  for  disposal  under  act  of  July 
5,  1884.  By  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat,  L.,  561),  the  agricultural  lands  in  this 
reservation  lying  within  the  State  of  Nevada  were  made  subject  to  disposal  for  home- 
stead entries  only.  The  area  of  said  portion  lying  in  Oregon  is  1,511.75  acres,  and 
said  portion  was  sold  at  public  outcry  on  March  2,  1898.

20, 1893,  with  50  buildings,  which  have  been  sold.  Surveyed.  Area,  64,479.05  acres. 
The  State  of  South  Dakota  having  refused  to  make  selections  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  March  3,  1893  (27  Stat.  L.,  593),  the  lands  in  this  portion  of  the  reservation 
have  been  appraised  and  are  held  subject  to  disposal  under  the  act  of  August  23, 1894 
(28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Sisseton,  formerlv  Fort  Wadsworth,  filiated  in  Marshall  County,  in  Ts.  124, 
125,  126,  and  127  N.,  Rs.  55  and  56  W.  Established  by  Executive  orders  of  October 
14,  1867,  and  February  7,  1871.     Relinquished  April  22,  1889,  with  improvements. 
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The  reservation  and  buildings  were  granted  to  the  State  by  the  act  of  October  1,  1890 
(26  Stat.  L.,  646).     Surveyed.     Area,  79,400  acres. 

Fort  Sully,  situated  in  Sully  and  Hughes  counties,  in  T.  112  N.,  R.  80  W.,  T.  113 
N.,  Rs.  80  and  81  W.,  and  T.  114  N.,  R.  81  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
December  10, 1869.  Modified  by  Executive  order  of  January  17,  1877.  Relinquished 
for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by  authority  of  Executive  order  of  November 
5,1894.     Surveyed.     Area,  26,144.69  acres. 

The  act  of  May  28,  1896  (29  Stat.  L  ,  189),  provides  that  the  lands  in  this  reserva- 
tion may  be  selected  by  the  State,  within  one  year  after  its  passage  or  after  the 
approval  of  the  survey,  as  a  part  of  the  lands  granted  to  the  State  under  the  act  of 
admission,  and  for  indemnity  school  lands;  provided,  that  the  State  shall  have  a 
preference  right  over  any  person  or  corporation  in  selecting  said  lands  for  a  period  of 
60  days  after  they  become  subject  to  selection;  and  provided  further,  that  such  pref- 
erence right  shall  not  accrue  as  against  bona  fide  settlers  at  the  date  of  the  act.

Buildings  sold 
March  20,  1900.     Sale  of  land  held  in  abeyance. 

Fort  Hancock,  situated  in  El  Paso  County,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  54  miles  southwest 
of  El  Paso.  War  Department  on  October  8,  1895,  reported  that  the  property  was 
acquired  by  purchases  made  April  14  and  August  31,  1883.  Relinquished  October  25, 
1895,  with  38  buildings.     Area,  469.2  acres.     Not  surveyed  by  the  Land  Department. 


Fort  Cameron,  formerly  Beaver  Canyon,  in  T.  29  S.,  R.  7  W.  Established  May  12, 
1873.

Smith  at  $1.25  per  acre. 

Fort  Colville  (post  and  wood  reserves),  situated  in  Stevens  County,  in  Ts.  35  and 

36  N.,  R.  39  E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  27, 187L  Relinquished 
February  26,  1887,  with  quarters  for  5  officers  and  4  companies,  1  hospital,  and  2 
storehouses,  which  have  fallen  into  decay.  Surveyed.  Area,  1,045.41  acres.  Six 
hundred  and  eighty-two  and  sixty-eight  one-hundredths  acres  sold  at  public  outcry 
February  9,  1898,  and  December  8,  1898.  Residue  (362.7-3  acres)  subject  to  disposal 
at  private  sale  at  appraised  value.

22, 1866.  Relinquished  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5, 1884,  by  authority  of  Execu- 
tive order  of  October  18, 1894.  Surveyed.  Area,  637.20  acres.  Action  suspended  as 
on  above  reservation. 

Reservation  on  the  west  side  of  narrows  of  Puget  Sound,  south  of  Point  Evans,  in 
Pierce  County,  and  described  as  S.  J  and  fractional  S.  I  of  N.  \  sec.  32,  lot  3  and  part 
lot  2,  sec.  33;  lots  4,  5,  part  of  lot  3,  and  NE.  \  SE.  \  sec."31,  T.  21  N.,  R.  2  E. ;  lots  1  and 
2,  sec.  5,  and  lot  3,  sec.  6,  T.  20  N.,  R.  2  E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  Septem- 
ber 22, 1866.  Relinquished  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by  authority  of 
Executive  order  of  October  18,  1894.

VACANT    PUBLIC    LANDS    IN    THE    UNITED    STATES. 

The  following  tables  are  based  on  reports  furnished  by  the  district 
land  offices  and  are  arranged  to  show,  by  States,  Territories,  land  dis- 
tricts, and  counties,  the  area  of  unappropriated  and  unreserved  public 
lands,  surveyed  and  unsurveyed;  the  area  of  lands  reserved;  the  area 
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of  lands  appropriated,  and  the  total  area  of  each  county  or  part  of 
county  in  the  respective  land  districts,  to  which  is  added  a  brief 
description  of  the  character  of  the  vacant  lands. 

The  areas  in  the  column  of  reserved  lands  include  all  lands  reserved 
for  any  purpose  whatsoever  which  may  be  eventually  restored  to  the 
public  domain,  and  those  in  the  column  of  appropriated  lands  include 
all  lands  embraced  in  selections,  filings,  and  entries,  perfected  and 
unperfected,  and  also  the  area  of  lands  granted  for  school  purposes. 

The  quantity  of  appropriated  lands  does  not  show  an  increase  over 
the  quantity  reported  for  the  preceding  year  to  the  extent  of  the  lands 
entered  during  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report,  because  the  areas 
embraced  in  entries,  filings,  or  selections  which  have  been  canceled  for 
any  reason  decreases  the  quantity  of  appropriated  lands.  If  the  area 
relieved  from  appropriation  by  cancellation  of  entries,  filings,  or  selec- 
tions should  exceed  the  area  entered,  selected,  or  filed  upon,  there 
would  be  a  decrease  in  the  area  of  appropriated  lands  and  a  corre- 
sponding increase  in  the  area  of  vacant  lands. 

While  the  figures  contained  in  the  tables  may  not  be  absolutely  cor- 
rect, owing  to  liability  to  error  in  a  work  of  such  magnitude  and  to  the 
necessity  of  making  estimates  of  unsurveyed  lands,  it  is  believed  that 
they  are  a  close  approximation  of  the  actual  areas.  The  statement  is 
intended  to  inform  correspondents  and  the  general  public  as  to  whether 
there  is  much,  little,  or  no  public  land  in  the  several  land  States  and 
Territories  and  the  land  districts  therein  and  in  particular  counties  or 
localities. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  vacant  land 
is  in  the  timbered  regions  of  the  Southern  States,  the  lake  region,  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  the  mountainous  and  arid  regions  of  the  far  West, 
and  that  the  portion  of  lands  cultivable  without  clearing  or  irrigation 
is  comparatively  small.  It  is  a  reasonable  conclusion,  however,  that 
the  vast  bodies  of  arid  lands  will  in  time  be  reclaimed  by  irrigation 
as  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Government  to  construct  storage 
basins  and  ditches  for  the  purpose,  seconded,  as  undoubtedly  it  will 
be,  by  private  enterprise. 

In  naming  the  land  districts  in  the  following  statement  the  names 
of  the  present  offices  are  adopted  as  the  names  of  the  districts,  for  the 
reason  that  districts  are  thus  named  and  known  by  settlers,  and 
because  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  give  the  statutory  names  of  the 
different  districts  created  by  Congress  in  addition  to  the  names  of 
the  offices.

GENERAL    INSTRUCTIONS. 


The  following  are  the  general  and  special  instructions  issued  to 
surveyors-general  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  viz: 

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899,  making  appropriations  for  sundry 
civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900  (Pamphlet 
Laws,  1898-99,  page  1074),  there  was  appropriated — 

"  For  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands,  three  hundred  and  twenty-live  thou- 
sand dollars,  at  rates  not  exceeding  nine  dollars  per  linear  mile  for  standard  and 
meander  lines,  seven  dollars  for  township,  and  five  dollars  for  section  lines:  Providi  <l, 
That  in  expending  this  appropriation  preference  shall  be  given  first,  in  favor  of  sur- 
veying townships  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  actual  settlers  and  of  lands  granted 
to  the  States  by  the  act  approved  February  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  and  the  acts  approved  July  third  and  July  tenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety,  and,  second,  to  surveying  under  such  other  acts  as  provide  for  land 
grants  to  the  several  States,  except  railroad  land  grants  and  such  indemnity  lands  as 
the  several  States  may  be  entitled  to  in  lieu  of  lands  granted  them  for  educational 
and  other  purposes  which  may  have  been  sold  or  included  in  some  reservation  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  and  other  surveys  shall  be  confined  to  lands  adapted  to 
agriculture  and  lines  of  reservations,  except  that  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  may  allow  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  lands  heavily  timbered, 
mountainous,  or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth  rates  not  exceeding  thirteen 
dollars  per  linear  mile  for  standard  and  meander  lines,  eleven  dollars  for  township, 
and  seven  dollars  for  section  lines,  and  in  cases  of  exceptional  difficulties  in  the 
surveys,  where  the  work  can  not  be  contracted  for  at  these  rates,  compensation  for 
surveys  and  resurveys  may  be  allowed  by  the  said  Commissioner,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  rates  not  exceeding  eighteen  dollars  per  linear 
mile  for  standard  and  meander  lines,  fifteen  dollars  for  township,  and  twelve  dollars 
for  section  lines:  Provided furtJier,  That  in  the  States  of  California,  Colorado,  Idaho, 
Montana,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington,  Wyoming,  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  and  the 
district  of  Alaska,  there  maybe  allowed,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  lands  heavily  timbered,  mountainous,  or 
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covered  with  dense  undergrowth  rates  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  per  linear 
mile  for  standard  and  meander  lines,  twenty-three  dollars  for  township,  and  twenty 
dollars  for  section  lines:  And  provided  further,  That  hereafter  all  standard,  meander, 
township,  and  section  lines  of  the  public-land  surveys,  shall,  as  heretofore,  be 
established  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  whether  the  lands  to  be  surveyed  are  within  or  without  reservations, 
except  that  where  the  exterior  boundaries  of  public  forest  reservations  are  required 
to  be  coincident  with  standard,  township,  or  section  lines  such  boundaries  may,  if 
not  previously  established  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  public-land  surveys,  be 
established  and  marked  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  whenever  necessary  to  complete  the  survey  of  such  exterior 
boundaries.  And  of  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  there  may  be  expended  such  an 
amount  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  may  deem  necessary  for 
examination  of  public  surveys  in  the  several  surveying  districts,  by  such  competent 
surveyors  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  select,  in  order  to  test  the  accuracy  of 
the  work  in  the  field  and  to  prevent  payment  for  fraudulent  and  imperfect  surveys 
returned  by  deputy  surveyors,  and  for  examinations  of  surveys  heretofore  made  and 
reported  to  be  defective  or  fraudulent,  and  inspecting  mineral  deposits,  coal  fields, 
and  timber  districts,  and  for  making  such  other  surveys  or  examinations  as  may  be 
required  for  identification  of  lands  for  purposes  of  evidence  in  any  suit  or  proceeding 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  And  the  system  of  public-land  surveys  is  hereby 
extended  to  the  district  of  Alaska." 

Deducting  from  the  $325,000  appropriated  the  sum  of  $75,000  set  aside  for  exami- 
nations in  the  field,  there  remains  available  for  apportionment  among  the  several 
surveying  districts  the  sum  of  $250,000. 

From  the  $250,000  available  there  is  hereby  apportioned  to  the  district  of 

the  sum  of  $ . 

The  fund  set  aside  for  examinations  will  be  retained  under  the  control  of  this 
office  and  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  a  corps  of  competent  examiners  of  sur- 
veys, who  will  be  detailed  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the  service  in  the  several 
surveying  districts.  Employees  of  this  office  who  are  competent  and  experienced 
public  land  surveyors  will  also  be  detailed  to  make  examinations  in  the  several  sur- 
veying districts  whenever  such  a  course  is  necessary,  in  order  to  expedite  the  work 
in  this  branch  of  the  service.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  office  to  have  all  examina- 
tions in  the  field  made  by  regular  examiners  of  surveys  or  office  employees  detailed 
for  the  purpose,  who  will  report  direct  to  this  office. 

The  said  act  of  March  3,  1899,  making  appropriation  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of 
the  Government  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  also  appropriates: 

"For  survey  of  private  land  claims  in  the  States  of  Colorado,  Nevada,  Wyoming, 
and  Utah,  and  in  the  Territories  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  confirmed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  '  An  act  to  establish  a  court  of  private  land 
claims,  and  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in  certain  States  and 
Territories,'  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  one,  and  for  the 
resurvey  of  such  private  land  claims  heretofore  confirmed  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, fifteen  thousand  dollars,  said  sum  to  be  also  available  for  office  work  on  such 
surveys." 

The  annual  instructions  issued  under  date  of  August  26,  1898,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1899,  were  full  and  explicit,  and  the  surveying  rates  for  your  district 
for  the  current  fiscal  year  being  the  same  as  for  the  fiscal  year  1899,  the  said  instruc- 
tions, except  as  hereinafter  modified,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  current  fiscal 
year,  and  you  will  be  governed  accordingly. 

The  annual  instructions  of  August  26,  1898,  provided  that: 

"When  not  less  than  three  settlers  in  a  township  make  application  for  survey  and 
submit  individual  affidavits  as  to  settlement  and  cultivation  of  the  lands,  said  town- 
ship may  be  included  in  an  awarded  contract." 

The  question  of  applications  of  settlers  residing  in  fractional  townships,  for  the 
survey  thereof,  has  been  considered  and  the  conclusion  reached  that  wThen  the 
unsurveyed  area  in  a  fractional  township  ranges  from  one  to  twelve  sections,  the  appli- 
cation and  affidavit  of  one  settler  on  the  lands  will  secure  the  authorization  of  the 
survey.  When  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  sections  remain  unsurveyed  the  survey 
will  be  authorized  on  receipt  of  the  applications  and  affidavits  of  two  settlers.  If  the 
desired  survey  involves  more  than  twenty-four  sections,  the  applications  and  affidavits 
of  not  less  than  three  settlers  will  be  the  minimum  required. 

In  transmitting  the  required  evidences  of  settlement  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  preceding  paragraphs,  you  are  also  required  to  state,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  class  and  character  of  the  remaining  unsurveyed  land  in  the  frac- 
tional township. 
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Referring  to  the  paragraph  on  page  9  of  the  annual  instructions  of  August  26, 1898, 
relating  to  the  insertion  of  advertisements  for  proposals  for  surveys  in  daily  and 
weekly  journals,  you  are  advised  that  such  advertisements  should  be  published  in 
one  of  the  daily  journals  in  the  chief  city  of  your  surveying  district  once  every  other 
day  for  six  times,  and,  if  practicable,  in  two  consecutive  issues  in  a  weekly  paper 
published  near  the  proposed  surveys. 

The  said  instructions  of  August  26, 1898,  required  contracts  entered  into  under  the 
appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1899  to  be  forwarded,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  time  to 
reach  here  not  later  than  the  1st  of  May,  1899,  in  order  that  they  might  be  considered 
by  this  office  and  proper  action  taken  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  In  a  very 
considerable  number  of  instances  this  rule  was  not  observed,  and  contracts  continued 
to  be  received  up  to  within  two  days  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  causing  a  great 
congestion  of  business  and  hurried  consideration,  for  which  there  was  no  apparent 
necessity,  and  which  might  have  been  obviated  by  an  observance  of  the  stated  rule. 

This  office  desires  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  such  a  state  of  affairs,  and,  with  this  end 
in  view,  you  are  directed  to  take  such  measures  in  the  matter  of  awarding  contracts 
under  your  apportionment  as  will  enable  you  to  forward  all  contracts  in  time  to  reach 
this  office  not  later,  in  any  event,  than  1st  day  of  June,  1900,  so  that  this  office  may  be 
able  to  give  consideration  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  such  contracts  and  to  the  special 
instructions  accompanying  the  same  without  precipitation.  A  failure  to  observe  this 
requirement  may  result  in  the  nonapproval  of  contracts,  this  office  reserving  the  right 
to  return,  without  approval,  any  contracts  received  after  the  date  named. 

The  paragraph  of  said  sundry  civil  act  of  March  3,  1899,  making  appropriation  for 
surveys  and  resurveys,  provides  that  all  surveys  of  standard,  meander,  township,  and 
section  lines  of  the  public-land  surveys  shall,  as  heretofore,  be  established  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  whether  the 
lands  to  be  surveyed  are  within  or  without  reservations,  except  that  where  the  exterior 
boundaries  of  public  forest  reservations  are  required  to  be  coincident  with  standard, 
township,  or  section  lines,  such  boundaries  may,  if  not  previously  established  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  the  public-land  surveys,  be  established  and  marked  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  whenever  necessary  to  complete  the 
survey  of  such  exterior  boundaries.  The  effect  of  this  provision  of  law  is  to  modify 
the  provisions  in  the  sundry  civil  act  of  June  4, 1897 — Pamphlet  Laws,  1897,  page  34— 
requiring  that  surveys  of  public  lands  designated  as  forest  reserves,  including  public  lands 
adjacent  thereto,  shall  be  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Geological 
Survey,  but  the  outboundaries  of  forest  reserves  are  still  to  be  established  by  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey,  and  whenever  the  outboundaries  of  forest  reserves  are  made 
coincident  with  standard,  township,  or  section  lines  of  the  public  land  surveys  such 
standard,  township,  and  section  lines,  if  not  previously  surveyed,  may  be  established  and 
marked  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  in  the  course  of  the  establishment 
and  marking  of  the  outboundaries  of  any  given  forest  reserves.  In  this  connection 
your  special  attention  is  invited  to  circular  letter  "E,"  dated  April  20, 1899,  upon  the 
subject  of  the  survey  of  lands  within  forest  reservations.

The  examination  of  the  Northern  Pacific  grant  in  Montana  was  a 
re-examination.  Examinations,  with  a  view  to  their  adjustment,  have 
also  been  completed  during  the  year  of  the  grants  to  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Railway  Company  (now  Union  Pacific  Land  Company);  the 
Denver  Pacific  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Company  (now  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company);  the  Oregon  Central  Railroad  Company,  act  of 
May  4,  1890,  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  Branch 
Line,  act  of  March  3,  1871,  and  reports  giving  the  results  of  such 
examinations  and  such  recommendations  as  may  be  found  proper  will 
be  made  to  the  Department  at  an  early  day. 

In  view  of  the  contention  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy 
(successor  to  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  River)  Railroad  Company 
of  Nebraska,  relative  to  the  suit  instituted  against  the  latter  company 
for  the  recovery  of  title  to  201,101.15  acres  of  land  which  it  was 
claimed  had  been  erroneously  patented  to  it  on  the  north  side  of  its 
road,  but  which  had  been  dismissed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
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Department  for  the  purpose  of  a  further  investigation  of  the  questions 
involved,  and  of  departmental  instructions  of  June  17,  1899,  an 
examination  has  also  been  made  of  all  the  lands  lying  opposite  the 
line  of  the  company's  road  and  between  the  20  mile  south  limit  of  the 
grant  and  the  southern  boundary  of  the  State,  the  results  of  which 
will  be  reported  to  the  Department  as  early  as  practicable. 

In  this  case  it  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  grant  for 
the  road  was  of  equal  quantities  of  lands  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
thereof,  and  the  records  showing  a  deficiency  on  the  south  side  and  an 
excess  patented  on  the  north  side,  the  company  claims  that  the  defi- 
ciency on  the  south  side  resulted  from  the  failure  of  this  Department 
to  continue  the  withdrawal  of  the  lands  outside  the  20-mile  limits,  and 
that  the  patenting  of  the  excess  on  the  north  side  followed;  and  that 
the  act  of  March  2,  1896,  bars  the  Government  from  instituting  suit 
for  the  recovery  of  title  to  such  lands.  The  examination  was  made  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  data  required  for  a  proper  determination  of 
the  matter,  and  while  necessary,  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
labor. 

Examination  has  also  been  made  of  the  papers  in  connection  with 
the  records  of  this  office  in  the  matters  of  the  suits  instituted  against 
the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  recovery  of  title  to  con- 
siderable quantities  of  lands  in  the  States  of  Nebraska,  Colorado,  Utah, 
and  Wyoming,  and  dismissed  for  the  purposes  of  further  investiga- 
tion, and  reports  and  recommendations  therein  will  be  submitted  at  an 
early  day. 

In  the  matter  of  the  grant  to  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Vicksburg  and  Meridian  Railroad  demand  was 
made  upon  the  railroad  company  for  the  reconveyance  to  the  United 
States  of  certain  lands  erroneously  patented  for  its  use,  and  for  the 
payment  of  a  sum  of  money  for  which  it  was  held  responsible  on 
account  of  lands  sold  by  it  the  title  to  which  was  declared  confirmed 
in  the  purchaser  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1896.  These  demands  were 
complied  with  and  the  grant  was  thus  practically  closed,  the  final  closing 
thereof  awaiting  a  report  called  for  from  the  local  land  office  at  Jack- 
son, in  said  State. 

In  accordance  with  departmental  directions  of  August  17,  1899, 
returning  the  papers  in  the  case  of  the  adjustment  of  the  grant  to  the 
St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railroad  Company  in  Missouri, 
a  further  examination  was  made  thereof  in  the  light  of  the  decisions 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  v.  James  De  Lacey  (174  U.S.,  622)  and  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  Usher  (28  L.D.,  75),  and  it 
having  been  found  that  the  erroneously  certified  lands  had  been  sold 
to  bona  fide  purchasers  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1896, 
and  that  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railroad  Com- 
pany was  not  the  patentee  thereof,  nor  the  corporation  for  whose  benefit 
the  certification  was  made,  it  was  recommended  that  the  title  of  the 
purchasers  be  declared  confirmed;  that  the  demand  for  reconveyance 
be  recalled,  and  that  no  action  be  taken  looking  to  the  recovery  of  the 
price  of  the  land  by  the  Government.  This  recommendation  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Department  and  the  demand  was  recalled,  thus  prac- 
tically settling  this  grant. 

Examinations  of  the  grants  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany, main  and  branch  lines,  under  the  act  of   1864,  in  tin4  States  of 
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Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington,  and  Oregon 
have  been  made  and  preliminary  reports  submitted  to  the  Department 
from  time  to  time  showing  the  results  thereof. 

The  Department  having  decided  in  1896  that  the  eastern  terminus  of 
this  grant  was  at  Duluth,  Minn.,  and  a  terminal  limit  having  been 
established  thereat,  and  the  company  contending  that  Ashland,  Wis., 
was  its  eastern  terminus,  no  examination  was  made  thereof  east  of  the 
terminal  established.  A  suit  was  instituted  to  determine  this  question 
and  resulted  in  a  decision  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  handed 
down  on  April  16,  1900,  in  favor  of  the  contention  of  the  company. 
The  grant  east  of  Duluth  will  be  examined  at  an  early  day  and  when 
completed  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  grant  as  an  entirety 
will  be  reported. 

The  joint  resolution  of  May  31,  1870,  provided  an  additional  limit 
within  which  the  Northern  Pacific  Company  might  select  indemnity 
on  account  of  losses  within  its  primary  limits,  but  under  the  provisions 
of  the  law  the  presence  of  three  conditions  were  necessary  to  sustain 
a  selection  within  this  additional  or  second  indemnity  limit  as  it  is 
termed  in  this  office. 

These  conditions  were  (1)  that  the  original  or  first  indemnity  limit 
should  first  be  exhausted;  (2)  that  the  loss  on  account  of  which  the 
selection  is  applied  for  must  have  occurred  between  the  date  of  the 
grant  and  that  of  the  definite  location  of  the  road,  and  (3)  that  the  loss 
and  the  selection  must  be  in  the  same  State  or  Territory.  This  second 
indemnity  grant  within  the  State  of  Minnesota  has  been  carefully 
examined,  with  the  result  that  the  company  is  shown  to  be  entitled  to 
27,678  acres  of  such  indemnity.  In  order  to  reach  the  conclusions 
stated  a  reexamination  of  the  entire  primary  limits  of  the  grant  within 
said  State  to  determine  the  date  each  tract  therein  was  disposed  of  was 
necessary,  and  the  company  having  been  allowed  to  make  a  showing 
in  support  of  its  right  to  further  second  indemnity  an  examination  of 
the  lists  filed  by  it  with  the  records  of  this  office  was  also  necessary. 
This  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time  and  labor.  A  report  of  this  exam- 
ination with  recommendations  has  been  submitted  to  the  Department. 

The  act  of  July  1,  1898  (30  Stat.,  597,  620),  a  synopsis  of  the  provi- 
sions and  the  purposes  of  which  was  given  in  my  last  annual  report,  has 
entailed  upon  the  division  a  large  amount  of  work.  This  law  provided 
for  the  adjustment  of  conflicting  claims  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  and  settlers  and  other  claimants,  and  the  evident  purpose 
thereof  was  to  put  an  end  as  far  as  practicable  to  all  litigation  between 
the  company  and  adverse  claimants  for  lands  within  the  limits  of  its 
grant  before  the  Department  and  the  courts. 

The  calling  upon  the  persons  claiming  adverse  to  the  company  to 
present  their  claims  and  make  proof  in  support  thereof;  the  examina- 
tions of  the  proofs  to  determine  whether  the  claimants  came  within 
the  provisions  of  the  law;  the  preparation  of  the  lists  and  the  submit- 
ting thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  approval,  preparatory 
to  calling  upon  the  railroad  company  to  relinquish  the  lands;  the  sub- 
mitting of  the  relinquishments  to  the  Department  for  acceptance  and 
the  relieving  of  the  claims  from  contest  so  that  the  parties  might  per- 
fect them  has  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time. 

Very  gratifying  results  have  been  obtained  in  the  administration  of 
this  law.  Twenty-nine  lists  have  been  prepared  from  the  proofs  sub- 
mitted by  the  beneficiaries,  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
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ment,  and  over  500  individuals  have  been  relieved  from  contest  and  the 
claimants  duly  notified  thereof  and  of  their  rights  to  perfect  their  entries. 

In  the  examination  of  these  grants  with  a  view  to  their  adjustment 
an  effort  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  clear  up  a  number  of 
lists,  which  have  been  in  the  office  for  some  years,  of  tracts  which  had 
been  excluded  from  clear  lists  prepared  for  approval  and  patent, 
because  of  various  conflicts,  and  gratifying  progress  has  been  made. 
One  hundred  railroad  patents  covering  1,277,572.68  acres  and  six 
wagon-road  patents  covering  61,501.52  acres  have  been  issued. 

When  it  is  considered  that  in  former  years  it  was  not  unusual  for  a 
single  patent  to  cover  a  million  acres  of  land,  the  amount  of  time  and 
labor  required  to  accomplish  these  results  and  issue  these  patents, 
which,  with  one  exception,  are  of  comparatively  small  acreage  and 
largely  consist  of  odds  and  ends  of  old  lists,  will  be  understood. 

In  the  process  of  the  adjustment  of  these  grants,  lands  have  been 
found  to  have  been  erroneously  certified  or  patented  under  them,  and  a 
number  of  rules  have  been  laid  on  the  companies  to  show  cause  why 
the  proper  steps  should  not  be  taken  for  the  recovery  of  title  thereto, 
or  in  cases  where  the  lands  have  been  sold  by  the  companies  to  bona 
fide  purchasers  whose  titles  have  been  declared  confirmed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1896  (29  Stat.,  42),  for  the  Govern- 
ment price  thereof. 

The  titles  of  a  considerable  number  of  such  purchasers  have  been 
declared  confirmed  during  the  past  year  and  the  proper  steps  for  the 
recovery  of  the  price  of  the  lands  are  being  taken. 

The  grants  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  following  railroads  and 
wagon  roads  have  been  examined  at  various  times  with  a  view  to  their 
final  adjustment,  have  been  submitted  with  recommendations  to  the 
Department,  and  have  been  returned  with  instructions,  chiefly  with 
reference  to  the  institution  of  suits  for  the  recovery  of  title  to  lands 
found  to  have  been  erroneously  certified  or  patented,  or  of  the  Govern- 
ment price  thereof  if  they  had  been  sold  by  the  grantee  company  to 
bona  fide  purchasers  whose  claims  were  found  to  be  protected  by  the 
act  of  March  3,  1887  (24  Stat.,  556),  or  whose  titles  were  confirmed  by 
the  act  of  March  2,  1896  (29  Stat.,  42):

RIGHT   OF    WAY    RAILROADS. 

By  the  act  approved  March 3, 1875  (18  Stat.,  182), Congress  granted 
to  railroads,  upon  certain  conditions,  right  of  way  through  the  public 
lands.  Right  of  way  for  railroads,  wagon  roads,  and  tramroads  in 
Alaska  was  granted,  upon  certain  conditions,  by  the  act  of  May  11, 
1898  (30  Stat.,  109);  see  circular  thereunder  dated  June  8,  1898. 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  acts  and  of  special  acts,  509  companies 
have  filed  articles  of  incorporation  which  have  been  accepted,  28  of 
which  were  accepted  during  the  fiscal  }^ear  ended  June  30,  1900.  Right 
of  way  has  been  approved  to  101  companies,  23  of  which  received  their 
first  approvals  during  the  same  period.  There  were  received  during 
the  year  501  maps  of  locations  of  railroads,  88  of  which  have  been 
approved,  28  have  been  filed  (not  requiring  approval),  6  are  pending 
before  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  326  have  been  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  a  few  of  which  were  rejected,  the  rest  having  been  returned 
for  correction. 

Instructions  for  making  applications  under  this  act  are  given  in  the 
circular  of  November  4,  1898.

RIGHT    OF   WAY    FOR    IRRIGATION    AND    OTHER   PURPOSES. 


Sections  18, 19,  20,  and  21  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 
1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1095),  as  amended  by  section  2  of  the  act  of  May  1 1 , 
1898  (30  Stat.  L.,  401),  grant  right  of  way  over  the  public  lands  and 
reservations  of  the  United  States  for  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs 
for  purposes  of  irrigation  and  for  purposes  of  a  public  nature;  also 
for  purposes  of  water  transportation,  for  domestic  purposes,  or  for 
the  development  of  power,  as  subsidiary  to  the  main  purpose  of  irri- 
gation. Such  rights  of  way  may  be  applied  for  by  corporations, 
individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals  in  accordance  with  certain 
requirements  as  to  the  tiling  of  papers  and  maps. 

The  regulations  require  the  application  to  show  with  certainty  the 
location  of  the  proposed  canal  or  reservoir,  so  that  the  approved  map 
will  be  an  accurate  record  of  the  extent  of  the  right  of  way,  and  thus 
define  clearly  the  rights  granted  by  the  act  and  those  of  future  settlers 
alomr  the  ditch  or  reservoir. 
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Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  right  of  way  has  been  approved  to 
242  companies,  individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which 
36  received  their  first  approval  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  received  during  the  year  253  maps;  49  have  been 
approved,  6  have  been  filed  not  requiring  approval,  1  is  pending 
before  the  Secretary,  and  212  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  few 
of  which  were  rejected,  the  rest  being  returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  preparing  applications  for  right  of  way  for  irriga- 
tion purposes  will  be  found  in  the  circular  of  June  27,  1900.

STATE    DESERT-LAND    SEGREGATIONS. 


By  section  4  of  the  act  of  August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  372-422), 
provision  is  made  for  the  donation,  to  each  of  the  States  in  which  there 
may  be  situated  desert  lands,  of  not  more  than  1,000,000  acres  of  such 
land  as  the  State  may  cause  to  be  irrigated,  reclaimed,  occupied,  and 
cultivated  by  actual  settlers.  This  act  has  been  amended  by  a  provi- 
sion in  the  act  of  June  11,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  413-434),  to  the  effect 
that  a  lien  is  authorized  to  be  created  by  the  State  upon  the  lands 
segregated,  and  that  when  an  ample  suppty  of  water  is  actually  fur- 
nished to  any  tract  or  tracts  thereof  patent  shall  issue  to  the  State  for 
the  same,  without  regard  to  settlement  or  cultivation. 

During  the  year  two  lists  have  been  filed  by  the  State  of  Idaho,  one 
list  by  the  State  of  Montana,  and  one  by  the  State  of  Wyoming.  Sev- 
eral lists  previously  received  have  been  refiled  during  the  year.  All 
these  lists  have  been  duly  acted  upon.  One  list  filed  by  the  State  of 
Idaho,  aggregating  54,005.92  acres,  was  approved.  The  State  of 
Wyoming  filed  two  lists  of  lands  for  patent,  which  have  been  duly 
acted  upon,  and  one  patent  for  3,855.25  acres  of  the  same  has  been 
issued. 

Two  special  agents  were  appointed  during  the  year  to  examine  the 
lands  segregated  under  this  act  and  not  already  examined,  amounting 
to  587,000  acres.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  examination  was  nearly 
completed,  only  a  few  weeks'  work  of  one  of  the  agents  remaining  to 
be  done. 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  lists,  etc.,  under  this  act  will  be 
found  in  the  circular  approved  September  20, 1898,  which  also  contains 
instructions  for  the  submission  of  proof  of  reclamation  with  a  view  to 
the  issuance  of  patents  for  the  lands. 
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PERMISSION   TO    USE    RIGHT   OF  WAY  FOR   TRAMROADS,   CANALS,  AND 

RESERVOIRS. 

By  the  act  of  January  21, 1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  635),  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  was  authorized  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  the  pub- 
lic lands  not  within  the  limits  of  any  park,  forest,  military,  or  Indian 
reservation,  for  tramroads,  canals,  or  reservoirs,  by  any  citizen  or  asso- 
ciation of  citizens  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining  or  quarrying  or 
cutting  timber  and  manufacturing  lumber. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  applications  for  permission  to  use 
right  of  way  have  been  approved  to  5  companies,  individuals,  and  asso- 
ciations of  individuals,  of  which  3  received  their  first  approvals  during 
the  past  year. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  19  maps;  3  have  been  approved 
and  14  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  most  of  them  having  been 
returned  for  correction. 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  May  11, 1898  (30  Stat.,  401),  extended  the  scope 
of  the  act  of  1895  so  that  it  shall  apply  to  tramroads,  canals,  or  reser- 
voirs "  for  the  purposes  of  furnishing  water  for  domestic,  public,  and 
other  beneficial  uses." 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  applications  under  this  act  will 
be  found  in  the  circular  of  September  17,  1898. 

PERMISSION    TO   USE   RIGHT   OF   WAY   FOR   ELECTRICAL   PURPOSES. 

By  the  act  of  May  14,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  120),  the  above  act  of  1895 
was  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  section  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  public  lands  and 
forest  reservations,  together  with  the  use  of  necessary  grounds,  not 
exceeding  40  acres,  for  electrical  purposes. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  applications  for  permission  to  use 
right  of  wa}^  and  necessary  grounds  have  been  approved  to  12  compa- 
nies, individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which  4  received 
their  first  approvals  during  the  past  year. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  25  maps;  6  have  been  approved, 
and  10  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  most  of  them  having  been 
returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  applications  under  this  act  will 
be  found  in  the  circular  of  September  17,  1898. 

RIGHT    OF   WAY    FOR   OIL    PIPE    LINES. 

By  the  act  of  May  21,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  127),  right  of  way  was 
granted  for  pipe  lines  for  the  transportation  of  oil  in  the  States  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming.  No  applications  have  been  received  under 
said  act.  The  terms  of  this  law  being  very  similar  to  those  of  the 
irrigation  right  of  wa}r  act  of  1891,  full  information  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  applications  thereunder  will  be  found  in  the  circular  of  June 
27,  1900. 
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RESERVOIRS   FOR   THE    PURPOSES     OF   STOCK    BREEDING   AND   TRANSPOR- 
TATION. 

By  the  act  of  January  13,  1897  (29  Stat.  L.,  484),  the  construction 
of  reservoirs  upon  unoccupied  public  lands,  not  mineral  or  other- 
wise reserved,  is  permitted  upon  certain  conditions.  On  July  8, 1898, 
the  first  circular  under  this  act  was  approved. 

A  large  number  of  these  reservoir  declaratory  statements  were 
received  after  the  promulgation  of  the  regulations,  and  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  regulations  were  inadequate  to  prevent  speculative 
filings  and  other  abuses  of  the  privileges  of  the  act.  Accordingly  a 
circular  amendatory  of  the  regulations  was  approved  June  23,  1899, 
and  all  the  applicants  were  required  to  make  their  reservoir  declara- 
tory statements  conform  thereto. 

There  were  pending,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  2,234  reservoir 
declaratory  statements  under  the  act;  there  were  received  during  the 
year  10,714,  a  total  of  12,948  on  hand  for  action  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  all  but  about  1,275  required  amendment  to  comply  with  the 
regulations.  There  were  canceled,  for  failure  to  amend  as  required, 
3,574  statements,  and  736  were  relinquished  by  the  applicants. 
Besides  these,  2,470  were  canceled  or  relinquished,  but  on  account  of 
informality  in  the  proceedings  further  action  will  be  necessary- 
Few,  if  any,  of  the  last  class  are  in  such  condition  that  they  can  be 
reinstated.  Of  the  remainder,  348  have  been  amended,  and  no  report 
has  been  received  from  the  local  land  officers  as  to  the  balance  of 
4,545  statements.  Reports  will  be  called  for  and  the  cases  dosed  up 
as  early  as  possible  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  From  this  review  of  the 
cases  it  appears  probable  that  less  than  2,000  reservoir  declaratory 
statements  will  remain  intact  on  the  records  when  the  cases  now  on 
hand  have  been  carefully  reviewed.  This  number  of  reservoir  declar- 
atory statements  appears  reasonable  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
intent  of  the  act.

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G.—  DIVISION  OF  PREEMPTION,  DESERT-LAND,  TIMBER- 
CULTURE,  TOWN-SITE,  AND  PRIVATE-LAND  CLAIMS, 
OF  SCHOOL  LANDS  AND  INDIAN  ALLOTMENTS. 

Division  G  has  charge  of  the  examination  of  and  action  upon  all 
claims  to  lands  arising  under  the  preemption,  amber  culture,  desert 
land,  and  town-site  laws,  under  grants  to  tne  several  States  for  educa- 
tional, charitable,  and  other  purposes  and  under  the  donation  laws. 
The  division  also  has  charge  of  all  claims  to  land  which  had  their 
origin  in  some  form  of  concession  from  a  foreign  government  before 
the  acquisition  by  the  United  States  of  the  territory  in  which  such 
claims  are  located.  After  the  confirmation  of  this  class  of  claims 
under  the  various  laws  passed  by  Congress,  the  location  and  patenting 
thereof  are  among  the  matters  assigned  to  this  division. 

It  also  has  charge  of  Indian  lands,  both  reservations  for  individual 
Indians  and  allotments,  and  of  the  examination  and  patenting  of  such 
lands  in  severalty  under  the  various  treaties  and  acts  of  Congress  in 
reference  thereto. 

It  also  has  charge  of  the  adjudication  of  all  contests  coming  before 
the  office  in  which  preemption  rights,  desert-land  claims,  timber- 
culture  claims,  private-land  claims,  town- site  questions,  or  Indian 
claims  are  involved. 

The  proofs  in  entries  in  Alaska  under  sections  11  to  11  of  the  act 
of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1095),  as  modified  by  the  tenth  section 
of  the  act  of  May  11, 1898  (30  Stat.  L.,  409),  are  also  examined  in  this 
division  and  the  questions  arising  under  said  laws  except  as  to  surveys 
are  here  adjudicated.

GRANTS   IN    AID    OF    EDUCATION    AND    FOR    OTHER   PURPOSES. 


The  pending  selections  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1899,  aggregated  1,109,120.09  acres,  and  new  selections  were  received 
during  the  year  amounting  to  1,377,392.11  acres;  total,  2,186,512.20 
acres.  There  were  finally  adjusted  during  the  year  by  approval  and 
certification  772,209.15  acres,  and  by  cancellation  81,210.66  acres  (total, 
856,120.11  acres),  leaving  a  balance  remaining  unadjusted  June  30, 1900, 
of  1,630,092.09  acres. 

Of  the  amount  pending  several  selections  have  been  suspended,  in 
order  that  corrections  o  f  clerical  errors  may  be  made  therein ;  others 
have  been  suspended  on  account  of  conflicts,  illegal  bases,  and  other 
causes.

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H.— CONTEST  DIVISION. 

Rule  1  of  the  rules  of  practice  in  cases  before  the  United  States  dis- 
trict land  offices,  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  permits  any  person  to  initiate  a  contest  against  any  party  to 
an  entry,  filing,  or  other  claim  under  laws  of  Congress  relating  to  the 
public  lands,  for  any  sufficient  cause,  affecting  the  legality  or  validity 
of  the  claim.  By  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  May  14,  1880  (21 
Stat.  L.,  140),  a  successful  contestant  is  given  a  preference  right  of 
entry  for  thirty  days  after  notice  of  decision  in  his  favor  to  enter 
the  land  involved  in  the  contest. 

The  work  of  this  division  consists  in  disposing  of  controversies 
arising  between  individuals  where  rights  under  the  homestead  and 
timber  and  stone  laws  and  locations  of  land  scrip  under  various  acts 
of  Congress  are  involved. 

The  detail  of  examiners  from  this  division  to  duty  elsewhere,  and 
the  delay  incident  to  the  removal  of  the  office  to  its  new  quarters,  as 
well  as  an  increase  of  work,  has  caused  an  arrearage  of  about  seven 
months  in  the  work  of  the  division,  which  is  somewhat  in  excess  of 
the  arrearage  of  work  reported  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Another  reason  for  the  failure  of  this  division  in  keeping  abreast  of 
the  increased  volume  of  contest  work  has  been  occasioned  by  the 
necessity  of  remanding  or  dismissing  contests  initiated  since  the  passage 
of  the  act  of  June  16,  1898  (30  Stat.,  473),  because  of  the  failure  of 
contestants  to  allege  and  prove  nonmilitary  service  as  required  by 
said  act.  In  each  instance  where  such  contests,  so  passed  upon,  have 
been  either  reinstituted  de  novo  or  further  prosecuted  after  being 
remanded,  such  action  has  necessarily  resulted  in  a  duplication  of  the 
work  imposed  upon  this  division.  The  difficult  task  of  proving  a 
negative,  viz,  that  the  entryman's  absence  is  not  due  to  military  or 
naval  service  in  time  of  war,  is  imposed  upon  the  contestants,  some- 
thing well-nigh  impossible  to  prove  in  cases  where  the  entrymen  have 
abandoned  their  homestead  entries,  leaving  no  trace  behind  them  to 
indicate  where  they  may  be  found. 

The  recommendation  in  my  last  annual  report  is  therefore  most 
urgently  renewed  that  Congress  at  an  early  date  modify  the  law  of 
June  16, 1898,  so  as  to  make  service  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy, 
or  Marine  Corps  in  time  of  war  a  defense  to  be  interposed  by  the  set- 
tler defendant  for  the  actual  term  of  such  service  or  enlistment  against 
any  charge  of  abandonment  which  may  be  hereafter  initiated. 

Notwithstanding  the  hindrances  above  enumerated,  the  result  shows 
an  increase  in  the  work  performed  over  the  preceding  year,  as  will  be 
seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  items  in  the  attached  tabulated  statement 
with  the  corresponding  items  in  the  annual  report  for  1899. 

There  were  received  in  the  division  8,570  letters  as  against  7,736 
the  preceding  year;  2,545  letters  were  answered  this  year  to  1,611  the 
preceding  }7ear,  and  8,176  letters  were  written  to  7,604  last  year. 

The  contest  cases  in  which  no  appeals  are  taken  from  the  decisions 
of  registers  and  receivers,  but  which  must  be  reviewed  by  this  office 
in  order  to  determine  whether  the  proceedings  and  decisions  therein 
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are  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  regulations  are  at  present 
the  most  troublesome  and  difficult  to  adjudicate  of  all  cases  coming 
before  the  division,  owing  to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  June  16, 
1898,  "for  the  protection  of  homestead  settlers  who  enter  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  Unite'd  States  in  time  of  war,"  above  referred 
to,  and  also  owing  to  the  carelessness  and  mistakes  of  attorneys  and 
local  officers  in  conducting  the  proceedings,  especially  in  relation  to 
the  matter  of  obtaining  jurisdiction  over  the  entrymen,  which  is  most 
frequently  attempted  by  substituted  service/ — i.  e.,  by  publication — 
in  which  all  of  the  elements  are  so  essential,  though  some  of  them 
are  very  often  lacking,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  remand  the  cases 
where  such  omissions  occur  for  proceedings  de  novo. 

Of  these  cases  this  division  had  on  hand  1,160  on  July  1,  1899,  and 
received  2,176  during  the  year  in  place  of  1,963  last  year,  but  during 
this  year  1,521  were  examined  and  closed  as  against  1,113  last  year. 

There  now  remains  on  hand  1,794  of  these  cases,  an  apparent 
increase  of  631  cases  over  those  remaining  on  hand  a  year  ago,  but  of 
these  1,794  cases  now  remaining  on  hand  undisposed  of  716  have  been 
examined  and  remanded  during  the  year,  action  which  requires  more 
labor  than  canceling  the  entry  involved  and  closing  the  case. 

It  will  thus  readily  be  seen  that  the  apparent  accumulation  of  these 
cases  in  arrears  is  not  real. 

The  only  class  of  cases  of  which  the  number  undecided  has  materially 
increased  during  the  year  are  cases  in  which  hearings  have  been  had 
and  appeals  taken  from  the  decisions  of  the  local  officers  on  the  merits 
thereof,  called  docket  cases.  Of  this  class  there  are  now  on  hand 
undecided  396  cases  instead  of  203  a  year  ago,  only  247  having  been 
decided  the  past  year  in  place  of  334  during  the  preceding  year.  This 
accumulation  has  been  unavoidable  because  of  the  drafts,  heretofore 
mentioned,  made  upon  the  examining  corps  which  was  previously  too 
small. 

The  other  classes  of  work  of  which  this  division  has  charge  are 
miscellaneous  appeals,  or  cases  in  which  no  hearings  have  been  had, 
applications  to  contest,  motions  for  review,  answering  letters  of 
inquiry,  calling  for  reports  from  the  local  officers,  forwarding  appeals 
to  the  Secretary,  promulgating  departmental  decisions,  keeping  neces- 
sary dockets,  other  records  and  files,  etc. 

All  of  these  are  so  well  in  hand  that  no  reasonable  cause  for  com- 
plaint of  delay  exists.

The  amount  of  swamp  land  in  place  claims  remaining  unadjusted 
can  not  be  stated  with  precision,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  much  larger 
than  the  amount  reported  in  the  first  table  of  this  report,  viz,  232,558.80 
acres,  which  is  given  on  the  authority  of  an  estimated  statement  made 
many  years  since,  and  which  has  apparently  proved  to  be  too  small. 
It  might  be  presumed  that  the  difference  between  the  total  amount  of 
lands  selected  from  the  dates  of  the  grants  to  June  30,  1900,  and  the 
total  amount  patented  up  to  the  same  date  would  represent  the  pend- 
ing or  unadjusted  claims,  but  this  presumption  would  be  ill  founded, 
7661 18 
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since  the  difference,  or  the  apparent  claim,  has  to  a  large  amount  been 
regularl}T  adjudicated  by  the  rejection  of  claims  on  their  merits  or  the 
cancellation  of  selections  as  duplicates,  etc.  The  exact  amount  rejected 
and  canceled  during  the  past  forty-nine  years  that  the  adjustment  has 
been  in  progress  can  not  be  stated,  as  no  account  of  rejections  has  been 
kept  in  a  tabulated  form  in  the  annual  or  other  reports  except  during 
the  past  nine  years.  The  rejections  from  July  1,  1891,  to  June  30, 
1900,  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

SWAMP   LAND    INDEMNITY. 


During  the  past  year  three  special  agents  were  employed  in  the 
field,  and  one  reader  of  field  notes  of  survey  was  employed  in  this 
office  in  determining  the  character  of  the  lands  forming  the  basis  of 
cash  and  land  indemnity  claims. 

Twenty-four  cash-indemnity  accounts  and  5  land-indemnity  lists  were 
approved,  and  23  claims  or  parts  of  claims  were  rejected  or  canceled 
during  the  year. 

The  following  table  exhibits  in  detail  the  final  adjustments  under 
the  swamp -land  indemnity  laws,  viz:

DECISIONS   OF  THE    SECRETARY  OF   THE    INTERIOR   RELATIVE   TO  ADJUST- 
MENT  OF    SWAMP-LAND    CLAIMS    DURING   THE    FISCAL   YEAR. 

STATE    OP   LOUISIANA. 


The  grant  of  swamp  lands  to  the  State  could  not  affect  a  property  right  existing 
under  a  valid  grant  or  concession  at  the  time  of  the  swamp-land  grant,  which  had 
ripened  or  could  be  made  perfect  in  course  of  time  (State  of  Louisiana,  June  16, 
1900). 
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L.— DRAFTING  DIVISION. 

The  work  allotted  to  and  executed  by  this  division  relates  to  the 
compilation  of  maps  of  the  United  States  and  of  individual  States  and 
Territories  in  which  public  land  is  located,  the  platting  of  maps  per- 
taining to  township  and  lesser  subdivisions,  all  diagrams,  copies  of 
plats  and  tracings,  all  examinations  of  locations  of  right-of-way  rail- 
roads, canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs  relative  to  public  surveys  and 
conflicts;  in  short,  all  the  drafting  required  by  the  General  Land  Office 
for  individual,  departmental,  or  other  purposes. 

This  division  is  also  custodian  of  all  official  field  notes  of  surveys  of 
the  public  domain,  and  of  the  originals  and  photolithographic  copies 
of  maps  and  plats  relative  thereto. 

The  following  is  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  work  performed  in  this 
division  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  viz:

Owing  to  the  delay  incidental  to  the  inclusion  of  the  recently 
acquired  insular  possessions  as  insets,  the  map  of  the  United  States 
for  1899,  under  the  contract  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Guggenheimer, 
Weil  &  Co.,  of  Baltimore,  July  13, 1898,  was  not  completed  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1899.  It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  con- 
tractors, however,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  distribution. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  the  map  of  Indian  Ter- 
ritory has  been  received  from  the  contractor,  Mr.  A.  B.  Graham, 
under  his  contract  with  this  office  for  said  year.  The  compilation  of 
the  map  of  Wyoming  has  been  completed,  and  the  map  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  contractor. 

Maps  of  South  Dakota,  Nevada,  Utah,  and  Arkansas  are  now  being 
compiled,  and  will  be  ready  for  reproduction  during  the  coming  fiscal 
year.  Upon  the  completion  of  these  State  maps,  a  compilation  of  the 
following  separate  maps  of  the  recently  acquired  insular  possessions  is 
contemplated:  Island  of  Porto  Rico,  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaiian 
Islands,  and  the  Pine,  Guam,  and  Tutuila  islands,  the  three  latter  to 
be  issued  on  one  sheet. 

The  compilation  of  detail  maps  of  the  following  forest  reserves  has 
been  completed  by  this  division  during  the  present  fiscal  year:  Black 
Mesa,  San  Francisco  Mountains,  and  Grand  Canyon  forest  reserves,  in 
Arizona;  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve,  in  Idaho  and  Montana;  the 
Lewis  and  Clarke,  Flathead,  and  Gallatin  forest  reserves,  in  Montana, 
and  the  Priest  River  Forest  Reserve,  in  Idaho  and  Washington. 

A  new  edition  of  100  copies  of  all  forest-reservation  maps  completed 
to  date,  after  having  been  readjusted  with  reference  to  scale  by  this 
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division,  has  been  photolithographed  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  this  office. 

The  following  forest-reservation  maps  are  still  being  compiled  by 
the  respective  surveyors-general  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  will 
be  photolithographed  as  soon  as  received:  Prescott,  in  Arizona;  San 
Jacinto,  Pine  Mountain  and  Zaca  Lake,  Sierra  (one  sheet,  three  sheets 
having  been  furnished),  Stanislaus,  Lake  Tahoe,  and  Santa  Ynez,  all 
in  California. 

Ranger  districts  in  colors  have  been  indicated  by  a  draftsman  in  this 
division  upon  such  editions  of  forest  reservations  as  have  been  made 
by  this  office  or  have  been  received  from  the  several  surveyors-general. 

Two  draftsmen  have  been  employed  during  the  fiscal  year  on  the 
compilation  of  various  State  and  Territorial  withdrawal  atlases  for 
Division  F,  and  two  draftsmen  upon  work  pertaining  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  township  plats -and  field  notes  for  binding. 

Under  contract  for  photolithographing  worn,  defaced,  and  needed 
plats  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  833  original  plats  were 
sent  to  the  contractors,  from  which  tracings  have  been  made.  Fifteen 
photolithographic  copies  of  each  of  these  plats,  a  total  of  12,495,  have 
been  printed  and  delivered. 

There  were  made  363  drawing-paper  copies  of  maps  and  diagrams 
for  official  use;  578  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  official 
use;  88  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  which  fees  were  col- 
lected to  the  amount  of  $273.60;  144  State  maps  upon  which  were 
designated  the  land  districts;  189  State  maps  upon  which  were  desig- 
nated the  forest  reserves;  2  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated 
the  railroad  land  grants;  5  United  States  maps  upon  which  were 
designated  the  forest  reserves;  201  forest-reserve  maps  upon  which 
were  designated  the  ranger  districts;  784  photolithographs  of  plats  of 
survey  furnished  for  official  use  to  various  bureaus;  244  certified  photo- 
lithographs  of  plats  of  survey  furnished  to  surveyors-general  and  reg- 
isters and  receivers;  368  railroad  maps,  nearly  all  in  duplicate,  have 
been  examined  and  reported  upon,  147  being  copied  for  approval  and 
designation  of  land  districts;  121  maps  of  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoir 
sites,  all  in  duplicate,  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon;  863 
subdivisional  plats,  exteriors  and  other  surveys  have  been  entered 
upon  working  diagrams  and  filed  for  reference;  39  volumes  of  field 
notes  of  the  plats  of  survey  have  been  properly  indexed  and  sent  to 
the  bindery,  of  which  number  39  volumes  have  been  returned  and 
placed  in  the  files;  5,796  photolithographic  plats  of  survey  have  been 
furnished  to  applicants,  and  fees  collected  to  the  amount  of  $1,506.55. 
Four  new  index  State  diagrams  for  plats  of  surveys,  viz. ,  Florida,  Idaho, 
Illinois,  and  South  Dakota,  and  three  similar  index  diagrams  for  field 
notes,  viz.,  Michigan,  Iowa,  and  Kansas,  have  been  compiled,  and  are 
now  being  used  as  reference  maps  by  the  office. 

The  table  of  areas  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States, 
compiled  by  this  division  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  and  pub- 
lished for  the  first  time  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office  for  1899,  is  again  presented  for  publication. 
The  areas  with  reference  to  the  States  and  Territories  remain  as 
heretofore  given. 

As  more  definite  data  has  been  received  with  reference  to  some  of 
the  recently  acquired  insular  possessions  than  was  obtainable  at  the 
time  of  compiling  this  table,  the  corrected  list  of  areas  of  new 
acquisitions,  which  form  a  part  of  said  table,  is  herewith  submitted.

allowed  per  diem,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe,  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  $3  per  day  each  and  actual  necessary  ex- 
penses for  transportation,  including  necessary  sleeping- 
car  fares  (June  6, 1900,  vol.  31,  pp.  613-614,  sec.  1) 

Note.-— Until  the  disposal  or  withdrawal  of  the  pres- 
ent large  areas  of  public  forested  lands  shall  take  place, 
it  is  important  that  the  force  of  special  agents  now 
available  for  the  manifold  duties  to  be  performed  in  con- 
nection therewith  should  be  largely  augmented.  The 
appropriation  of  $125,000  for  this  branch  of  the  service

such  a  force  to  cope  with  the  great  amount  of  work 
necessarily  involved  in  the  protection  of  the  Govern- 
ment's interests  over  the  vast  extent  of  domain  is  obvi- 
ous when  it  is  considered  that  the  unreserved  lands  are 
scattered  throughout  such  a  number  of  States  and  Ter- 
ritories as  to  form  a  continuous  unbroken  chain  stretch- 
ing from  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf  of  Mex- 
ico to  the  Great  Lakes,  and  thence  across  the  continent 
to  the  Pacific  in  a  vast  sweep  that  includes  the  entire 
country  from  the  British  Possessions  to  Mexico  (with 
the  exception  of  the  State  of  Texas) .  To  suggest  that 
in  the  interest  of  the  service  this  force  of  special  agents 
be,  if  not  doubled,  at  least  largely  increased,  would  be 
asking  little  in  the  face  of  such  a  showing. 

PROTECTION  OF  FOREST  RESERVES. 

Protection  and  culm  in  istrafion  of  forest  reserves. — To  meet  the 
expenses  of  executing  the  provisions  of  the  sundry  civil 
act  approved  June  4,  1897  (U.S. Stats.,  vol. 30, p. 34),  for 
the  care  and  administration  of  the  forest  reserves,  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  forest  inspectors  and  assistants, 
superintendents  and  their  clerical  assistants,  supervis- 
ors, surveyors,  rangers,  and  for  the  employment  of  for- 
esters and  other  emergency  help  in  the  prevention  and 
extinguishment  of  forest  fires,  and  for  advertising  dead 
and  matured  trees  for  sale  within  such  reservations. 
That  all  selections  of  land bnade  in  lieu  of  a  tract  cov- 
ered by  an  unperfected  bona  fide  claim,  or  by  a  patent, 
included  within  a  public  forest  reservation," as  provid- 
ed in  the  act  of  June  4,  1897,  entitled  "An  act  making 
appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  shall  be  confined  to  vacant  surveyed 
nonmineral  public  lands  which  are  subject  to  home- 
stead entry  not  exceeding  in  area  the  tract  covered  by 
such  claim  or  patent:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  rights  of 
those  who,  previous  to  Oct,  1,  1900,  shall  have  delivered 
to  the  United  States  deeds  for  lands  within  forest  reser- 
vations and  make  application  for  specific  tracts  of  lands 
in  lieu  thereof:  Provided,  That  forestry  agents,  superin- 
tendents, and  supervisors,  and  other  persons  employed 
under  this  appropriation  shall  be  selected  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  wholly  with  reference  to  their  fit- 
ness and  without  regard  to  their  political  affiliations 
and  allowed  per  diem,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  he  may  prescribe,  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  $3  per  day  each,  and  actual  neces- 
sary expenses  for  transportation,  including  necessary 
sleeping-car  fares,  to  be  immediately  available:  Provided 
further,  That  forest  agents,  superintendents,  supervis- 
ors, and  all  other  persons  employed  in  connection  with 
the  administration  and  protection  of  forest  reservations 
shall,  in  all  ways  that  are  practicable,  aid  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which 
said  forest  reservation  is  situated  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
tection of  fish  and  game  (June  4, 1897,  vol.  30,  p.  34,  sec. 

1;  June  G,  1900,  vol.  31,  p.  G14,  seel) 

Note.— There  are  now  over  40,000, 000 acres  included  in 
the  forest  reserves,  and  with  the  appropriation  of  $300,000 
for  the  year  ending  1901,  it  has  been  possible  to  largely 
augment  the  force  of  forest  rangers.  The  wisdom  of  this 
course  is  already  apparent  in  the  better  patrol  and  pro- 
tection of  the  reserves  from  fire  and  depredation  of  all 
kinds.  The  continued  and  increasing  interest  the  gen- 
eral public  is  taking  in  forest  reservations  and  protec- 
tion is  an  additional  argument  for  the  continuance 
and  increase  of  the  forest-reserve  service.  Many  forested 
areas  are  under  consideration  with  a  view*  to  their 
reservation,  and  there  are  also  proposed  additions  to 
some  reserves  already  established;  all  of  which  will 
require  more  forest  officers  and  rangers.

Note.— The  appropriations  for  special  agents  and 
forest  officers  are  estimated  so  closely  for  their  ordinary 
expenses  that  when  a  series  of  forest  fires  of  considera- 
ble extent  occurs,  as  has  been  the  case  this  season,  a 
serious  inroad  is  made  into  these  appropriations  in  the 
employment  of  necessary  emergency  help  to  fight  the 
fires.  'When  the  enormous,  almost  irreparable,  damage 
to  the  forests  and  water  sheds  is  considered,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  large  commercial  value  of  the  timber  de- 
stroyed, it  is  obvious  that  the  amount  requested  for  this 
work  is  nothing  compared  to  the  great  public  good  that 
may  be  accomplished  therewith.

Note. — The  foregoing  estimate  is  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  hearings  ordered  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  in  cases  of  alleged  fraudulent  or 
illegal  entries.  These, entries  are  suspended  upon  the 
reports  of  investigations  made  by  special  agents.  Hear- 
ings are  then  ordered  to  be  held  and  all  parties  in  in- 
terest notified  thereof.  The  expenses  to  be  borne  by  the 
United  States  are  those  of  its  own  witnesses  and  the  tak- 
ing of  testimony  to  establish  the  fraudulent  or  illegal 
character  of  the  entry.  It  is  manifest  from  the  number 
of  cases  in  which  hearings  are  being  ordered  that  the

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The  mineral  and  mill-site  patents  issued,  1,415  in  number,  as  above 
shown,  embrace  2,820  mineral  and  mill-site  claims  and  an  area  of 
42,392.524  acres. 

More  mineral  patents  were  issued  for  claims  in  Alaska,  Arizona, 
Arkansas,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  and  Washington,  respectively,  than  for 
the  preceding  year.  The  decrease  of  297  from  the  total  number  is  found 
principally  in  Colorado  and  Montana,  but  there  has  been  no  falling  off 
of  mineral  entries  made  in  those  States;  on  the  contrary,  there  has  been  a 
gain,  103  for  Colorado  and  11  for  Montana.  Examinations  have  pro- 
ceeded upon  entries  in  the  regular  order  as  heretofore,  but  there  is  an 
increase  of  suspended  entries  from  these  States  over  that  of  the 
preceding  year.

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighteen  mineral  and  mill-site  entries 
were  made  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  an  increase  of  212  over 
the  preceding  year,  and  exceeded  only  in  the  years  1882, 1883, 1884,  and 
1898.     During  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1893,  1894,  1895,  and 

1896,  4,139  entries  were  made,  and  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30, 

1897,  1898,  1899,  and  1900,  5,885  were  made,  a  gain  of  1,746  in  favor 
of  the  latter. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  report  that  no  mining  claims  had  been 
received  from  the  Yukon  country  in  Alaska,  but  that  another  year 
would  disclose  whether  or  not  the  miners  in  that  district  are  desirous 
of  proving  up,  paying  for,  and  acquiring  title  to  their  claims.  If 
we  are  to  take  the  actual  making  of  mineral  entries  as  a  guide,  then  it 
does  not  appear  that  the  Yukon  miners  are  d-esirous  of  proving  up 
and  paying  for  their  claims;  but  for  reliable  data,  a  better  guide,  the 
report  of  the  United  States  surveyor-general  for  Alaska  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1900,  shows  that  80  applications  for  min- 
eral survey  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  that  the  interest  in 
mining  in  Alaska  is  not  on  the  decline  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
54  practical  surveyors  have  received  appointments  as  United  States 
deputy  mineral  surveyors  for  that  district,  28  of  whom  are  located  at 
Nome.

By  act  of  Congress  approved  June  6,  1900,  an  appropriation  was 
made  to  complete  the  examination  and  classification.  The  act  provides 
for  the  appointment  by  the  President  of  commissioners  not  exceeding 
fifteen  in  number  and  provides — 

That  each  commissioner  shall  act  separately,  and  only  one  commissioner  shall 
examine  and  report  on  any  tract  of  land,  and  his  examination  and  report  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  made  by  three  commissioners,  and  under  this  appro- 
priation the  entire  work  of  examination  and  classification,  including  the  publication 
of  notice  and  all  other  expenses  therewith  connected,  shall  be  completed. 

Appointments  of  the  commissioners  under  this  act  are  being  made, 
and  the  work  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible  consistent  with 
careful  and  intelligent  examination,  to  the  end  that  the  classifications 
may  be  completed  within  the  appropriation  made.

It  was  stated  in  my  last  report  that  it  was  believed  the  public 
interests  would  be  better  served  by  reducing  the  time  which  under 
the  practice  entries  were  required  to  remain  upon  the  files  before 
examination  from  sixty  to  thirty  days  and  that  that  step  had  been 
taken.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  during  the  year  that  point 
was  reached  and  maintained,  barring  a  short  period  during  the  work 
of  removing  the  office.  Whether  this  very  satisfactory  condition  in 
the  prompt  disposition  of  the  work  as  received  can  be  maintained 
will  depend  upon  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  force  in  the  division 
commensurate  to  the  increase  of  work  received  and  in  estimating  the 
probable  increase  of  work  for  the  future  it  is  proper  to  consider  the 

§  rowing  interest  in  the  mining  industry  throughout  all  the  mining 
tates  and  Territories  and  particularly  that  shown  in  the  discoveries  of 
oil  which  are  being  made  in  certain  districts  in  California. 

Great  interest  in  the  mining  industry  is  shown  in  all  of  the  mining 
States  and  Territories,  notably  in  Marion  County  (Harrison  land  dis- 
trict), Ark. ;  El  Paso  and  Teller  counties  (Pueblo  land  district),  Gun- 
nison County  (Gunnison  land  district),  Lake  and  Park  counties 
(Leadville  land  district),  Colo.;  Park  County  (Bozeman  land  district), 
Mont. ;  Ferry  County  (Spokane  land  district),  Wash. ;  Shoshone  and 
Boise  counties,  Idaho,  and  Lincoln,  Elko,  and  Lander  counties  (Carson. 
City  land  district),  Nev. 
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Early  in  the  fiscal  year  there  was  great  activity  in  the  filing  upon 
lands  in  southern  California  of  lieu  selections  under  the  act  of  June  4, 
1897,  and  coincident  therewith  were  received  numerous  protests  and 
petitions  from  miners  and  others  living  and  operating  in  that  locality, 
alleging  that  the  lands  so  being  selected,  with  other  tracts  in  the 
vicinity,  were  oil  lands  upon  which  positive  indications  of  oil  had  been 
discovered,  followed  in  numerous  instances  with  development  and 
actual  productions  of  oil.  The  representations  so  put  before  this  office 
presented  conditions  of  such  moment  as  demanded  prompt  action  to 
preserve  this  vast  area  of  what  has  since  proved  to  be  a  veritable  oil 
field  for  disposition  under  the  mineral-land  laws  only. 

Thereupon  by  circular  of  December  18,  1899,  notice  by  publication 
and  posting  was  required  of  all  such  lieu  selections  made  upon  unsur- 
veyed  lands  and  of  all  made  upon  surveyed  lands  within  6  miles  of  a 
mining  claim  or  entry,  and  in  February  last  the  following  lands  were 
suspended  from  disposition:  In  the  San  Francisco  land  district,  7 
townships;  in  the  Los  Angeles  district,  2  townships,  and  in  the  Visalia 
district,  69  townships. 

Special  agents  were  at  once  put  upon  the  work  of  making  a  careful 
and  full  investigation  of  these  lands  that  further  and  definite  action 
might  be  taken  looking  to  the  proper  protection  of  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  actual  and  bona  fide  work  of  developing  these  oil  fields.  Subse- 
quently the  local  officers  were  advised  that  these  suspensions  do  not 
include  mineral  lands. 

That  these  suspensions  were  justified  is  shown  by  the  reports  of  the 
special  agents  and  the  numerous  communications,  accompanied  by 
exhibits,  which  have  been  received,  all  showing  the  great  extent  of  the 
oil  industry  and  the  further  development  work  now  being  made  on 
what  was  but  a  short  time  ago  a  waste  of  unproductive,  undesirable, 
nonagricultural  terrritory.  Sufficient  has  been  shown  to  warrant  the 
continuation  of  these  suspensions  for  the  present  until  the  thorough 
investigation  which  is  now  in  progress  can  be  made,  and  steps  in  that 
direction  are  now  being  taken. 

May  3, 1900,  in  my  report  on  Senate  bill  3326,  Fifty-sixth  Congress, 
first  session,  I  said — 

That  owing  largely  to  different  geological  conditions  the  discovery  of  petroleum 
or  other  mineral  oils  is  not  so  readily  made  or  the  value  of  the  discovery  so  readily 
determined  as  in  case  of  many  other  mineral  deposits.  It  is  a  fact  well  known  that 
valuable  deposits  of  petroleum  and  other  mineral  oils  have  been  made  by  means  of 
deep  borings  upon  tracts  of  land  when  there  were,  if  any,  very  slight  surface  indica- 
tions of  the  subterraneous  deposit, 

and  recommended  that  the  following  be  enacted: 

That  any  person  or  association  of  persons  authorized  to  enter  lands  under  the 
mining  laws  of  the  United  States  may  enter  and  obtain  patent  to  lands  containing 
petroleum  or  other  mineral  oils,  and  chiefly  valuable  therefor,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  laws  relating  to  placer  mineral  claims:  Provided,  That  the  locators  of  placer 
mineral  claims  believed  to  contain  petroleum  or  other  mineral  oils  shall  have  three 
months  from  and  after  the  marking  of  their  claims  on  the  ground  within  which 
to  begin  work  for  the  purpose  of  completing  discovery,  and  such  discovery,  when 
made  while  working  the  claim  with  reasonable  diligence,  shall  relate  back  and  have 
effect  nunc  pro  tunc  as  though  made  before  or  at  the  time  of  marking  the  claim  on 
the  ground.  No  adverse  rights  to  any  part  of  the  claim  can  be  acquired  by  other 
parties  within  said  period  of  three  months,  nor  thereafter  while  work  thereon  is 
being  prosecuted  with  reasonable  diligence;  but  failure  to  prosecute  work  for  six 
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months  or  complete  such  work  of  discovery  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of 
marking  the  claim  on  the  ground  shall  be  considered  as  an  abandonment  of  the 
claim,  and  failure  to  begin  work  within  said  period  of  three  months  shall  work  a. 
forfeiture  of  the  claim. 

Experience  has  but  emphasized  the  necessity  for  some  such  legisla- 
tion, and  I  would  now  renew  the  recommendation,  and  for  the  further 
reason  of  the  very  pertinent  question  which  has  arisen  from  the  opin- 
ion rendered  July  9,  1900,  by  Judge  Ross,  in  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States,  ninth  circuit,  southern  district  of  California,  to  the  effect 
that  although  the  right  of  the  Land  Department  to  make  inquiry  in 
respect  to  the  character  and  condition  of  the  selected  land  (referring  to 
lieu  selections  under  said  act  of  June  1,  1897)  extends  to  the  time  of 
issuance  of  the  patent,  such  inquiry  is  limited  to  the  character  and 
condition  of  the  land  at  the  time  of  its  selection. 

This  view  of  the  court  is  in  line  with  the  decision  of  the  Department 
rendered  July  5,  1900,  in  the  case  of  Gideon  F.  McDonald  (30  L.  D., 
124),  wherein  it  was  held: 

By  his  deed  of  relinquishment  and  reconveyance  to  the  United  States  of  his  own 
land  situate  within  the  boundaries  of  the  forest  reserve,  and  by  his  selection  of  the 
lieu  land,  McDonald  accepted  the  standing  offer  or  proposal  of  the  Government  con- 
tained in  the  act  of  June  4,  1897,  and  complied  with  its  conditions,  thereby  convert- 
ing the  mere  offer  or  proposal  of  the  Government  into  a  contract  fully  executed  upon 
his  part,  and  in  the  execution  of  which  by  the  Government  he  had  a  vested  right. 

Many  protests  and  applications  to  contest  involving  these  matters 
are  pending,  and  their  consideration  and  final  adjudication  will  entail 
much  additional  labor  upon  this  office,  and  for  that  work  alone  there 
should  be  provided  an  additional  force. 

LANDS   VALUABLE    ONLY    FOR   THEIR    DEPOSITS    OF    CRYSTALLIZED    SALT. 

During  the  last  session  of  Congress  I  had  occasion  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  some  of  the  States  vast  deposits  of  crystallized  salt 
were  being  developed  at  great  expense  in  the  building  of  railroads 
and  planting  of  costly  machinery,  and  that  the  parties  operating  these 
mines  or  deposits  were  not  charged  with  bad  faith,  but  there  is  no  law 
under  which  titles  to  lands  containing  these  salt  deposits  can  be 
obtained,  and  the  persons  operating  these  mines  must  be  stopped,  not- 
withstanding the  large  expenditures  made  by  them,  unless  relief,  by 
the  way  of  Congressional  legislation,  could  be  secured.  To  relieve  the 
situation  I  recommend  the  following  as  a  substitute  to  House  bill  No. 
9141: 

That  on  and  after  the  approval  of  this  act  any  person  authorized  to  enter  lands 
under  the  mining  laws  of  the  United  States  may  enter  and  obtain  patent  to  the  land 
containing  deposits  or  beds  of  crystallized  salt,  and  chiefly  valuable  therefor,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  placer  mining  claims. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  urgent  need  of  legislation  which  will  permit 
of  the  lawful  development  of  these  deposits  or  beds  of  crystallized  salt. 

IMPORTANT  DECISIONS,  RULINGS,  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  UNDER  THE  MINING 
LAWS,  RENDERED  AND  PROMULGATED  SINCE  LAST  REPORT. 

Classification,  act  February  26,  1895. — To  justify  a  hearing  as  to  the  character  of 
land  classified  under  the  act  of  February  26, 1895,  where  the  protest  is  not  filed  until 
after  the  prescribed  time  and  after  the  approval  of  the  classification  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  such  a  showing  of  fraud  in  the  classification  must  be  made  as  would 
condemn  and  avoid  it,  if  sustained  by  proof  produced  at  the  hearing.  (Lamb  et  ai. 
v.  N.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  29  L.  D.,  102.) 
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Fort  Belknap  Indian  Reservation. — Section  8,  act  of  June  10,  1896,  authorizing  min- 
eral entries  of  lands  formerly  embraced  in  Fort  Belknap  Indian  Reservation,  con- 
templates that  such  entries  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  set  out 
in  sections  2325  and  2326  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  ( Eureka  and  Try  Again  Lode 
Claims,  29  L.  D.,  158.) 

Location  made  by  an  alien. — A  mining  location  made  by  an  alien  is  not  void,  but 
voidable,  and  a  subsequent  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  made  by  the 
locator  prior  to  the  inception  of  any  adverse  right,  relates  back  to  the  date  of  the 
location  and  validates  the  same.     (McEvoy  v.  Megginson,  29  L.  D.,  164.) 

Location — Gypsum  and  petroleum — School  selection. — A  certificate  of  the  location  of 
a  mining  claim  is  not  in  itself  sufficient  evidence  of  the  mineral  character  of  land  to 
overcome  an  agricultural  return.  Land  chiefly  valuable  for  the  gypsum  and  petro- 
leum contained  therein  can  only  be  disposed  of  under  the  laws  governing  the  sale  of 
mineral  land,  and  hence  is  not  subject  to  school-land  indemnity  selection.  Prior  to 
the  approval  of  a  school  indemnity  selection  the  land  embraced  therein,  if  mineral 
in  character,  is  open  to  exploration  and  purchase  under  the  mining  laws. 
(McQuiddy  et  al.  v.  State  of  California,  29  L.  D.,  181.) 

Eights  of  an  original  locator. — The  title  acquired  by  original  location  can  not  be 
divested  by  leaving  out  of  the  certificate  of  amended  location  the  name  of  an  original 
locator,  unless  done  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  said  locator.  (Samuel  H. 
Auerbach  et  al.,  29  L.  D.,  208.) 

Asphaltum. — Lands  chiefly  valuable  for  their  deposits  of  asphaltum  are  not  sub- 
ject to  selection  as  indemnity  under  a  railroad  grant  from  which  mineral  lands  are 
specifically  excepted.     (Tulare  Oil  and  Mining  Co.  v.  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  29  L.  D.,  269.) 

Tide  lands  of  Alaska. — The  tide  lands  of  Alaska  are  not  public  lands  belonging  to 
the  United  States  within  the  meaning  of  the  mining  laws;  and  no  rights  whatever 
with  respect  to  such  lands  can  be  acquired  by  exploration,  occupation,  location,  or 
otherwise  under  said  laws.     (James  W.  Logan,  29  L.  D.,  395.) 

Expenditure. — Questions  concerning  the  requisite  annual  expenditure  upon  min- 
ing claims,  and  of  alleged  relocations  thereof  on  account  of  failure  to  make  such 
expenditure,  go  only  to  the  right  of  possession  as  between  adverse  mineral  claim- 
ants for  the  land  involved,  and  the  determination  of  that  right  is  committed  to  the 
courts  alone.     (Barklage  et  al.  v.  Russell,  29  L.  D.,  401.) 

Gilsonite — Asphalt — Elaterite. — Lands  containing  gilsonite,  asphaltum,  elaterite, 
and  like  substances,  situated  in  the  Uncompahgre  Ute  reservation,  have  been,  since 
the  date  of  the  Executive  order  creating  said  reservation,  and  still  are,  excepted 
from  the  operation  of  the  mining  laws.     (High  Meeks,  29  L.  D.,  456.) 

Delay  in  perfecting  right  tinder  judgment. — Delay  in  perfecting  a  right  to  a  mineral 
patent  under  a  judgment  obtained  in  opposition  to  the  application  of  another,  as 
well  as  delay  in  perfecting  such  right  under  one's  own  application,  may  amount  to 
laches  such  as  will  entail  a  loss  of  the  right  acquired  by  the  prior  proceedings. 
(Reins  v.  Montana  Copper  Co.  et  al.,  29  L.  D.,  461. ) 

Adverse  by  agricultural  claimant. — The  mining  laws  do  not  authorize  or  provide  for 
adverse,  proceedings  against  an  applicant  for  patent  to  mineral  land,  by  one  claiming 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  laws  providing  for  the  disposal  of  nonmineral 
lands;  and  a  suit  of  such  character  does  not  warrant  a  stay  of  proceedings  on  an 
application  for  a  mineral  patent.  (Ryan  v.  Granite  Hill  Mining  and  Development 
Co.,  29  L.  D.,  522.) 

Expenditures. — Labor  or  improvements  intended  for  the  common  benefit  of  sev- 
eral noncontiguous  mining  claims  can  not  be  apportioned  to  the  different  claims  in 
satisfaction  of  the  required  expenditure  thereon,  for  the  reason  that  to  do  so  would 
be  to  credit  each  claim  with  an  expenditure  made  in  part  for  the  benefit  of  other 
claims  not  associated  therewith  as  claims  held  in  common  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law.     (Copper  Glance  Lode,  29  L.  D.,  542.) 

Forest  lieu  selections — Notice  by  posting  and  publication. — The  requirement  of  posting 
and  publication  of  notice,  under  the  circular  regulations  of  December  18,  1899,  in 
the  case  of  a  lieu  selection  under  the  act  of  June  4,  1897,  is  not  applicable  to  a  selec- 
tion theretofore  regularly  accepted  and  approved.     (A.  J.  Harrell,  29  L.  D.,  553.) 

Coal  lands  in  forest  reservations. — Coal  lands  situated  in  forest  reservations  are  sub- 
ject to  entry  as  such,  being  mineral  lands  wTithin  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  June  4, 
1897.     (Joseph  T.  Rollins,  Hon.  Secretary,  July  9,  1900.) 

Location — Survey. — The  location  of  a  mining  claim  can  be  made  only  upon  the  pub- 
lic lands  of  the  United  States.  The  lines  of  a  location,  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing and  defining  certain  rights  under  the  mining  laws,  may  be  laid  within,  upon,  or 
across  the  surface  of  other  claims  not  yet  patented  or  entered  (Del  Monte  Min.  Co. 
v.  Last  Chance  Min.  Co.,  171  U.  S.,  55),  but  there  is  no  authority  for  placing  the  lines 
of  a  location  within,  upon,  or  across  other  claims  embracing  lands  which  have  been 
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patented  or  regularly  entered  under  the  public-land  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
have  thereby  become  the  property  of  private  individuals.  Lands  once  patented,  or 
regularly  purchased  and  entered,  are  no  longer  a  part  of  the  public  domain,  and, 
consequently,  no  longer  subject  to  location  under  the  mining  laws.  (Grassy  Gulch 
Placer  Claim,  30  L.  D.,  191.) 

Annual  expenditures. — An  applicant  for  patent  who  has  been  adversed  in  the  courts 
is  not  obliged,  after  the  commencement  of  the  adverse  proceedings,  to  keep  up  the 
annual  expenditure  under  section  2324  in  order  to  prevent  the  relocation  and  prob- 
able loss  of  his  claim  during  the  pendency  of  such  proceedings.  The  same  rule  is 
applicable  where  delav  is  caused  bv  protest  proceedings  before  the  Land  Department. 
(The  Marburg  Lode,  Hon.  Secretary,  Aug.  3,  1900.) 

Expenditures. — In  case  of  insufficient  showing  in  the  matter  of  required  expenditure 
in  labor  or  improvements  upon  a  mining  claim,  proceedings  in  a  case  may  not  be 
stayed  with  a  view  of  allowing  the  entryman  a  reasonable  time  within  which  to 
make  the  expenditure  on  the  claims  embraced  in  his  entry,  the  statute  requiring 
that  such  expenditure  be  made  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  publication 
of  notice  of  application  for  patent.  (Josiah  A.  Whitman,  Hon.  Secretary,  Aug.  4, 
1900. ) 

INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  THE  ACQUISITION  OF  TITLE  TO  COAL  LANDS  IN  ALASKA, 
UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  CONGRESS  APPROVED  JUNE  6,1900  (PUBLIC— NO.  168),  ENTITLED 
"AN  ACT  TO  EXTEND  THE  COAL-LAND  LAWS  TO  THE  DISTRICT  OF  ALASKA."

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  following  act  of  Congress  approved 
June  6,  1900,  extending  the  coal-land  laws  to  the  district  of  Alaska: 

"AN  ACT  To  extend  the  coal-land  laws  to  the  district  of  Alaska. 

uBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  public-land  laws  of  the  United  States  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  district  of  Alaska  as  relate  to  coal  lands,  namely,  sections 
twenty-three  hundred  and  forty-seven  to  twenty-three  hundred  and  fifty-two,  inclu- 
sive, of  the  Revised  Statutes." 

Under  the  coal-land  law,  sections  2347  to  2352,  inclusive,  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
and  the  regulations  thereunder  issued  July  31,  1882,  coal-land  filings  and  entries 
must  be  by  legal  subdivisions,  as  made  by  the  regular  United  States  survey. 

Section  2401  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended  by  act  of  August  20,  1894,  is  as 
follows: 

"Sec.  2401  (as  amended  by  the  act  of  August  20,  1894) .  When  the  settlers  in  any 
township  not  mineral  or  reserved  by  the  Government,  or  persons  and  associations 
lawfully  possessed  of  coal  lands  and  otherwise  qualified  to  make  entry  thereof,  or 
when  the  owners  or  grantees  of  public  lands  of  the  United  States  under  any  law 
thereof  desire  a  survey  made  of  the  same  under  the  authority  of  the  surveyor-general, 
and  shall  file  an  application  therefor  in  writing,  and  shall  deposit  in  a  proper  United 
States  depository  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  such 
survey,  together  with  all  expenditures  incident  thereto  without  cost  or  claim  for 
indemnity  on  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  surveyor-general,  under 
such  instructions  as  may  be  given  him  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  and  in  accordance  with  law,  to  survey  such  township  or  such  public  lands 
owned  by  said  grantees  of  the  Government  and  make  return  thereof  to  the  general 
and  proper  local  land  office :  Provided,  That  no  application  shall  be  granted  unless 
the  township  so  proposed  to  be  surveyed  is  within  the  range  of  the  regular  progress 
of  the  public  surveys  embraced  by  existing  standard  lines  or  bases  for  township  or 
subdi visional  surveys." 

Under  said  section  2401  as  amended,  persons  and  associations  lawfully  possessed 
of  coal  claims  upon  unsurveyed  lands  may  have  such  claims  surveyed,  provided  the 
township  so  proposed  to  be  surveyed  is  within  the  range  of  the  regular  progress  of 
the  public  surveys  embraced  by  existing  standard  lines  or  bases  for  township  and 
subdivisional  surveys. 

Although  the  system  of  public-land  surveys  was  extended  to  the  district  of  Alaska 
by  a  provision  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899  (30  Stat.  L., 
1098),  no  township  or  subdivisional  surveys  have  been  made,  nor  have  any  standard 
lines  or  bases  for  township  and  subdivisional  surveys  been  established  within  the 
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district;  therefore,  until  the  filing  in  your  office  of  the  official  plat  of  survey  of  the 
township,  no  coal  filing  nor  entry  can  be  made.

PROVISIONS  GOVERNING  THE  RECORDING  OF  MINING  LOCATIONS,  THE  EXPLORATION 
AND  MINING  OF  TIDE  LANDS,  RIGHTS  TO  DREDGE  AND  MINE  BELOW  LOW  TIDE,  ETC., 
IN  THE  DISTRICT  OF  ALASKA. 

Department  of  the  Interior, 

General  Land  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C,  July  11,  1900. 
The  following  provisions  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  6,  1900,  entitled 
"An  act  making  further  provisions  for  a  civil  government  for  Alaska,  and  for  other 
purposes, ' '  relate  to  mining  rights  and  mining  claims  in  Alaska,  and  are  published 
for  the  guidance  of  the  local  officers  in  their  administration  of  the  law,  and  for  the 
information  of  those  concerned: 

Establishment  of  recording  districts  by  the  judges  of  the  district  court.  i 

Sec  13.  The  judges  of  the  district,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  their  appointment,  meet,  and  by  appropriate  order,  to  be  thereafter 
entered  in  each  division  of  the  court,  divide  the  district  into  three  recording  divisions, 
designate  the  division  of  the  court  to  supervise  each,  and  also  define  the  boundaries 
thereof  by  reference  to  natural  objects  and  permanent  landmarks  or  monuments,  in 
such  manner  that  the  boundaries  of  each  recording  division  can  be  readily  deter- 
mined and  become  generally  known  from  such  description,  which  order  shall  be 
given  publicity  in  such  manner,  by  posting,  publication,  or  otherwise,  as  the  judges 
or  any  division  of  the  court  may  direct,  the  necessary  expense  of  the  publication  of 
such  order  and  description  of  the  recording  divisions  to  be  allowed  and  paid  as  other 
court  expenses. 

At  any  regular  or  special  term  an  order  may  be  made  by  the  court  establishing  one 
or  more  recording  districts  within  the  recording  division  under  the  supervision  of 
such  division  of  the  court,  and  defining  the  boundaries  thereof  by  reference  to  natu- 
ral objects  and  permanent  landmarks  or  monuments,  in  such  manner  that  the  bound- 
aries thereof  can  be  readily  determined. 

The  order  establishing  a  recording  district  shall  designate  a  commissioner  to  be  ex 
officio  recorder  thereof,  and  shall  also  designate  the  place  where  the  commissioner 
shall  keep  his  recording  office  within  the  recording  district: 

Provided,  The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  be  ex  officio  recorder  of  all  that  portion  of 
the  recording  division  under  the  supervision  of  his  division  of  the  court  not  embraced 
within  the  limits  of  a  recording  district  established,  bounded,  and  described  therein 
as  authorized  by  this  act,  and  when  any  part  of  the  division  for  which  a  clerk  has 
been  recording  shall  be  embraced  in  a  recording  district,  such  clerk  shall  transcribe 
that  portion  of  his  records  appertaining  to  such  district  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
commissioner  designated  as  recorder  thereof. 

Whenever  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  public  interests 
demand,  or  that  the  convenience  of  the  people  require,  the  court  may  change  or 
modify  the  boundaries  or  discontinue  a  recording  district  or  change  the  location  of  a 
recording  office,  or  remove  the  commissioner  acting  as  ex  officio  recorder,  and  appoint 
another  commissioner  to  fill  the  office. 

Sec.  14.  The  clerk  as  ex  officio  recorder  must  procure  such  books  for  records  as 
the  business  of  his  office  requires  and  such  as  may  be  required  by  the  respective 
commissioners  designated  as  recorders  in  his  division  of  the  court;  but  orders  for  the 
same  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  court  or  the  judge  thereof.  The  respective 
officers  acting  as  ex  officio  recorders  shall  have  custody  and  must  keep  all  the  books, 
records,  maps,  and  papers  deposited  in  their  respective  offices,  and  where  a  recorder 
is  removed,  or  from  any  cause  becomes  unable  to  act,  or  a  recording  district  is  dis- 
continued, the  records  and  all  books,  papers,  and  property  relating  thereto  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  clerk  or  such  officer  or  person  as  the  court  or  judge  thereof  may 
direct. 
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The  record  books  procured  by  the  clerk,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  paid  for  by 
him  on  the  order  of  the  court,  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands,  as  other  court 
expenses  are  paid. 

Requirement  for  the  recording  of  notices  of  mining  locations,  affidavits  of  annual  work  done 

on  mining  claims,  etc. 

Sec.  15.  The  respective  recorders  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  the  fees  for  the  same 
prescribed  by  the  Attorney-General,  record  separately,  in  large  and  well-bound  sep- 
arate books,  in  fair  hand : 

First.  Deeds,  grants,  transfers,  contracts  to  sell  or  convey  real  estate  and  mortgages 
of  real  estate,  releases  of  mortgages,  powers  of  attorney,  leases  which  have  been 
acknowledged  or  proved,  mortgages  upon  personal  property; 

Second.  Certificates  of  marriage  and  marriage  contracts  and  births  and  deaths; 

Third.  Wills  devising  real  estate  admitted  to  probate; 

Fourth.  Official  bonds; 

Fifth.  Transcripts  of  judgments  which  by  law  are  made  liens  upon  real  estate; 

Sixth.  All  orders  and  judgments  made  by  the  district  court  or  the  commissioners 
in  probate  matters  affecting  real  estate  which  are  required  to  be  recorded; 

Seventh.  Notices  and  declaration  of  water  rights; 

Eighth.  Assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors; 

Ninth.  Affidavits  of  annual  work  done  on  mining  claims; 

Tenth.  Notices  of  mining  location  and  declaratory  statements; 

Eleventh.  Such  other  writings  as  are  required  or  permitted  by  law  to  be  recorded, 
including  the  liens  of  mechanics,  laborers,  and  others: 

Provided,  Notices  of  location  of  mining  claims  shall  be  filed  for  record  within  ninety 
days  from  the  date  of  the  discovery  of  the  claim  described  in  the  notice,  and  all 
instruments  shall  be  recorded  in  the  recording  district  in  which  the  property  or  sub- 
ject-matter affected  by  the  instrument  is  situated;  and  where  the  property  or  subject- 
matter  is  not  situated  in  any  established  recording  district  the  instrument  affecting 
the  same  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  division  of  the  court  hav- 
ing supervision  over  the  recording  division  in  which  such  property  or  subject-matter 
is  situated. 

Miners  may  make  rules  and  regulations — Mining  records  heretofore  made  legalized. 

Sec.  16.  Any  clerk  or  commissioner  authorized  to  record  any  instrument  who  having 
collected  fees  for  so  doing  fails  to  record  such  instrument  shall  account  to  his  succes- 
sor in  office,  .or  to  such  person  as  the  court  may  direct,  for  all  the  fees  received  by 
him  for  recording  any  instrument  on  file  and  unrecorded  at  the  expiration  of  his 
official  term,  or  at  the  time  he  is  required  to  transfer  his  records  to  another  officer 
under  the  direction  of  the  court.  And  any  clerk  or  commissioner  who  fails,  neglects, 
or  refuses  to  so  account  for  fees  received  and  not  actually  earned  by  the  recording  of 
instrument  shall  be  deemed  gulity  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  until  the  fees  received  and  unearned 
as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  properly  accounted  for  and  paid  over  by  him,  as  herein- 
before provided.  And  in  addition  such  fees  may  be  recovered  from  such  clerk  or 
commissioner,  or  the  bondsmen  of  either,  in  a  civil  action  which  shall  be  brought 
by  the  district  attorney,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  to  recover  the  same; 
and  the  amount  when  recovered  shall  be  by  the  court  transferred  to  the  successor  in 
office  of  such  recorder,  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  record  the  unrecorded  instru- 
ments: Provided,  Miners  in  any  organized  mining  district  may  make  rules  and  reg- 
ulations governing  the  recording  of  notices  of  location  of  mining  claims,  water  rights, 
flumes  and  ditches,  mill  sites,  and  affidavits  of  labor  not  in  conflict  with  this  act  or 
the  general  laws  of  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so 
as  to  prevent  the  miners  in  any  regularly  organized  mining  district  not  within  any 
recording  district  established  by  the  court  from  electing  their  own  mining  recorder 
to  act  as  such  until  a  recorder  therefor  is  appointed  by  the  court:  Provided  further, 
All  records  heretofore  regularly  made  by  the  United  States  commissioner  at  Dyea, 
Skagway,  and  the  recorder  at  Douglas  City,  not  in  conflict  with  any  records 
regularly  made  with  the  United  States  commissioner  at  Juneau,  are  hereby  legalized. 
And  all  records  heretofore  made  in  good  faith  in  any  regularly  organized  mining 
district  are  hereby  made  public  records,  and  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
recorder  for  the  recording  district  including  such  mining  district  within  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

7661- — 25 
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Mining  laws  extended  to  the  district  of  Alaska — Tide  lands  subject  to  exploration  and 
mining — Rights  to  dredge  and  mine  below  low  tide  subject  to  rules  and  regulations  by  the 
Secretary  of  War — Reservation  of  60-foot  roadway  by  act  of  May  14,  1898,  shall  not 
apply  to  mineral  lands. 

Sec.  26.  The  laws  'of  the  United  States  relating  to  mining  claims,  mineral  locations, 
and  rights  incident  thereto  are  hereby  extended  to  the  district  of  Alaska:  Provided, 
That  subject  only  to  such  general  limitations  as  may  be  necessary  to  exempt  naviga- 
tion from  artificial  obstructions  all  land  and  shoal  water  between  low  and  mean 
high  tide  on  the  shores,  bays,  and  inlets  of  Bering  Sea,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  exploration  and  mining  for  gold  and  other  precious 
metals  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  persons  who  have  legally  declared  their 
intentions  to  become  such,  under  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  the  miners 
in  organized  mining  districts  may  have  heretofore  made  or  may  hereafter  make  gov- 
erning the  temporary  possession  thereof  for  exploration  and  mining  purposes  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law :  Provided  further,  That  the  rules  and  regulations  estab- 
lished by  the  miners  shall  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  mining  laws  of  the  United 
States;  and  no  exclusive  permits  shall  be  granted  by  the  Secretary  of  War  authoriz- 
ing any  person  or  persons,  corporation,  or  company  to  excavate  or  mine  under  any 
of  said  waters  below  low  tide,  and  if  such  exclusive  permit  has  been  granted  it  is 
hereby  revoked  and  declared  null  and  void,  but  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  per- 
sons who  have  legally  declared  their  intention  to  become  such,  shall  have  the  right 
to  dredge  and  mine  for  gold  or  other  precious  metals  in  said  waters,  below  low  tide, 
subject  to  such  general  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  prescribe 
for  the  preservation  of  order  and  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  commerce.  Such 
rules  and  regulations  shall  not,  however,  deprive  miners  on  the  beach  of  the  right 
hereby  given  to  dump  tailings  into  or  pump  from  the  sea  opposite  their  claims, 
except  where  such  dumping  would  actually  obstruct  navigation;  and  the  reservation 
of  a  roadway  sixty  feet  wide,  under  the  tenth  section  of  the  act  of  May  fourteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  entitled  "An  act  extending  the  homestead  laws 
and  providing  for  right  of  way  for  railroads  in  the  district  of  Alaska,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  shall  not  apply  to  mineral  lands  or  town  sites. 

Rights  of  Indians  and  persons  conducting  schools  or  missions. 

Sec.  27.  The  Indians  or  persons  conducting  schools  or  missions  in  the  district  shall 
not  be  disturbed  in  the  possession  of  any  lands  now  actually  in  their  use  or  occupa- 
tion, and  the  land  at  any  station,  not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  now 
occupied  as  missionary  stations  among  the  Indian  tribes  in  the  section,  with  the 
improvements  thereon  erected  by  or  for  such  societies,  shall  be  continued  in  the 
occupancy  of  the  several  religious  societies  to  which  the  missionary  stations  respec- 
tively belong,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  directed  to  have  such  lands 
surveyed  in  compact  form  as  nearly  as  practicable  and  patents  issued  for  the  same  to 
the  several  societies  to  which  they  belong;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  put  in  force  in  the  district  the  general  land  laws  of  the  United  States.

During  the  year  62  special  agents  were  employed  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  fraudulent  land  entries  and  otherwise  protecting  the  public 
lands  from  illegal  appropriation  and  timber  trespass,  and  also  in  the 
examination  of  applications  for  the  sale  of  timber  on  public  lands 
under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1093), 
the  aggregate  length  of  service  being  583  months  and  20  days,  equiva- 
lent to  48  agents  for  the  entire  year  and  one  agent  for  7  months  and 
20  days. 

PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-six  cases  were  referred  to  special  agents 
for  investigation.  Hearings  were  ordered  in  199  cases,  1,356  were 
held  for  cancellation,  598  canceled,  and  611  examined  and  passed. 
Final  action  was  taken  in  1,414  cases,  and  there  are  now  pending 
(June  30,  1900)  2,962  cases. 

There  are  now  pending  action  in  the  division  150  agents'  reports  on 
land  claims,  25  records  of  hearings,  and  300  registers'  and  receivers' 
reports  and  miscellaneous  letters. 

THE    PUBLIC    FORESTS. 

FOREST   RESERVATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  two  of  the  existing  forest  reservations  have 
been  enlarged,  the  area  of  one  has  been  reduced,  and  one  additional 
reserve  has  been  established. 

There  are,  accordingly,  now  38  forest  reservations,  created  by  Presi- 
dential proclamations  under  section  21  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891 
(26  Stat.  L.,  1095),  embracing  an  estimated  area  of  16,772,129  acres. 

For  tabulated  statement  of  reserves  and  facts  in  relation  thereto 
see  page  78  et  seq. 
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EXAMINATIONS   RELATIVE   TO    PROPOSED    RESERVES    AND   CHANGES  IN    EXISTING    RESERVES. 

Numerous  requests  and  recommendations  for  changes  in  the  bound- 
aries of  existing  forest  reserves  and  for  the  establishment  of  new 
reserves  have  necessitated  extensive  examinations  being  made  of  the 
regions  in  question,  in  order  to  determine  their  fitness  for  forest- 
reserve  purposes. 

PROPOSED    NATIONAL    PARKS. 

Much  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  direction  of  making  exam- 
inations and  reports  upon  various  regions  which,  on  account  of  their 
natural  wonders  and  curiosities,  scenic  beauties,  value  to  science,  or 
for  other  reasons,  it  has  been  deemed  well  to  examine  with  a  view  to 
determining  the  advisability  of  recommending  that  they  be  set  apart 
as  national  parks. 

Among  the  cases  so  examined,  official  reports  have  been  received  in 
respect  to  the  following  cases: 

The  proposed  Mammoth  Tree  National  Park  in  California. 

The  proposed  Wind  Cave  in  South  Dakota. 

The  proposed  Petrified  Forest  National  Park  in  Arizona. 

The  proposed  Pajarito  National  Park  in  New  Mexico. 

The  proposed  Shoshone  Falls  National  Park  in  Idaho. 

TEMPORARY  WITHDRAWAL  OF  LANDS. 

Temporar}T  withdrawals  of  lands  have  been  made  in  various  cases  to 
insure  them  from  use  or  disposal  during  the  time  incident  to  the 
necessary  examinations  to  determine  their  fitness  for  forest-reserve 
uses  or  national-park  purposes.     The  cases  in  question  are  as  follows: 

The  Petrified  Forest  withdrawal  in  Arizona. 

The  Catalina  withdrawal  in  Arizona. 

The  Mammoth  Tree  withdrawal  in  California. 

The  Newlan  Creek  withdrawal  in  Colorado. 

The  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve  withdrawal  in  Montana. 

The  Wind  Cave  withdrawal  in  South  Dakota. 

The  Cedar  Lake  withdrawal  in  Washington. 

The  Crow  Creek  withdrawal  in  Wyoming  (order  modifying  extent 
of  area  previously  withdrawn  and  making  a  slight  addition  thereto). 

PATROL    OF   RESERVES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  July  1, 1899,  there  were  9  forest 
superintendents,  37  forest  supervisors  and  250  forest  rangers.  For 
the  three  months,  July  15  to  October  15,  when  the  danger  from  forest 
fires  is  greatest,  an  additional  force  of  100  rangers  was  provided, 
making  the  maximum  number  of  rangers  350. 

Owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation,  it  became  necessary 
to  reduce  the  forest  force  to  a  number  entirely  inadequate  with  the 
needs  of  the  service;  so  that  by  November  1  there  remained  but  9 
superintendents,  6  supervisors  and  85  rangers. 

The  new  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1900,  started  with  9  superin- 
tendents, 39  supervisors  and  330  rangers.  At  the  date  of  this  report 
there  are  about  500  rangers. 
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TRAILS,   ETC. 


Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  existing  trails  were 
cleared  out  and  made  accessible  during  the  year  and  1,095  miles  of  new 
trails  were  cut.  In  addition,  many  miles  of  blazing  were  done.  Two 
hundred  and  sixty-four  miles  of  permanent  fire  breaks,  from  10  to  150 
feet  in  width  and  averaging  39  feet  wide,  were  built. 


TELEPHONE    LINES. 


One  line,  36  miles  long,  was  authorized  to  be  constructed  in  the  San 
Gabriel  Reserve  in  California,  at  an  expense  of  about  $675. 


Camp  or  small  fires  in  the  incipient  stage  are  designated  fires  of  class 
1;  fires  which  had  passed  beyond  the  incipient  stage,  which  were  under 
control  before  assuming  the  magnitude  of  great  devastating  forest 
fires,  are  designated  class  2,  and  the  larger  or  great  fires  are  called 
class  3. 

At  the  date  this  report  is  made  the  forest  officers  have  reported  as 
discovered  and  extinguished  during  the  fiscal  year  986  fires  of  class  1, 
173  fires  of  class  2  and  8  fires  of  class  3.  The  fires  of  class  2  burned 
over  an  aggregate  area  of  12,360  acres  and  cost  to  extinguish,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  services  of  the  regular  force,  $1,553.83.  The  fires  of  class 
3  burned  over  an  area  of  50,680  acres,  and  were  extinguished  at  an 
extra  expense  of  $2,315.26.

In  addition  to  the  fires  in  the  forest  reserves,  the  forest  officers  dis- 
covered and  extinguished  man}T  fires  outside  and  adjoining  the  reserves, 
thereby  preventing  the  destruction  of  much  forest  lands  outside  of  the 
reserves,  and  at  the  same  time  protecting  the  reserves. 
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On  April  4,  1900,  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  forest  reserves 
were  amended  so  as  to  require  applications  to  be  made  for  the  privilege 
of  grazing  all  kinds  of  live  stock  in  the  reserves,  the  former  rules 
simply  requiring  applications  for  sheep  grazing  where  such  grazing 
was  allowed. 

The  grazing  of  cattle  and  horses  has  not  been  prohibited  in  any 
reserve,  the  only  requirement  for  the  pasturage  of  such  animals  being 
an  application  containing  agreements  by  the  applicant  that  he  will 
comply  with  the  laws  and  the  rules  thereby  authorized  and  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  extinguish  his  camp  fires  and  aid 
in  extinguishing  all  camp  and  forest  fires  within  the  territory  occupied 
by  him. 

The  grazing  of  sheep  and  goats  has  been  prohibited  except  in  cases 
where  such  grazing  is  not  detrimental  to  the  reserves  or  to  the  interests 
dependent  thereon. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  reserves  or  parts  of  reserves  on 
which  sheep  have  been  allowed  to  graze  during  the  calendar  year  1900, 
and  the  number  of  sheep  allowed  therein,  and  the  grazing  period 
allowed:

LIEU   SELECTIONS    FOR   RECONVEYED    OR  RELINQUISHED   TRACTS   IN   FOREST   RESERVES. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  2,023  applications  for  selec- 
tions of  lands  in  lieu  of  holdings  within  the  forest  reservations  and 
16  applications  for  an  exchange  of  lands  within  such  reservations, 
based  upon  unperfected  homestead  entries  and  settlement  claims,  as 
provided  by  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  L.,  36),  involving  in  the 
first  class,  or  perfected  entries,  an  aggregate  area  of  451,130.23  acres,, 
and  in  the  second,  2,563.75  acres. 

There  had  previously  been  received  610  applications  of  the  first 
class,  covering  an  area  of  71,897.13  acres,  making  of  this  class  a  total 
of  2,633  applications  and  523,027.35  acres. 

Of  this  number  243  have  been  approved  (162  for  patent)  and  46 
rejected,  leaving  for  final  disposition  2,344. 

Of  the  unperfected  claims  none  have  been  approved,  but  4  were 
rejected,  thus  leaving  12  pending  action. 
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ELIMINATIONS   OF    AGRICULTURAL    LANDS. 


Thirty-three  applications  have  been  received  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  for  the  exclusion  of  lands  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  L.,  36),  from  a  number  of  the  forest  reserves, 
to  wit:  1  embracing-  land  in  the  Big  Horn,  Wyoming;  5  in  the  Black 
Mesa,  Arizona;  3  in  the  Cascade  Range,  Oregon;  1  in  the  Gila  River, 
and  2  in  the  Pecos  River,  both  reserves  in  New  Mexico;  15  in  the 
San  Francisco  Mountains  Forest  Reserves,  Arizona;  5  in  the  Sierra, 
California,  and  1  in  the  Teton,  Wyoming. 

Of  these,  14  are  in  the  hands  of  the  forest  oflicers  for  personal 
inspection  of  the  lands  involved,  12  have  been  rejected,  and  7  are  still 
pending. 

Respecting  the  applications  pending  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1899,  the  following  statement  is  made: 

Eleven  applications  for  the  elimination  of  lands  in  the  Sierra  Forest 
Reserve  were  rejected,  one  of  which  is  pending  before  the  Secretary 
on  appeal. 

Four  applications  for  elimination  from  the  San  Francisco  Mountains 
Forest  Reserves  have  been  rejected;  one  in  the  hands  of  the  forest 
officers  for  inspection  of  the  lands. 

One  application  for  elimination  from  the  Plum  Creek  Forest  Reserve 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  forest  officers  for  inspection  of  the  lands,  and 
the  other,  embracing  mineral  lands,  necessitates  no  action  for  restora- 
tion to  the  public  domain  in  order  to  enable  entry  thereof  under  exist- 
ing mining  laws. 

One  application  for  elimination  from  the  Pine  Mountain  and  Zaca 
Lake  Forest  Reserve  and  one  in  the  Pecos  River  Reserve,  rejected. 

SALES   OF   TIMBER   WITHIN    FOREST   RESERVES. 

Fifty-three  petitions  for  sale  of  timber  from  lands  within  forest 
reserves  have  been  received,  involving  30,475,271  feet  of  timber, 
board  measure,  20,550  cords  of  wood,  and  10,000  fence  posts. 

Forty-eight  petitions  were  pending  before  the  office  at  date  of  last 
report.  Twelve  sales  have  been  effected,  the  proceeds  of  which 
amount  to  $36,754.02. 

Petitions  have  been  withdrawn  or  passed  upon  unfavorably  by  the 
Department  in  46  cases,  and  43  cases  are  pending  examination  by 
forest  officers,  completion  of  advertisements,  or  necessary  official 
action  to  dispose  of  the  same. 

The  demand  for  the  forest-reserve  timber  continues  active,  but  is 
confined  to  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve,  in  South  Dakota,  in  the 
main,  though  later  petitions  include  other  forest  reserves  to  a  greater 
extent  than  heretofore. 
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Statement  in  detail  of  the  number  of  petitions  for  the  sale  of  timber  from  forest  reserves 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the  quantity  of  timber  desired,  the  number 
of  sales  ordered,  quantity  of  timber  offered,  number  of  sales  effected  and  amount  of  pro- 
ceeds from  sales.

SALES    OF    TIMBER    OX    PRESERVED    LANDS. 


The  number  of  petitions  received  during  the  year  for  sales  of  tim- 
ber on  unreserved  lands,  under  the  circular  of  March  17,  1898,  and 
the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1093),  amounted  to  86,  involving 
a  total  of  48,086,400  feet  of  timber,  board  measure,  and  23,880  cords 
of  wood,  and  there  were  pending,  at  the  commencement  of  this  fiscal 
year,  41  petitions  for  such  sales. 

Sales  of  timber  have  been  effected  in  13  cases,  involving  a  total  of 
5,942,515  feet  of  timber,  board  measure,  and  500  cords  of  wood,  real- 
izing the  sum  of  $5,217.38,  which  had  been  collected  and  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  the  timber  sold  had  been  par- 
tially appropriated  and  was  in  process  of  cutting  and  removal,  previ- 
ous to  the  announcement  of  Department  decision  of  November  27, 
1899,  revoking  said  circular  of  March  17, 1898,  authorizing  such  sales. 

A  very  large  amount  of  dead  timber,  impossible  to  estimate  in 
feet  or  cords,  was  involved  in  the  petitions  pending,  all  of  which,  to 
the  number  of  114,  were  dismissed  by  reason  of  such  decision. 
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Statement  showing  in  detail  the  number  of  petitions  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat. 
L.,  1093),  for  sales  of  timber  on  unreserved  lands  received  and  acted  upon  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900.

MISCELLANEOUS   PRIVILEGES. 


More  applications  for  the  granting  of  privileges  of  a  miscellaneous 
character  within  the  forest  reserves  have  been  received  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  than  in  any  previous  year. 

These  applications  and  their  present  status  are  as  follows: 

For  the  construction  of  wagon  roads. — Four  in  the  Bitter  Root  Forest 
Reserve,  2  in  the  Priest  River  Forest  Reserve,  1  in  the  Big  Horn  For- 
est Reserve,  1  in  the  Washington  Forest  Reserve,  and  1  in  the  Teton 
Forest  Reserve.  Of  these,  3  have  been  submitted  to  the  honorable 
Secretary  recommending  approval,  of  which  two  have  been  granted 
on  such  recommendation,  and  one  is  still  pending;  5  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  forest  officers  for  report  on  examination  ordered,  and  1  is  await- 
ing action. 

For  the  establishment  of  boarding  houses  for  the  benefit  of  the  miners 
in  newly  established  mining  districts. — Two  in  the  Flathead  Forest 
Reserve,  and  1  in  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve.  The  latter  approved, 
on  recommendation  therefor,  and  the  former  pending  before  the 
Department  on  recommendation  by  this  office. 

For  the  location  of  sawmills. — One  in  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve, 
2  in  the  Black  Mesa  Forest  Reserve,  1  in  the  Flathead  Forest  Reserve, 
1  in  the  Lewis  and  Clarke  Forest  Reserve,  1  in  the  Uintah  Forest 
Reserve,  and  2  in  the  Washington  Forest  Reserve.  Of  these,  -i  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  forest  officers  for  report  on  examination  ordered,  3 
have  been  rejected  by  order  of  the  Department,  and  1  tiled  without 
action  on  report  from  the  forest  superintendent  that  the  applicant  had 
left  the  country.  One  application  received  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year  has  been  allowed. 

For  the  establishment  of  stores  and  warehouses,  and  to  conduct  a  gen- 
eral merchandise  business. — Two  in  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve, 
and  i  in  the  Flathead  Forest  Reserve.  Of  these,  4  have  been  rejected 
and  2  are  pending  before  the  Department  on  recommendation  by  this 
office. 

For  the  privilege  of  hay  cutting. — One  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Tim- 
ber Land  Reserve.     An  amended  application  has  been  required. 

To  establish  a  ferry. — One  in  the  Teton  Forest  Reserve.  The  project 
being  subsequently  abandoned  by  the  applicant,  the  case  has  been 
suspended. 

To  build  an  art  studio. — One  in  the  Teton  Forest  Reserve.  Granted 
by  order  of  the  Department. 
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To  establish  summer  resorts. — One  in  the  Prescott  Forest  Reserve,  1 
in  the  San  Gabriel  Forest  Reserve,  and  1  in  the  Sierra  Forest  Reserve. 
Of  these,  2  are  awaiting  report  from  the  forest  officers  on  examination 
ordered,  and  1  is  awaiting  action  on  forest  officers'  report  submitted. 

An  application  submitted  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1899,  to  establish  a 
summer  resort  in  the  San  Gabriel  Forest  Reserve,  has  been  granted 
by  order  of  the  Department. 


DEPREDATIONS    UPON    PUBLIC    TIMBER. 


Five  hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  of  depredations  upon  public 
timber  have  been  reported  during  the  year,  involving  public  timber 
and  products  therefrom  to  the  value  of  1572,408.50,  recoverable  to 
the  Government.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  civil  suits  were  recom- 
mended during  the  year  for  an  aggregate  of  $524,745.09;  propositions 
of  settlement  were  accepted  in  134  cases  to  the  amount  of  $42,719.45; 
sales  of  timber  were  effected  to  the  amount  of  $23,932.22;  and  there 
were  160  criminal  suits  recommended. 

The  amount  involved  in  propositions  of  settlement  accepted  by  this 
office  and  sales  of  timber  and  lumber  is  $66,651.67.  There  were 
received  from  compromises  effected  under  section  3469,  United  States 
Revised  Statutes,  $18,299.55.  In  addition,  the  amount  involved  in 
fines  imposed  and  judgments  rendered  is  $151,084.03,  making  a  total 
of  $236,035.25  resulting  from  the  work  of  this  office  in  investigating 
timber  depredations  upon  public  lands,  an  increase  of  $21,860.27  over 
the  year  ending  June  30, 1899. 

On  June  30, 1900,  there  were  pending  in  the  United  States  courts 
131  civil  suits  for  the  recovery  of  a  total  amount  of  $996,856.89  for 
the  value  of  timber  alleged  to  have  been  cut  unlawfully  from  public 
lands,  and  360  criminal  prosecutions  for  the  act  of  cutting  or  removing 
timber  in  violation  of  law. 
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Depredations  upon  public  timber,  1899-1900 — Continued.

THE    PROPOSED    PETRIFIED    FOREST   NATIONAL   PARK    IN   ARIZONA. 

Following  upon  the  temporary  withdrawal  (made  as  stated  on  page 
85)  of  lands  containing  the  petrified  forest  in  Apache  County,  Ariz., 
upon  request  contained  in  house  memorial  No.  4,  of  the  eighteenth 
legislative  assembly  of  Arizona,  all  the  reports  and  papers  in  the  case 
were  referred  to  the  Department  on  March  6,  1900. 

The  reports  upon  the  official  examinations  of  the  regions  (referred 
to  on  page  397)  showed  the  petrified  forest  to  be  the  greatest  natural 
wonder  of  its  kind  in  America,  and  that  it  has  lain  buried  for  unknown 
ages  under  a  mantle  of  sandstone  from  15  to  20  feet  in  thickness;  which 
covering  has,  in  the  course  of  time,  been  worn  away  in  places  by  the 
erosion  of  the  elements,  and  thereby  left  the  mineralized  formation 
exposed  at  those  points. 

The  locality  is  reported  to  be  unique  in  respect  to  both  the  natural 
wonders  contained  therein  and  its  scenic  beauties. 

It  is  also  shown  that  the  region  is  subject  to  acts  of  vandalism  by 
tourists,  and  that  the  commercial  value  of  the  mineralized  formation 
when  polished  and  converted  to  ornamental  uses  or  when  crushed 
for  abrasive  purposes,  furnishes  a  sufficient  inducement  to  invite 
serious  spoliation  of  some  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the 
locality,  the  practice  of  blowing  open  the  trunks  of  the  trees  with 
giant  powder  being  one  of  the  means  resorted  to  in  securing  some  of 
the  finest  crystals. 

The  reports  all  agree  that  efficient  protection  by  the  Government  is 
demanded  to  preserve  the  objects  of  interest  in  this  region. 

The  locality  is  reported  to  be  a  sandy  desert,  practically  worthless 
for  agricultural  purposes,  beyond  producing  a  sparse  growth  of  bunch 
grass;  and  the  records  show  that,  with  the  exception  of  an  unperfected 
homestead  entry  and  three  mineral  applications,  the  six  townships  in 
question  are  vacant,  unoccupied  public  lands.  The  odd-numbered 
sections  have  been  selected  by  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany under  the  grant  to  that  road  of  July  27,  1866  (14  Stat.  L.,  222), 
which  selections  have  not,  however,  been  approved. 

In  connection  with  these  selections  a  question  arises  whether  the 
mineralized  and  fossilized  deposits  in  this  locality  are  of  such  a  nature 
and  in  sufficient  quantities  to  render  the  lands  subject  to  entry  under 
the  mining  laws,  and,  as  such,  class  them  as  " mineral  lands"  within 
the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  the  exception  from  the  above-men- 
tioned grant  to  the  railroad  company. 

In  regard  to  this  mineralized  wood,  there  has  been  no  ruling  as  yet 
upon  the  character  of  the  substance  by  name.  It  appears,  however, 
probable,  under  the  decisions  in  25  L.  D.^  233,  and  27  L.  D. ,  95,  that  lands 
containing  this  substance  to  any  considerable  extent  would  be  enter- 
able  under  the  mineral-land  laws.     In  25  L.  D.,  233,  it  is  held: 

That  lands  containing  valuable  mineral  deposits,  whether  of  the  metalliferous  or 
fossiliferous  class,  of  such  quantity  and  quality  as  to  render  them  subject  to  entry 
under  the  mining  laws — that  is,  where  they  are  more  valuable  on  account  of  such 
mineral  deposits  than  for  agricultural  purposes — are  "mineral  lands"  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  the  exception  from  the  grants  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany and  to  the  State. 
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The  question,  however,  Avhether  lands  in  these  townships  are  sub- 
ject to  selection  by  the  railroad,  as  well  as  whether  the  "school"  sec- 
tions therein  (sections  16  and  36)  will  pass  to  the  State  whenever  the 
Territory  of  Arizona  is  admitted  to  the  Union,  is  a  matter  for  future 
determination,  and,  in  the  case  of  each  separate  section,  will  depend 
not  only  upon  the  nature  of  the  substance,  but  also  upon  the  quantity 
of  same  found  in  that  particular  section,  requiring  that  the  merits  of 
the  case  shall  be  individually  considered  in  respect  to  each  section. 

In  the  case  of  the  railroad  selections,  the  matter  is  one  for  deter- 
mination whenever  the  selections  come  up  for  approval. 

Accordingly,  the  question  of  the  Government's  title  to  the  odd-num- 
bered sections  in  these  townships  and  to  sections  16  and  36  therein  does 
not  call  for  attention  in  connection  with  considering  the  question  of 
setting  these  townships  apart  as  a  national  park. 

In  view  of  the  above  reasons  for  taking  measures  to  properly  pro- 
tect the  region  containing  this  petrified  forest,  the  General  Land  Office 
accompanied  its  above-mentioned  report  in  the  matter  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  March  6,  1900,  with  the  draft  of  a  proposed  bill  to  set  apart 
as  a  national  park  the  six  townships  reported  to  contain  the  largest 
exposed  deposits  of  the  petrified  wood,  and  recommended  that  it 
become  a  law. 

This  bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  as  H.  R. 
9634,  and  passed  therein  with  slight  amendments. 

The  report  (H.  Report  No.  879)  made  upon  the  bill  by  the  House 
committee  reads  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  9634) 
to  set  apart  certain  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona  as  a  public  park,  to  be  known 
as  the  Petrified  Forest  National  Park,  of  Arizona,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report,  and  recommend  that  said  bill  do  pass  with  amendments. 

The  bill  as  amended  by  the  committee  is  as  follows: 

"That  there  is  hereby  reserved  from  settlement,  entry,  sale,  or  other  disposal,  and 
set  apart  as  a  public  reservation,  all  those  certain  tracts,  pieces,  or  parcels  of  land 
lying  and  being  situate  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona  and  particularly  described  as 
follows: 

"Townships  sixteen  and  seventeen  north,  ranges  twenty-three  and  twenty-four 
east,  Gila  and  Salt  River  meridian,  Arizona. 

"Sec.  2.  That  said  public  park  shall  be  known  as  the  Petrified  Forest  National 
Park,  and  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  and  establish  such  service 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  same.  Such  regula- 
tions shall  provide  specially  for  the  preservation  from  injury  or  spoliation  of  the 
mineralized  or  fossilized  formations  or  deposits,  natural  curiosities,  and  wonders 
within  said  park. 

"Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized,  in  the 
exercise  of  his  discretion,  to  rent  or  lease,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made  by 
him,  pieces  or  parcels  of  ground  within  said  park  for  the  erection  of  such  buildings 
as  may  be  required  for  the  accommodation  of  visitors. 

"Sec  4.  That  all  funds  arising  from  the  privileges  granted  hereunder  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  a  special  fund,  to  be  expended  in 
the  care  of  said  park. 

"Sec.  5.  That  all  persons  who  shall  unlawfully  intrude  upon  said  park,  or  who 
shall,  without  permission,  appropriate,  injure,  or  destroy  any  of  the  mineralized  or 
fossilized  formations  or  deposits  found  therein,  or  other  natural  wonders  or  curiosities 
therein,  or  commit  unauthorized  waste  in  any  form  upon  the  lands  or  other  public 
property  therein,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
hereunder,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  more  than  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  twelve  months,  or  shall 
suffer  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court." 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  of  the  natural  curiosities  of  the  American  continent  is 
known  as  the  Petrified  Forest,  or  Chalcedony  Forest,  of  Arizona.     This  region  has 
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not  been  extensively  visited  by  the  American  public.  When  properly  cared  for  and 
•supplied  with  suitable  accommodations  for  visitors,  it  will  take  its  place  with  the 
Yellowstone,  Yosemite,  and  Mount  Rainier  national  parks.  It  is  not  far  distant  from 
the  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Colorado,  which  is  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world. 

We  will  quote  from  the  report  of  Prof.  Lester  F.  Ward,  paleontologist  of  the  United 
'States  Geological  Survey.  Mr.  Ward's  report  will  soon  be  published,  and  we  only 
make  such  quotations  from  it  as  will  explain  the  importance  and  necessity  of  the 
proposed  park.  The  Territorial  legislature  of  Arizona,  in  1895,  recommended  the 
establishment  of  this  proposed  park.  This  request  led  to  Mr.  Ward's  examination, 
•which  he  made  last  year. 

In  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  Richard  Rathbun,  acting  secretary  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office,  in  which  the  suggestion  is  made 
that  Mr.  Ward  be  directed  to  make  the  examination,  occurs  the  following: 

"The  region  near  Holbrook,  Apache  County,  Ariz.,  known  as  the  'Petrified  Forest,' 
'Chalcedony  Park,'  and  'Lithodendron  (stone  trees)  Valley,'  is  of  great  interest, 
because  of  the  abundance  of  its  beautiful  petrified  conifer  trees,  as  well  as  its  scenic 
features.  The  trees  lie  scattered  about  in  great  profusion,  but  none  stand  erect  in 
their  original  place  of  growth,  as  do  many  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park.  The 
National  Museum  possesses  three  splendid  trunks  collected  there  by  Lieutenant 
Hegewald  at  the  request  of  General  Sherman. 

"The  best  popular  account  of  this  region  is  given  by  Mr.  George  F.  Kuntz,  and  is 
as  follows: 

"  'Among  the  great  American  wonders  is  the  silicified  forest,  known  as  Chalcedony 
Park,  situated  about  8  miles  south  of  Corrizo,  a  station  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Railroad  in  Apache  County,  Ariz.  *  *  *  The  locality  was  noticed  in  1853  by 
the  Pacific  Railroad  exploring  survey.  *  *  *  There  is  every  evidence  to  showr 
that  the  trees  grew  beside  some  inland  sea.  After  falling  they  became  water-logged 
and  during  the  decomposition  the  cell  structure  of  the  wood  was  entirely  replaced  by 
silica  from  sandstone  in  the  walls  surrounding  this  great  inland  sea. 

"  'Over  the  entire  area  trees  lie  scattered  in  all  conceivable  positions  and  in  frag- 
ments of  all  sizes,  the  broken  sections  sometimes  resembling  a  pile  of  cart  wheels. 
*  A  phenomenon  perhaps  unparalleled,  and  the  most  remarkable  feature  of  the 
park,  is  a  natural  bridge  formed  by  a  tree  of  agatized  wood  spanning  a  canyon  45  feet 
in  width.  In  addition  to  the  span,  fully  50  feet  of  the  tree  lies  on  one  side,  making 
it  visible  for  a  length  of  over  100  feet,'  " 

Mr.  Ward  in  his  report,  among  other  things,  says: 

SCENIC  FEATURES. 

"With  regard  to  the  first  of  these,  viz,  the  scenic  aspect,  I  can  safely  say  that  it 
has  never  been  exaggerated  by  any  who  have  attempted  to  describe  this  region. 
The  pictures  given  in  the  letter  of  the  assistant  secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, above  quoted,  are  not  overdrawn,  and  the  more  or  less  glowing  descriptions  of 
Mollhausen,  Marcou,  Newberry,  and  other  explorers  fall  far  short  of  what  might 
truly  be  said  from  this  point  of  view.  These  petrified  forests  may  properly  be 
classed  among  the  natural  wonders  of  America,  and  every  reasonable  effort  should 
be  made  not  only  to  preserve  them  from  destructive  influences,  but  also  to  make 
their  existence  and  true  character  known  to  the  people. 

"Some  of  the  most  important  considerations  that  can  be  urged  in  favor  of  the 
importance  of  this  region  compared  with  other  petrified  forests  rests  upon  its  geolog- 
ical relations.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  much  more  ancient  than  the  petrified  forests  of 
the  Yellowstone  Park,  of  certain  parts  of  Wyoming,  and  of  the  California  Calistoga 
deposits.  These  latter  are  of  the  Tertiary  age,  while  the  Arizona  forests  belong  far 
back  in  the  Mesozoic  time,  probably  to  the  Triassic  formation.  The  difference  in 
their  antiquity  is  therefore  many  millions  of  years.  Scattered  blocks  of  silicified  wood 
do,  indeed,  occur  in  the  Trias  at  other  points,  but  this  is  the  only  region  in  which 
they  are  in  such  abundance  as  to  deserve  the  name  of  a  petrified  forest. 

"In  the  second  place,  there  is  no  other  petrified  forest  in  which  the  wood  assumes 
so  many  varied  and  interesting  forms  and  colors,  and  it  is  these  that  present  the 
chief  attraction  to  the  general  public.  The  state  of  mineralization  in  which  much  of 
this  wood  exists  almost  places  them  among  the  gems  and  precious  stones.  Not  only 
are  chalcedony,  opals,  and  agates  found  among  them,  but  many  approach  the  condi- 
tion of  jasper  and  onyx.  The  degree  of  hardness  attained  by  them  is  such  that  they 
are  said  to  make  an  excellent  quality  of  emery. 
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LOCATION  OF  THE  PETRIFIED  FORESTS. 

"'It  should  be  understood  that  petrified  or  silicified  wood  occurs  in  great  quantities 
throughout  the  Triassic  terrane  of  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Utah,  and  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  places  where  the  logs  are  masked  together  or  even  piled  one  upon  another;  but 
the  particular  region  known  as  the  Petrified  Forest  of  Arizona  lies  in  the  area  between 
the  Little  Colorado  and  the  Rio  Puerco,  15  miles  east  of  the  junction,  17  miles  east 
of  Holbrook,  and  6  miles  south  of  Adamana  station,  on  the  Santa  Fe  Pacific  Rail- 
road, which  measurements  terminate  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  area,  on  the  west  and 
north  sides.  It  is  about  8  miles  square,  and  falls  chiefly  within  towdship  17  north, 
range  24  east,  but  extends  a  short  distance  on  the  south  into  township  16  north 
and  on  the  west  into  range  23  east, 

"The  region  consists  of  the  ruins  of  a  former  plain  having  an  altitude  above  sea 
level  of  5,700  to  5,750  feet.  This  plain  has  undergone  extensive  erosion  to  the  maxi- 
mum depth  of  700  feet  and  is  cut  into  innumerable  ridges,  buttes,  and  small  mesas, 
with  valleys,  gorges,  and  gulches  between.  The  strata  consists  of  alternating  beds 
of  clay,  sandstone  shales,  and  massive  sandstones.  The  clays  are  purple,  white,  and 
blue,  the  purple  predominating,  and  the  white  and  blue  forming  bands  of  different 
thickness  between  the  others,  giving  the  cliffs  a  lively  and  pleasing  effect.  The 
sandstones  are  chiefly  of  a  reddish-brown  color  and  closely  resemble  the  brown- 
stones  of  the  Portland  and  Newark  quarries  on  the  Potomac  River  and  at  Manassas, 
in  Virginia,  but  some  are  light  brown,  gray,  or  whitish  in  color.  The  mesas  are 
formed  by  the  resistance  of  the  massive  sandstone  layers,  of  which  there  are  several 
at  different  horizons,  to  erosive  agencies,  and  vary  in  size  from  mere  capstones  to 
small  buttes  or  tables  several  miles  in  extent,  stretching  to  the  east  and  to  the  north- 
west, 

"The  drainage  of  the  area  is  to  the  south,  and  in  the  middle  of  it,  having  a  nearly 
due  southern  course,  but  winding  much  among  the  buttes,  is  the  famous  Lithodendron 
Creek,  so  named  by  Lieutenant  Whipple  in  1853.  It  is  dry  most  of  the  year,  but 
has  a  gravelly  bed  often  20  feet  in  width,  and  by  digging  holes  in  this  gravel  to  a 
depth  of  4  or  5  feet  water  will  accumulate  and  stand  in  these  holes. 

"  The  valley  of  this  creek  is  narrow  in  the  northern  and  central  part  of  the  area, 
and  there  are  several  short  branches  or  affluents,  but  at  the  southern  end  it  broadens 
out  and  its  rugged,  spurred,  and  canyoned  slopes  are  highly  picturesque.  Here  is 
located  its  principal  petrified  forest,  and  this  is  the  region  that  has  been  characterized 
by  some  as  Chalcedony  Park.  The  petrified  logs  are  countless  at  all  horizons  and 
lie  in  the  greatest  profusion  on  the  knolls,  buttes,  and  spurs,  and  in  the  ravines  and 
gulches,  while  the  ground  seems  to  be  everywhere  studded  with  gems  consisting  of 
the  broken  fragments  of  all  shapes  and  sizes  and  exhibiting  all  the  colors  of  the  rain- 
bow. When  we  remember  that  this  special  area  is  several  miles  in  extent,  some  idea 
can  be  formed  of  the  enormous  quantity  of  this  material  that  it  contains. 

THE  NATURAL  BRIDGE. 

"Besides  the  fact  that  this  bed  lies  wholly  within  the  petrified  forest  area,  there  is 
another  important  circumstance  which  serves  to  give  it  special  prominence.  One  of 
the  most  celebrated  objects  in  the  whole  region  is  the  well-known  Natural  Bridge, 
mentioned  by  so  many  travelers  and  referred  to  in  the  documents  quoted  at  the 
beginning  of  this  report,  consisting  of  a  great  petrified  trunk  lying  across  a  canyon 
and  forming  a  natural  footbridge  on  which  men  may  easily  cross.  This  occurred  on 
the  northeast  side  of  the  above-mentioned  mesa  near  its  rim,  and  the  bed  in  which 
it  lies  is  the  coarse  sandstone  which  holds  all  the  petrified  wood.  The  Natural  Bridge 
therefore  possesses  the  added  interest  of  being  in  place,  which  can  be  said  of  but  very 
few  of  the  other  petrified  logs  of  the  region. 

"It  was  observed  in  the  southwestern  exposure  and  at  other  points  that  all  the 
petrified  logs  and  blocks  lying  in  the  sandstone,  or  only  recently  washed  out  of  it, 
are  surrounded  by  a  coating  of  the  sandstone  firmly  cemented  to  the  exterior.  The 
absence  of  this  coating  from  most  of  those  in  the  principal  forest  is  due  to  their  long 
exposure  to  the  climatic  influences,  which  ultimately  disintegrate  and  detach  the  sand 
rock  adhering  to  them  and  strip  them  clean  to  the  body  of  the  trunks  themselves. 
That  this  process  requires  ages  of  time  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  .Natural  Bridge 
is  still  coated  over  a  large  part  of  its  surface  by  the  remains  of  the  cemented  sand 
rock  in  which  it  was  once  completely  embedded.  This  is  true  chiefly  of  the  lower 
portion,  and  farther  up  the  trunk  it  has  nearly  all  disappeared.  The  trunk  is  in  an 
excellent  state  of  preservation  and  is  complete  to  its  base,  wThere  it  is  abruptly 
enlarged,  showing  the  manner  in  which  the  roots  were  attached.  This  portion  still 
lies  partially  buried  in  the  sandstone,  which  is  the  same  in  character  as  that  which 
still  adheres  to  the  lower  20  feet. 
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"The  canyon  or  gulch  has  a  due  north  direction  and  is  very  precipitous,  begin- 
ning only  200  yards  above  the  bridge  and  rapidly  broadening  in  its  descent.  At  the 
point  where  the  bridge  crosses  it,  it  is  about  30  feet  wide,  but  the  trunk  lies  diagonally 
across  and  measures  44  feet  between  the  points.where  it 'rests  upon  the  sides  of  the 
canyon.  The  angle  is  nearly  45  degrees,  and  the  tree  lies  with  its  roots  to  the  south- 
east and  its  top  to  the  northwest.  The  canyon  is  here  about  20  feet  deep,  and  from 
its  bottom  and  sides  several  small  trees  are  growing,  some  of  which  rise  considerably 
above  the  bridge.  The  trees  are  mostly  cedars,  but  there  is  one  cottonwood  (Populus 
angustifolia).  The  root  is  quite  near  the  brink  of  the  canyon,  but  rests  on  a  solid 
ledge  for  a  distance  of  4  feet,  so  that  there  is  no  probability  that  in  this  dry  region  it 
will  be  endangered  by  further  erosion.  The  total  length  exposed  is  111  feet,  so  that 
more  than  60  feet  of  the  upper  part  lie  on  the  left  bank  of  the  canyon.  At  about  the 
middle  of  the  canyon  and  above  where  the  coating  of  sandstone  still  adheres,  it  meas- 
ures 10  feet  in  circumference,  giving  a  diameter  of  over  3  feet.  At  the  base  it  is  now  4 
feet  in  diameter,  but  the  thickness  of  the  incrustation  is  not  accurately  known.  At 
the  extreme  summit  the  diameter  is  reduced  to  18  inches.  As  in  the  case  of  practi- 
cally all  of  the  petrified  logs  of  the  region,  there  are  no  indications  of  limbs  or 
branches  at  the  top.     The  significance  of  this  fact  will  be  noted  later. 

"A  general  characteristic  of  the  petrified  trunks  not  only  of  this  region  and  of  the 
general  Triassic  terrane  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  but  of  all  petrified  forests,  is 
their  tendency  to  break  across  in  sections  or  blocks  of  greater  or  less  length.  All 
travelers  have  remarked  this,  and  the  sketches  made  by  Mollhausen  and  in  the 
Pacific  Railroad  reports  show  them  thus  divided.  Some  observers  have  noted  the 
fact  that  the  Natural  Bridge  has  several  of  these  transverse  cracks,  and  all  the  good 
photographic  views  of  it  show  them.  I  counted  four,  but  most  of  them  seem  to  be 
as  yet  only  partial  and  do  not,  probably,  extend  entirely  through  the  trunk.  There 
is  one,  however,  near  the  left  bank  that  has  the  appearance  of  doing  so,  and  the 
trunk  is  probably  only  kept  from  parting  at  this  point  by  the  mechanical  adjustment 
which  causes  the  adjacent  faces  to  perform  the  office  of  a  keystone  to  an  arch.  Any 
considerable  shrinkage  due  to  climatic  or  other  causes  would  overcome  this  influence, 
and  the  entire  bridge  would  crush  to  the  bottom  of  the  canyon  or  roll  down  the  escarp- 
ment in  a  number  of  huge  segments. 

"An  examination  of  the  relation  of  the  Natural  Bridge  to  the  gulch  which  it  spans 
shows  clearly  that  the  entire  trunk  was  primarily  embedded  in  the  sandstone  bed 
covering  this  entire  region,  and  that  with  the  progress  of  erosion  which  ultimately 
carried  the  entire  plain  to  the  north  as  well  as  in  other  directions,  leaving  this  small 
mesa,  it  was  at  last  exposed  and  lay  for  a  great  period  near  the  rim  of  the  escarpment. 
At  first  it  was  only  partially  buried  and  later  came  to  lie  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
As  the  land  rises  somewhat  to  the  south  of  it,  rills  were  formed  above,  and  in  times 
of  heavy  rains  or  floods  it  obstructed  the  flow  of  the  water,  forming  a  sort  of  dam. 
The  water  lying  against  it  long  after  it  had  ceased  to  overflow  it  tended  to  disintegrate 
the  rock  upon  which  it  lay,  until  eventually  it  found  its  way  through  beneath  at  some 
point,  The  smallest  opening  of  this  nature  would  soon  become  a  free  passage  for  the 
water,  and  a  simple  continuation  of  the  process  of  erosion  would  ultimately  result  in 
the  formation  of  the  entire  gorge  as  it  exists  to-day." 

We  also  include  the  following  from  Dr.  Newberry's  statement: 

"I  have  examined  these  specimens  with  some  care  to  determine,  if  possible, 
whether  they  had  grown  on  the  spot,  as  those  of  Lithodendron  Creek  are  supposed 
to  have  done  by  the  members  of  Captain  Whipple's  party,  or  whether  they  had  been 
transported  to  their  positions.  In  all  that  came  under  my  observation  I  failed  to  notice 
any  evidence  of  their  having  grown  in  the  vicinity.  All  the  trunks  are  stripped  of 
their  branches  and  exhibit  precisely  the  appearance  of  those  transported  to  some  dis- 
tance by  the  agency  of  water.  In  confirmation  of  this  view  I  should  say  I  found  in 
the  marls,  with  the  entire  trunks,  rounded  and  water- worn  fragments  of  wood,  in  some 
instances  silicified  and  in  others  converted  into  lignite. 

"I  gathered  the  same  impression  from  all  the  specimens  of  silicified  wood  which 
I  observed  in  this  formation  in  western  New  Mexico,  viz,  that  all  had  been  trans- 
ported, but  not  far  removed  from  their  place  of  growth." 

Continuing  his  report,  Professor  Ward  says: 

"The  indications  therefore  all  point  to  some  degree  of  transportation  of  this  mate- 
rial by  water  antecedent  to  petrifaction,  and  the  great  amount  of  it  at  this  particular 
place  argues  for  the  existence  of  such  a  condition  as  would  arrest  the  process  and 
cause  the  floating  logs  to  accumulate  in  masses,  as  often  happens  in  great  eddies  or 
deltas  of  rivers.  The  character  of  the  bed  in  which  they  occur  also  supports  this 
view.  The  coarse. sand  and  gravel,  highly  favorable  to  the  process  of  silicifieation, 
denotes  the  proximity  of  the  land,  and  the  cross  bedding  bears  witness  to  the  exist- 
ence of  rapid  and  changing  currents.     As  this  stratum  occupies  the  highest  elevations 
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in  this  region,  the  nature  of  the  overlying  beds  is  not  revealed,  and  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  period  was  followed  by  one  of  general  subsidence  can  only  be  settled  by 
a  study  of  the  higher  plains  lying  some  distance  to  the  east  and  north,  but  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  bed  sank,  and  that  the  finer  deposits  ultimately  buried  it  at  the  bottom 
of  the  Mesozoic  sea,  there  to  remain  until  the  Tertiary  epeirogenic  movement  raised 
the  entire  country  from  5,000  tc  6,000  feet  above  sea  level. 

"  No  one  denies  that  visitors  to  this  region  usually  carry  away  with  them  as  much 
as  their  means  of  transportation  will  permit,  but  this  consists  usually,  of  course,  of 
the  smaller  objects  that  lie  in  such  profusion  on  the  ground.  At  the  first  view  it 
might  seem  that  the  immense  quantity  of  such  objects  makes  it  impossible  that  any 
appreciable  impression  can  ever  be  made  upon  the  whole  mass  in  this  way.  This  is 
the  same  kind  of  reasoning,  or  rather  unreasoning,  that  has  led  to  the  practical 
extinction  of  the  buffalo  Lnd  which  threatens  to  exhaust  the  sources  of  natural 
gas.  But  the  class  of  persons  known  as  relic  hunters  is  very  large,  and  the  number 
who  will  in  the  future  visit  the  petrified  forest  is  destined  greatly  to  increase.  They 
usually  carry  with  them  some  concealed  tools  or  instruments,  and  with  these  they 
are  perpetually  breaking  off  pieces  of  objects  of  which  they  wish  to  carry  away  as 
souvenirs.  This  way  the  finest  trunks  are  being  hacked  to  pieces  and  disfigured. 
For  example,  there  are  several  places  on  the  Natural  Bridge  where  this  process  has 
been  going  on  until  quite  large  holes  or  unsightly  cavities  have  been  dug  in  the  upper 
side  of  the  trunk.  The  small  pieces,  chips,  and  blocks  that  lie  in  such  profusion  on 
the  ground  vary  greatly  in  form  and  coloration,  and  it  is  of  course  always  the  most 
symmetrical  and  brilliant  that  are  first  picked  up,  and  these  will  eventually  be  so 
culled  out  that  only  the  plain,  unattractive  pieces  will  be  left. 

"Leading  citizens  and  prominent  public  men  in  Arizona  are  sincerely  desirous  of 
preserving  this  interesting  spot  from  vandalism  and  wanton  destruction,  and  many 
of  them  think  that  this  can  be  best  done  by  making  it  a  national  reserve  and  appoint- 
ing proper  guardians  to  take  charge  of  it,  As  they  show,  the  expense  of  this  need 
not  be  large.  A  single  mounted  ranger,  such  as  now  patrol  the  forest  reserves  of  the 
Colorado  plateau,  would  probably  be  adequate  for  this  purpose  for  some  time  to  come. 

"As  nearly  all  visitors  must  approach  the  forest  by  the  way  of  the  Santa  Fe  Pacific 
Railroad,  it  is  clearly  to  the  interest  of  the  road  that  they  be  made  as  attractive  as 
possible,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  officers  of  the  road  will  gladly  cooperate  with 
the  Government  in  this  matter.  A  few  years  ago  the  nearest  railroad  station  was 
Corrizo,  which  is  some  6  miles  west  of  north  of  the  upper  forest.  The  inconvenience 
of  this  was  apparent  to  the  railroad  authorities,  and  they  have  recently  established 
a  station  due  north  of  the  forests,  only  7  miles  from  the  nearest  margin  and  about 
8  miles  from  the  Natural  Bridge.  This  station  of  Adamana,  the  name  being  modi- 
fied from  the  only  person  living  there,  Mr.  Adam  Hanna,  upon  whom  now  falls  the 
duty  of  conducting  parties  to  the  petrified  forests.  Mr.  Hanna  derives  considerable 
revenue  from  this  source,  especially  as  it  is  usually  necessary  for  parties  to  stay  over 
night  and  he  takes  care  ol  them.  But  this  house  is  not  convenient  to  the  station  and 
is  not  adapted  for  a  hotel,  and  as  the  number  of  visitors  increases  it  will  be  necessary 
to  provide  more  ample  accommodations.  There  will  need  to  be  a  hotel  with  civil- 
ized conveniences,  and  it  will  eventually  be  to  the  interest  of  the  railroad  company 
to  provide  such,  as  also  suitable  conveyances  and  guides." 

This  tract  of  land  is  unsuitable  for  cultivation  and  has  no  value  outside  of  its  scenic 
beauty  and  fossil  curiosities.  The  people  of  Arizona  desire  that  it  should  thus  be  set 
apart.  The  wanton  destruction  by  the  use  of  powder  and  dynamite  will  continue 
until  the  region  is  protected  by  law.  Reckless  men  destroy  these  great  curiosities 
with  explosives  in  search  for  the  beautiful  crystals  from  the  interior  of  the  trunks  of 
the  trees.  It  would  seem  that  all  that  would  be  necessary  would  be  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  American  Congress  to  this  remarkable  region  in  order  to  secure  its  preser- 
vation to  our  posterity.     *    *    * 

THE   PROPOSED    PAJARITO    NATIONAL    PARK,    NEW   MEXICO. 

As  stated  on  page  ,  an  official  examination  of   the  proposed 

Pajarito  national  park  in  New  Mexico,  containing  extensive  ruins  of 
Cliff  Dwellers,  resulted  in  a  report  thereon,  which  reads  as  follows: 

The  region  referred  to  is  a  tract  lying  between  the  Rio  Grande  del  Norte  on  the 
east  and  the  base  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  on  the  west,  the  Chama  River  on  the 
north,  and  the  Rito  de  los  Frijoles  on  the  south.  It  is,  approximately,  30  miles  in 
length  and  15  miles  in  width.  It  may  be  easily  reached  from  the  town  of  Espanola, 
or  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Railroad,  34  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Santa  Fe, 
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An  examination  of  the  physical  features  of  the  country  shows  it  to  be  a  plateau 
varying  from  6,000  feet  in  altitude  on  the  east  to  9,000  feet  on  the  west,  The  north- 
eastern portion  is  covered  with  excellent  gama  grass  and  scattered  cedar  and  pifion. 
The  southeastern  portion  is  covered  rather  thickly  with  small  cedar  and  pinon,  while 
the  entire  western  portion  is  covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of  pine,  spruce,  and  fir. 

The  entire  plateau  is  evidently  of  volcanic  origin,  a  stratum  of  light  volcanic  tufa, 
varying  in  thickness  from  50  to  300  feet,  being  still  in  place,  overlying  a  great  part  of 
the  tract.  In  the  part  lying  north  of  the  Juege  Canyon  (also  known  as  Cow  Creek) 
the  stratum  of  volcanic  tufa  is  for  the  most  part  eroded  away,  leaving  at  the  base  of 
the  mountains,  and  extending  out  for  some  miles  upon  the  plateau,  high  mesas  of 
tufa,  varying  from  half  a  mile  to  several  miles  in  length,  from  a  few  yards  to  probably 
half  a  mile  in  width,  and  from  100  to  300  feet  high.  South  of  the  Juege  Canyon  the 
stratum  of  tufa  covers  the  entire  plateau  from  the  base  of  the  mountains  to  the  Rio 
Grande,  and  is  deeply  seamed  by  many  cany ons  and  canoncitos,  which ,  cutting  through 
the  stratum  of  tufa,  leave  it  exposed  in  perpendicular  walls.  The  district  is  traversed 
by  the  canyons  of  the  Santa  Clara,  Chupederos,  Juege,  Alamos,  Sandia,  Pajarito,  and 
Frijoles,  besides  many  lesser  canyons  and  canoncitos,  and  is,  on  the  whole,  one  of 
great  scenic  beauty. 

The  district  is  chiefly  noted  for  the  remains  of  prehistoric  civilization  with  which 
it  is  covered.  These  ruins  were  examined  at  length,  and  the  following  classification 
made  of  them. 

(1)  Cliff  dwellings. — These  dwellings  are  of  the  type  known  as  cave  dwellings  and 
cavate  lodges,  the  latter  type  largely  predominating.  In  the  perpendicular  faces  of 
the  cliffs,  usually  those  facing  the  south,  the  dwellings  are  to  be  found.  They  are  most 
numerous  in  the  mesas  of  the  Shufinne,  the  Puye,  the  Chuperderos,  the  Alamos,  the 
Sandia,  the  Pajarito,  and  the  Frijole.  From  a  single  eminence  on  the  Pajarito  the 
doors  of  more  than  2,000  of  these  dwellings  may  be  seen,  and  the  number  in  the  entire 
district  would  reach  tens  of  thousands.  If  arranged  in  a  continuous  series  they  would 
form  an  unbroken  line  of  dwellings  of  not  less  than  60  miles  in  length.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  vast  number  of  dwellings  found  in  the  entire  district  were  capable  of 
sheltering  a  population  of  from  100,000  to  200,000  people.  Usually  the  dwellings 
were  excavated  many  feet  above  any  landing,  so  that  originally  they  were  entered 
by  means  of  ladders.  In  the  highest  cliffs,  as  for  example  those  of  the  Puye,  two 
terraces  are  found,  with  from  two  to  four  dwellings,  superimposed  one  above  another. 
The  chambers  are  irregular  in  arrangement,  size,  and  structure.  Usually  there  is  a 
main  living  room,  back  of  which  are  from  one  to  four  smaller  rooms.  The  walls  con- 
tain various  niches,  alcoves,  and  fire  places,  and  in  most  cases  are  thickly  coated  with 
smoke.  Many  are  plastered  with  clay  on  sides  and  floor,  and  some  have  been 
repaired  with  crude  masonry.  A  series  of  view's  showing  excavations,  doorways,  and 
details  of  these  dwellings  is  attached  to  this  report. 

{2)  Large  communal  houses. — On  the  mesas  above  the  cliffs,  usually  occupying  the 
most  commanding  sites,  many  ruins  of  large  stone  communal  dwellings  exist.  They 
were  built  of  cut  stone  rudely  dressed,  and  were  doubtless  two  and,  in  some  cases, 
three  stories  high,  and  built  somewhat  after  the  manner  of  terraced  houses  of  some 
of  the  Pueblo  Indians  of  the  present  day.  On  emptying  some  of  the  rooms  of  the 
debris  contained  therein,  it  is  found  that  the  well-built  walls  exist  in  an  almost 
perfect  state  of  preservation  to  a  height  of  from  5  to  8  feet.  The  rooms  vary  from  10 
to  14  feet  in  length  and  from  5  to  10  feet  in  width.  Fireplaces,  doors,  and  the  small 
portholes  which  served  for  windows  are  intact,  and  the  walls,  wThich  are  plastered 
with  adobe,  are  well  preserved.  Several  of  these  great  communal  dwellings  were 
visited  which  doubtless  contained  from  1,000  to  2,000  rooms  each.  Several  were 
built  in  the  form  of  a  great  quadrangle,  others  are  irregular  in  form.  The  inner 
court  usually  contains  one  or  more  kivas  or  estufas  (underground  council  chambers), 
while  several  more  are  usually  grouped  about  the  outer  w7alls. 

(3)  Defensive  outposts. — Occupying  usually  the  valleys  below  the  cliffs,  but  some- 
times the  mesas  above,  are  many  smaller  ruins,  built  of  cut  stone  and  similar  in  con- 
struction to  those  described  above.  They  must  have  contained  originally  from  10  to 
50  rooms  each,  were  rectangular,  circular,  or  irregular  in  construction,  and  are  not  in 
as  good  a  state  of  preservation  as  are  the  large  ruins. 

(4)  Boulder-marked  sites. — Scattered  over  the  face  of  the  country,  usually  near  the 
ruins  described  above,  are  numerous  circular  mounds  of  stone  from  10  to  20  feet  in 
diameter.  The  significance  of  these  mounds  would,  at  present,  be  simply  a  matter 
of  conjecture. 

(5)  Burial  mounds  and  crypts. — Contiguous  to  the  stone  ruins  on  the  mesas,  and 
also  in  the  face  of  the  cliffs,  numerous  burial  mounds  and  crypts  are  to  be  found. 
These  have  been  for  the  most  part  unmolested.  In  some  that  have  been  opened 
numerous  skeletons  are  exposed. 
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Attention  was  given  to  the  remains  of  the  primitive  arts  and  handiwork  of  the 
original  inhabitants  of  the  dwellings  and  to  all  evidences  of  their  culture  that  still 
remain.  For  this  purpose  three  rooms  and  a  portion  of  a  fourth  in  the  large  stone 
ruin  on  the  Puye  mesa  were  emptied  of  the  debris  contained  therein,  and  the  following 
specimens  found  in  the  debris  and  upon  the  floors: 

*  *  *  *  *  *  * 

An  examination  into  the  title  to  the  lands  in  this  tract  shows  that  it  is  for  the  most 
part  Government  land  and  that  no  interests  involved  can  possibly  be  injured  by 
reserving  the  lands  as  a  national  park. 

The  existing  ruins  are  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  of  unusual  interest  to  tne  general 
public  when  made  easily  accessible.  As  a  field  for  scientific  research  it  is  invaluable. 
In  view  of  its  great  interest  to  the  public,  its  value  from  a  scientific  standpoint,  the 
necessity  of  protecting  and  preserving  the  valuable  timber  thereon,  and  the  fact  that 
vandals  and  idle  curiosity  hunters  are  rapidly  destroying  material  that  can  never  be 
restored,  I  deem  it  of  great  importance,  and  would  accordingly  recommend  that  the 
lands  containing  these  ruins  be  reserved  as  a  national  park;  that  to  insure  the  care  and 
preservation  of  the  ruins  and  the  timber,  a  custodian  be  appointed  and  instructed 
to  immediately  stop  and  prevent  further  vandalism.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
custodian  also  to  see  that  the  boundaries  of  said  reservation  be  properly  marked  and 
made  known;  to  prepare  maps  for  the  use  of  the  public,  showing  points  of  interest 
an  \  facilities  for  reaching  the  same;  to  supervise  excavations  and  researches  that  may 
be  permitted  by  the  Government  to  reliable  scientists  and  scientific,  historical,  and 
educational  institutions  or  associations;  to  prepare  bulletins  and  reports  from  time 
to  time  pertaining  to  researches  and  discoveries  made  therein,  and  in  every  way 
possible  promote  the  value  of  the  park  in  the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  scientific 
investigation. 

*  *****  * 

I  would  suggest  as  a  suitable  name  for  said  reservation  the  title  ' '  Pajarito  National 
Park,"  the  "Pajarito"  (pronounced  pah-har-ee' -toe,  meaning  a  small  bird  or  spar- 
row) being  the  central  and  dominant  feature  of  interest  in  the  tract.     *    *    * 

In  a  later  report  to  this  office  it  is  stated: 

Since  submitting  my  report  I  am  credibly  informed  that  irresponsible  parties  are 
making  preparations  to  invade  the  territory  in  the  early  spring,  with  a  view  to  open- 
ing the  rooms  of  the  communal  dwellings  and  exploring  the  caves  for  relics. 

In  order  to  prevent  further  devastation,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  early  action 
looking  to  placing  the  same  in  reserve  be  taken  and  a  custodian  be  appointed. 

On  December  22,  1899,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  this  office  in  regard  to  this  region, 
indorsed  this  report  as  follows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  11th 
instant,  transmitting  a  copy  of  the  report  made,  under  date  of  December  4,  by  Mr. 
James  D.  Mankin,  of  the  General  Land  Office,  upon  the  Cliff  Dwellers'  ruins  in  the 
vicinity  of  Espanola,  New  Mexico,  in  which  recommendation  is  made  that  the  lands 
containing  these  ruins  be  reserved  as  a  national  park.  After  carefully  considering 
this  report,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  I  am  in  full  accord  with  the  recommendations 
made  by  Mr.  Mankin,  which-,  if  carried  out,  will  result  in  the  preservation  for  educa- 
tional purposes  of  the  most  extensive  system  of  cavate  dwellings  known.  I  would 
especially  call  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  appointment  of  a  custodian  of 
the  tract  in  question,  as  the  reservation  of  the  area  on  which  the  dwellings  are  situ- 
ated can  not  alone  prove  a  bar  to  the  vandalism  which  is  rapidly  destroying  these 
interesting  remains. 

THE   PROPOSED    SHOSHONE    FALLS   NATIONAL   PARK    IN    IDAHO. 

On  June  28,  1898,  the  Department  referred  to  the  General  Land 
Office  a  letter  from  Hon.  George  L.  Shoup  (U.  S.  S.),  stating: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  letter  from  J.  M.  Goodwin,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  who  is 
connected  with  the  Tribune  of  that  city,  relating  to  the  desirability  and  importance 
of  establishing  a  Government  reservation,  on  the  order  of  the  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  along  Snake  River,  in  Idaho;  also  a  copy  of  the  Overland  Monthly  containing 
an  article  by  Mr.  Goodwin  on  the  same  subject,  for  the  consideration  of  your 
Department.  Your  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  the  project  is  respectfully 
requested  with  a  view  of  bringing  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 
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This  was  followed  on  January  18,  1900,  by  a  joint  letter  from  Hon. 
George  L.  Shoup,  Hon.  Henry  Heitfeld  (U.  S.  S.),  and  Hon.  Edgar 
Wilson  (M.  C),  respecting  the  subject,  in  general,  of  proposed  reserves 
in  the  State  of  Idaho,  in  which  they  state  in  regard  to  this  proposed 
Shoshone  Falls  National  Park  as  follows: 

We  are  not  advised  as  to  the  purpose  and  object  of  the  creation  of  this  park,  but 
from  present  information  on  the  subject  we  are  not  disposed  to  object  to  it  within 
proper  limits.  We  would  suggest  and  recommend  that  the  park  be  made  five  town- 
ships square.  It  will  then  include,  as  we  understand  it,  townships  7,  8,  9,  10,  and 
11  south  and  ranges  15,  16,  17,  18,  and  19  east,  This  will  embrace  the  great  Sho- 
shone Falls,  the  Twin  Falls,  and  the  Blue  Lakes  region,  all  being  scenic  attractions  of 
great  natural  beauty,  and  on  account  of  which  we  apprehend  the  creation  of  the  park 
is  being  considered.  The  two  ranges  west  of  this  which  are  embraced  in  the  pro- 
posed park  would  not  in  any  way  add  to  it,  but  would  embrace  considerable  agri- 
cultural land  at  Roseworth,  Kanoka,  Austin,  Hagerman,  and  Salmon  Falls.  The 
reservation  would  of  course  retard  the  settlement  of  those  sections.  By  omitting 
these  two  ranges  and  confining  it  within  the  limits  suggested  we  have,  from  our 
present  knowledge  of  the  subject,  no  objections  to  present. 

The  official  examination  made  of  this  region  resulted  in  a  report 
recommending  that  a  much  smaller  area  be  reserved.  The  report 
presents  the  following  facts: 

It  is  28  miles  from  Shoshone  Railway  station  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  to  Blue  Lakes, 
three  in  number,  formed  by  subterranean  springs,  which  are  situated  6  miles  below 
the  falls  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Snake  River.  The  lakes,  while  small  in  area,  are 
many  feet  deep,  the  crushed  mussel  shells  that  cover  the  bottom  adding  their  rich 
blue  white  color  to  the  deep  blue  of  the  water,  giving  a  cobalt  tone  to  the  picture. 
*  *  *  The  temperature  of  Blue  Lakes,  62°  summer  and  winter.  Trout  spawn 
every  month  in  the  year.  Shoshone  Falls  can  be  reached  from  the  town  of  Shoshone 
in  28  miles.  The  canyon  at  this  point  is  high  and  composed  of  black  columnar  basalt, 
which  rises  from  the  river's  edge  as  vertical  cliffs,  estimated  to  be  about  800  feet 
high.     The  falls  are  said  to  be  210  feet  high. 

From  Blue  Lakes  it  is  6  miles  to  Shoshone  Falls.  *  *  *  One  of  the  main  attrac- 
tions of  the  Shoshone  Falls,  and  one  not  often  witnessed  by  tourists,  is  the  rainbow 
by  moonlight.  It  is  wonderful,  the  contrast  between  the  tempestuousness  and  the 
grandeur  of  the  falls  and  the  peacefulness  and  restfulness  of  the  lakes. 

Twin  Falls  are  4  miles  above  Shoshone  Falls.  An  island  divides  the  stream  here 
into  two  portions,  both  of  which,  however,  fall  nearly  vertically  a  distance  said  to  be 
180  feet.  The  stream  immediately  below  the  falls  is  deep  and  flows  at  the  bottom  of 
a  very  steep  canyon.     *    *    * 

At  Auger  Falls  the  river  runs  for  a  distance  of  at  least  250  yards  hemmed  in  between 
basaltic  walls,  which  vary  in  distance  from  50  to  250  feet.  I  estimate  the  stream  falls 
in  this  distance  about  50  feet,  the  last  20  feet  of  which  is  nearly  vertical.  Auger 
Falls  are  found  4  miles  below  Blue  Lakes. 

In  my  judgment,  should  it  be  deemed  expedient  to  establish  a  park  as  contem- 
plated, the  American  Falls  should  not  be  included,  as  suggested  by  Goodwin.  The 
Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  passes  directly  over  these  falls,  and  directly  below  the 
falls  would  be  an  excellent  place  for  the  establishment  of  manufacturing  plants,  and 
for  the  generation  of  electricity  that  may  be  utilized  in  railways,  lighting  cities,  pro- 
pelling machinery,  and  for  other  purposes.     *    *    * 

The  only  timber  to  be  found  within  the  territory  to  be  embraced  in  my  recommen- 
dation consists  of  a  few  cotton wroods  at  intervals  along  the  river,  with  here  and  there 
a  few  scrubby  pines  and  cedars.  The  above  conditions  respecting  timber  will  hold 
good  for  100  miles  above  and  below  Shoshone  Falls.     *    *    * 

There  is  a  country  extending  from  near  the  mouth  of  Goose  Creek  down  past  the 
turn  and  Great  Shoshone  Falls,  and  still  on  down  below  Salmon  Falls,  taking  in  all 
the  wonders  in  canyons,  falls,  and  springs,  a  distance  of  70  or  80  miles,  along  the 
river,  which  numbers  of  people  think  ought  to  be  made  a  Government  national  park. 
If  this  should  be  done  and  then  improved  similar  to  the  Yellowstone  National  Park 
it  could  be  made  to  rival  that  ''wonderland"  in  beauty,  and  its  wonders  in  nature. 
As  it  now  is,  but  few  get  to  see  the  wonders. 

The  citizens  of  Shoshone  are  all  in  favor  of  a  national  park;  also  the  inhabitants  of 
Wood  River  that  I  visited.  J.  B.  Perrine  is  in  doubt.  Shoshone  Falls  Company  I 
did  not  see.     The  lonely  dweller  at  Twin  Falls  I  could  not  reach. 
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In  conclusion  I  recommend  that  T.  9  S.,  R.  17  E.,  T.  9  S.,  R  18  E.,  T.  10  S.,  R. 
17  E.,  and  T.  10  S.,  R.  18  E.,  be  set  apart  as  a  national  park,  for  there  is  nothing 
like  it  elsewhere.  Nothing  half  so  weird,  so  beautiful,  so  clothed  in  majesty,  so 
draped  with  terror. 

NEED  FOR  AMENDED  LEGISLATION  RESPECTING  TIMBER  ON  UNRESERVED 

LANDS. 

As  stated  on  page  116,  the  General  Land  Office,  on  February  28, 1900, 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Department  renewing  former  recommenda- 
tions for  the  passage  of  a  general  law  to  repeal  all  undesirable  stat- 
utes respecting  timber  on  public  lands,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of 
timber  on  such  of  the  public  lands  as  are  better  adapted  to  other  pur- 
poses than  forest  uses,  and  which  will,  consequently,  remain  unre- 
served; which  letter  reads  as  follows: 

Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  February  28,  1900. 

Sir:  The  protection  and  disposal  of  the  timber  upon  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States  are  shown  by  the  annual  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  land  depart- 
ment to  have  been  the  subject  of  thoughtful  consideration  and  much  embarrassment 
in  that  department. 

Congress  early  recognized  the  necessity  for  providing  general  laws  for  the  disposal 
of  the  public  lands.  Why  not  make  like  provision  for  the  use  and  disposal  of  the 
timber  upon  such  lands? 

Timber  supplies  many  of  the  necessities  of  life,  and  certainly  the  use  of  its  products 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  settlers  upon  the  public  lands  and  to  others  engaged  in 
industrial  pursuits  tending  to  the  development  of  the  resources  of  the  country. 
There  are  many  localities  where  it  can  not  be  obtained  otherwise  than  from  the 
public  lands,  and  wisdom  clearly  dictates  that  methods  should  be  adopted  whereby 
the  wants  of  the  people  in  such  localities  may  be  lawfully  gratified;  otherwise,  expe- 
rience has  taught,  the  timber  will  be  taken  at  all  hazards.  Men  in  the  forest  or 
on  the  prairie,  struggling  to  support  themselves  and  families,  do  not  hesitate  to 
use  public-timber  products  as  common  property  where  necessary  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  their  purpose,  if  the  law-making  power  does  not  furnish  an  adequate 
method  by  which  they  may  be  legally  obtained.  The  class  of  hardy  and  industrious 
people  who  have  sought  and  are  seeking  homes  upon  the  public  lands  constitute  an 
eminently  conservative  and  law-abiding  class,  but  they  feel,  and  properly,  too,  they 
should  be  allowed  to«supply  their  necessities  out  of  the  abundance  within  reach  of 
them  and  which  is  regarded  undoubtedly  as  part  of  the  common  heritage.  It  is 
submitted  that  a  large  and  worthy  class  of  people  should  not  be  placed  in  a  posi- 
tion where  they  must  either  violate  the  law  or  suffer  for  the  necessaries  of  life. 

A  wise  system  by  which  all  necessary  wants  may  be  supplied  would  be  hailed 
with  acclamation  and  meet  the  cordial  support  of  all,  while  harsh  and  unfair  laws 
can  not  be  enforced  against  the  sentiment  of  a  whole  community. 

The  legislation  of  Congress  in  this  direction  has  been  largely  local  and  confined  to 
particular  classes  of  people,  and  is  set  forth  in  so  many  scattering  and  in  some 
instances  ambiguous,  uncertain,  and  contradictory  acts  that  a  revision  of  these 
statutes  seems  indispensable.  Existing  laws  permit  the  taking  of  public  timber  free 
of  charge  and  without  real  limitation  as  to  quantity  by  those  who  are  engaged  in 
profitable  and  established  industries  and  who  can  and  should  make  reasonable  com- 
pensation therefor;  and  yet  they  do  not  make  adequate  provision  for  the  free  use  of 
public  timber  by  those  who  need  it  in  only  limited  quantities  and  who,  by  reason  of 
being  engaged  in  the  primary  development  of  the  country,  can  not  pay  therefor  and 
ought  not  to  be  required  to  do  so.  These  statutes  also  provide  for  the  sale  of  sur- 
veyed public  timber  land  at  the  fixed  price  of  $2.50  per  acre,  without  regard  to  the 
value  of  the  timber  thereon,  which  in  many  instances  is  worth  several  times  the 
Government  price  of  the  land.  There  are  also  some  industries  to  the  successful  pros- 
ecution of  which,  in  the  Southern  and  Western  States  and  in  the  Territories,  timber 
is  an  absolute  necessity,  but  for  which,  under  present  laws,  it  can  not  be  obtained, 
there  being  no  law  authorizing  the  use  or  sale  of  public  timber  for  such  purposes 
and  there  being  no  surveyed  timber  land  in  the  vicinity  which  can  be  sold  under  the 
statute  last  mentioned. 

In  the  earlier  days,  when  the  country  was  sparsely  settled  and  timber  was  most 
abundant,  the  necessity  for  a  careful  use  and  conservation  of  the  public  timber  was 
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not  of  so  much  importance,  for  then  the  depredations  were  few  and  there  was  a 
plenty  and  to  spare.  Now  that  the  country  is  settled  up  and  depredations  have 
become  more  frequent,  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  Congress  to  preserve  what  is 
left  of  the  timber  and  to  better  regulate  its  use,  it  is  respectfully  urged,  is  impera- 
tively demanded.  Every  year's  delay  inflicts  upon  the  material  interests  of  the 
country  injuries  which  with  the  lapse  of  time  increase  in  magnitude  and  become 
more  difficult  to  remedy. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  people  of  the  public-land  States  and  of  the  Territories  must 
have  timber  or  its  products  for  domestic  purposes  and  for  use  in  local  industries, 
and  if  the  Government  has  timber  that  may  be  disposed  of  without  injury  to  the 
more  general  interests,  the  people  should  be  allowed  to  use  it,  on  making  reasonable 
compensation  for  it,  and  in  meritorious  cases  they  should  be  permitted  to  use  it  free 
of  charge  in  limited  quantity.  They  should  be  treated  with  that  liberality  and 
justice  which  will  surely  promote  their  welfare  and  happiness  as  a  self-respecting 
people  and  add  immeasurably  to  the  prosperity  and  stability  of  the  nation. 

A  bill  is  herewith  submitted  which  brings  together  and  revises  the  existing  stat- 
utes upon  this  subject,  relieves  them  of  ambiguity,  uncertainty,  and  conflict,  omits 
provisions  which  experience  has  taught  were  unwise  and  inserts  others  which  are 
intended  to  make  the  measure  complete,  harmonious,  and  just  to  all  interests.  If 
this  bill  meets  your  approval,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  it  be  transmitted  to 
Congress  with  your  favorable  recommendation.

A  BILL  to  authorize  and  regulate  the  sale  and  use  of  timber  on  the  unappropriated  and  unreserved 

public  lands. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  timber  or  timber  products 
on  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  surveyed  or  unsurveyed,  mineral  or  non- 
mineral,  not  reserved  or  appropriated,  in  the  public-land  States,  Territories,  and  the 
district  of  Alaska,  shall  be  sold,  or  appropriated,  exclusively  as  herein  provided,  to 
supply  in  a  legitimate  manner  the  necessities  of  those  dependent  upon  public  timber 
in  settling  the  country,  in  developing  and  maintaining  its  industries,  in  making  and 
maintaining  public  improvements,  and  in  providing  means  of  transportation. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  exercise  of 
his  discretion,  to  dispose  of  by  sale,  from  time  to  time,  upon  proper  application  there- 
for, to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  to  those  who  have  declared  their  intention  to 
become  citizens,  being  bona  tide  residents  of  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  within 
which  is  situated  the  land  from  which  the  timber  is  to  be  procured,  including  com- 
panies lawfully  doing  business  therein,  and  any  county,  township,  city,  town,  or 
other  municipal  subdivision  therein,  so  much  of  the  timber,  or  its  products,  growing 
or  being  upon  said  public  lands,  as  may  be,  in  his  judgment,  demanded  to  supply  the 
necessities  of  those  dependent  upon  public  timber  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the 
first  section  hereof,  provided  the  removal  of  such  timber  will  not  injuriously  affect 
the  water  supply  of  the  country  or  other  interest. 

Sec  3.  That  before  any  timber,  cord  wood,  or  other  timber  product  shall  be  sold, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  appraised  and  advertised  for 
sale  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  in  a  newspaper  or  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
throughout  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  land  is  located.  Such  advertisement 
shall  offer  the  timber,  cord  wood,  or  other  timber  products  for  sale  at  not  less  than 
the  appraised  value,  specifying  that  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  to  the  receiver 
of  public  moneys  of  the  local  land  office  of  the  district  wherein  the  said  timber  or 
other  material  is  situated,  subject  to  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior.  No  timber,  cord  wood,  or  other  timber  products  sold  as  herein  provided 
shall  be  either  cut  or  removed  until  payment  in  full  therefor  has  been  made  and 
receipt  for  such  payment  has  been  issued  by  the  receiver  of  public  moneys;  and  the 
proceeds  of  all  such  sales  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  receiver  of  public  moneys  in  a 
separate  account,  and  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  a 
special  fund  to  be  expended  in  protecting  the  timber  on  public  lands  not  embraced 
in  forest  or  other  reservations,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or 
as  Congress  may  provide:  Provided,  however,  That  where  the  timber,  cord  wood,  or 
other  timber  product  sought  to  be  purchased  does  not  exceed  the  stumpage  value  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may,  in  his  discretion,  dispense 
with  advertisement  and  appraisement. 
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Sec.  4.  That  in  selling  timber,  cord  wood,  or  other  timber  products  under  the  fore- 
going provisions,  the  sale  shall  be  made  conditional  upon  the  removal  of  the  timber 
or  other  material  within  a  period  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  purchase,  and  all 
timber,  cord  wood,  or  timber  products  not  so  removed  shall  be  retained  and  disposed 
of  as  the  property  of  the  United  States;  provided  that  the  limit  of  twelve  months 
herein  named  may  be  extended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  his  discretion, 
upon  good  and  sufficient  reasons  for  such  action  being  shown. 

Sec  5.  That  miners,  prospectors,  agriculturists,  and  bona  fide  settlers  who  have  not 
a  sufficient  supply  of  timber,  cord  wood,  or  timber  products  on  their  own  claims  or 
farms  for  use  thereon  for  such  domestic  purposes  as  firewood,  fencing,  or  building 
purposes,  or  for  necessary  use  in  developing  the  mineral  and  other  natural  resources 
of  the  land  lawfully  claimed  or  owned  by  them,  may  procure  timber,  cord  wood,  or 
timber  products  free  of  charge,  from  unappropriated,  unreserved,  public  lands  for 
the  purposes  enumerated  in  this  section  (but  not  for  sale  or  disposal,  nor  for  use  on 
other  lands  or  by  other  persons,  nor  for  export  from  the  State  or  Territory  or  District 
wherein  procured),  to  an  extent  not  exceeding,  in  stumpage  valuation,  fifty  dollars 
in  any  one  year. 

Sec  6.  That  no  timber,  cord  wood,  or  other  timber  product  procured  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  exported  out  of  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  wherein 
the  timber,  cord  wood  or  other  timber  product  was  grown:  Provided,  however,  That 
where,  in  cases  of  exceptional  difficulties,  caused  by  the  remoteness  of  timber  or  the 
physical  features  of  the  country,  the  nearest  public  timber,  in  any  State  or  Territory 
is  inaccessible  to  those  residing  near  the  border  of  another  State  or  Territory,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  timber  to  be  procured 
within  a  reasonable  distance,  subject  to  the  same  terms  and  limitations  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  from  the  more  accessible  lands  in  the  adjoining  State  or  Territory 
to  be  transported  to  and  used  only  in  the  State  or  Territory  wherein  the  applicant  or 
applicants  reside,  as  though  the  same  were  grown  in  the  latter  State  or  Territory; 
subject  to  the  same  terms,  provisions,  and  limitations  as  provided  in  this  act  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  But  no  timber  or 
cord  wood  shall  be  cut  or  removed  under  this  proviso  to  the  detriment  of  the  residents 
of  the  State  or  Territory  where  said  timber  was  grown. 

Sec  7.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  make  all  proper  rules  and 
regulations  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  preventing  abuses 
thereof,  for  protecting  the  timber  from  fire  and  depredation  and  for  promoting  the 
younger  growth  of  timber;  and  he  may  designate  the  tract  or  tracts  of  land  where 
the  timber  or  its  product  may  -be  obtained  hereunder,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
cut  or  remove  any  timber,  cord  wood,  or  timber  product,  except  as  prescribed  in  this 
act  and  said  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec  8.  That  the  sales  of  timber,  cord  wood,  and  other  timber  products  heretofore 
made  as  authorized  by  the  circular  of  the  General  Land  Office,  which  wras  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  March  17,  1898  (26  Land  Decisions,  p.  399),  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  confirmed. 

Sec  9.  That  every  person  who,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  manner  what- 
soever, except  as  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  thereunder  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  cuts,  removes,  receives,  or 
otherwise  appropriates,  injures,  wastes,  or  causes  the  destruction  by  fire  or  in  any 
other  manner  whatsoever,  of  timber  growing  or  being  on  any  of  the  public  lands, 
other  than  those  embraced  within  the  public  forest  or  other  reservations,  or  who 
boxes  or  chips  such  timber  for  turpentine  purposes,  or  who  removes,  receives,  or 
otherwise  appropriates  turpentine  products  therefrom,  shall,  upon  conviction  for 
every  such  offense,  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  court; 
and  the  provisions  of  section  5392  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  applicable  to  proceedings  under  this  act.  That  in  addition  to  the  criminal  pro- 
ceedings herein  provided  the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  in  civil  suit 
the  value  of  all  property  so  unlawfully  cut,  boxed,  chipped,  removed,  received,  or 
otherwise  appropriated,  injured,  wasted,  or  destroyed,  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
recover  in  such  cases  exemplary  damages. 

Sec  10.  That  sections  2461,  2462,  2463,  4205,  and  4751  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States;  the  first  proviso  of  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  April  30,  1878, 
chapter  76  (20  United  States  Statutes,  p.  46) ;  the  act  of  June  3,  187S,  chapter  150 
(20  United  States  Statutes,  p.  88) ;  the  act  of  June  3,  1878,  chapter  151  (20  United 
States  Statutes,  p.  89) ;  section  two  oi  the  act  of  August  4,  1892,  chapter  375  (27  United 
States  Statutes,  p.  348) ,  amending  last-cited  act;  section  eight  of  the  act  of  March  3, 
1891,  chapter  561  (26  United  States  Statutes,  p.  1095) ,  and  the  amendment  thereto  by 
the  act  of  the  same  date,  chapter  559  (26  United  States  Statutes,  p.  1093) ,  so  far  as  the 
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same  relate  to  the  use  or  cutting  of  timber  on  or  its  removal  from  the  public  domain; 
the  act  of  February  13,  1893,  chapter  103  (27  United  States  Statutes,  p.  444) ,  further 
amending  the  last-recited  act;  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  act  of  July  1,  1898, 
chapter  546,  (30  United  States  Statutes,  pp.  597-618),  which  authorizes  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  to  grant  permits  to  cut  timber  on  the  Snake  River  and  its  tributaries; 
section  11  of  the  act  of  May  14, 1898,  chapter  299  (30  United  States  Statutes,  p.  409) , 
and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  authorizing  sales,  appropriation,  or  free  use  of  tim- 
ber, cord  wood,  or  other  timber  products  on  the  surveyed  or  unsurveyed,  mineral  or 
non-mineral,  unappropriated  and  unreserved  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  and 
all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided, 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  or  in  any  way  affecting  existing 
laws  relating  to  the  forest  or  other  reservations  of  the  United  States,  or  existing  law 
making  provision  for  the  use  of  timber  from  the  public  lands  for  original  construc- 
tion purposes  in  connection  with  right-of-way  privileges,  further  than  to  direct  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  make  needful  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  exer- 
cise of  said  privilege,  and  to  require,  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  taking  of  timber  from 
the  public  lands  for  such  purpose,  that  a  permit  therefor  shall  be  obtained  from  him 
designating  the  lands  from  which  and  the  time  at  which  the  timber  may  be  taken. 

This  proposed  bill  was  subsequently  introduced  in  the  House  and 
Senate  as  H.  R.  10405  and  S.  3498. 

REVISED  REGULATIONS    RESPECTING   TIMBER  ON   UNRESERVED  LANDS. 

REGULATIONS   UNDER   THE   ACT   OF   JUNE   3,   1878  (20   STAT.,    88),    ALLOWING   THE   USE   OF 
TIMBER   ON    PUBLIC   MINERAL    LANDS. 

On  December  14,  1899,  the  Department  advised  the  General  Land 
Office  in  relation  to  the  matter  of  construing  the  act  of  June  3,  1878 
(20  Stat.  L.,  88),  respecting  the  use  of  timber  on  public  mineral  lands, 
as  follows: 

The  Department  has  again  considered  the  circular  of  instructions  of  March  18, 1897, 
in  relation  to  the  cutting  of  timber  on  mineral  lands,  and  also  your  recommendation 
as  to  changes  to  be  made  therein. 

The  change  suggested  relates  alone  to  the  territory  to  be  affected  by  the  act  of 
June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.  L.,  88). 

The  circular  approved  March  18,  1897,  but  never  promulgated,  provides  upon  this 
point  as  follows: 

"The  act  applies  to  the  States  of  Colorado,  Nevada,  Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming, 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  and  Utah,  and  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona, and  all  other  mineral  districts  of  the  United  States." 

You  propose  to  substitute  for  this  paragraph  the  following: 

"The  operation  of  the  act  does  not  extend  beyond  the  States  and  Territories  spe- 
cifically named  therein,  viz:  The  States  of  Colorado,  Nevada,  Montana,  Idaho,  Wyo- 
ming, North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  and  Utah,  and  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona,  since  the  phrase  'other  mineral  districts  of  the  United  States'  used  in 
the  act,  having  no  definite  signification,  is  incapable  of  local  application,  and  conse- 
quently fails  to  have  any  effect  for  want  of  certainty." 

In  regard  to  this  change,  and  referring  to  the  construction  given  by  the  former 
circular,  you  say: 

"  While  the  wording  of  the  act  is  doubtless  susceptible  of  this  construction,  the 
result  of  expanding  the  operation  of  the  act  beyond  the  States  and  Territories  specif- 
ically named  therein  on  the  strength  of  so  vague  and  altogether  undefined  phrase  as 
'mineral  districts'  will  be  to  render  it  practiced!)/  impossible  to  administer  the  law  in 
those  States  and  Territories  in  which  it  becomes  operative  under  this  term,  since  it 
will  be  impossible  to  distinguish  as  to  which  lands  in  such  States  and  Territories  are 
to  be  recognized  as  constituting  '  mineral  districts.'  In  the  opinion  of  this  office,  this 
phrase  is  incapable  of  definite  local  application." 

To  adopt  your  recommendation  would  be  to  say  that  the  words  "and  all  other 
mineral  districts  of  the  United  States"  are  surplusage  and  of  no  effect.  Such  action 
would  be  obnoxious  to  the  well-settled  rules  of  construction,  which  require  that  effect 
shall  be  given  to  every  word  of  a  statute,  if  possible.  As  said  by  you,  the  words  in 
question  are  susceptible  of  the  construction  given  them  in  the  former  circular. 

Furthermore,  the  fact  that  difficulty  may  be  met  with  in  practically  administering 
a  law  is  not  usually  safe  ground  for  ignoring  a  provision  thereof.

The  second  section  of  said  act  indicates  that  effect  was  intended  to  be  given  said 
phrase,  and  at  the  same  time  points  out  with  some  degree  of  clearness  that  all 
mineral  lands  are  to  be  considered  as  within  the  purview  of  said  act.  Said  section 
contains  the  following: 

"That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  and  receiver  of  any  local  land  office  in 
whose  district  any  mineral  land  may  be  situated  to  ascertain  from  time  to  time  whether 
any  timber  is  being  cut  or  used  upon  any  such  lands,  except  for  the  purposes  author- 
ized by  this  act,  within  their  respective  districts." 

Accepting  this  provision  as  explaining  and  defining  the  term  "  other  mineral  dis- 
tricts," it  materially  lessens,  if  it  does  not  entirely  obviate,  the  difficulties  referred  to 
in  your  letter. 

I  agree  with  you  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  include  in  this  circular  a  reference  to  the 
act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1093),  providing  for  permits  to  cut  timber  on  the 
public  timber  lands  in  certain  States.  That  act  has  a  well-defined  purpose  and  scope 
of  its  own,  and  it  was  not  intended  by  this  circular  to  affect  its  operation  therein. 

It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  go  into  a  fuller  discussion  of  the  questions  involved, 
as  they  were  all  quite  fully  gone  into  bv  n.y  predecessor  when  first  submitted  (24  L.  D., 
167). 

I  concur  in  the  conclusion  then  reached,  and  am  of  opinion  that  the  circular 
approved  March  18,  1897,  is  correct.  You  will  therefore  make  such  modifications 
as  to  the  date  when  it  shall  take  effect  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  due  notice  thereof, 
and  as  so  modified  it  will  be  approved  preparatory  to  its  promulgation. 

The  above  action  resulted  in  issuing  the  following  circular,  prescribing 
revised  regulations  under  the  said  act  of  June  3, 1878  (20  Stat.  L.,  88): 

CIRCULAR. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  timber  on  public  mineral  lands. 

Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  18,  1900. 
By  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  the  first  section 
of  the  act  of  June  3,  1878,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  citizens  of  Colorado, 
Nevada,  and  the  Territories  to  fell  and  remove  timber  on  the  public  domain  for 
mining  and  domestic  purposes,"  the  following  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby 
prescribed: 

1.  The  act  applies  to  the  States  of  Colorado,  Nevada,  Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming, 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  and  Utah,  and  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona,  and  all  other  mineral  districts  of  the  United  States. 

2.  The  land  from  which'timber  may  be  felled  or  removed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  must  be  known  to  be  of  a  strictly  mineral  character  and  "not  subject  to  entry 
under  existing  laws  of  the  United  States,  except  for  mineral  entry."  Parties  who 
take  timbe-  from  the  public  lands  under  assumed  authority  of  this  act  must  stand 
prepared  to  show  that  their  acts  are  within  the  prescribed  terms  of  the  law  granting 
such  privilege,  the  burden  being  on  such  parties  of  proving  by  a  preponderance  of 
evidence  that  the  land  from  which  the  timber  is  taken  is  "mineral"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  act. 

3.  The  privileges  granted  are  confined  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  other 
persons  bona  fide  residents  of  the  States,  Territories,  and  other  mineral  districts 
provided  for  in  the  act. 

4.  The  uses  for  which  timber  may  be  felled  or  removed  are  limited  by  the  word- 
ing of  the  act  to  "building,  agricultural,  mining,  or  other  domestic  purposes." 

5.  No  timber  is  permitted  to  be  felled  or  removed  for  purposes  of  sale  or  traffic, 
or  to  manufacture  the  same  into  lumber  or  other  timber  product  as  an  article  of 
merchandise,  or  for  any  other  use  whatsoever,  except  as  defined  in  section  4  of  these 
rules  and  regulations. 

6.  No  timber  cut  or  removed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  transported 
out  of  the  State  or  Territory  where  procured. 

7.  No  timber  is  permitted  to  be  used  for  smelting  purposes,  smelting  being  a 
separate  and  distinct  industry  from  that  of  miaing. 

8.  No  growing  trees  of  any  kind  whatsoever  less  than  8  inches  in  diameter  are 
permitted  to  be  cut. 

9.  Persons  felling  or  removing  timber  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  must  utilize 
all  of  each  tree  cut  that  can  be  profitably  used,  and  must  dispose  of  the  tops,  brush, 
and  other  refuse  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  spread  of  forest  fins. 
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10.  These  rules  and  regulations  shall  take  effect  February  15,  1900,  and  all  exist- 
ing rules  and  regulations  heretofore  prescribed  under  said  act  by  this  Department 
are  hereby  rescinded.

As  defining  its  views  more  specifically  on  several  points  involved  in 
the  construction  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.  L. ,  88),  the  Depart- 
ment, on  December  18,  1899,  furnished  the  General  Land  Office  with 
a  copy  of  the  following-  letter  addressed  to  the  Attorney-General: 

Department  of  the  Interior, 

Washington,  December  14,  18991 
The  Attorney-General. 

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  submitting  a  letter  of  the  1st 
ultimo,  from  the  United  States  attorney  for  the  district  of  Oregon,  asking  advice  as 
to  whether  the  words  "other  mineral  districts  of  the  United  States,"  as  used  in  the 
act  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.  L.,  88,  chap.  150),  apply  to  a  mineral  district  within  the 
State  of  Oregon  which  is  mineral  in  fact  without  being  set  apart  as  such.  Said  let- 
ter is  referred  to  this  Department  for  an  expression  of  its  views,  inasmuch  as  the 
question  submitted  by  the  United  States  attorney  is  involved  in  the  timber  tres- 
passes of  J.  G.  and  J.  F.  English  et  al.,  with  reference  to  which  proceedings  are 
about  to  be  commenced  at  the  request  of  this  Department. 

The  act  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.  L.,  88,  chap.  150),  provides: 

"That  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  other  persons  bona  fide  residents  of 
the  State  of  Colorado  or  Nevada,  or  either  of  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico,  Arizona, 
Utah,  Wyoming,  Dakota,  Idaho,  or  Montana,  and  all  other  mineral  districts  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  permitted  to  fell  and  remove, 
for  building,  agricultural,  or  other  domestic  purposes,  any  timber  or  other  trees 
growing  on  the  public  lands,  said  lands  being  mineral  and  not  subject  to  entry  under 
existing  laws  of  the  United  States,  except  for  mineral  entry,  in  either  of  said  States, 
Territories,  or  districts  of  which  such  citizens  or  persons  may  be  at  the  time  bona 
fide  residents,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
may  prescribe  for  the  protection  of  the  timber  and  of  the  undergrowth  growing  upon 
such  lands,  and  for  other  purposes:  Provided,  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
extend  to  railroad  corporations." 

On  the  same  day  an  act  was  passed  providing  for  the  sale  of  timber  lands  in  the 
States  of  California,  Oregon,  Nevada,  and  in  Washington  Territory.  The  provisions 
of  this  act  were  extended  to  all  the  public-land  States  of  the  United  States  by  the 
act  of  August  4,  1892  (27  Stat.  L.,  348). 

These  several  acts  were  construed  by  the  decision  of  the  Department  of  February 
23,  1897  (24  L.  D.,  167),  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  act  of  June  3, 1878  (chap.  150), 
relates  to  all  mineral  lands  of  the  United  States,  but  to  none  of  any  other  character, 
and  that  it  authorizes  and  permits  the  cutting  and  use  of  the  timber  on  such  lands  for 
building,  agricultural,  mining,  or  other  domestic  purposes,  but  not  for  the  purpose  of 
sale  and  commerce;  that  the  act  of  June  3,  1878  (chap.  151),  relates  to  the  sale  of 
nonmineral  lands  which  are  valuable  chiefly  for  timber,  but  unfit  for  cultivation.  In 
that  decision  the  cases  of  the  United  States  v.  Smith  (11  Fed.  Rep.,  487)  and  United 
States  v.  Benjamin  (21  Fed.  Rep.,  285),  referred  to  in  the  letter  of  the  United  States 
attorney,  were  considered. 

The  mineral  lands  of  the  United  States  can  only  be  disposed  of  under  the  mining 
laws,  and  the  evident  purpose  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1878  (chap.  150),  was  to  permit 
the  residents  of  the  States  or  Territories  in  which  such  lands  are  situated  to  appropriate 
to  their  own  use,  for  building,  agricultural,  mining,  or  other  domestic  purposes,  the 
timber  or  other  t  rees  growing  upon  mineral  lands.  The  purpose  of  Congress  to  extend 
the  provisions  of  the  act  to  all  mineral  lands  of  the  United  States  is  manifest  from 
the  language  of  the  second  section  of  the  act,  which  provides  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  register  and  receiver  "of  any  local  land  office  in  whose  district  any  min- 
eral land  may  be  situated "  to  ascertain  from  time  to  time  whether  any  timber  is 
being  cut  upon  such  lands,  excepting  as  authorized  by  the  act.  This  provision  does 
not  require  that  the  land  should  be  within  a  district  specifically  defined  and  desig- 
nated as  mineral,  but  includes  "any  mineral  land"  within  a  local  land  district. 

The  act  of  the  same  date,  providing  for  the  sale  of  timber  lands  (chap.  151),  was 
for  a  different  purpose,  and  contains  no  provision  that  is  inconsistent  with  or  repug- 
nant to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  providing  for  the  free  use,  for  the  purposes 
designated  in  said  act,  of  timber  growing  upon  mineral  lands.     It  provides  that  lands 
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valuable  chiefly  for  timber,  but  unfit  for  cultivation,  may  be  sold  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  or  persons  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  such,  under 
the  terms  provided  for  in  said  act,  but  specifically  excepts  mineral  lands  from  sale 
thereunder. 

I  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  suit  should  not  be  prosecuted  against  any  person 
where  it  is  shown  that  the  timber  taken  from  mineral  lands  was  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  such  person,  resident  of  the  State  or  Territory  where  the  lands  are  situated, 
for  building,  agricultural,  mining,  or  other  domestic  purposes,  but  that  suits  should 
be  brought  in  all  cases  where  it  is  shown  that  the  timber  was  cut  and  removed  by 
persons  for  the  purpose  of  speculation  and  personal  gain.

REVISED   REGULATIONS   UNDER   THE   ACT   OF   MARCH    3,    1891    (26    STAT., 

1093). 

On  November  28,  1899,  the  Department  advised  the  General  Land 
Office  that  the  law  officer  of  the  Department  had  been  called  on  for 
an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  sale  of  timber  on  unreserved 
public  lands  is  authorized  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat., 
L.,  1093);  and  that  this  action  had  resulted  in  the  Assistant  Attorney- 
General  rendering  the  following  decision,  which  the  Department  had 
approved: 

Department  of  the  Interior, 
Office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney-General, 

Washington,  November  27,  1899. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir:  By  letter  of  September  9,  1899,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
transmitted  to  the  Department,  and  favorably  recommended  the  allowance  of,  the 
separate  applications  of  J.  W.  McCutchen  and  Charles  H.  Dudley  for  a  permit  under 
the  act  of  March  3, 1891  (26  Stat,  L.,  1093),  and  the  regulations  thereunder,  approved 
March  17,  1898  (26  L.  D.,  399),  to  purchase,  cut,  remove,  and  dispose  of  timber  from 
sees.  4  and  5  and  E.  £  of  sec.  6,  T.  14  S.,  R.  69  W.,  sixth  principal  meridian,  in  Tel- 
ler County,  Colo.,  the  same  being  unreserved  public  timber  lands. 

By  your  reference  of  November  14,  1899,  I  am  asked  for  an  opinion  whether  the 
sale  of  timber  on  unreserved  public  lands  under  said  circular  of  March  17,  1898,  is 
authorized  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  supra,  on  which  said  circular  is  based. 

The  said  act  of  March  3,  1891,  amends  another  act  of  that  date  (26  Stat.  L.,  1095, 
1099),  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  is 
in  part  as  follows: 

*  *  *  "And  in  the  States  of  Colorado,  Montana,  Idaho,  North  Dakota,  and 
South  Dakota,  Wyoming  (New  Mexico  and  Arizona  by  the  act  of  February  13,  1893, 
27  Stat,,  444),  and  the  District  of  Alaska,  and  the  gold  and  silver  regions  of  Nevada 
and  the  Territory  of  Utah  in  any  criminal  prosecution  or  civil  action  by  the  United 
States  for  a  trespass  on  such  public  timber  lands  or  to  recover  timber  or  lumber  cut 
thereon,  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  the  defendant  shall  show  that  the  said  timber  was  so 
cut  or  removed  from  the  timber  lands  for  use  in  such  State  or  Territory  by  a  resident 
thereof  for  agricultural,  mining,  manufacturing,  or  domestic  purposes  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  made  and  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  has  not 
been  transported  out  of  the  same,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  operate  to 
enlarge  the  rights  of  any  railway  company  to  cut  timber  on  the  public  domain,  pro- 
vided that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  make  suitable  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  he  may  designate  the  sections  or  tracts  of 
land  where  timber  may  be  cut,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  cut  or  remove  any  timber 
except  as  may  be  prescribed  by  such  rules  and  regulations,  but  this  act  shall  not 
operate  to  repeal  the  act  of  June  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  provid- 
ing for  the  cutting  of  timber  on  mineral  lands." 

There  is  nothing  in  this  act  which  suggests  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  Congress  to 
thereby  authorize  or  provide  for  the  sale  of  timber  on  the  public  lands.  As  gathered 
from  a  careful  examination  of  the  terms  of  the  act,  its  purpose  seems  to  have  been 
to  modify  the  law  relating  to  the  cutting  and  removal  of  timber  from  lands  of  the 
United  States  by  denying  to  the  Government  the  right  then  existing  to  demand  a 
conviction  in  a  criminal  prosecution,  or  a  recovery  in  a  civil  action,  when  in  any  of 
the  States,  Territories  or  regions  named,  timber  is  cut  or  removed  from  the  public 
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timber  lands  for  use  in  such  State  or  Territory  by  a  resident  thereof,  for  agricultural, 
mining,  manufacturing  or  domestic  purposes  under  rules  and  regulations  made  and 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  is  not  transported  out  of  that  State 
or  Territory. 

Section  2461  of  the  Revised  Statutes  contained  a  general  prohibition  against  cutting 
or  removing  timber  from  the  lands  of  the  United  States  and  imposed  penalties  for  its 
violation.  It  was  to  avoid  the  effect  of  this  statute,  in  substance  deemed  by  Congress 
to  be  meritorious,  that  the  act  under  consideration  was  enacted.  It  must  be  con- 
strued with  section  2461  as  if  their  several  provisions  appeared  in  one  act,  one  part 
of  which  in  general  terms  prohibited  the  cutting  or  removing  of  timber  from  the  lands 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  other  part  of  which  authorized  the  cutting  and  remov- 
ing of  such  timber  in  specified  localities  by  designated  persons  for  enumerated  pur- 
poses, under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made  and  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior.  The  act  says  nothing  about  selling  timber  or  collecting  any  compensation 
or  price  for  that  which  is  cut  or  removed  under  the  statute  and  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed thereunder,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  authority  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  to  sell  such  timber  or  to  make  the  right  or  privilege  of  cutting  or  remov- 
ing the  same  dependent  upon  payment  therefor  can  not  be  implied  from  the  general 
authority  given  to  him  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  act. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  legislation  under  consideration  does  not  authorize  the 
sale  of  timber,  and  inasmuch  as  the  regulations  of  March  17,  1898,  supra,  provide 
for  sales  thereof,  I  advise  that  said  regulations  be  reformed  and  brought  within  the 
authority  given  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  the  statute  under  which  they  were 
prescribed.

November  29,  1899,  the  Department  directed,  in  view  of  this  inter- 
pretation of  the  act,  and  the  fact  that  the  existing  regulations  there- 
under, issued  March  17,  1898,  provide  for  sales  of  timber,  "that  said 
regulations  be  reformed  and  brought  within  the  authority  given  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  the  statute  under  which  they  were  pre- 
scribed. " 

The  above  action  resulted  in  revised  regulations  being  issued  under 
said  act  as  follows: 

CIRCULAR. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  timber  on  nonmineral  public  lands  in  certain 
States  and  Territories,  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  {26  Stat.  L.,  1093),  as  extended 
by  the  act  of  February  13,  1893  {27  Stat.  L.,  444)  • 

P.  Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  February  10,  1900. 
By  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  the  act  of  March 
3,  1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1093),  the  following  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  prescribed: 

1.  The  act,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  timber  on  public  lands,  as  extended  by  the  act  of 
February  13,  1893  (27  Stat.  L.,  444),  applies  only  to  the  States  of  Colorado,  Montana, 
Idaho,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Wyoming,  Nevada,  and  Utah,  and  the  Terri- 
tories of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico.  The  act  originally  extended  to  the  District  of 
Alaska,  but  in  that  respect  it  has  been  superseded  by  section  11  of  the  act  of  May 
14,  1898  (30  Stat.  L.,  409),  under  which  other  and  separate  regulations  are  prescribed 
for  the  District  of  Alaska. 

2.  The  intention  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  is  to  enable  settlers  upon  public  lands 
and  other  residents  within  the  States  and  Territories  above  named  to  secure  from 
public-timber  lands  timber  or  lumber  for  agricultural,  mining,  manufacturing,  or 
domestic  purposes,  for  use  in  the  State  or  Territory  where  obtained,  under  rules  and 
regulations  to  be  made  and  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

3.  Settlers  upon  public  lands  and  other  residents  of  the  States  and  Territories 
above  named  may  procure  timber  free  of  charge  from  unoccupied,  unreserved,  non- 
mineral  public  lands  within  said  States  and  Territories,  strictly  for  their  own  use  for 
firewood,  fencing,  building,  or  other  agricultural,  mining,  manufacturing,  or  domes- 
tic purposes,  but  not  for  sale  or  disposal,  nor  for  use  by  other  persons,  nor  for  export 
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from  the  State  or  Territory  where  procured.  The  cutting  or  removal  of  timber  or 
lumber  to  an  amount  exceeding  in  stumpage  value  $50  in  any  one  year  will  not  be 
permitted,  except  upon  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  after  the 
granting  of  a  special  permit.  Except  as  above  provided,  it  is  not  necessary  for  actual 
residents  to  secure  permission  to  take  timber  from  public  lands  in  said  States  and 
Territories  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  The  exercise  of  such  privilege  is,  however, 
subject  at  all  times  to  supervision  by  the  Department  with  a  view  to  such  restriction 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

4.  In  cases  where  qualified  persons  are  not  in  position  to  procure  timber  from  the 
public  lands  themselves,  it  is  allowable  for  them  to  secure  the  cutting,  removing, 
sawing,  or  other  manufacture  of  the  timber  through  the  medium  of  others  upon  an 
agreement  with  the  parties  thus  acting  as  their  agents  that  they  shall  be  paid  a  sufficient 
amount  only  to  cover  their  time,  labor,  and  other  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in 
connection  therewith,  exclusive  of  any  charge  for  the  timber  itself;  but  no  person, 
whether  acting  for  himself,  as  an  agent  for  another,  or  otherwise,  will  be  permitted 
to  cut  or  remove  in  any  one  year  timber  or  lumber  to  an  amount  exceeding  in  stump- 
age  value  $50,  except  upon  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  upon  the 
granting  of  a  special  permit. 

5.  The  uses  specified  in  section  3  of  these  rules  and  regulations  constitute  the  only 
purposes  for  which  timber  may  be  taken  from  public  lands  in  said  States  and  Terri- 
tories, under  this  act. 

6.  The  cutting  and  removing  of  timber,  free  of  charge,  under  said  act  of  March  3, 
1891,  is  confined  to  unreserved,  unoccupied,  nonmineral  public  lands,  in  the  States 
and  Territories  named  therein,  inasmuch  as  the  act  specifically  provides  that  the 
same  shall  not  operate  to  repeal  the  act  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.,  L.  88),  which 
makes  provision,  in  said  States  and  Territories,  for  the  free  cutting  of  timber  on  pub- 
lic lands  that  are  known  to  be  of  a  strictly  mineral  character  for  the  uses  named  in 
said  act. 

7.  It  is  further  provided  in  said  act  of  March  3,  1891,  that  "  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  operate  to  enlarge  the  rights  of  any  railway  company  to  cut  tfmber  on 
the  public  domain."  Consequently,  no  timber  may  be  cut  or  taken  under  this  act 
from  public  lands  ejther  by  or  for  the  use  of  any  railroad  company. 

8.  Section  2461,  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  is  still  in  force  in  the  States  and 
Territories  herein  named,  and  its  provisions  may  be  enforced  against  any  person,  or 
persons,  who  cut  or  remove,  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  cut  or  removed,  or  aid  or  assist 
or  are  employed  in  cutting  or  removing,  any  timber  from  public  lands  therein, 
except  as  allowed  by  law. 

9.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  reserves  the  right  to  revoke  the  privileges  granted, 
in  any  cases  wherein  he  has  information  that  persons  are  abusing  the  same,  or  when 
it  is  necessary  for  the  public  good. 

10.  All  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  prescribed  under  said  act  of  March  3, 1891, 
relating  to  the  use  of  timber  on  public  lands  in  the  above-named  States  and  Territo- 
ries, are  hereby  revoked.

By  office  letter  dated  June  16,  1900,  I  transmitted,  in  duplicate,  the  annual  esti- 
mate for  public  land  surveys  in  this  district,  and  for  the  expense  of  this  office  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  together  with  a  tabular  statement  of  the  class, 
character,  and  extent  of  work  to  be  performed  in  the  office,  as  follows: 

For  the  survey  of  public  land $103,  872.  00 

Salary  of  surveyor-general  and  clerks  in  his  office 10,  700.  00 

For  contingent  expenses 3, 140.  55 

Total 117,712.55 

When  the  history  and  conditions  of  this  district  are  considered  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  foregoing  estimates  are  very  reasonable  and  just.     Its  vastness  is  so  well 
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known  that  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  invite  attention  to  it.  It  has  an  area  sufficient 
for  an  empire.  It  has  a  larger  surface  than  is  included  within  the  present  bounda- 
ries of  the  original  thirteen  States  of  the  Union,  five-eighths  as  large  as  the  territory 
acquired  by  the  Louisiana  purchase,  considerably  in  excess  of  the  area  ceded  to  the 
United  States  by  Mexico  under  the  terms  of  the  Guadaloupe  Hidalgo  treaty  and  the 
Gadsden  purchase  combined,  and  nearly  twice  the  extent  of  the  Oregon  country, 
which  now  embraces  the  States  of  Oregon,  Washington,  Idaho,  and  a  part  of  Mon- 
tana and  Wyoming.  This  immense  domain  has  been  in  the^ possession  of  the  United 
States  for  a  third  of  a  century.  It  has  added  very  materially  to  its  business  and 
prosperity.  Since  its  accession  the  value  of  the  product  of  its  fisheries  has  been 
about  $70,000,000,  of  its  furs  about  $34,000,000,  and  the  yield  of  its  gold  mines 
$25,000,000,  approximately.  Its  fur-seal  industry  alone  has  paid  revenues  into  the 
United  States  Treasury  aggregating  a  sum  about  equal  to  the  purchase  price  paid 
Russia  for  the  whole  territory.  Notwithstanding  all  this,  not  an  acre  of  this 
immense  domain  has  been  surveyed  at  the  expense  or  under  the  system  of  public 
land  surveys  of  the  United  States.  The  country  is  not  open  for  settlement  under  the 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  term,  and  the  larger  portion  of  its  inhabitants  have  no 
place  which  they  can  truly  call  home.  The  provisions  for  acquiring  title  to  non- 
mineral  lands  in  Alaska,  prior  to  extending  the  lines  of  public  surveys  over  them, 
are  too  restrictive  and  involve  too  large  an  expense  upon  the  part  of  the  applicant 
to  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  ordinary  home  seeker,  and  now  that  the  law  author- 
izes the  extension  of  public  land  surveys  in  it,  adequate  provision  should  be  made 
for  carrying  it  into  effect. 

While  it  is  not  claimed  for  Alaska  that  it  is  an  agricultural  country  in  the  sense 
that  farming  would  be  a  leading  industry,  still  it  has  sufficient  possibilities  in  some 
lines  of  produce  to  make  it  a  factor  worthy  of  consideration.  Furthermore,  the  rapid 
development  of  its  great  mineral  wealth  is  causing  large  numbers  to  settle  within  its 
borders.  While  a  majority  of  these  immigrants  do  not  propose  to  make  husbandry 
their  principal  occupation,  still  many  of  them  desire  to  establish  homes  and  acquire 
sufficient  land  for  raising  such  vegetables  as  can  be  successfully  grown,  for  poultry 
runs,  meadows  for  pasturage  for  milch  cows  and  other  stock  needed  for  food  supply 
or  the  convenience  of  the  families. 

It  will  be  remembered  also  that  no  meridian  or  base  lines  have  been  established 
to  govern  surveys  in  this  district.  Of  course  it  is  essential  that  this  be  done  before 
township  or  subdivision  lines  can  be  projected.  Consequently  quite  a  large  expendi- 
ture is  necessary  before  the  object  of  the  survey  can  be  attained. 

In  support  of  the  estimate  for  clerical  assistance  and  contingent  expenses  for  this 
office,  I  will  refer  to  and  emphasize  the  statement  made  in  this  connection  in  my 
report  of  last  year,  which  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  event  of  these  surveys  being  provided  for,  it  goes  without  saying  that 
facilities  for  properly  and  speedily  performing  the  office  work  in  connection  there- 
with are  absolutely  essential,  as  a  survey  is  not  legally  perfected  until  the  returns 
have  been  examined  and  platted  and  approved  by  the  surveyor-general  and  the 
plats  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  It  is  therefore 
believed  that  the  estimate  for  clerical  assistance  is  restricted  to  the  lowest  figure  that 
efficiency  will  permit.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  owing  to  the  extreme  cost 
of  living  in  Alaska,  compared  with  that  of  the  States,  liberal  compensation  should  be 
allowed  for  all  in  this  branch  of  the  service. 

' '  The  office  is  very  meagerly  equipped  for  the  business  now  current,  and  not  at  all 
prepared  for  the  volume  of  work  which  will  follow  the  system  of  public  surveys. 
*  *  *  There  is  a  total  lack  of  furniture  for  the  preservation  and  systematic  filing 
of  the  plats  and  field  notes  of  surveys.  More  and  better  desk  facilities  are  needed 
for  transcribing  clerks,  and  drafting  boards  and  tables  and  drawing  instruments  for 
the  draftsman  are  not  only  needed  but  are  absolutely  necessary.  In  fact  this  depart 
ment  of  the  office  has  not  been  furnished  at  all,  and  as  the  proper  preparation  and 
preservation  of  the  records  of  survey  is  one  of  the  main  objects  of  a  surveyor-gen- 
eral's office,  it  is  essential  that  means  be  provided  to  secure  those  ends. 

"The  amount  estimated  for  contingent  expenses  will  barely  suffice  to  supply  this 
deficiency  and  provide  for  office  rent,  light,  fuel,  stationery,  and  janitor  service.  It 
is  scarcely  thought  necessary  to  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  high 
latitude  in  which  the  office  is  located  a  great  deal  of  artificial  light  is  required  during 
the  winter  months.  As  the  climate  is  damp  and  cool  during  the  entire  year  a  greater 
amount  of  fuel  is  required  than  in  warmer  localities." 

It  will  also  be  observed  by  an  examination  of  Exhibit  E,  which  follows  further  on, 
that  quite  a  large  number  of  surveys  have  been  returned  under  the  act  of  May  14, 
1898,  for  which  no  provision  for  cost  of  office  work  was  made.  The  examination  of 
each  of  these  requires  considerable  time.     This  duty  necessarily  devolves  upon  the 
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draftsman.  As  the  appropriations  heretofore  made  make  no  provision  for  the  salary 
of  such  assistant  his  compensation  is  payable  from  the  fund  created  by  special 
deposits  by  individuals.  The  interpolation  of  this  work  greatly  retards  him  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  for  which  he  is  especially  employed.  The  volume  of  this 
work  is  steadily  increasing  and  the  indications  are  that  it  will  continue  to  do  so,  for 
those  who  can  afford  it  are  determined  to  have  homes  at  whatever  cost.  Therefore 
the  necessity  for  a  draftsman  under  the  regular  appropriation,  regardless  whether 
any  surveys  are  made  under  the  rectangular  system  or  not,  is  too  manifest  to  excuse 
further  remarks  relative  thereto.

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There  has  been  great  activity  in  both  quartz  and  placer  mining  during  the  year. 
This  is  shown  by  applications  for  mineral  surveys  and  also  by  the  largely  increased 
number  of  applicants  for  appointments  as  United  States  deputy  mineral  surveyor, 
compared  with  former  years.  Applications  under  these  heads  are  indications  of  faith 
in  the  value  and  permanency  of  the  mines. 

Since  my  last  report  the  wonderful  richness  of  Cape  Nome  region  has  become 
known  to  the  world.  Multitudes  are  now  there  and  greater  multitudes  are  on  their 
way  thither  in  quest  of  the  golden  treasure.  Many  applications  for  surveys  of  mining 
claims  in  that  district  have  already  been  received,  and  they  are  doubtless  but  a  fore- 
runner of  what  is  to  follow.  That  the  office  should  be  prepared  to  handle  this 
increasing  volume  of  business  with  all  possible  dispatch  goes  without  saying.  One 
important  desideratum  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  end  is  a  modification  of  the 
rule  relative  to  the  appointment  of  draftsmen  and  clerks  in  this  line  of  service. 

The  condition  which  confronts  the  office  emphasizes  the  statement  under  this  head 
contained  in  my  report  of  last  year,  which  is  substantially  as  follows: 

"In  this  connection  it  is  not  deemed  improper  to  direct  attention  to  a  condition 
that  should  be  remedied,  or  at  least  mitigated,  relative  to  employing  assistants  in 
preparing  official  plats  and  transcript  of  field  notes  of  the  returns  of  surveys  of  min- 
eral claims  in  this  district,  Owing  to  the  climatic  conditions  in  these  high  latitudes, 
it  is  impracticable  to  execute  such  surveys  in  most  localities,  except  in  late  summer 
and  early  autumn.  In  consequence  of  this,  nearly  all  of  the  returns  of  such  surveys 
are  received  in  the  office  within  a  period  of  a  few  weeks.  It  is  but  natural  for  each 
claimant  to  desire  that  the  returns  of  the  survey  of  his  claim  should  receive  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  office,  and  as  he  has  deposited  the  required  funds  for  the 
cost  of  office  work,  he  considers  he  has  a  right  to  demand  it.  Viewed  from  his 
standpoint  his  contention  does  not  seem  unreasonable.  However,  under  the  system 
now  prevailing  relative  to  the  employment  of  clerks  for  such  work  it  is  impossible 
to  reach  those  returns  last  on  the  file  for  quite  a  period  after  they  are  received,  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  sufficient  force  at  command  to  complete  the 
work  more  promptly.  This  works  a  hardship  on  the  applicant  and  is  a  source  of 
great  annoyance  and  vexation  to  the  office." 

Now,  if  it  were  competent  for  the  surveyor-general  to  employ  a  force  of  clerks  and 
draftsmen  to  relieve  the  congestion  when  it  occurs,  without  first  obtaining  permis- 
sion from  the  Department,  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  office  in 
this  line  of  the  service.  It  is  but  just  that  the  request  of  claimants  for  prompt  deliv- 
ery of  the  papers  which  the  law  makes  it  necessary  for  them  to  have  before  they 
can  initiate  proceedings  in  the  United  States  Land  Office  for  patents  to  their  claims 
should  be  heeded,  at  least  so  far  as  good  administration  will  permit.  The  impor- 
tance of  expeditious  action  in  connection  with  surveys  of  mineral  claims  is  well  known 
to  everyone  at  all  familiar  writh  mining  matters.  Delay  in  delivering  the  papers  may 
thwart  the  consummation  of  advantageous  sales  or  retard  negotiations  for  capital 
with  which  to  develop  the  mines. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  mining  laws  to  encourage  and  facilitate  the  mineral  devel- 
opment of  the  country,  and  no  rule,  however  wise  and  beneficial  its  general  applica- 
tion may  be,  should  prevail  in  a  district  where,  by  reason  of  its  isolation,  remoteness 
from  the  seat  of  Government,  and  lack  of  facilities  for  prompt  communication,  it- 
enforcement  results  in  obstruction  and  delay. 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  set  forth,  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the 
surveyor-general  of  this  district  be  permitted  to  employ  draftsmen  and  clerks  in  this 
branch  of  the  service  without  first  obtaining  special  authority  from  the  Department 
to  do  so.

SPANISH    ARCHIVES. 

Continuing  the  work  outlined  in  last  year's  report,  the  second  and  third  volumes 
of  the  compilations  have  been  completed  and  a  general  index  of  the  principal  sub- 
jects made,  with  marginal  notes,  to  be  at  some  future  time  collected  into  a  detailed 
alphabetical  index  in  the  fourth  volume. 

These  compilations  that  were  written  on  detached  slips  of  paper  and  represented  the 
intelligent  labor  of  many  years  are  noV  collected  into  a  compact  form  and  preserved 
from  destruction  or  loss. 

The  compilations  so  entered  this  past  year  consist  of:  The  correspondence  of  Gov- 
ernor Diego  de  Boriea  and  the  commissioner  of  San  Jose;  correspondence  concerning 
the  missions,  in  which  is  included  Governor  Juan  B.  Alvarado's  set  of  regulations 
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for  the  new  establishment  of  San  Juan  Capistrano;  invoices  of  goods,  etc,  for  Cali- 
fornia; liberty  of  the  press;  volcanoes;  horse  racing;  banks;  loans;  lotteries;  railroads; 
shipping  notes;  arrivals  and  departures;  history,  from  the  year  1774  to  1849;  corres- 
pondence between  Governor  Figueroa  and  Commissioner  Jose  Maria  Hijar;  papers 
relating  to  the  Hijar  and  Padres  colony,  expulsion  of  the  Spaniards,  reception  of 
Governor  Micheltorena,  revolt  against  and  expulsion  of  Micheltorena,  revolt  of 
Joaquin  Solis,  revolt  of  Apalategui  and  Torres,  revolt  of  Macedonio  Gonzalez  and  Jose 
Antonio  Carrillo,  Lower  California  reports  and  correspondence,  Americans  at  Loreto, 
correspondence  of  Mauricio  Castro;  the  American  invasion,  capture  of  Monterey 
July  7,  1846;  pirates  of  Buenos  Ayres;  Capt.  George  Vancouver,  correspondence 
with  other  Mexican  States;  Indians  of  California,  various  tribes,  treatment,  expedi- 
tions against  Indians;  list  of  prices  for  staple  goods;  wages,  etc.,  foreigners,  census 
statistics,  Santa  Barbara  Presidio. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  translations  have  been  made  of  the  contents  of  volumes 
158  to  162,  five  volumes  of  the  Department  State  Papers  of  Monterey;  volumes  163 
to  169,  seven  volumes  of  those  of  San  Jose;  and  volumes  170  to  173,  lour  volumes  of 
those  of  Los  Angeles;  16  volumes,  containing  8,483  pages. 

These  translations  have  been  condensed  into  as  few  lines  as  would  serve  to  indicate 
the  topic  treated  of  and  written  out  on  24  blank  pages  at  the  end  so  as  to  serve  for  an 
index  of  the  contents  of  each  volume,  thus  making  an  easy  reference  for  persons  who 
are  not  acquainted  with  the  Spanish  language.  This  has  been  a  work  of  much  labor, 
and  when  the  whole  300  volumes  are  completed  will  constitute  a  monument  of  indus- 
try and  application  of  which  any  office  might  be  proud,  apart  from  its  great  value  to 
the  historian  or  antiquarian  searching  out  the  early  history  of  the  two  Californias. 

These  16  volumes  contain,  among  other  matters,  correspondence  of  Governor  Borica 
with  the  commissioner  of  San  Jose  about  the  cultivation  of  hemp;  with  Ygnacio 
Vallejo  about  the  founding  of  Branciforte;  of  Governor  Sola  about  a  contract  with 
some  English  merchants  to  take  from  the  missions  in  three  years  625,000  pounds  of 
tallow  at  16  cents,  equal  to  $100,000;  also  with  Luis  Peralta. 

They  contain  also  decrees  from  the  general  and  departmental  congresses  for  publi- 
cation, general  correspondence  between  the  governors,  the  military,  civil,  judicial, 
and  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  these  three  cities  and  their  jurisdiction,  including  the 
ayuntamientos  or  municipalities. 

Many  students,  lawyers,  editors,  and  philologists  have  been  to  examine  the  official 
documents  of  the  former  occupants  of  California,  which  are  valuable  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  their  manners  and  customs,  or  in  search  of  statistics  on  commerce, 
population,  and  agricultural  productions.

Edwin  H.  Kellogg,  deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  795,  dated  October  18, 
1893,  having  been  granted  additional  time  in  which  to  make  corrections  of  his  sur- 
vey, and  by  additional  instructions  dated  April  27,  1899,  been  directed  to  return  to 
the  field  and  to  put  his  surveys  in  proper  shape  for  acceptance,  and  to  supply  sup- 
plemental true  field  notes  to  this  office,  did  return  to  the  field  and  make  correction 
surveys  as  directed,  and  made  proper  returns  of  same  to  this  office  August  28,  1899, 
the  time  having  been  extended  for  such  completion  until  August  31,  1899. 

The  new  survey  was  approved  by  this  office,  and  plats  and  transcripts  of  field 
notes  were  forwarded  to  the  General  Land  Office  November  4,  1899. 

No  inspection  has  yet  been  made  by  the  examiner  of  surveys. 

John  A.  Storm,  deputy  surveyor,  contract  No.  802,  dated  May  1,  1896,  appeal 
having  been  taken  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  from  General  Land  Office  decision 
dated  April  5,  1899,  rejecting  the  survey.  On  December  12, 1899,  this  office  received 
General  Land  Office  letter  E  of  December  9,  1899,  inclosing  departmental  decision 
dated  December  6,  1899,  modifying  General  Land  Office  decision  of  April  5,  1899, 
and  directing  that  Deputy  Storm  be  advised  of  said  decision  of  the  Department,  and 
to  allow  him  thirty  days  in  which  to  state  his  further  intentions  in  the  matter. 
Deputy  Storm  was  so  advised  by  registered  letter  December  12,  1899.  Deputy 
Storm's  reply,  saying  he  was  willing  to  return  to  the  field  and  make  additional  sur- 
vey necessary  to  establish  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Ute  ceded  lands,  provided  the 
remainder  of  his  survey  as  already  reported  be  accepted  by  the  General  Land  Office, 
was  received  January  12,  1900,  and  forwarded  to  the  General  Land  Office  on  Jan- 
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uary  22, 1900.  On  March  5,  1900,  General  Land  Office  letter  E,  dated  March  1, 1900, 
was  received  by  this  office,  and  a  copy  of  same  forwarded  to  Deputy  Storm  with  let- 
ter of  March  5,  1900,  informing  him  that  the  General  Land  Office  was  unwilling  to 
accept  any  portion  of  the  work  of  this  survey  until  after  his  survey  of  the  west  bound- 
ary of  the  Ute  ceded  lands  shall  have  been  extended  north  from  the  point  heretofore 
established  by  him  to  the  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  north  boundary  of  the 
Ute  ceded  lands,  as  established  by  Deputy  Miller  in  1875. 

No  further  reports  to  this  office  from  the  deputy  or  the  General  Land  Office. 

Tran- 
script of  notes  and  plat  of  survey  as  corrected  were  transmitted  to  General  Land 
Office  June  27,  1899,  the  necessary  data  having  been  previously  furnished  to  Special 
Examiner  of  Surveys  Frank  M.  Johnson  by  order  of  the  General  Land  Office.  The 
survey  has  not  yet  been  examined  in  the  field.

Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

Boise,  Idaho,  July  2,  1900. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  E,  dated  April  30,  1900,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  surveying  operations  in  the  district  of  Idaho  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900,  with  tabular  statements  as  follows: 

A. — Statement  showing  contracts  awarded,  payable  from  the  apportionment  of 
$34,000  from  the  appropriation  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1899,  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  of  public  lands. 

B. — Statement  of  contracts  awarded,  payable  from  special  deposits  made  by  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February 
27, 1899. 

C. — Statement  showing  special  instructions  issued  in  connection  with  approved 
contracts,  payable  from  the  apportionment  of  $34,000  from  the  appropriation  by  act 
of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899,  for  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands. 

D.  — Statement  showing  special  instructions  issued  in  lieu  of  contract,  payable  from 
the  apportionment  of  $34,000  from  the  appropriation  by  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3,  1899,  for  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands. 

E. — Detailed  statement  of  performance  of  work  in  the  field  (approved  surveys)  and 
office  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  applied  for  the  survey  of  T.  60  N.,  R.  1  W., 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  7,  1899,  authorizing 
the  survey  of  lands  within  the  limits  of  grants  to  railroads  upon  the  deposit  of  the 
necessary  cost  thereof.  There  was  a  sufficient  balance  available  of  the  deposit  for 
field  work  made  by  the  company,  as  stated  in  my  last  annual  report,  to  pay  for  the 
survey  of  this  township.  The  company  was,  therefore,  required  to  make  a  deposit  of 
$125  to  cover  our  office  expenses  in  connection  with  the  matter  and  the  same  amount 
to  pay  for  the  field  examination  of  the  township. 

The  deposits  to  pay  for  office  work  in  connection  with  the  survey  of  mining  claims 
and  mill  sites  for  patent  amounted  to  $7,020,  of  which  there  was  expended  $5,912.26. 
The  balance  of  mineral  deposits  available  June  30,  1899,  was  $4,819.88;  the  balance 
at  the  present  time  is  $5,927.62. 

It  appears  from  statement  E  that  during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  surveys  were 
approved  and  all  office  work  in  connection  therewith  performed  aggregating  2,955 
miles  12  chains  40  links,  as  follows:

Fifty-seven  full  and  fractional  townships  were  surveyed  and  the  surveys  approved, 
embracing  886,703.03  acres.  The  total  area  of  this  State  is  55,228,160  acres.  The 
number  of  acres  surveyed  is  18,316,094,  leaving  unsurveyed  36,912,066. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-three  orders  have  been  issued  directing  the  survey  of  237 
mining  claims. 

Two  hundred  and  four  lode  mining  claims,  48  placers,  and  3  mill  sites  have  been 
surveyed  for  patents.  The  requisite  plats  aggregating  661,  and  transcripts  aggre- 
gating 128,  have  been  prepared  for  the  claimants. 

Field  examinations  of  public  land  surveys  were  made  during  the  year  by  three 
examiners  from  your  office,  and  but  one  contract,  covering  a  small  area,  was  found 
unacceptable.  Owing  to  the  criticism  prevailing  in  certain  quarters  of  the  pres- 
ent system  of  examining  surveys  I  deem  it  appropriate  to  express  my  entire 
approval  of  the  system.  The  examiners  who  have  been  assigned  to  this  district 
during  the  last  three  years  have  been  practical,  impartial  men,  fully  appreciating 
the  impossibility  of  field  work  conforming  in  every  particular  with  academic  stand- 
ards. Nothing  more  could  be  desired  than  the  assignment  of  a  good  examiner  to  a 
surveying  district  and  granting  the  surveyor-general  reasonable  control  of  his 
movements  where  there  are  numerous  contracts  to  examine. 
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The  rules  requiring  settlers'  affidavits  before  surveys  will  be  authorized  should  be 
changed  somewhat  to  meet  our  local  conditions.  They  are  doubtless  entirely  appro- 
priate in  many  surveying  districts  where  comparatively  little  of  the  public  domain 
remains  unsurveyed,  but  in  Idaho,  with  only  one-third  of  the  State  surveyed,  a 
more  liberal  policy  should  prevail.  A  large  number  of  settlers  live  in  isolated 
regions,  many  miles  from  any  surveys,  and  can  not  intelligently  submit  their  appli- 
cations until  after  standard  or  meridian  lines  shall  have  been  extended  to  reasonable 
proximity  to  their  homes.  A  short  time  ago  six  settlers  requested,  in  due  form,  the 
survey  of  two  isolated  townships,  and  after  they  had  been  surveyed,  which  necessi- 
tated running  18  miles  of  a  standard,  it  was  found  that  but  one  of  them  lived  in 
either  township.  To  my  personal  knowledge  there  are  numerous  settlers  within 
this  district  whose  homes  are  from  30  to  90  miles  from  any  lines  of  survey.  It 
would,  therefore,  seem  essential  that  several  standard  and  meridian  lines  should  be 
run  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to  determine  with  some  degree  of  accuracy  the 
townships  in  which  they  reside. 

Surveys  should  also  be  authorized  whenever  the  proper  officials  of  any  county 
report  that  there  are  settlers  upon  unsurveyed  land  in  their  county  who  refuse  to 
apply  for  surveys  so  that  they  may  escape  their  just  burden  of  taxation. 

At  present  there  are  practically  no  arrearages  of  work  which  would  adversely  affect 
deputy  surveyors,  applicants  for  mineral  surveys,  or  settlers  who  are  anxious  to  sub- 
mit their  filings  on  the  public  domain.  The  returns  of  agricultural  surveys  during 
the  past  two  years  have  been  uniformly  transmitted  your  office  prior  to  the  time  that 
reports  of  field  examinations  were  made  to  you. 

To  accomplish  this  result,  however,  it  has  been  necessary  to  neglect  somewhat 
due  attention  to  our  records.  As  stated  in  my  last  annual  report,  the  records  of  the 
office  have  never  been  properly  kept,  and  it  is  essential  that  an  entirely  new  system 
should  be  adopted  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  without  injustice  to  those  whose  private 
interests  would  be  injuriously  affected  by  inattention  to  the  usual  office  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  LOUISIANA. 


Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  June  30,  1900. 

Sir:  Complying  with  instructions  contained  in  your  circular  letter  dated  April  30, 
1900,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  accompanied  with  the  following  statements,  viz: 

A. — Estimate  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  for  the  surveying  service  in  the  district 
of  Louisiana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902. 

B. — Estimate  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  for  compensation  of  the  surveyor-general 
and  his  clerks  in  the  district  of  Louisiana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1902. 

C. — Estimate  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  for  contingent  expenses  in  the  office  of 
the  surveyor-general,  district  of  Louisiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1902. 

D. — Statement  of  office  work  which  will  be  in  arrears  in  the  surveyor-general's 
office,  district  of  Louisiana,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

E. — Statement  of  surveying  contract  entered  into  by  the  surveyor-general  of  Louis- 
iana on  account  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 


Under  contract  No.  1,  dated  March  8,  1899,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  George  K. 
Bradford,  United  States  deputy  surveyor,  for  the  resurvey  of  the  private  land  claim 
of  Pierre  Belly,  entered  as  No.  15  in  the  decisions  of  the  board  of  commissioners  for 
the  eastern  district  of  the  territory  of  Orleans,  in  Ts.  10  and  11  S.,  R.  13  E.,  in  the 
southeastern  district,  Louisiana,  west  of  Mississippi  River. 

The  surveys  under  this  contract  were  begun  in  the  month  of  May,  1899,  but  the 
deputy,  having  met  with  so  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  dense  swamp  growth  and 
scarcity  of  old  survey  marks,  was  compelled  to  make  an  application  for  an  extension 
of  time  within  which  to  complete  and  make  returns  of  his  surveys.  Having  also 
found  that  the  rates  of  compensation  as  per  his  contract  were  inadequate,  he  asked 
that  it  be  modified  to  that  extent,  and  in  my  last  annual  report,  to  which  I  beg  leave 
to  refer  you,  speaking  of  this  contract,  I  called  your  special  attention  to  the  low 
rates  of  compensation  allowed  for  such  work,  and  urgently  requested  that  you  recom- 
mend that  a  suitable  sum  be  appropriated  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  private 
land  claims  in  this  State,  and  that  the  rates  or  mode  of  compensation  be  left  to  your 
discretion. 

In  my  letter  dated  June  10,  1899, 1  recommended  that  Deputy  Bradford  be  allowed 
until  December  31,  1899,  to  complete  and  make  returns  of  his  work,  and  my  action 
in  granting  said  extension  was  approved  by  you  on  September  5,  1899. 

The  deputy  having  again  been  unable  to  complete  his  work  on  account  of  the 
impossibility  of  using  an  instrument  with  a  tripod  while  the  swamps  were  under 
water,  he  requested  for  an  extension  of  time  to  June  30,  1900,  which  was  granted 
by  your  letter  dated  January  22,  1900. 

On  the  18th  instant  I  transmitted  to  you  a  letter  from  Deputy  Bradford,  informing 
you  that  the  swamp  embraced  in  his  contract  was  still  under  water  and  that  in  the 
ten  days  he  had  spent  there  he  had  learned  that  the  amount  of  compensation  allowed 
him  for  the  work  would  just  about  cover  expenses,  and  therefore  requested  to  be  per- 
mitted to  make  arrangements  with  the  parties  interested  in  the  survey  to  pay  him  a 
fair  per  diem  in  order  to  insure  him  against  loss,  and  that  if  this  could  not  be  sanc- 
tioned, asked  to  be  released  from  his  contract. 

On  September  1,  1899,  and  under  authority  of  your  letter  E,  dated  June  8,  1899, 
special  instructions  were  issued  to  United  States  Deputy  Surveyor  George  H.  Grand- 
jean  providing  for  the  survey  of  Cote  Blanche  Island,  in  T.  15  S.,  R.  7  E.,  southwest- 
ern district,  Louisiana,  and  the  said  instructions  were  approved  by  your  letter  dated 
October  7,  1899,  Division  E. 

On  account  of  serious  and  protracted  illness  Deputy  Grand  jean  filed  his  application 
on  March  31,  1900,  for  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  make  his  returns  to  the  30th 
day  of  June,  1900,  which  application  was  granted  by  your  letter  E,  dated  April 
16,  1900. 

On  June  18,  1900,  it  became  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  that  Mr.  George  H. 
Grandjean  had  died  on  the  17th  of  the  same  month,  before  having  been  able  to 
begin  his  work. 
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As  authorized  by  your  letters  dated  August  30  and  October  16,  1899,  Division  E, 
special  instructions,  dated  March  1,  1900,  were  issued  to  Frank  H.  Waddill,  United 
States  deputy  surveyor,  providing  for  the  survey  of  the  back  preemption  of  Janvier 
Allain,  in  Ts.  8  and  9  S.,  R.  1  E.,  southeastern  district,  Louisiana,  the -same  being 
approved  by  your  letter  dated  March  8,  1900,  Division  E. 

On  account  of  excessive  rainfall  in  that  section  of  the  country  and  continued  bad 
weather,  Deputy  Waddill  was  compelled  to  ask  for  an  extension  of  time  to  complete 
his  work  to  June  30,  1900,  which  was  granted  him  by  your  letter  dated  May  10, 
1900,  Division  E. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  nothing  has  been  done  during  the  past  fiscal  year 
under  the  head  of  surveys. 

OFFICE   WORK. 

There  has  been  received  during  the  past  fiscal  year  225  letters  and  reports  from  the 
Department,  all  of  which  have  been  properly  indorsed,  and  493  letters  and  reports 
were  written  by  this  office  to  the  Department. 

There  were  written  66  letters  to  the  officers  of  the  local  land  offices,  and  7  letters 
were  received  from  them. 

From  deputy  surveyors,  local  surveyors,  and  individuals  we  have  received  383  let- 
ters, and  518  letters  have  been  written  to  these,  making  a  total  of  615  letters  and 
reports  received  and  properly  indorsed,  and  1,077  letters  and  reports  written  by  this 
office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

CERTIFICATES  OF   LOCATION. 

Under  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  2,  1858,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  location  of  certain  confirmed  private  land  claims  in  the  State 
of  Missouri,  and  for  other  purposes"  (11  Stat.,  p.  294),  there  were  issued  certificates 
of  location,  in  whole  or  in  part  satisfaction  of  67  confirmed  private  land  claims, 
aggregating  19,194.55  acres  of  land,  necessitating  the  filling  up  of  212  certificates  on 
the  engraved  form,  and  also  the  recording  of  each  case  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose. 

Of  the  above  67  cases  sent  to  the  Department,  47  cases  have  been  authenticated 
and  returned  to  this  office  for  proper  delivery.  After  the  delivery  of  the  said  certif- 
icates the  same  were  returned  to  this  office,  accompanied  with  duly  executed  acts  of 
sale  from  the  legal  representatives  of  the  confirmees  to  the  purchasers,  who  returned 
the  certificates  of  location  to  be  indorsed  with  the  proper  certificate,  showing  their 
rights  to  dispose  of  same. 

During  the  past  year  128  certificates  were  indorsed,  and  28  original  acts  of  sale  in 
support  of  said  indorsements  were  sent  to  your  office,  and  before  transmission  copies 
of  each  act  were  made  and  retained  for  the  files  of  this  office. 

PATENT   PLATS. 

Under  this  head  I  will  state  that  during  the  past  year  43  patent  plats  have  been 
issued  in  duplicate  in  satisfaction  of  private  land  claims  confirmed  by  the  several 
acts  of  Congress,  making  a  total  of  86  plats  prepared,  the  duplicates  having  been 
sent  to  your  office.    This  will  leave  yet  to  be  made,  in  duplicate,  5,412  of  such  plats. 

SWAMP  LAND. 

At  the  request  of  the  register  of  the  State  land  office  selections  of  swamp  lands  were 
made  in  the  northwestern  district,  Louisiana,  aggregating  121.25  acres. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Eleven  hundred  and  fifty-two  pages  of  old  field  notes  have  been  copied  for  preser- 
vation. Thirty-seven  supplemental  diagrams,  filed  with  the  proper  plats  of  survey, 
were  prepared  in  triplicate,  making  a  total  of  111  diagrams  prepared. 

The  field  notes  of  parts  of  89  townships  have  been  copied  and  transmitted  to  your 
office. 

All  the  correspondence,  with  the  exception  of  formal  matters,  has  been  transcribed 
from  the  letterpress  book  into  permanent  record  books,  aggregating  586  record  book 
pages. 

Transcripts  have  been  made  for  the  files  of  this  office  also  of  all  the  original  docu- 
ments accompanying  the  reports  transmitting  certificates  of  location  under  the  act 
of  1858. 

Under  instructions  from  the  Department,  the  recalculation  of  areas  of  sections 
were  effected  in  the  following  cases,  viz:  Sees.  45,  65,  66,  72,  73,  81,  82,  83,  87,  88, 
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and  96,  T.  4  S.,  R.  3  E.;  sees.  73.  74,  and  79,  T.  4  S.,  R.  4  E.;  sees.  37,  38,  53,  107, 
112,  113,  114,  116,  127,  138,  and  141,  T.  5  S.,  R.  3  E.;  sees.  32,  74,  and  97,  T.  11  S., 
R.  7  E.,  and  sec.  41,  T.  3  N.,  R.  2  W.,  southwestern  district,  Louisiana. 

The  recalculation  of  areas  and  the  subdivision  of  sections  were  effected  in  the  fol- 
lowing cases,  viz:  Sees.  147,  148,  and  149,  T.  14  S.,  R.  15  E.,  sees.  7,  8,  and  9,  T.  15  S., 
R.  15  E.,  southeastern  district  Louisiana,  west  of  Mississippi  River;  sec.  13,  T.  8  N., 
R.  3  E.,  sec.  9,  T.  12  N.,  R.  12  E.,  and  sec.  17,  T.  20  N.,  R.  2  E. ,  district  north  of  Red 
River,  Louisiana;  sec.  24,  T.  18  N.,  R.  15  W. ,  northwestern  district  Louisiana. 

As  requested  by  your  letter  dated  November  15,  1899,  division  K,  a  certified  copy 
was  made  of  the  diagram  representing  the  two  French  concessions  to  Louis  C.  Le 
Breton  in  Ts.  12  and  13  S.,  R.  11  E.,  southeastern  district  Louisiana,  east  of  Missis- 
sippi River,  and  the  same  was  transmitted  to  your  office  on  December  26,  1899,  and  a 
certified  copy  of  the  field  notes  of  said  concessions  was  transmitted  to  you  on  January 
12, 1900. 

Twelve  old  and  partly  defaced  township  plats  have  been  reproduced  for  the  files 
of  this  office  and  the  old  plats  put  away  for  preservation. 

A  great  deal  of  other  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year,  which  I  believe 
unnecessary  to  be  enumerated;  I  will  therefore  close  this  report,  with  the  hope  that 
the  foregoing  statement  will  show  that  with  my  limited  clerical  force  a  sufficient 
amount  of  work  has  been  done.

EXPLANATORY    NOTE. 

The  necessity  for  the  surveys  and  resurveys  in  the  above  districts  has  long  since 
been  fully  demonstrated  to  this  office  by  settlers  (verbally  or  by  petitions),  and  in 
many  instances  also  by  deputy  surveyors.  These  last,  when  making  surveys  in  cer- 
tain localities,  experience  much  difficulty,  not  only  on  account  of  existing  misclos- 
ures  in  the  old  surveys,  but  also  on  account  of  there  being  apparently  no  established 
government  lines,  as  in  many  instances  the  old  lines  can  not  be  found.  The  hunt- 
ing up  of  proper  starting  points  in  such  cases  causes  much  annoyance  and  loss  of 
time.

Explanatory  notes  in  support  of  the  several  amounts  submitted  in  above  estimates, 
the  amounts  being,  in  my  humble  judgment,  the  lowest  sums  for  which  the  services 
can  be  conducted. 

(1)  The  estimate  of  $2,000  for  my  salary  as  surveyor-general  is  in  accordance  with 
the  original  act  of  March  3,  1831,  fixing  said  salary,  and  owing  to  the  labor  and 
great  responsibilities  incumbent  on  me  the  compensation  is  certainly  a  reasonable  one. 

(2)  The  chief  clerk's  salary  at  $1,800  I  believe  just  and  very  moderate,  his  duty 
being  the  general  supervision  over  all  that  pertains  to  this  office. 
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(3)  The  salary  of  the  chief  draftsman  and  claim  clerk,  which  I  estimate  at  $1,700, 
is  very  moderate,  his  duties  being  the  examination  and  passing  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  certificates  of  location  under  the  act  of  June  2,  1858,  preparing  special 
instructions  to  deputy  surveyors,  examining  surveying  returns,  and  supervising  the 
drafting  department. 

(4)  The  estimate  of  $1,400  for  the  draftsman  and  calculator  is  certainly  moderate, 
his  duties  being  protracting  maps  from  the  field  notes,  preparing  original  and  dupli- 
cate patent  plats  for  private  land  claims,  computing  areas  of  sections  and  subdividing 
the  same,  and  restoring  old  and  partly  defaced  maps. 

(5)  The  duties  of  the  two  assistant  draftsmen  being  to  assist  the  draftsman  and 
calculator  in  all  his  work,  I  believe  the  estimate  of  $2,600  for  the  two  is  very  moderate. 

(6)  The  salary  of  one  clerk  to  continue  the  exhibit  of  private  land  claims,  esti- 
mated at  $1,200,  is  very  moderate,  as  it  will  require  an  expert  to  do  the  work. 

(7)  I  should  think  $1,000  is  very  moderate  for  the  salary  of  the  clerk  and  type- 
writer, his  duties  being  typewriting  all  the  official  correspondence  and  all  documents 
filed  as  evidence  in  special  cases,  making  sketches  and  copying  field  notes  and  making 
extracts  therefrom  for  the  Department. 

(8)  The  estimate  of  $4,500  for  five  clerks  at  $900  each,  for  general  help  and  to 
bring  up  arrear  work,  is  very  moderate  considering  the  work  to  be  done,  and  in  this 
connection  I  beg  to  refer  to  statement  D  under  the  heading  of  arrear  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  NEVADA. 


Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

Reno,  Nev.,  July  9,  1900. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  Circular  Letter  E,  of  April  30,  1900,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900, 
with  tabular  statements  showing  contracts  awarded  for  the  survey  of  the  public 
lands  during  the  year. 

No  deposits  were  made  by  individuals  or  railroad  companies  for  the  survey  of  the 
public  lands  during  the  year. 

Contract  No.  205,  which  has  been  long  pending,  has  been  finally  adjusted,  1  town- 
ship being  rejected  and  2  townships  being  accepted  and  the  plats  filed  in  the  local 
land  office. 

The  work  on  contracts  213,  214,  and  215,  which  were  pending  at  the  time  of  my 
last  report,  has  been  accepted  and  the  plats  filed  in  the  local  land  office. 

The  field  work  under  contracts  216  and  217,  reported  in  my  last  annual  report,  has 
been  completed.  The  plats  and  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  of  contract  217  have 
been  forwarded  to  your  office;  the  work  has  been  accepted  and  the  plats  filed  in 
the  local  land  office. 

The  field  notes  of  the  work  under  contract  No.  216  have  been  returned  to  this 
office,  and  the  plats  and  transcripts  are  now  being  made. 

During  the  year  the  plats  of  26  townships  have  been  filed  in  the  local  land  office. 
The  aggregate  area  of  these  townships  is  569,288.06  acres. 

During  the  year  two  contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  survey  of  public  lands 
outside  the  limits  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  land  grant,  payable  from  the 
appropriation  for  the  survey  of  public  lands.  Five  contracts  have  been  awarded 
for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
land  grant,  payable  from  Central  Pacific  Railroad  repayments.  Work  is  in  prog- 
ress on  some  of  these  contracts  and  will  be  commenced  upon  the  others  in  a  short 
time.  The  preparation  of  the  diagrams  and  copies  of  field  notes,  for  the  deputies, 
on  these  contracts  has  entailed  considerable  work. 

The  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  of  15  townships  called  for  in  your  letter  E,  of 
May  3,  1899,  were  completed  and  forwarded. 

There  has  been  considerable  activity  in  mineral  surveys  during  the  year  and  much 
inquiry  in  regard  to  mineral  surveys.

I  again  renew  my  recommendations  contained  in  former  reports,  and  discussed 
therein,  that  the  standard  parallels  throughout  the  State  be  completed  and  the  proper 
connections  made,  and  that  the  mineral  monuments  in  the  different  mining  districts 
be  properly  restored  and  connected  with  the  public  surveys.  The  necessity  for  these 
surveys,  and  especially  the  restoration,  etc.,  of  mineral  monuments,  is  so  obvious 
aud  so  urgent  that  if  properly  brought  before  Congress  there  ought  to  be  no  difficulty 
in  getting  an  appropriation  for  them.  I  urgently  request  that  you  bring  the  matter 
before  the  proper  committees  of  Congress  and  recommend  the  appropriation.

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In  this  connection  I  strongly  indorse  the  suggestion  of  the  surveyor-general  of  New 
Mexico,  in  his  last  report,  that  upon  surveyed  lands,  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  them, 
mineral  surveys  should  be  connected  with  mineral  monuments  as  well  as  with  the 
public  surveys.  The  public  surveys  are  frequently  so  inaccurate  that  mineral  surveys 
tied  to  different  corners  when  platted  show  conflicts,  when  none  in  fact  exists.  I 
have  instructed  my  deputies  to  connect  with  a  mineral  monument  in  addition  to  the 
connection  with  the  public  surveys. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  recommendations  in  my  last  annual  report  in 
regard  to  saline  lands  in  this  State  and  adjoining  States  and  Territories. 

I  think  the  wording  of  the  appropriations  for  surveys,  confining  the  surveys  to  lands 
occupied  by  settlers  or  lands  adapted  to  agriculture,  should  be  changed  or  1  >e  more 
liberally  construed.  The  practice  of  surveying  a  portion  of  a  township  and  leaving 
the  balance  unsurveyed  is  not  good  work.  When  the  survey  of  a  township  is  entered 
upon  the  entire  township  should  be  finished,  and  adjacent  fractional  townships  should 
be  surveyed  whether  there  are  settlers  or  not,  and  the  work  closed  up  compact.  In 
a  limited  area  surrounded  by  surveyed  lands,  when  any  survey  is  entered  upon  the 
whole  should  be  surveyed  and  the  work  fully  closed  upon  the  old  work  surrounding 
without  regard  to  whether  there  are  settlers  or  whether  it  is  agricultural  land.  The 
leaving  of  little  tag  ends  of  townships  scattered  around  among  surveyed  townships  is 
not  good  work.  It  is  not  economy  and  is  inconvenient  in  every  respect.  We  have 
in  this  office  two,  three,  and  even  four  plats  of  the  same  township  showing  fractional 
surveys.  When  it  is  necessary  to  consult  the  field  notes,  they  are  scattered  through 
different  contracts,  some  of  the  lines  are  resurveyed  showing  varying  distances  and 
bearings,  and  it  is  in  every  way  inconvenient  and  annoying. 

Instead  of  the  surveys  following  settlement  they  should  precede  it,  especially  in  a 
country  where  fencing  and  ditching  are  costly.  Very  often  an  intending  settler  is 
deterred  from  settlement  by  the  fact  that  the  land  is  unsurveyed  and  he  can  not  tell 
where  his  lines  will  run  when  the  survey  is  made. 

While  it  is  probably  true  that  the  lands  already  settled  upon  should  first  be  sur- 
veyed, the  rule  should  not  be  so  rigidly  adhered  to  as  to  produce  ragged  and  bad 
work,  inconvenient  to  everybody,  and  in  no  sense  in  the  interest  of  the  public  service. 

There  are  in  the  southeastern  portion  of  this  State  considerable  bodies  of  land 
covered  with  nut  pine  and  juniper  timber.  This  is  not  timber  in  the  sense  that 
people  in  other  parts  of  the  country  understand  the  word  timber.  It  is  a  scrubby 
growth,  unfit  for  any  purpose  except  fence  posts  and  fuel.  For  these  purposes  it  is 
very  good.  A  railroad  has  been  completed  to  the  State  line  and  is  to  be  pushed 
through  to  California,  tapping  this  timber  and  several  mining  districts  where  exten- 
sive development  is  being  done. 

This  timber  is  necessary  to  the  working  of  the  mines  and  is  good  for  nothing  else. 
Most  of  the  land  does  not  contain  settlers,  as  water  is  scarce.  Under  existing  regula- 
tions it  can  not  be  surveyed. 

If  the  land  is  surveyed  it  will  be  taken  up  under  the  timber  and  stone  law,  ana 
the  Government  will  receive  $2.50  per  acre  for  it,  the  State  will  be  benefited,  the 
woodsman  will  be  saved  the  constant  annoyance  of  interference  by  special  agents 
and  costs  of  possible  suits,  the  Government  will  be  saved  the  cost  of  the  special  agent 
and  other  expenses,  and  the  mines  can  be  worked  and  the  country  be  developed 
without  friction.  But  if  any  system  of  stumpage,  leasing,  or  other  system  is  tried, 
it  will  be  a  failure.  The  mines  need  the  fuel  and  must  have  it  for  proper  working. 
It  will  be  cut  and  used,  and  the  Government  receive  no  benefit,  as  the  cost  of  special 
agents,  superintendence,  and  suits  will  probably  be  more  than  any  fines  which  can 
be  collected.  There  is  no  need  or  call  for  reserving  this  land.  The  conditions  are 
such  that  this  scrubby  timber  has  very  little  influence  in  the  conservation  of  the 
water  supply,  and  the  fuel  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  the  working  of  the  mines. 

The  Government  gives  away  160  acres  of  agricultural  land  to  the  homesteader,  and 
can  sell  this  land  for  $2.50  an  acre.  It  sureiy  is  wiser  to  survey  and  sell  this  land 
than  to  get  nothing  for  it  but  vexatious  lawsuits,  cost  of  detective  service,  and  irrita- 
tion and  hatred  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

I  would  therefore  urge  that  if  the  terms  of  the  appropriation  are  not  elastic  enough 
to  allow  of  these  surveys  Congress  be  asked  to  change  the  terms  of  the  appropriation. 

The  same  conditions  obtain  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  but  not  to  the  same  extent.

MIXING    SURVEYS. 


During  the  said  fiscal  year  there  has  been  deposited  on  account  of  surveys  and 
amended  surveys  of  mining  claims  the  sum  of  $2,840,  and  applications  were  duly 
made  for  the  survey  of  80  mining  claims,  and  the  amended  survey  of  15  mining 
claims,  and  reports  on  2  placer  and  lode  mining  claims. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  raise  the  standard  of  ability  of  the  force  of  mineral 
surveyors  in  this  district,  and  to  secure  a  more  careful  compliance  on  their  part  with 
the  requirements  of  the  manual.  To  this  end  I  have  required  all  applicants  for 
appointment  to  undergo  a  technical  examination  in  the  principles  of  public  and  min- 
eral land  surveying,  and  appointments  made  are  based  solely  on  the  applicant's  tech- 
nical skill  and  experience. 

I  would  urge  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  for  the  restoration  of  mineral 
monuments  and  their  proper  connection  with  public  surveys  and  with  each  other. 
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A  majority  of  the  mineral  monuments  in  this  district  are  on  unsurveyed  ground  and 
mining  claims  connected  with  such  monuments.  Most  of  such  monuments  were 
established  many  years  ago,  without  regard  to  their  permanency  in  construction,  and 
were  insufficiently  witnessed.  Many  of  these  monuments  have  now  become  oblit- 
erated or  destroyed,  and  as  the  same  are  the  official  points  of  reference  by  which  to 
fix  the  locus  of  all  surveyed  and  patented  mining  claims,  it  is  of  great  importance 
that  they  should  be  properly  perpetuated,  and  they  should  be  reestablished  perma- 
nently and  witnessed  by  connecting  them  with  public  surveys,  with  each  other,  and 
with  natural  objects. 

In  numerous  instances,  when  the  lines  of  public  surveys  were  subsequently  extended 
over  townships  in  which  were  situate  mineral  monuments  previously  established,  the 
deputy  surveyors  failed  to  make  proper  connections  with  such  monuments,  or  with 
the  mineral  surveys  in  said  townships,  and  therefore  it  is  impossible  to  show  lottings 
and  areas  made  fractional  in  such  townships,  by  reason  of  such  mining  surveys,  or  to 
fix  the  locus  of  the  mineral  monuments  or  the  mineral  surveys.  This  should  be 
remedied  by  the  letting  of  contracts  to  competent  deputies  to  make  such  connections 
as  will  enable  this  office  to  locate  the  monuments  and  old  mineral  surveys,  making  it 
feasible  to  approve  new  mineral  surveys  in  those  localities,  as  well  as  to  show  said 
townships  made  fractional,  with  proper  lottings  and  areas. 

Mining-claim  surveys  should  be  examined  in  the  field  to  insure  their  correctness 
in  like  manner  as  the  surveys  of  public  lands  and  private  land  claims,  to  obviate 
errors  and  irregularities  and  in  order  that  patents  of  such  mining  claims  shall  prop- 
erly recite  claimants'  lands,  and  I  believe  mining  claimants  are  entitled  to  such  a 
proper  safeguard.  Numerous  patents  for  mining  claims  in  this  district  recite  wrongly 
the  lands  which  claimants  intended  to  cover,  by  reason  of  errors  in  lines  and  connec- 
tions made  by  deputies  during  the  past  thirty  years. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  manual  of  surveying  instructions  for  the  survey  of  mineral 
lands  be  amended  to  require  that  a  United  States  location  mineral  monument  be 
located  in  townships  within  a  radius  of  2  miles  from  all  mining  claims  surveyed, 
and  that  such  mining  claims  be  tied  to  said  mineral  monuments,  in  addition  to  tying 
the  same  to  the  corners  of  public  surveys,  as  an  additional  check  to  insure  the  cor- 
rectness of  their  location.  It  is  found  exceedingly  difficult  to  harmonize  both  systems 
of  mineral  and  public  surveys  with  each  other,  and  by  the  establishment  of  such  loca- 
tion monuments  and  tying  the  same  to  several  corners  of  the  public  surveys  in  the 
immediate  vicinity,  and  requiring  all  mining  claims  within  2  miles  of  such  monu- 
ment to  be  tied  to  same,  in  addition  to  the  corners  of  the  public  surveys,  the  same 
would  prevent  conflicts  and  irregularities  which,  though  the  same  might  not  appear 
upon  the  ground,  would  be  incorporated  into  the  field  notes  and  patents,  by  reason 
of  erroneous  township  surveys  or  the  moving  of  public  survey  corners. 

In  townships  to  be  hereafter  surveyed,  in  which  mineral  surveys  are  situated,  the 
manual  of  surveying  instructions  should  provide  that  at  the  time  of  making  such 
public  survey  intersections  should  be  noted  and  connections  given  with  all  of  such 
mineral  surveys  and  established  mineral  monuments  in  said  township. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  entitled,  "An  actio  establish  a  Court 
of  Private  Land  Claims  and  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in 
certain  States  and  Territories,"  provides,  among  other  things,  that — 

"No  allowance,  or  confirmation,  of  any  claim  shall  confer  any  right  or  title  to  any 
gold,  silver,  or  quicksilver  mines  or  minerals  of  the  same,  unless  the  grant  claimed 
effected  the  donation  or  sale  of  such  mines  or  minerals  to  the  grantee,  or  unless  such 
grantee  has  become  otherwise  entitled  thereto  in  law  or  in  equity;  but  all  such  mines 
and  minerals  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States  with  the  right  of  working 
the  same,  which  fact  shall  be  stated  in  all  patents  under  this  act,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  of  such  property,  until  specifically  authorized  thereto  by  an  act  of  Con- 
gress hereafter  passed." 

No  act  of  Congress  has  yet  been  passed  giving  persons  the  right  to  work  the  mines 
or  minerals  on  grants  confirmed  under  this  act,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  persons  in  this  district  have  made  locations  of  mining  claims  upon  lands 
which  are  or  will  be  included  within  the  boundaries  of  grants  confirmed  under  sai  1 
act,  in  justice  to  such  locators,  and  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  said  act  of  March  3, 
1891,  an  act  of  Congress  giving  miners  the  right  to  work  such  minerals  reserved  in 
the  confirmation  of  grants,  by  thesaid  ( Ymrt  of  Private  Land  Claims,  should  be  passed 
at  an  early  date.  Such  a  law  would  greatly  facilitate  the  development  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  territory  within  the  exterior  boundaries  of  said  grants,  and  mate- 
rially benefit  our  population.  I  request  that  your  office  present  this  matter  properly 
before  the  next  Congress  and  urge  the  passage  of  an  act  for  the  purposes  herein 
recited. 
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PRIVATE    LAND    CLAIMS. 

The  docket  of  land  grants  in  this  office  shows  that  there  are  still  45  land  grants 
pending  before  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  of  which  10  cases  are  still  untried; 
7  decrees  of  confirmation  have  been  made,  but  have  not  yet  become  final;  3  cases  are 
on  appeal  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court;  1  case  is  under  advisement,  and  24 
cases  are  still  pending  on  survey;  15  of  said  grants  have  surveys  executed,  leaving 
approximately  30  grants  in  this  district  still  to  be  surveyed. 

The  work  in  this  office,  in  connection  with  the  survey  of  these  grants,  will  create 
a  large  and  increased  amount  of  labor. 

Eight  private  land  claims  have  been  surveyed  under  decrees  of  approval  and 
confirmation  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  during  the  said  fiscal  year,  and  5 
grant  surveys  have  been  corrected,  the  original  surveys  being  as  follows:

There  are  still  six  private  land  claims  to  be  surveyed,  under  decrees  which  have 
recently  been  certified  to  this  office,  as  also  corrected  surveys  of  several  grants  to  be 
made  under  corrected  decrees  and  orders  of  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  and 
corrections  in  certain  grant  surveys  still  to  be  made  by  reason  of  improper  surveys 
having  been  heretofore  made  by  the  deputies. 

SMALL-HOLDING    CLAIMS. 


There  have  been  upward  of  4,300  small-holding  claims  filed  in  this  office  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  as  amended,  for 
tracts  of  land  not  exceeding  160  acres  each. 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  survey  of  some  1,200  to  1,500  of  such  small- 
holding claims.  Said  filings  cover,  in  a  majority  of  instances,  from  2  to  6  tracts,  and 
a  conservative  estimate  of  the  number  of  tracts  embraced  in  said  small-holding  applica- 
tions still  to  be  surveyed  is  8,500.  Where  such  tracts  are  embraced  in  townships  to 
be  surveyed,  the  surveys  of  such  small-holding  claims  situate  therein  are  executed 
at  the  time  of  extending  the  lines  of  public  surveys  over  such  townships,  and  where 
they  are  situate  in  townships  heretofore  surveyed,  per  diem  contracts  for  such  sur- 
veys are  awarded. 

By  reason  of  the  amendment  of  June  27,  1898,  of  said  small-holding  act  extending 
the  time  for  filing  thereunder  to  March  4, 1901,  numerous  filings  are  being  daily  made 
by  claimants  who  had  not  heretofore  filed,  either  through  ignorance  of  the  law,  or 
for  the  reason  that  said  lands  had,  prior  to  this  time,  been  covered  by  land  grants, 
which  have  been  since  rejected  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  and  I  believe 
that  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  under  said  act  there  will  have 
been  filed  in  this  office  upward  of  6,500  small-holding  claims. 

The  platting  of  these  small-holding  claims  is  very  complicated,  and  aside  from 
showing  same  on  the  township  plat,  small-holding  plats  on  an  enlarged  scale  are  made 
in  triplicate,  showing  sometimes  only  one  or  two  sections,  which  often  necessitates  the 
making  of  27  to  30  small-holding  plats  for  one  township.  When  such  small-holding 
claims  are  situate  in  townships  to  be  surveyed,  the  minimum  rate  of  mileage  only  is 
allowed  the  deputies  for  establishing  the  boundaries  of  such  claims  and  connecting 
the  same  to  corners  of  public  surveys.  Such  small  tracts  entail  a  vast  amount  of 
labor  in  the  hauling  of  stone  for  monuments,  setting  and  marking  corners  for  all 
angles  of  such  irregular  tracts,  and  payment  is  allowed  for  one  boundary  only  if  the 
same  is  a  common  boundary  with  an  adjoining  small-holding  claim,  surveyed  by  the 
.same  deputy,  and  by  reason  of  having  to  write  the  field  notes  complete  for  each 
tract,  setting  and  marking  the  corners  for  same,  connecting  two  corners  thereof  to  a 
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corner  of  the  public  survey,  the  deputies  complain  that  they  can  not  make  living 
wages  at  the  low  mileage  rates  now  paid,  and  are  loth  to  accept  contracts  for  this 
class  of  work.  The  law  in  this  case  should  be  changed  to  allow  the  awarding  of 
contracts  for  all  small-holding  surveys  at  per  diem  rates,  whether  the  same  be  in 
townships  heretofore  surveyed  or  in  townships  to  be  surveyed. 

Sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  amended  February  21,  1893,  and 
again  amended  June  27,  1898,  work  an  injustice  to  claimants,  in  that  under  section  16 
of  said  act  small-holding  claimants  are  only  required  to  show  twenty  years'  actual, 
continuous,  adverse  possession  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  their  claims, 
which  are  required  to  be  surveyed  at  the  time  of  the  extension  of  the  lines  of  public 
surveys  over  the  townships  in  which  such  claims  are  located,  while  section  17  of  said 
act  requires  claimants  to  show  twenty  years'  actual,  continuous,  adverse  possession 
next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  the  townships  in  which  their  claims  are 
located. 

This  law  is  clearly  unjust,  when  claimants  under  one  section  can  secure  title  to  their 
lands  by  showing  twenty  years'  possession,  and  under  section  17  claimants  are 
required  to  show  thirty,  forty,  or  fifty  years'  possession  to  secure  title.  I  therefore 
have  the  honor  to  again  recommend  that  said  section  be  amended  so  as  to  read  "for 
twenty  years  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  such  tracts,"  which  amend- 
ment will  place  claimants  for  lands  under  such  section  practically  in  the  same  position 
as  those  claiming  lands  under  the  preceding  section  of  said  act, 

Payment  for  the  execution  of  small-holding  surveys  is  made  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  public  lands,  and  for  such  reason  the  amount  of  such 
appropriation  to  be  apportioned  to  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  should  be  largely 
increased.

2223,  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  1  have  had  field  examinations  made  of  the  sur- 
veys of  the  following  named  grants: 

Corrected  survey  of  the  "Arroyo  Hondo"  grant  (reported  No.  159,  P.  L.  C. 
docket  No.  5),  situate  in  Taos  County,  N.  Mex.,  as  surveyed  by  Sherrard  Coleman, 
deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  296. 

The  reestablishment  of  certain  lines  of  the  "  Pueblo  of  San  Felipe"  grant,  reported 
letter  E,  situate  in  Bernalillo  County,  N.  Mex.,  as  reestablished  by  John  H.  Walker, 
deputy  surveyor,  under  special  instructions. 

"Canada  de  Cochiti"  grant  (reported  No.  135,  P.  L.  C.  docket  No.  240),  situate 
in  Bernalillo  County,  N.  Mex.,  as  executed  by  John  H.  Walker,  deputy  surveyor, 
under  contract  No.  322. 

"Santa  Rosa  de  Cubero  "  grant  (P.  L.  C.  docket  No.  267),  situate  in  Bernalillo

Field  examinations  have  been  made  of  public  surveys  under  the  following  con- 
tracts, viz:  Contracts  Nos.  300,  318,  320,  and  324,  as  also  examinations  of  the  reestab- 
lishment  of  public  land  lines  under  special  instructions  to  deputies  awarded  contracts 
for  grant  surveys  and  to  reestablish  boundaries  of  old  grants  found  necessary  to  be 
reestablished  in  order  to  show  proper  connections  and  areas  to  be  excluded. 

Field  examinations  are  yet  to  be  made  of  surveys  and  corrected  surveys  of  grants, 
as  follows:

A  reestablishment  of  certain  boundaries  of  the  "Belen"  grant. 

Execution  of  numerous  other  grant  surveys  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near 
future,  when  such  surveys  are  returned  to  this  office  on  the  outstanding  contracts 
awarded.  Field  inspection  will  also  have  to  be  made  of  public  surveys  now  completed, 
or  to  be  completed  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

NECESSARY    APPROPRIATIONS. 

By  office  letter  of  June  25,  1900,  I  transmitted  to  you,  in  duplicate,  the  annual 
estimate  for  public  and  small-holding  claim  surveys,  for  private  land  claim  surveys  in 
this  district,  and  also  for  the  expenditures  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1902,  as  follows: 

For  the  survey  of  public  lands  and  small-holding  claims  filed  under  the  act 
of  March  3,  1891,  amended  February  21,  1893,  and  again  amended  June 

27,  1898 $20,  000 

For  the  survey  of  private  land  claims 20,  000 

For  salary  of  surveyor-general 3,  000 

For  salaries,  clerical  force,  office  United  States  surveyor-general 13,  000 

For  contingent  expenses 1,  800 

Total 57,  800 

As  stated  in  said  annual  estimate,  settlers  are  rapidly  locating  on  the  unsurveyed 
lands  in  this  district,  and  by  reason  of  the  building  of  new  lines  of  railroads,  reser- 
voirs, and  other  projects  there  will  be  a  greater  demand  for  public-land  surveys  in 
the  near  future  than  there  has  been  in  the  past.  Large  tracts  of  public  domain  have 
been  released  by  the  rejection  of  numerous  private  land  claims,  and  the  large  number 
of  small-holding  claims  on  file  in  this  office,  which  is  being  increased  by  daily  filings, 
will  make  an  increased  demand  for  the  survey  of  public  lands  and  of  small-holding 
claims,  and  there  will  also  be  an  increased  amount  of  public  surveys  required  on 
account  of  the  selections  of  donations  of  public  lands  to  educational,  benevolent,  and 
charitable  institutions  of  this  Territory,  as  per  act  of  June  21,  1898,  and  I  therefore 
estimate  that  the  amount  of  $20,000  will  be  fully  required  for  the  survey  of  public 
lands  and  small-holding  claims  in  New  Mexico. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  grants  still  to  be  surveyed,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
amount  of  $20,000  will  be  fully  required  for  the  survey  of  such  grants,  examinations 
in  the  field,  advertising,  or  office  work  in  connection  with  same. 

By  reason  of  the  class,  amount,  and  character  of  the  work  to  be  performed  in  this 
office,  which  includes  a  character  of  work  performed  by  no  other  surveyor-general's 
office,  the  appropriation  for  clerical  assistance  should  be  increased,  and  the  estimate 
submitted  is  quite  conservative. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000  annually  made  for  contingent  expenses  of  this  office 
is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  good  service,  and  such  appropriation  should 
be  increased  to  at  least  $1,500,  to  enable  this  office  to  meet  necessary  and  essential 
demands. 

In  view  of  the  great  amount  of  labor  and  increased  responsibility  connected  with 
this  office,  the  salary  of  the  surveyor-general  of  this  Territory  should  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  $3,000  per  annum,  which  is  but  a  reasonable  and  just  compensation  and  is 
the  amount  fixed  by  law  when  this  office  was  established. 
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.SPANISH    ARCHIVES. 

The  condition  of  this  important  department  could  not  be  better.  Everything  is 
arranged  with  the  greatest  regularity  and  order,  each  class  of  papers  being  kept  by 
themselves,  and  dockets  and  indexes  prepared  properly  referring  to  same,  render- 
ing thereby  the  finding  of  any  particular  document  or  paper  simple  and  easy. 

Numerous  copies  and  translations  of  these  old  papers  have  been  and  are  contin- 
ually being  made  for  their  better  preservation.  These  papers  are  constantly 
required  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  and  their  employees,  as  well  as  by 
attorneys  and  claimants,  and  are  the  original  title  papers  to  all  private  land  claims 
in  New  Mexico,  of  which  there  are  a  great  number.  These  thousands  of  old  Spanish 
archives  require  the  constant  attention  of  one  clerk,  who  has  charge  of  same,  and 
oneSpanish  translator  is  kept  continually  employed  in  making  copies  and  translations. 


Some  measures  should  be  adopted  to  compel  claimants  of  private  land  claims  to 
take  out  their  patents  and  pay  to  the  Government  one-half  the  cost  of  surveying 
and  platting,  as  is  required  by  law.  The  enforcement  of  this  law  will  not  alone 
benefit  the  Government,  but  the  Territory  as  well,  in  the  payment  of  taxes,  and 
numerous  land  grants,  containing  large  areas  of  land,  from  which,  up  to  date,  no 
revenue  has  been  derived,  for  the  reason  that  title  remains  in  the  Government  until 
patent  issues.  There  are  numerous  patents  to  private  land  claims  lying  in  this  office 
yet  to  be  delivered  to  the  patentees,  and  in  all  instances  where  private  land  claim 
surveys  have  be'en  approved  the  data  for  patents  has  been  prepared  and  is  lying  in 
this  office  awaiting  the  deposit  of  one-half  the  cost  of  survey,  and  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Government  and  of  this  Territory  claimants  of  private  land  grants  should 
be  compelled  to  deposit  one-half  the  cost  of  surveying  and  platting,  and  patents 
should  issue. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

This  office  is  handicapped  in  the  awarding  of  contracts  to  competent  deputy  sur- 
veyors by  reason  of  the  low  rates  of  mileage  paid  in  this  district  as  compared  with 
adjoining  States  and  Territories,  and  in  order  that  this  district  may  be  supplied  with 
a  sufficient  number  of  competent  deputy  surveyors  to  execute  contracts  for  all  sur- 
veys of  public  lands,  land  grants,  and  small-holding  claims  as  rapidly  as  they  are 
authorized,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  be 
included  with  other  States  and  Territories  in  the  annual  appropriation  act,  wherein 
a  higher  rate  of  mileage  is  allowed,  for  the  reason  that  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico 
is  as  rough  and  rugged,  mountainous,  broken  up  by  impassable  ravines,  heavily  tim- 
bered, or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth  as  are  many  adjoining  States  and  Territo- 
ries which  are  allowed  such  higher  rates  of  mileage. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  law  be  changed  with  relation  to  the  survey  of 
small-holding  claims,  to  allow  all  of  such  surveys,  whether  in  surveyed  or  unsur- 
veyed  townships,  to  be  made  at  per  diem  rates,  it  being  almost  impossible  to  let  such 
contracts  at  the  present  time  at  the  low  mileage  rates  paid. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  arrears  of  office  work  have  been  well  brought 
up  to  date,  and  that  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  office  are  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition;  that  there  is  a  healthy  and  prosperous  growth  in  the  Territory;  new  lines 
of  railroad  and  reservoirs  for  irrigation  systems  are  being  constructed,  which  will 
reclaim  the  arid  lands,  make  homes  for  a  large  number  of  settlers,  rapidly  increase 
the  population,  and  enlarge  the  demand  for  public  surveys. 

The  opening  up  of  new  mining  industries  and  new  enterprises  of  every  kind  are 
bringing  in  home  seekers,  who  are  assured  of  a  splendid  local  market  for  all  their 
products  of  farm  and  pasture.  There  still  remains  a  large  area  of  unsurveyed  pub- 
lic domain  in  this  Territory,  which  is  being  rapidly  settled  upon  and  which  should 
be  surveyed,  in  order  that  settlers  may  obtain  title  to  their  lands.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  SOUTH  DAKOTA. 


Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

Huron,  S.  Dak.,  July  6,  1900. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  E,  dated  April  30,  1900,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  (in  duplicate)  of  surveying  operations  in 
the  surveying  district  of  South  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  with 
four  tabular  statements,  viz: 

A. — Showing  contracts  entered  into  on  account  of  appropriation  of  $25,000  for 
surveys,  etc.,  within  the  Cheyenne  River,  Pine  Ridge,  and  Standing  Rock  Indian 
reservations,  in  South  Dakota,  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

B. — Showing  contracts  entered  into  on  account  of  appropriation  for  surveying  and 
allotting  Indian  reservations  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

C. — Showing  contracts  and  special  instructions,  entered  into  and  issued,  on  account 
of  appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys  of  the  public  lands  for  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1900. 

D. — Showing  office  work  and  other  information  relative  to  mineral  surveys  during 
the  fiscal  year. 

No  contracts  were  entered  into  for  survey  of  public  lands  under  the  provisions  of 
Revised  Statutes  2401,  2402,  2403,  and  acts  amendatory,  and  no  deposits  were  made 
for  such  surveys  or  by  railroad  companies  for  surveys. 

The  deposits  during  the  fiscal  year  for  office  work  on  mining  surveys  aggregate 
$10,115. 

The  aggregate  number  of  miles  of  surveys  upon  which  office  work  was  completed, 
approved,  and  returns  thereof  transmitted  to  your  office  during  the  fiscal  year,  is  1,717 
miles  15  chains  and  10  links.  In  addition  to  this  amount,  and  not  included  therein, 
office  work  is  practically  completed  on  2,230  miles  of  surveys;  the  returns  of  these 
will  be  forwarded  to  your  office  as  soon  as  some  formalities  have  been  compassed  by 
the  deputies. 

During  the  year  returns  have  been  approved  of  28  townships  and  110  original  and 
amended  mineral  surveys.  These  have  required  the  preparation  of  6  diagrams  of 
township  and  other  exteriors,  84  plats  of  subdivisions,  183  transcripts  of  field  notes 
of  surveys,  and  430  plats  of  mineral  surveys.  To  properly  represent  the  work  for  the 
fiscal  year,  there  should  be  added  the  office  work  practically  completed  on  the  2,230 
miles  of  surveys  above  mentioned.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  the  careful 
preparation  of  township  diagrams  to  a  large  scale,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  in  a 
connected  scheme  all  mining  surveys  as  they  are  approved  from  time  to  time.  These 
important  diagrams  have  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  extension  of  the  mineral 
surveys  and  by  a  recent  establishment  of  township  exterior  and  subdi visional  surveys 
embraced  in  the  major  portion  of  the  mineral  region  of  the  Black  Hills. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  work  on  surveys  and  general  office  correspondence,  infor- 
mation desired  has  been  furnished  various  Indian  allotting  agents  and  also  to  the 
district  assistants  of  the  forestry  branch  of  the  Agricultural  Department,  as  required 
from  time  to  time. 

As  in  recent  years,  so  in  that  now  closed,  a  large  amount  of  Indian  reservation  sur- 
veys in  this  State  has  been  confided  to  the  care  of  this  office.  In  connection  with 
these,  the  preparation  of  contracts,  special  instructions,  diagrams,  and  other  informa- 
tion for  deputies,  also  the  critical  examination  of  returns,  and  a  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  work  of  special  clerks  engaged  on  such  surveys,  have  of  necessity 
devolved  largely  upon  the  regular  experienced  office  force  and  have  occupied  no 
inconsiderable  portion  of  its  time. 

FIELD    EXAMINATION    OF   MINERAL   SURVEYS. 

In  annual  reports  for  several  years  attention  was  called  to  the  practice  of  field 
examination  of  agricultural  surveys  for  which  comparatively  large  limits  for  closings 
are  allowed,  and  to  the  absence  of  such  examinations  in  the  case  of  mineral  surveys 
whereof  only  closed  surveys  are  accepted.  It  was  shown  that  competition  between 
deputies,  alleged  errors  in  early  survey,  and  discrepancies  between  those  of  more 
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recent  date  suggest  the  necessity  for  a  scrutiny  far  more  searching  than  mere  office 
work  can  give,  both  of  the  surveys  themselves  and  of  the  faithfulness  of  deputies,  and 
that  the  excellent  reasons  for  examinations  of  the  former  class  of  surveys  applied 
with  much  greater  force  for  examinations  of  the  latter  class.  A  recent  ruling  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  brings  up  the  matter  with  added  importance.  The  decision 
holds  courses  and  distances  once  incorporated  into  a  patent  must  be  recognized  in  all 
subsequent  conflicting  or  adjacent  surveys,  notwithstanding  actual  conditions  on  the 
ground  to  the  contrary.  Words  are  not  needed  to  show  how  supremely  important  it 
is,  in  view  of  this  decision,  that  the  correctness  of  courses  and  distances  be  known  as 
an  existing  fact  before  allowing  them  to  be  incorporated  into  patents.  Therefore,  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  called  to  the  evident  neces- 
sity for  suitable  legislation,  should  there  be  no  appropriation  available  under  current 
interpretation  of  law. 

EXPENSE    INCIDENT   TO    MINERAL    SURVEYS. 

For  many  years  prior  to  1891  the  special  deposit  appropriation  created  by  deposits 
by  individuals  for  special  surveys,  including  mineral  surveys,  was  charged  with  all 
expense  of  whatever  nature  in  this  office  incident  to  special  and  mineral  surveys. 
The  Treasury  Department  then  disallowed  such  charges,  except  those  for  strictly 
clerical  services.  For  the  past  two  years  the  Treasury  Department  modified  its 
ruling  so  as  to  permit  expense  of  stationery  used  in  office  work  on  mineral  surveys 
to  be  also  charged  to  the  stated  appropriation;  but  current  regulations  still  prohibit 
any  other  kind  of  expense  incident  to  mineral  surveys  to  be  so  charged.  Wherein 
the  law  discriminates  between  clerical  and  stationery  expense  on  the  one  hand,  and 
any  other  form  of  expense  equally  incident  to  such  surveys  on  the  other,  is  not  clear. 
Rent  of  rooms,  furniture,  drafting  tools,  fuel,  and  light,  the  cost  of  which  would  not 
otherwise  be  incurred,  would  seem  equally  chargeable.  And  should  it  still  be  held 
that  the  law  discriminates  as  stated,  I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  Congress 
through  yourself  to  the  desirability  and  propriety  of  making  all  expense  incident  to 
mineral  survey,  including  even  field  examination,  payable  by  the  applicant,  so  that 
such  surveys  may  be  had  without  expense  to  the  United  States  in  any  respect, 
except  of  necessity  the  official  superintendence  of  the  surveyor-general.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  letter  E,  dated  April  30,  1900,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  herewith,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report  of  surveying  operations  in  the  dis- 
trict of  Utah  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1900. 

During  the  year  the  survey  of  31  townships,  aggregating  2,299  miles  70  chains  4 
links  of  line,  have  been  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  honorable  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office  for  his  action,  and  119  township  plats,  10  plats  of  exteriors, 
and  1  plat  of  forest  reserve  have  been  made. 

In  the  mineral  department  322  original  surveys,  containing  508  locations,  and  15 
amended  surveys  have  been  approved  and  1,333  plats  made. 

Full  information  as  to  the  surveying  operations  is  embodied  in  the  following  tabular 
statements,  of  which  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F  pertain  to  the  department  of  public  land 
surveys;  G,  H,  I,  and  J  to  the  mineral  department,  and  K  to  the  accounting  depart- 
ment.
